Report  on  Periodicals 

The  founders  of  our  Baptist  denomination  well  knew^  the  value 
ill  id  the  power  of  the  press.  In  the  early  days  by  way  of  letters,  Pam- 
jjhlets  and  occasional  publications,  they  sought  to  stimulate  and 
shape  the  cause  of  our  denomination.  Throughout  a  period  of  one 
hundred  years  this  work  of  publication  has  increased  in  its  usefulness 
and  importance.  Ti  an  article  entitled  "Our  Baptist  Press  in  the  Cen- 
tury 1880-1930",  President  W.  J.  McGlothlin  of  Furman  University, 
makes  the  following  statement: 

*Tt  would  be  difficult  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of  our  reli- 
gious papers  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  Baptist  denomination  dur- 
ing- the  last  one  hundred  years.  A  century  ago  they  were  just  begin- 
ning- their  career  of  service,  and  their  usefulness  among  Southern 
Baptists  has  continued  to  grow  to  the  present  hour.  We  can  scarce- 
ly realize  the  extent  to  which  our  work  would  be  limited  and  retarded 
if  we  were  compelled  to  work  without  them.  If  they  should  fail  and 
die  we  would  be  compelled  to  re-establish  them  before  our  work  could 
go  on  and  prosper  again. 

*'In  the  early  days  of  the  denomination  in  America,  when  we  foster- 
ed no  great  tasks,  the  need  of  weekly  religious  papers  *vas  not  felt 
-SO  keenly.  Communication  among  our  preachers  was  maintained  by 
correspondence,  by  much  itinerating,  by  the  associational  meetings 
and  their  minutes,  and  by  occasional  pamphlets  t  lint^l  and  circulated 
ai:  the  expense  of  their  authors.  But  when  the  tw-o  great  fundamental 
tasks  of  the  Baptists  — education  and  missions — rose  above  the  hori- 
zon of  our  thought  and  effort,  something  more  was  needed.  State  and 
national  conventions  were  organized.  Information,  constant  commui- 
•cation,  and  inspiration  were  necessary  to  the  success  of  this  under- 
taking. 

In  our  own  State,  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  recognized  and  es- 
tablished medium  of  our  denominational  publicity.  It  had  its.  begin- 
ning nearly  ono  hundred  years  ago  not  far  from  the  spotrn  v/hich 
the  meeting  of  this  Association  is  being  held.  Throughput  .^ts  ex- 
ir^^tence  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  sought  to  serve,  the  Bapi'sts  of 
Xorth  Carolina  and  the  world.  It  seek.s  in  a  constructive  way  to  obey 
the  command  of  the  Master  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  every  part  of 
Ihe  world.    The  seventy-seven  stockholder  publish  the   Recorder  in 
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the  interest  of  our  Baptist  work.  For  years  they  received  no  dividends 
and  for  the  last  nine  years  have  published  the  paper  at  a  financial 
loss.  The  managers  have  but  one  aim  m  publishing  the  Recorder— 
to  assist  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  in  extending-  the  Reign  of 
Christ.  The  Christian  culture  of  our  future  Baptist  homes  depends, 
in  no  small  degree,  on  the  contribution  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  able 
to  make  to  them. 

People  are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read.  The  Biblical 
Recorder  seeks  to  bring  to  our  people  weekly  a  summary  of  our  Bap- 
tist news,  local  and  general.  It  seeks  to  give  a  Christian  and  Baptist 
interpretation  to  the  events  of  the  day.  It  seeks  to  give  the  achieve- 
ments of  our  schools,  churches,  Sunday  Schools,  B.  Y,  P.  U.'s,  W.  M. 
U.,  and  laymen's  work.  It  presents  letters  from  missiona^'ies  at  home 
nnd  abroad,  and  hence  informs  the  readers  of  what  is  being  accom- 
plished through   their  contribution. 

The  Home  Circle  offers  help  for  the  development  of  the  spiritual 
and  intellectual  needs  in  every  young  church  member.  It  seeks  to  pre- 
sent high  ideals  for  young  people,  real  help  in  the  development  of 
Christian  character,  which  will  react  for  good  in  the  future  of  our 
people.  Never  before  was  there  a  time  whe;i  our  boys  and  girls  stood 
more  in  need  of  wholesome  literature  which  will  instil  high  ideals, 
create  a  desire  for  pure  living,  and  stimulate  them  in  rendering  un- 
selfish service.  The  Biblical  Recorder  seeks  to  aid  at  this  particular 
point. 

In  addition  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  we,  of  course,  should  take  note 
of  the  usefulness  and  influence  of  "Chcrity  and  Children,"  the  publi- 
cation of  Mills  Home,  dedicated  to  the  orphange  work,  and  likewise 
proving  itself  to  be  an  ever  increasing  agency  for  the  development 
of  our  denominational  thought  ?.nd  action. 

The  gravest  problem  that  confronts  our  denomination  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  is  probably  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  individual  local 
churches  to  follow  their  own  separate  courses  with  a  lessening  con- 
cern for  the  problems  of  the  dcnominatio^i  as  a  whole.  Undoubtedly 
our  denominational  periodicals  are  the  best  agencies  for  meeting  and 
solving  this  serious  problem. 

Bro  Broughton,  in  his  usual  plain,  pointed  and  forceful  style, 
spoke  of  the  importance  of  reading  the  Biblical  Recorder  to  be  a  well 
rnformed  Baptist. 

Bro.  J.  S.  Farmer  dwelt  upon  the  necessity  of  having  the  whole- 
hearted support  of  the  Baptists  of  our  state  if  the  Recorder  is  to 
measure  up  to  the  purpose  of  the  paper.

Report  on  State  Missions 

The  growth  and  progress  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  is  due  in 
large  measure  to  the  wise  and  aggressive  measures  adopted  and  fol- 
lowed by  our  State  Mission  Board. 

Twenty  years  ago,  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson  said:  "It  will  be  seen 
that  the  Board  aided  in  the  establishment  of  half  the  Baptist  churches 
in  the  State,  and  three-fourths  of  tho^e  organized  since  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  was  organized." 

I  do  not  have  the  figures  showing  the  number  of  churches  organ- 
ized during-  the. past  twenty  years,  but  doubtless  there  has  been  -much 
growth  du6  to  the  faithful' work  of  our  State*. Missionaries.     .     ,.       . 

It  is  well  to  remernber  that  many  of  Qur  stronger  churches .  were 
established  by  out-  State  Mission  Board,,. or,  were,  aided  by.it  diijriag 
their  early  struggles.  'There  is  great  need  today  for  aiding" the  weaker 
•churches  to  iriaintain  better  service,  as. Well  a^  for  evangelistic  .work 
:£ind  lYevj  chiirches  to  be  establishe*d  in  destitute  places. 
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In  the  eastern  section  of  the  state  there  are  ten  counties  with 
only  one  resident  Baptist  pastor  to  the  comity.  In  many  parts  in 
the  east  there  are  all  kinds  of  isms  that  hardly  resemble  New  Testa- 
ment churches.  Surely  Baptists  shouW  do  something  to  bring  the 
clear  lig-ht  into  such  confused  minds  and  hearts. 

In  the  central  part  of  our  state  in  the  industrial  sections,  there 
are  vast  numbers  that  need  shepherds,  and  Baptists  should  do  their 
share  to  win  and  train  these  thousands  for  Christ. 

In  the  extreme  western  part  of  the  state,  there  are  many  churches 
that  are  languishing  for  better  trained  leadei'ship.  There  the  people 
are  responsive  to  the  Gospel  appeal,  and  many  have  fou'id  the  Sav- 
ior, but  they  need  better  training  for  effective  service. 

There  are  about  600,000  unsaved  people  in  our  state.  Surely  Bap- 
tists will  be  held  responsible,  if  we  sit  idly  by  and  let  this  vast 
number  perish  without  the  Gospe].  There  is  need  for  a  larger  and 
fuller  State  Mission  literature,  tracts,  etc.

Report  On   Home  Missions 

When  the  writer  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  wished  to  bright- 
en the  hopes,  and  strengthen  the  faith  and  courage  of  those  who  were 
enduring  great  afflictions  for  Christ,  he  called  the  roll  of  the  heroes 
of  faith  and  said,  "Let  us  also,  seeing  we  are  compassed  about  with, 
so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin 
which  doth  so  easily  beset  us,  and  let  us  run  with  patience  the. 
race  that  is  set  before  us,  looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  fin'.sh- 
ev  of  our  faith." 

With  just  such  s-piiit  as  this  the  Home  Mission  Board  faces  its- 
task  today.  There  may  be  reasons  for  discouragements;  but  there  are' 
greater  reasons  for  faith  and  courage.  The  past  years  of  the  Board's 
history,  while  full  of  struggle  and  hardships,  have  nevertheless 
been  years  of  glorious  achievement. 

From  1885  to  1932,  a  period  of  87  years,  the  Home  Mission- 
Board  has  made  a  record  which  can  hardly  be  surpassed  by  any 
other  missionary  organization  in  the  wide  world.  During  this  pe- 
riod of  87  years  41,062  missionaries  have  been  employed  by  the 
Board,  and  as  a  result  of  their  work  they  reported  785,500  baptisms... 
These  baptisms  represent  one-fifth  of  the  total  present  membership 
of  Southern  Baptists-  These  missionaries  also  organized  8,570 
churches  during  these  87  years,  which  represent  one-third  of  the 
total  number  of  Baptist  churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. This  is  a  glorious  record  of  achievement  and  should  inspire 
our  people  to  gird  themselves  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  and  gO' 
forward. 

During   the   past  two    years   the    Home    Mission    Board   has   car- 
ried on  its  work   and  met  its  obligations  with   a  decreasing   income.. 
It  is  the  policy  of  the     Board     to     live     within     its     income,     and     to 
pay  each  year  a  part  of  its  indebtedness  until  the  Board  is  free  from, 
debt. 

The  Board  has  been  compelled  to  reduce  its  mission  force,  but 
it  has  not  abandoned  any  of  its  mission  fields.  The  work  has  been 
blessed  of  the  Lord.  Our  missionaries  reported  last  year  3,128= 
baptisms. 

The  Board  is  asking  Southern  Baptists  to  enlarge  their  gifts-, 
to   Home  Missions,  for  there   never  was   a   greater  need  than  noA\v 
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There  'are  45,000,000  people  in  the  South,  20,000,000  of  which  are 
unchurched. We  need  not  go  to  far  away  lands  to  find  lost  millions, 
for  we  live  in  the  midst  of  one  of  the  largest  fields  of  missionary 
possibility  in  all  the  world.  We  have  in  our  midst  5,000,000  for- 
eigners; 200,000  Indians;  7,200,000  Mountaineers;  10  million  Negroes; 
500,000  Jews  who  should  be  told  that  the  Messiah  for  whom  they 
look  has  already  come;  40,000  deaf  mutes  whose  hearts  are  eager 
to  hear  what  their  ears  can  never  hear;  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  need  to  become  loyal  soldiers  of  the  cross 
of  Christ;  and  uncounted  thousands  of  neighbors  and  friends  who 
need  to  be  won  to  Christ.  Add  to  these  the  2,500,000  in  Cuba  and 
Panama,  and  we  see  that  the  Home  Mission  field  is  one  to  touch  our 
hearts  with  compassion,  and  to  fire  our  souls  with  a  zeal  to  win  to 
Christ  these  millions  right  at  our  door. 

22,000,000  lost  souls  in  the  Southland,  Cuba,  and  Panama.  These 
are  our  possibilities!  These  are  our  responsibilities! 

These,  won  to  Christ,  will  shine  as  stars  in  our  crown  through- 
out eternity.  These,  saved  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  will  join  us 
in  sending  the  blessed  Gospel  around  the  world.

Report    On    Foreign    Missions 

In  a  period  of  financial,  moral  and  religious  decline  when  dis- 
couragements, defeats,  and  failures  are  the  characteristics  of  the 
time  the  chaptei'  on  the  achievements  of  v^orld  missions  reads  with 
g-lowdng  encouragement.  Our  missions  are  pro^^pering  wonderfully- 
God's  blessings  upon  our  work  in  lands  beyond  our  own.  The  triumphs 
of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  lands  is  like  n  "Song  in  the  night."  While 
distressing  declines  are  taking  place  in  rece'pts  to  the  Board  here  at 
home,  one  is  given  an  expansion  of  heart  in  the  triumphs  of  our 
Missionaries  abroad. 

Achievements  of  the  Past  Year 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  great  revivals  in  nearly  all 
foreign  mission  fields.  Here  is  a  revival  experience  reported  from 
Africa  in  which  a  whole  village  turned  to  Christ:  One  of  our  Baptist 
Pastors  went  t'hei'e  and  baptized  1,444  and  another  thousand  was 
seeking  baptism.  They  had  left  their  idols  and  they  wanted  a  true  and 
living  God,  but  they  did  not  know  how  to  go  about  finding  Him.  This 
experience  has  been  repeated  in  nearly  all  the  mission  fields  of  our 
work. 

With  such  spirit  as  this,  charactei'istic  of  many  of  the  fields  we 
are  not  surprised  to  have  the  glad  tidings  that  last  year  there  were 
baptized  16,568  souls.  This  is  the  largest  number  ever  reported  on 
our  foreign  fields. 

Grov/th  and  Stability  of  the  Work 

The  growth  and  stability  of  the  work  of  world  missions  are 
matters  for  rejoicing.  A  specific  evidence  of  growth,  aside  from  the- 
thousands  of  baptisms,  is  sho-yvn  by  the  contributions  made  by  these 
new  Testament  churches  abroad.  These  2,681  churches  gave  for  the 
support  of  the  work  last  year  ^145,000.00,  a  sum  larger  than  South- 
ern Baptists  gave  to  foreign  missions  in  1906. 

Moreover,  we  are  told  that  churches  are  organized  into  associa- 
tions. In  some  countries  they  have  National  Baptist  Conventions. 
In  some  other  countries  they  have  agencies  to  promote  Home  Missions,. 
Orphanages  and  even  foreign  missions. 

All  this  leads  us  to  say:  Our  Foreign  Mission  work  has  passed. 
the  childhood  stage.  But  youth  needs  guidance  and  in  realizing  th'i 
highest  possibilities  "We  could  not  desert  the  baby  in  his  weakness; 
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We  must  not  desert  the  boy  as  lie  begins  to  measure  his  strength  iii 
the    life    struggle."    Besides    there    are    great   fields    left    untouched. 
Surely  world  missions  is  a  bright  chapter  in  our  religious  life. 
Some  Discouragements 

While  God's  blessings  are  attending  the  work  of  our  world  mis- 
sionaries, our  support  of  these  missionaries  has  grown  weaker  and 
weaker.  Scores  of  missionaries  have  broken  under  the  strain,  Othei: 
scores  have  been  told  to  find  work  elsewhere.  Pitiful  spectacle!  Kept 
at  home  by  our  gold  while  their  hearts  yearn  for  their  work  acrOs.-- 
the    sea. 

One  v\-rit£r  has  expressed  his  yearning  in  the  following  vvordrf 
under  the  title  of  "On  Furlough"

Wlicreas,  the  John  T.  Fullen  Baptist  Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  is 
lacing-  a  iinancial  pituntion  that  threatens  the  life  of  the  church,  and 

Whereas,  the  church  property,  worth  considerably  more  than  the 
present  indebtedness,  can  be  saved  by  keeping  the  intei'est  paid  on 
loan,  and 

Whereas,  there  is  manifest  necessity  in  this  location  for  a  Bap- 
tist church,  creatinj^  a  situation  that  jnstiiies  this  Association  in 
giving-  serious  thought  to  the  needs  of  this  church,  therefore  be  it 
resolved: 

1 — That  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  now  in  session  does 
declare  the  aid  of  this  church  to  be  a  worthy  missionary  object  and 
does  reciuest  the  several  churches  to  appropriate  and  designate  an 
amount  equal  to  at  least  5  per  cent  of  all  their  contributions,  other 
than  their  own  local  expenses,  for  the  aid  of  this  church  and  the 
Set  me  to  be  sent  directly  to  a  committee  appointed  by  this  Association. 

2 — That  a  committee  be  named  by  this  Association  to  receive  and 
pay  out  said  funds  to  the  John  T.  PuUen  Baptist  Church  and  ti3  act 
ill  an  advisory  capacity  with  the  church  in  working  out  the  final 
saving"   of  this   institution. 

3 — That  the  funds  given  for  the  above  cause  be  designated  As- 
sociational  iMissions. 

Bro.  G.  N.   Cowan  prepared  the  report  on  General  Program  and 
on  motion  it  was  adopted. 

Report  On  The  Co-Operative  Program 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  St. 
Petersburg,  Florida,  the  following  statement  with  reference  to  the 
Co-operative  Prog-ram  was  adopted: 

"That  we  re-affirm  the  commitments  of  previous  sessions  of  this 
convention  that  the  Co-operative  Program  with  an  annual  Every 
i\Iember  Canvass,  and  the  tithe  as  a  minimum  of  Christian  steward- 
ship, is  the  best  plan  yet  devised  or  in  sig-lit  for  the  financial  support 
of  our  work." 

Through  a  period  of  years  now,  the  progressive  and  forward- 
looking-  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  have  been  slow- 
ly moving-  toward  a  unification  and  correlation  of  all  of  the  local 
work  of  the  church  into  a  unified  budget.  The  Mission,  Benevolent  and 
Educational  work  of  Southern  Baptists,  both  state  and  Southwide. 
has  also  been  unified  into  a  budget  known  as  the  Co-operative  Program. 
The  objects  sharing  in  the  Co-operative  Program  funds  are,  Foreign 
Missions,  Home  Missions,  Christian  Education,  Old  Ministers'  Relief, 
Orphanages  and  iHospitals.  With  reference  to  the  division  of  the  Co- 
operative Program  funds  as  between  state  and  Southwide  or  world- 
wide objects,  the  Promotion  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention adopted  the  50-50  ratio  as  the  Ideal  toward  which  we  would 
strive. 

The  funds  going  to  Southwide  objects  are  reckoned  upon  the  ba- 
sis of  100  per  cent  and  are  divided  as  follows:

Each  State  Convention  fixes  the  percentage  division  of  all  funds 
going  to  statewide  objects  year  by  year. . 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  simply  an  effort  to  un'fy  and  Corre- 
late all  of  our  work  into  one  unified  budget,  thus  enabling  every 
member  of  the  church  to  share  with  his  gifts,  in  all  of  the  work  of 
Southern  Baptists,  at  home  a'ld  abroad. 

The  time  for  the  simultaneous  Southwide  Every  Member  Can- 
vass this  year  is  Nov.  27-Dec.  4.  Every  Association  in  the  SoMth  is 
asked  to  elect  a  Promotion  Committee,  consisting  oi  a  chairman,  .w  , 
pastors,  two  laymen,  one  representative  from  the  W.  M.  U.,  one  :  rjm 
the  S.  S.  and  one  from  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  This  Committee  should  or- 
ganize and  begin  at  once  to  prepare  every  church  in  the  Association, 
for  making  the  Every  Member  Canvass. 

A  small  group  of  our  churches  in  each  state  have  been  putting  on 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  in  more  or  less  imperfect  and  haphazai'd 
way  for  many  years.  Possibly  taking  all  of  the  states  of  the  Con- 
vention, we  have  an  average  of  three  hundred  churches  in  each  state 
that  put  on  the  Co-operative  Irogram  each  year  vvith  an  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass  and  send  money  to  the  state  headquarters  once  each 
month.  Let's  make  those  our  Honor  Roll  churches  and  publish  this. 
list  once  each  month  in  the  state  paper.  We  should  all  strive  together 
through  the  Promotion  Committee  in  each  state,  and  through  the  as- 
sociational  organizations,  to  increase  rapidly,  year  by  year,  the  num- 
ber of  churches  belonging  to  the  Honor  Roll  in  each  state.  These 
churches  are  the  financial  sheet-anchor  of  every  State  Board  in  the 
South.  They  save  the  honor  and  integrity  of  the  Baptist  work,  both 
state  and  Southwide,  month  by  month.  There  is  not  a  board  or  agency 
in  the  Baptist  I'fe  of  the  South  that  could  survive  six  months  with- 
out those  Honor  Roll  churches  that  send  in  funds  each  month  to 
state  headquarters.  Let's  set  our  hands  to  the  task  of  inducing  every 
church  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  join  this  Honor  Roll 
of  live,  Missionary,  conquering  churches!

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Report  on   Christian  Education 

A  superficial  view  might  give  the  impression  that  Chr'stian 
schools  may  soon  be  no  long-er  needed.  Religious  denominations  »)io- 
rieered  in  the  field  of  education,  rendering'  untold  service  tjefoie  ;5tatf.' 
education  could  reach  the  people.  Many  church  schools  and  colleges 
were  established,  increasing  nuinbc-rs  of  v,  hicK  have  gone  out  cf  exist- 
ence with  the  growth  of  public  instruction.  Within  recent  years  n 
i->out  half  of  the  Baptist  schools  in  the  South,  most  of  them  secondary 
:ank,  have  suspended  operation^;.  And  m  a  measurable  cime,  at  Uio; 
present  rate  of  expansion,  state-supported  educat'on  could  be  pro- 
vided for  all.  Hence  the  seemingly  obvious  cone  usion  might  be  reach- 
ed that  Christian  bodies  should  discontinue  school  act'vities  except 
for  the  technical  religious  training  of  Christian    ..orkirs. 

Closer  scrutiny  shows,  however,  that  Christian  education  is  need- 
ed now  as  probably  never  before.  The  human  race  is  at  present  in 
the  midst  of  profound  c.nd  trr-reaching  readjustments  in  thought  and 
life.  There  have  been  such  in  the  past,  but  never  quite  so  radical  or 
on  quite  so  many  fronts.  Upheavals  involving-  thought,  customs  and 
institutions  in  the  past  Vvere  usually  confined  to  limited  territory  or 
to  special  fields.  Nov-  the  ferment  of  questioning  and  the  process  ot" 
readjustment  are  Vvorld-wide.  Formerly  religion  as  such  was  not  us- 
ually attacked,  though  its  friends  rushed  against  phantom  elements. 
Now,  however,  reiig'ion  iirself  is  threatened  with  frontal  attack  by  its 
major  foes  and  with  flank  attacks  by  their  many  allies. 

Changing  views  of  the  world  have  always  been  accompanied  by- 
alterations  in  the  conception  of  the  Divine  Being  and  His  relation  i^'^ 
the  world.  The  scientific  view  of  the  world  is  now  undergoing  rapid 
change.  From  stars  to  atoms  men's  thoughts  are  be'ng  revolution- 
ized- It  was  relatively  easy  for  all  mcji  to  think  of  God  and  His  r^latioi! 
to  the  small  world  of  i  re-teiescopic  diys.  One  could  visualize  God 
then  very  much  as  a  human  artificer.  It  is  more  difficult  co  :magine 
God's  relation  to  a  universe,  the  spaces  of  which  are  measured  by 
light  years,  and  all  operating  under  inexorable  law.  The  devout  Chris- 
tian in  the  wonders  of  the  telescope  and  the  physical  laboratory  finds- 
things  that  help  him  to  see  the  greatness  of  Gocl.  But  these  same  mar- 
vels may  prove  bewildering  to  the  student.  He  studies  textbooks  that 
ignore  the  name  of  God,  substituting-  therefor  the  idea  of  force  anci: 
law.  He  is  likely  to  assume  the  unity  of  truth,  in  which  case  he  may- 
find  it  difficult  to 'adjust  his  expanding-  knowledge  of  the  world  to  his 
boyhood's  conception  of  God. 

Students  of  social  sciences  find  moral  and  religious  perplexities. 
Long  ago  psychology  declared  the  soul  to  be  superfluous,  vhile  now 
its  popular  assumption  is  that  all  mental  processes  are  purely  me- 
chanical. Social  institutions  arc  viewed  as  natural  phenomena,  none 
of  which  has  higher  claim  to  authority  than  that  it  once  worked  well 
in  a  different  social  order;  which  form  of  reasoning  is  applied  i-o 
moral  standards  and  with  the  same  results.  Religion  also  has  become 
one  of  the  social  studies,  the  scientif  c  approach  recognizing  no  re- 
vealed element  even  in  Christianity.  Some  even  regard  all  religious 
beliefs  and  activities  as  only  imaginary  defences  in  a  purely^  mechan- 
istic v.'orld.  It  need  not  surprise  us  then  that  some  popular  teachers 
and  writers  in  America  openly  deny  all  religion  and  accept  pagan  mor- 
al .standards  Vvithout  the  pagan  gods.  Nor  is  it  without  sig-nificance 
that  the  atheistic  movement  is  gaining-  millions  of  adherents  in  Europe 
or  that  materirlism  tlncatens  to  dominate  the  educated  classes  of  die 
Orient. 

Add  to  these  things  the  social  problems  that  confront  the  world. 
Growing'  unrest  is  seen  everywhere,  so  that  thoughtful  persons  sense 
some  early  and  fundamental  readjustment  of  the  economic  order.  The 
happening's   in   Russia  are   at  least  signific.?mt.   Statesmanship   seem^^ 
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with  us  to  have  been  lost  in  party  scrambles.  The  specter  of  war  will 
always  hover  over  the  world  till  the  ethic  of  Jesus  is  given  a  chance 
in  the  councils  of  the  nations.  The  decaying-  family  and  increasing; 
criminality  alarms  us. 

Human  problems  are  too  great  to  be  solved  by  unregenerate  and 
imguided  men. 

Men's  minds  are  free,  for  which  Baptists  are  largely  responsible. 
Christian  truth  will  have  to  take  its  place  along  with  other  subject.s 
of  thought  and  make  its  appeal  on  its  own  merits.  The  Christian 
school  gives  Christ  a  chance  at  the  lives  of  students.  The  Christian 
moral  code  is  given  an  opportunity  to  make  its  appeal  to  intelligent 
young  people  in  pursuit  of  culture.  We  believe  that  the  lives  of  stu- 
dents thus  influenced  will  count  for  much  in  the  time  just  ahead.  Qui- 
churches  need  strong,  intelligent,  consecrated  leadership.  Each  student 
in  our  schools  is  so  much  potential  future  strength. 

It  remains  only  to  be  said  that  our  Baptist  schools  need  and  de- 
serve our  generous  support.  Education  demands  good  equipment  and 
well-pi'epared  teachers.  Our  schools  must  rank  with  the  best  in  their 
work;  and  they  must  repay  to  the  denomination  large  dividends 
in  their  Christian  courses  of  study,  genuine  Christian  atmosphere 
and  religious  training.  Othei*Avise  they  have  no  reason  for  their  exist- 
ence, [t  rests  with  our  Baijtist  people  to  make  such  continued  ser- 
vice possible.

Report  on  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

We,  the  Raleigh  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Association,  wish  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing general  report  on  our  work  for  the  year  1932. 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  since  the  last  Association  m-<'t 
in  Wendell  last  October,  the  B.  Y-  P.  U.  work  in  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion has  gone  forv/ard  with  more  than  usual  success.  We  have  held 
a  number  of  district  meatings  and  all  of  these  have  proved  more 
than  worthwhile.  Probably  the  one  single  meeting  that  meant  more 
to  our  work  was  the  Annual  Associational  meeting  held  at  Wendell 
on  Sunday  afternoon  May,  8th,  1932.

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Report   On   Baptist   Hospitals 

It  is  a  disappointment  shared  by  all  present  that  Bro.  G.  T.. 
Lumpkin,  Supt.  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem,  cannot 
oe  with  us  today.  But  the  hour  has  struck  when  it  is  my  privilege 
and  pleasure  to  submit  a  report  of  our  hospital  lor  your  considera- 
Tion.  And  during  the  past  year,  since  last  we  met,  the  loving-  minis- 
try of  sympathy  and  healing  has  g"one  on,  and  our  hearts  rejoice 
roday  with  them  who  have  labored  in  the  Master's  cause. 

It  is  in  this  spirit  that  we  come  today  to  express  our  gratitude 
r'or  the  loyal  service,  the  self-sacrificing  zeal  and  the  graces  of 
character  that  adorn  the  lives  of  those  who,  together  with  that 
ureat  man  of  God  are  giving-  their  time  and  talents  in  loyal  ser- 
■r'.ce  to  help  relieve  suffering-  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
•"I  our  great  state. 
"Somev.'here  the  record  is  written  of  their  work  in  a  beautiful  way: 

Somewhere  the  reward  will  be  given, 
And  the  crown  of  service  they'll  wear." 

Since  the  hospital  was  established,  1931  vv-as  the  hardest  yeai 
until  1932  has  proved  to  be  even  worse.  Demands  for  help  greatb/ 
increase  and  income  from  pay  patients  decrease  with  the  months. 
Many  of  the  smaller  hospitals  have  been  compelled  to  discontinue 
taking-  charity  patients  and  that  has  increased  the  number  sent 
to  the  Baptist  Hospital.  A  large  percentage  of  people  are  out  of 
\\  ork  or  on  short  time  and  .cut  wages.  Many  live  on  farms  and  have 
no  money. 

Worry,  poor  living-  conditions,  too  rigid  economy,  have  in- 
creased the  am.ount  of  sickness  among  the  people  unable  to  pay. 
And  all  these  thing-s  combine  to  increase  the  financial  burden  o: 
:he  hospital.  At  the  present  there  are  35  patients  in  our  hospital 
leceiving-  help.  They  come  from  counties  all  the  way  from  the  Atlan- 
tic to  the  Tennessee  line.  They  must  be  cared  for,  or  many  of  ihem 
will  die.  But  the  question  is,  how  can  we  do  it?  The  hospital  is  re- 
ceiving- fewer  paying-  patients.  The  first  four  months  of  this  yeai 
.-how  1317  less  pay  days  than  the  same  period  last  year.  That  mean;- 
less  income  from  pay  patients.  The  indications  are  that  iMother's 
Day  offerings  w'ill  be  S2500  less  than  last  year.  So  the  income  ha> 
been  reduced  from  every  soui-ce  and  the  free  service  increased.  To 
meet  these  conditions,  salaries  have  been  cut,  expenses  curtailed- 
equipment  left  off  everywhere,  and  yet  it  is  impossible  to  meet  the  de- 
jnands. 

Our  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  must  help  on  the  patients  they 
.-end  to  the  hospitals  or  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  close  the 
doors  to  the  needy  or  go  hopelessly  in  debt.  Yet  the  hospital  is  com- 
manded to  keep  out  of  debt,  although  pastors  and  churches  continue 
to  send  their  sick.  The  impossible  cannot  be  done,  so  today  we  plead 
i'^ll  e\:\\  dhurch  will  send  SI. 50  a  day  for  each  patient  that  the 
church  sends.  If  they  will  do  this,  the  patients  can  be  taken  care  of 
and  the  hospital  can  continue  to  carry  the  load  and  keep  out  of  debt. 
This  is  no  g-reat  burden  to  any  church,  because  they  only  have  to 
help  one.  while  there  are  around  2,000  cases  each  year  sent  to  the 
hospital.  The  churches  throug-hout  our  state  must  carry  their  part,  if 
the  hospital  continues  to  open  its  doors  to  the  unfortunate. 

Listen,  fellow  Baptists,  these  are  our  brothers  and  sisters.  This 
is  our  hospital.  We  built  it  to  care  for  these  needy  sick.  Shall  we 
■compel  Dr.  Lumpkin  to  quit  the  charity  work  and  g-o  out  of  business  in 
these  times  that  are  so  distressing?  These  people  w-ill  die  unless  \;hey 
are  helped.  The  appeal  comes  to  us  today  to  provide  means  to  care 
for  them. 

Dr.  Lumpkin  stresses  two  things  in  particular.  Take  a  Mother's 
Day  offering  and  send  S1.50  a  day  when  a  patient  is  sent.  Again  he 
urges  us  to  send  pay  patients   to  him.  Talk   about  the  hospital   and 
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pray  for  this  great  i^istitution  of  healing,  which  is  one  of  the  best 
in  the  land.  The  challenge  comes  today  to  all  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists to  jo.n  hearts  and  hands  with  our  hospital  forces  in  the  battk 
for  life.  And  the  challenge  comes  in  the  name  of  Christ  and  sick 
humanity.  Will  you  ring  true?

Report  On  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  this  year  rounding  out  the 
44th  year  of  its  history.  From  a  small  beginning  it  grew  rapidly, 
both  in  numbers  and  gifts  until  in  1929  there  were  523,726  mem- 
bers contributing  $3,500,166.59.  This  was  during  the  Ruby  Anni- 
versary Year — the  time  of  the  75,000,000  campaign. 

Since  that  time  along  with  all  other  religious  bodies  there  has 
been  a  steady  decline  in  gifts. 

Our  North  Carolina  W.  M.  U.  has  held  its  place  with  that  of 
other  states — ranking  third — for  many  years.  God  has  blessed  us  by 
calling  a  number  of  leaders  from  our  ranks.  The  first  southern  W.  M.. 
U.  President  was  our  own  Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  who  was  also  our 
North  Carolina  president.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Briggs  Pittman,  for  many 
years  our  Sunbeam  Leader,  is  one  of  the  editors  of  Royal  Service 
ond  Miss  Janie  Cree  Bose,  now  Mrs.  Anderson,  was  for  several  years 
the  gi'eatly  beloved  Principal  of  the  Training  School.  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones,. 
our  own  President,  is  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  Southern  W.. 
31.  U.  and  a  most  valued  counselor  in  all  deliberations  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board. 

Three  of  our  agencies  celebrated  their  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
this  year,  the  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries,  our  magazine,  Royal 
Service,  and  our  Missionary  Training  School  for  Young  Women  in 
Louisville. 

Our  wise  leaders  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  truly  had  their 
hearts  in  close  attune  with  that  of  the  Master  when  they  established 
these  departments,  for  they  have  been  wonderfully  blessed.  The  Y'- 
W.  A.  and  G.  A.  have  trained  thousands  of  young  girls  to  love 
missions  and  carry  on  the  work.  May  we  not  continue  to  plan  for  them 
and  provide  adequate  leadership  that  our  Baptist  host  of  girls  may 
in  these  days  of  temptation  be  kept  close  to  our  faith  and  high 
ideals. 

We  celebrate  25  years  of  splendid  achievement,  too,  for  our 
mission  magazine.  Royal  Service,  which  is  invaluable  to  our  mission 
cause,  with  its  excellent  programs  and  missionary  information.  Let 
us  have  a  share  iii  secui-ing  the  75,000  subscriptions  and  renewals 
set  for  its  silvei-  anniversary  goal. 

Our  Training  School  also  rounding  out  25  years  of  service,  so  dear 
t..  the  hearts  of  North  Carolina  women,  has  wonderfully  fulfilled 
the  dreams  of  its  founders.  It  is  a  veritable  lighthouse  unto  salva- 
tion. Its  search  lights  are  the  radiant  young  women  who  give=  theii 
lives  in  service  to  carry  the  message  of  Christ  and  His  love  to  all 
mankind.  It  needs  our  love  and  prayers  and  our  gifts.  It  needs  our  best 
type  of  consecrated,  educated  girls.  The  right  word  spoken  to  the  right 
girl  by  the  missionary  society  president,  the  pastor  or  other  leader, 
will  frequently  be  the  means  of  clinching  her,  often  times  unexpressed, 
(>es'\ve  to  train  heiself  for  Christian  service.  God  has  called  a  large 
number  of  our  North  Cai  olina  girls  for  study  here  during  the  years, 
dozens  of  them  are  serving  at  home  or  abroad  in  some  capacity.  We 
have  frequently  had  as  many  as  18  in  training  at  one  time.  The  number 
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'has  fallen  off  greatly,  not  only  with  ns,  but  with  all  the  states,  due 
to  the  fact  that  our  people  are  not  giving  enough  to  missions  for 
the  Board  to  send  more  missionaries  out.  There  are  a  large  number 
prepared  and  ready — eager — to  go,  who  have  to  stay  at  home  be- 
cause we  Baptists  arc  not  providing  the  way.  The  W.  M.  U-  of  Vir- 
ginia has  raised  this  summer  the  money  to  send  Edwin  Dozler  and 
his  wife.  Helen  Dozier,  now  at  Meredith,  plans  to  go  to  the  Training 
School  next  year,  and  our  North  Carolina  W.  M.  U.  hopes  to  send 
her  back  to  Japan,  where  her  father  and  mother  are  and  where  she 
was  born  and  wants  to  labor.  Both  Helen  and  Edwin  are  Margaret 
Fund  students — an  important  part  of  our  work  and  are  the  son  and 
daughter  of  graduates  of  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith. 

Next  year  our  Royal  Ambassador  organization  will  complete  a 
quarter  century  of  its  life.  Those  of  us  who  have  R.  A.  Chapters  in 
our  churches  are  thrilled  over  the  possibilities  of  these  chapters  for 
real  missionary  inspiration.  If  we  can  organize  these  in  all  our 
churches  we  will  soon  have  a  generation  of  men  who  are  informed 
about  missions.  Leaders  of  our  work  are  looking  forward  to  the 
time  when  our  Union  will  foster  organizations  for  boys  graduating 
from  live  R.  A.  chapters.  There  are  already  such  organizations  in 
Georgia  and  Texas,  called  "Young  Men's  Brotherhoods."  May  we  not 
lay  this  upon  our  hearts  and  plan  definitely  for  this  important 
opportunity  ?  Wise  leadership  is  needed. 

While  there  is  a  decrease  shown  in  our  offerings  this  year, 
almost  every  other  part  of  the  work  has  grown — new  members,  new 
societies,  more  tithers,  more  personal  sei-vice  and  mission  study  re- 
ported. 

In  spite  of  all  that  we  have  accomplished,  we  are  brought  face 
to  face  today  with  the  fact  that  we  face  a  crisis  in  our  missionary 
endeavors.  Our  leaders  and  members  of  the  past  have  proven  them- 
selves, what  of  those  of  today?  What  account  shall  we  give  of  our- 
selves in  this  day  of  acute  crisis? 

Our  mission  boards  are  at  their  wits  ends  and  seriously  em- 
barrassed as  to  what  to  do  about  the  missionaries  still  on  the  fields, 
to  say  nothing  of  those  who  have  been  recalled  and  are  begging  to 
go  back.  The  few  missionaries  left  on  home  and  foreign  fields  struggle 
desperately  to  maintain  the  work  and  answer  the  calls  for  help,  now 
gTeater  than  ever  before.  They  can't  bear  up  under  the  heavy  burden 
much  longer,  with  no  prospect  of  salary  upon  which  to  live.  Volun- 
teers are  begging  to  be  sent,  but  the  Board  has  to  deny  them. 

Why,  we  ask  ourselves,  has  this  condition  arisen,  so  that  our 
missionaries  are  so  burdened,  and  even  embarrassed  as  to  how  they 
can  live.  The  only  answer  is  that  it  is  because  there  are  so  many  of 
our  people  utterly  Juninterested  in  missions — and  so  many  of  us  who 
are  not  interested  enough  to  reach  out  and  enlist  these  unenlisted 
ones. 

There  are  still  12,800  Southern  Baptist  Churches  which  have  no 
missionary  organizations — no  training  tfor  missions  and  mission- 
ary giving.  Out  of  34  churches  in  the  Raleigh  Association  there  are  12 
without  missionary  organizations.  Reaching  these  unenlisted  ones  is 
our  task  today.  If  we  reach  these  unenlisted  men,  women  and  children 
in  these  12,800  churches  and  fire  them  with  missionary  zeal  and 
love  through  mission  study  and  missionary  progams,  and  train  them 
in  stewardship,those  men  and  women  who  have  given  their  lives 
for  their  Savior  as  missionaries  will  not  suffer. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  Mrs.  Cox,  our  Southern  W.  M.  U. 
President  has  launched  for  1932  an  Extension  and  Enlistment  Pro- 
gram and  asks  every  Society  and  church  to  reach  out  and  enlist  and 
foster  some  other  unenlisted  church. 

May  ^ve  not  look  about  us  now  and  find  the  church  in  which 
we  can  foster  a  I've,  throbbing  missionary  organization  ? 
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Today  as  never  b afore  we  need  wise  leadership — pastors  and 
laymen  and  ^^onicn  who  will  see  the  ned  ijnd  lead  ouc. 

Our  Master  cometh  and  calleth  for  us.  He  calls  us  to  share  our 
Christian  blessings  with  others,  the  blessing-s  of  our  Christian  coun- 
try, the  blesf'.ng-s  oi  cur  Ciirisuan. homes  and  par...its,  our  Christian 
•education  and  opportu.rities — abov2  all  our  knowledge  of  Jne  Chris- 
tian's Chiist  and  his  love.  Inasmuch  as  we  share  these  with  others 
less  fortunate  do  we  show  forth  his  love. 

We  may  feel  insuffic.ent  for  the  task,  but  we  may  rest  as- 
sured that  God  will  give  us  strength  for  the  task  when  we  under- 
take it,  for  He,  the  all  powerful  One,  is  our  leader. 

Those  who  heard  Mrs.  Cox  in  her  message  to  the  Convention 
in  Florida  will  recall  how  she  pictured  the  angel  at  our  Lord's 
tcnib  hurrying  the  women  to  go  toll  the  disciples  that  Jesus  had 
-ilsen  and  added  the  electr  fyi'ig  words,  '"Lo!  Ho  gooth  before  you," 
;an  assurance  of  the  Christian's  victorious  leader,  Jesus  Christ. 

Let  us  keep  that  vision  before  us  that  we  be  not  discourag'ed. 
'Only  as  we  do  lecognize  lis  divine  leadership  will  our  human  efforts 
^vail.  Only  as  we  wait  upon  Him  and  seek  to  find  His  will  for  us, 
do   our  plans   succeed. 

Before  we  can  have  a  part  in  ending  this  crisis  today,  surely 
we  need  to  lay  ourselves  at  His  feet  anew,  rededicating  and  recon- 
secrating our  own  lives  to  His  service  and  then  be  up  and  doing,  for 
"we  know  that  we  as  Christians  have  the  cure  for  the  ills  of  the 
\vorld  today. 

"We  know  the  lands  that  are  sunk  in  shame. 

Of  heai'ts  that  faint  and  tire. 
But  we  know  a  name,  a  name,  a  name. 
That  can  set  those  lands  on  fire  I"

R.  X.  Simms,  Sr.,  who  presented  the  report  on  Sunday 
Schools  discussed  the  subject  in  his  accustomed  forceful  manner,  also 
by  Brethren,  R.  H.  Herring,  S.  L.  Morgan,  R.  F.  Hail  and  Jesse  Mc- 
Carter  after  which  on  motion  it  was  adopded. 

Report  On  Sunday  Schools 

The  reports  for  the  entire  State  last  year  showed  that  there 
were  363,000  people  enrolled  in  the  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  of  chis 
State.  I  am  tokl  by  Brother  Perry  Morgan,  State  Secretary,  that  the 
reports  now  ir  from  twenty-five  associations  indicate  that  during  the 
last  twelve  months  we  have  made  an  increase  of  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  thousand  in  enrollment.  He  also  tells  me  that  his  report  to  the 
approaching  Sate  Convention  will  show  that  the  outstanding'  advances 
that  have  been  made  in  the  work,  apart  from  the  enrollment  increase 
above  noted,  consist  of  very  considerable  progress  in  teacher  train- 
ing", a  marked  advance  in  the  use  of  improved  methods,  and  a  very 
:g'ratifying  increase  in  the  enlistment  of  teachers. 

During  the  past  year  our  state  vv^orkers  have  held  Sunday  School 
i^evivals  in  fourteen  of  our  associations.  The  campaign  in  ten  of  these 
associations  occurred  during'  the  summer  and  in  these  ten  associa- 
tions the  Secretary  reports  that  we  have  1182  new  workers,  666  new^ 
classes,  and  that  1  ,500  people  attended  these  training-  schools; 
that  there  was  an  increased  enrollment  in  these  ten  associations  of 
^,414  members  in  the  Sunday  Schools;  and  271  churches  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  Secretary  also  reports  that  there  has  been  a  marked  ad- 
vance in  the  number  of  conversions  through  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  State. 

Brother  Morgan  says  that  he  believes  that  the  Sunday  Schools 
are  doing  more  to  fix  firmly  and  establish  safely  the  future  of  this 
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coiintiy  then  any  other  institution. 

Perry  Morgan  has  proven  to  be  a  most  enthusiavstic  and  capable 
worker  of  v»hom  ths  State  may  vvell  be  proud.  He  is  one  of  the  best 
in  th  s  cou.^try,  which  is  tne  v/orld's  grentcst  Sunday  School  lie.d. 

As  to  the  work  in  the  Ivaieigh  Assoclaticr:  Last  year's  report-, 
show  that  we  had  9,266  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  Schools  in  this  As- 
sociation and  9.217  churen  nienibers.  This  gives  us  49  more  in  our 
Sunday  Schools  than  in  our  churches  aud  puts  us  in  the  right  class. 
but  not  by  a  sufficient  margin  to  be  very  gratifying.  We  must  keep 
up  the  good  work.  There  is  plenty  of  material  available.  I  have  no  idea, 
that  we  have  over  fifty  per  cent  of  our  possibilitio  ■  'n  our  Sunday 
Schools.  There  are  probably  more  than  ten  thousand  people  within 
the  territory  of  our  Ar-sociation  who  ought  to  be  in  our  Baptist 
Sunday  Schools  and  are  not. 

I  hoi  e  to  be  able  to  obtain  at  the  Association  a  report  of  this, 
ycir  w  enrollment.  I  will  insert  it  here  when  obtainable.  It  is  9,174^ 
and  th  s  yciv'?,  chur.ii  c,:r.-:m2nt  is  9,553. 

Mil  (iuaJty  of  work  that  has  been  dene  in  oar  Sunday  Schools. 
in  this  Association  this  last  year  is  fine.  We  are  constantly  improv- 
ing our  methods.  The  State  Secretary  assures  me  that  we  stand  well 
above  the  average  of  the  associations  t-irougiiout  tr,e  State  as  to  en- 
roilnv.nt  and  that  wc  r.i'c  keep  ng  dlcj  with  the  best  ai^soc'a:  ons  iu 
the  State  in  the  quality  of  our  woi'k. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  revive  the  Raleigh  Sunday  School 
Association  this  past  year.  The  writer  of  this  report  has  not  felt 
that  112  could  again  take  charge  of  this  w^ork.  He  served  for  two 
consecut  ve  years  several  years  ago.  Effort  has  been  made  to  get 
some  one  else  to  lead  the  work,  but  so  far  it  has  been  unsuccessful. 
We  hope,  however,  that  it  may  yet  be  done. 

The  writer  believes  that  a  great  revival  of  religion  is  the  world's 
gieatest  need  and  will  do  more  than  anything  else  to  bring  people 
out  of  the  valley  of  the  shadows  now  depressing  them.  He  further 
believes  that  there  is  ni  better  place  for  it  to  begin  than  ,n  the 
Sunday  Schools. 

The  fact  that  while  practically  everything  else  has  been  on  the- 
down-grade  for  the  last  two  years  or  more  the  Sunday  School  has  been, 
not  only  holding  its  own  but  actually  registering  an  advance.  It  is 
highly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  has  been  no  slump  in 
the  Sunday  School  w'ork.  That  is  a  marvelous  fact,  except  for  those 
people  who  know  the  promises  of  God  and  believe  in  him  and  the- 
unfailing  onward  march  of  His  Kingdom.  People  generally  are 
more  responsive  now  to  religion  than  they  have  been  in  the  last 
decade,  and  the  outlook  for  the  Sunday  School  work  was  never  more 
promis  ng  than  at  this  present  time. 

If  the  Sunday  School  maintains  its  missionary  spirit,  it  will 
endure  and  continue  its  advance.  It  may  remember,  however,  the.^ 
statement  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte  wdien  he  declared  "Fight. ng  has: 
made  me  and  fighting  must  maintain  me.'  The  missionary  spirit. 
has  made  the  Sunday  School  w'hat  it  is,  and  the  missionary  spirit 
must  maintain  it.  By^  this  I  do  not  mean  simply  the  teaching  of  mis- 
sions as  we  ordinardy  understand  the  word.  I  mean  that  the  Sunday 
School  class  must  be  a  live,  aggressive,  missionary  institution  in 
every  sense  of  the  word.  It  ought  to  believe  in  foreign  missions  and 
build  up  an  increasingly  strongs  sentiment  for  \Vorld-wdde  evangel- 
ization; but  must  not  overlook  a  continuous  effort  to  bring  into  its 
own  membership  ail  that  it  can  possibly  reach  and  to  evangelizc- 
all  wdiom  it  may:  and  in  addition  to  this,  it  ought  to  be  actively 
interested  in  the  development  of  the  Sunday  Schools  all  around  it. 
Every  Sunday  School  class  ought  to  be  alert  to  see  if  it  can  estab- 
lish other  Sunday  School  classes  and  to  do  so  wherever  possible. 
That   class   which    is    smugly    satisfied    with    itself    and    its  -past    or 
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present  achievement  will  perish.  The  same  is  true  of  every  department 
of  the  Sunday  School  and  of  the  institution  at  larg-e. 

The  Sunday  School  is  possibly  the  best  missionary  ag-ency  of  the 
church  if  properly  utilized. 

It  follows  then  that  the  Sunday  School  properly  conducted  is 
essential  to  the  Kingdom  and  must  be  maintained.  Let  us  put  intO' 
it  the  best  that  we  have. 

The  compensations  for  work  in  the  Sunday  School  are  adequate. 
Indeed  workers  are  overpaid.  That  is  because  their  pajrmaster  is 
one  who  pours  out  in  measure  that  is  shaken  together  and  heaped 
up  and  running  over. 

The  work  requires  great  effort  if  it  is  properly  done.  It  re- 
fiuires  patience  and  diligence.  It  requires  study.  But  how  blessed  are 
the  rewards.  The  study  itself  is  a  blessing,  like  work.  It  gives  growth 
in  knowledge.  It  refreshes  the  spirit.  It  causes  spiritual  development 
and  growth  in  grace.  It  calls  for  prayer  and  consecration.  It  re- 
wards with  an  understanding  of  the  scriptures  that  makes  them 
more  and  more  luminous  and  more  precious.  It  gives  perception  of 
eternal  values.  It  gives  those  qualities  of  life  which  abide  when 
all  else  is  shaken.  It  fits  one  for  the  storms  and  stresses  of  life.  It 
gives  outlook  which  is  unlimited.  It  gives  visioi  to  see  the  'nvisible 
and  audition  to  hear  the  inaudible,  even  the  still  small  Voice  of  the 
Divine.  It  gives  a  consciousness  of  helpfulness  to  others.  It  brings 
inspiration  to  those  workers  who  have  given  new  enthusiasm  to 
those  who  are  downcast  and  distressed,  and  they  find  that  like  mercy^ 
which  blesses  him  that  gives  as  well  as  him  that  takes,  this  work 
gives  inspiration  to  him  who  has  brought  inspiration  to  others.  It 
gives  a  consciousness  of  having  helped  to  some  extent  in  the  on- 
going of  the  very  Kingdom  of  God.  Truly  the  compensations  of  the 
Sunday  School  worker  who  has  been  faithful  are  entirely  adequate^ 
lea,  they  are  even  more  abundant  than  any  possible  desert.  The 
Sunday  School  wo^'k  is  a  part  of  the  greatest  work  in  the  world. 
Fortunate;  thrice  fortur.ate  is  the  man  or  the  woman  who  is  per- 
mitted to  have  a  part  in  this  Kingdom  enterprise.  May  we  strenth- 
en  one  another  and  be  heartened  for  the  work  by  these  thoughts.

Report  on  Temperance 

In  preparation  of  this  report  your  committee  has  endeavored 
to  treat  the  subject  in  its  true  me'aning. 

What  do  we  understand  by  temperance  ?  Paul  in  preaching 
to  Felix  (Acts  24:25)  "reasoned  of  righteousness,  temperance,  and 
.judgment."  In  setting  forth  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  he  concludes 
With  "faith,  meekness,  and  temperance;  acairst  such  there  is  no  law, 
(Gal.  5:23).  He  also  uses  the  term  "sober"  in  several  instances,  bear- 
ing out  the  idea  of  temperance.  In  Proverbs  we  read,  "The  drunkard 
and  a  glutton  shall  come  to  poverty."  The  Jews  accused  Jesus  o^" 
being  a  gluttonous  man.  Paul  insisted  that  these  bodies  of  ours  are 
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the  temples  of  God.  "If  any  man  defile  the  temple  of  God,  him  shall 
God  destroy."  We  gather  then  that  temperance  is  the  proper  care  of 
one's  self.  A  good  definition  would  be  ''self-control*'.  Webster  says, 
"habitual  moderation  in  the  indulgences  of  the  appetites  and  passions.' 
Paul  sets  down  amone;  those  who  shall  not  enter  the  Kiigdcni  "abu«ev< 
of  themselves." 

In  recent  years  ve  have  come  to  think  of  temperance  in  term- 
of  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  only.  This  narrowed  conception  has 
doubtless  led  to  untold  haim.  The  question  arises:  Is  the  use  of  in- 
toxicating- liquois  responsible  for  the  seeming  freedom  of  indul- 
gences of  appetites  and  passions;  or  is  the  lack  of  self-control — 
temperate  liAdng — responsible  for  the  apparent  widespi-ead  use  of 
-iquors?  Are  the  Eighteentn  Amendment  and  the  Volstead  Act  v- 
sponsible  for  the  crime,  drunkeness,  and  social  sins  on  every  hand; 
or  have  the  moral  standards  of  our  people  degenerated  to  the  point 
that  threatens  the  overthrow  c  all  moral  ana  rvi'gious  issti'ictions  V 
We  are  inclined  to  bekevc  the  latter.  We  deny  that  the  Eighteenth. 
Amendm.ent  is  responsible  for  the  social  sins  and  the  disregard  for 
law  and  ordc-i'  througiiout  tiie  world. 

No  doubt  the  liquor  traffc  is,  today,  the  world's  greatest  curse. 
But  it  occurs  to  your  committee  that  there  arc  other  forms  ol  in- 
temperance closely  allied  v.-ith  drink  that  need  your  serious  con- 
sideration. We  refer  to  the  v\'idespr8ad  use  of  cigarettes  by  our  young- 
girls  and  womsn,  along  Avirb  drink  and  social  sins  i-hat  ^.LJonipan,\- 
the  same.  We  raise  the  question:  Which  is  the  greater  harm  to  the 
mother  and  young  child,  alcohol  or  nicotine?  We  are  inclined  to 
bei  eve  the  latter  is  the  more  deadly.  Both  tend  to  weaKen  'Ciie  rac-^. 
cheapen  Christ  anity,  and  encourage  licentious  living.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  the  chemical  definitions  oi  each.  Nicotine  si'ys  Webster,  is  "a 
very  poisonous  alkaloid,  the  active  principle  of  tobacco,"  Alcohol  is 
''an  intoxicating  liquid".  The  excessive  use  of  either  may  become 
the  grossest  intemperance. 

Here  is  a,  field  for  study  that  should  vitally  concern  every 
Christian  today.  The  allied  forces  of  evil  have  boldly  challenged 
the  churches  and  the  moral  forces  of  the  v/orid.  Their  avowed  our- 
pose  is  to  repeal  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  and  the  Volstead  Act 
and  to  remove  every  Christian  barrier  that  stands  in  the  way  of 
"unrestrained  activity  by  both  old  and  young.  The  only  escape  is  a 
ibitter  fi.ght — a  life  and  death  struggle.  It  is  a  fight  against  '•nrinci- 
palities,  powers,  and  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places."  Our  only 
hope  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  Christian's  God  is  on  our  side. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  every  Christian  should  be  tem- 
perate in  all  things,  but  especially  in  the  things  mentioned  above.  We 
should  be  temperate  for  our  own  sakes.  The  temple  of  God,  says 
Paul,  should  be  kept  holy.  But  we  should  be  temperate  also  for  the 
sake  of  others.  If  Paul  could  refrain  from  eating  of  meat  for  the 
sake  of  his  weak  brotiier,  surely  we  should  refrain  from  drink.  Ever  r 
Christian  should  uphold  the  law,  because  it  is  the  sure  way  to  make 
the  law  effective.  No  good  citizen  Vvill  wilfully  violate  the  laws  of 
his  land.  But  w'e  are  citizens  of  heaven  and  God's  moral  law  ;Y)rbids 
us  placing  a  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  our  brother,  Paul  de- 
clares that  no  drunkard  shall  enter  the  Kingdom  of  heaven. 

The  greatest  issue  before  the  American  people  today  is  the 
disposition  of  the  liquor  traffic.  W;e  cannot  make  men  by  legislation 
but  we  can  make  it  easier  for  men  to  be  good  by  removing  the  temp- 
tation. It  seems  the  part  of  wisdom  for  all  Christian  people  to  present 
a  united  front  for  the  avowed  ]  urpose  of  forever  outlawing  the  li- 
quor traffic.  In  order  to  successfully  accomplish  the  end  in  view 
we  need  to  preach,  teach,  and  vote  dry. 

We,  therefore,  oft'er  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  Th^t  as  parents,  pastors,  and  teachers  we  place  more  empha- 
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sis  on  temperance. 

2.  That  we  warn  our  people  against  wet  propaganda — ^papers 
and  magazines,  such  as  The  Literary  Digest. 

3-  That  we  refrain  from  partisan  politics,  placing  principle  above 
party,  remembering  that  our  first  duty  is  to  our  Lord  and  His 
Kingdom.

Report  on  Digest  of  Church  Letters 

Your  committee  has  to  apologize  for  not  being  able  to  make  an 
accurate  report  on  the  digest  of  letters,  because  the  churches  have 
not  all  sent  their  letters;  and  some  of  those  sent  were  incomplete  in 
their    reports. 

One  of  the  outstanding  things  of  this  year's  work  is  that  Central 
Church,  reporting  two  years  ago  85  members,  reports  this  year 
111  add  tions,  65  of  them  by  baptism-  Three  churches,  Leasville,  Pilot 
and  Shady  Grove,  reported  no  baptisms.  Seventeen  churches  re- 
ported a  net  gain  in  membership. 

The  membership  of  the  association  seems  to  be  9,553.  The  lar- 
gest numbers  baptized  were  by  Tabernacle,  105;  Central,  65;  Heph- 
zibah,  33;  Bethlehem,  28. 

Ten  churches,  Caraleigh,  Cary,  Central,  Collins  Grove,  Inwood 
Mt.  Olive,  Pilot,  Pleasant  Grove,  Tabernacle  and  Wendell,  have  a 
Sunday  School  enrollment  larger  than  the  church  membership. 

All  the  churches  except  Shady  Grove  had  a  revival  meeting 
during  the  year,  most  of  them  with  good  results. 

No  church  in  our  association  reported  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School. 

Every  church  has  a  Sunday  School. 

It  seems  that  18  churches  have  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,, 
and  seventeen  have  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Organizations. 

Fifteen  churches  report  a  weekly  prayer  meeting. 

We  are  not  ^ble  to  compare  this  year's  contributions  with  those 
of  last  year.  One  church,  Ephesus,  with  which  we  meet,  was  the 
only  church  in  the  association  to  give  more  for  missions  and  be- 
nevolence than  for  its  home  expenses. 

The  largest  per  capita  contributions  for  home  expenses  are  as 
follows:  John  T.  Pullen,  S14.75;  Tabernacle,  ^10.36;  Apex,  |4.68: 
Zebulon,  84.56;  and  the  largest  per  capita  gifts  to  missions  and  be- 
nevolence, Tabernacle,  $3.10;  Ephesus,  |2.35;  Apex,  |2.19. 

A  noticeable  work  was  done  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of 
the  Tabernacle  Church,  354  members  of  the  W.  M.  S.  and  its  auxil- 
iaries, giving  for  missions  and  benevolence  |2,837.73,  an  average 
of  S8.01  per  capita.

Report  on  Old  Ministers'  Relief 

Mnisterial  Relief  is  now  administered  through  the  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  with  headquarters 
at  Dallas,  Texas.  Rev.  Thos.  J.  Watts,  formerly  of  North  Carolina, 
is  the  Executive  Secretary. 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Board,  1918,  it  has  had  as  its  sole  pur- 
pose the  bringing  in  of  a  better  day  for  our  veteran  ministers  and  their- 
dependents. 

The  first  task  is  to  provide,  as  far  as  possible,  for  a  host  of  minis- 
ters and  missionaries  and  widows  and  orphans  of  such,  who  have  no 
supporting  incomes.  This  is  done  through  the  Relief  Department, 
which  administers  all  the  money  sent  to  the  Board  through  the  Co- 
operative Prograiii  and  all  other  funds  received  by  it  designated  for 
relief  purposes. 

The  total  ol  relief  monies  received  by  the  Board  from  all  sources 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $75,347.55.  During  the  same  period 
payments  to  relief  beneficiaiies  aggregated  $132,356,41,  which  was 
S57,000  more  than  all  the  r<iceipts.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  Re- 
sei-ve  Fund  and  the  earnings  reserve. 
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North  Carolina  gave  §3,032. 19  and  received  814,097.08  last  year.  It- 
vras  distribute:!  as  lollov.s:  To  57  in-^n  a'ld  60  v/omen.  There  are  13 
new  on  our  N.  C.  v.aiting  list  and  12  ha^e  died. 

The  operating'  cost  oi  the  Relief  Department  i>  only  Sl,500  per 
annum.  Much  less  in  proportion  than  tha:  of  the  other  departments 
of  the  Board.  The  reduced  receipts  and  the  exhaustion  of  the  Relie: 
Reserve  Fund,  and  the  too  heavy  inroad.i  on  the  EaniinR-  Reserve  have 
raade  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  benefits,  v/hich  were  already  pa  nfulh/ 
.-.mad.  The  policv  of  this  Board  is  nsver  t:*  borrow. 

The  totals  on  roll  for  all  states:  (1)  Men— Glo  (2)  Women— 658 
(3)  Dependent  Children— 150,  Total  l,b2J, 

The  second  task  of  the  Boai'd  is  in  line  of  endeavor  which  seeks. 
to  1  revent  dependency  among  our  ministers  and  misisonaries.  Thits 
is  planned  for  and  undertaken  by  the  annuity  de^rartment. 

The  old  Anniiitv  Fund,  closed  nov/  to  new  members,  but  g-uarantee- 
ing  full  compensation  to  its  1500  members,  han  dene  and  is  continuing 
a  great  service.  This  form  of  insurance  casting  the  individual  only 
a  fract  on  of  the  total,  which  is  bonic  by  the  denomination  through  it;s 
Board. 

The  Service  Annuity  Plan,  wh'ch  is  being  launched,  in  which  ths' 
liastor  pays  2  1-2  percent  and  the  church  8  percent  of  his  salary, 
provides  a  much  larger  income,  is  in  genei'al  use  by  several  large 
denominations.  Quite  a  few  of  the  churches  have  adopted  this  plan  and 
many  others  are  considering  it  favorably. 

Those  interested  in  the  details  of  any  of  these  plans  are  referred  to 
the  current  issues  of  the  North  Carolina  and  S.  B.  C.  Annuals.  The 
detads  are  too  lengthy  for  this  report. 

This  matter  is  not  to  bo  disposed  of  by  mere  sentiment,  however 
line  that  may  be;  but  with  due  consideration  of  the  obligation  placed 
C'n  a  great  people  to  render  due  consideration  to  a  class  of  men  who 
have  given  themselves  to  the  Lord  and  to  us  for  the  spread  of  the 
Ciospel.

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PROCEEDINGS 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  October  24,  1933. 

The  One  hundred  and  twenty -eip^hth  Annual  Session  of  the  Raleigh 
Baptist  Association  met  with  the  John  T,  PuUen  Baptist  Church 
this  morning  at  10  o'clock. 

Brother  S.  W.  Oldham  led  the  song  service  after  which  devotional 
services  were  conducted  by  Brother  L.  R.  Evans  who  read  a  part  of 
the  4th  chapter  of  Hebrews,  selecting  the  16t?i  verse  as  a  basis  of 
his  theme,  "The  Time  of  Need."  Brother  Evans'  message  Was  timely 
and  appropriate. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  J.  M.  Hilliard  who  has  attended 
at  least  two  thirds  of  the  past  sixty-four  sessions  of  our  association. 
Brother  Hilliard  fittingly  responded. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  as  the  Finance  Committee — 
Brethren  B.  H.  Pate,  W.  H.  Holloway  and  W.  A.  Nowell. 

The  roll  of  churches  comprising  the  Raleigh  Association  v/as  called 
and  delegates  present  enrolled  (See  list  on  page  5). 

Brother  John  D.  Berry,  the  present  Moderator,  stated  that  he 
felt  that  the  Association  should  elect  some  one  else  in  his  stead 
for  Moderator;  that  he  liad  served  in  that  capacity  for  the  past 
ten  years.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  confidence,  cour- 
tesy and  many  kindnesses  bestov/ed  upon  him  during  his  term  as 
Moderator    of    the    Association. 

Brother  G.  N.  Cowan  made  motion  that  Brother  Berry  serve 
during  this  session  of  our  body.  His  motion  prevailed.  On  motion 
of  Brother  A.  B.  Hunter  the  election  of  Moderator  was  deferred 
until    after   devotional   services    tomorrow   morning. 

On  motion  of  Brother  R.  II.  Hall  all  present  representatives 
of  the  churches  constituted  the  voting  body  to  elect  officers  of 
our  association. 


ELECTION    OF    OFFICERS 

Brother  T.  C.  Council,  the  present  Clerk  and  Treasurer  was 
re-elected  by  unanimous  rising  vote  as  Clerk  and  Treasurer  for 
the  ensuing  year. 
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The  report  on  Periodicals  was  presented  by  Brother  A.  B.  Hunter 
who  turned  the  discussion  over  to  Brother  J.  S.  Farmer,  Editor  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder.  Brother  Farmer,  stated  that  the  one  supreme  mis- 
sion of  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  to  serve  the  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  their  spiritual  needs.  He  stated  that  the  Recorder,  in  the  years 
to  come  would  continue  to  measure  up  to  its  high  ideals  of  the  past. 
On  motion  report  was  adopted. 


REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS 

"The  extensive  circulation  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  within  the 
bounds  of  our  State  should  now  be  regarded  as  an  absolute  necessity 
to  Our  denominational  efficiency.  All  our  local  and  general  items 
of  interest  must  be  disseminated  through  its  columns.  All  the  objects 
of  the  Convention  are  furthered  mainly  by  its  general  circulation. 
It  advocates  our  public  interests,  discusses  our  distinctive  principles, 
gives  circulation  to  cur  best  books,  gives  currency  to  the  thoughts 
of  our  leading  writers,  corrects  and  harmonizes  the  faith  and  prac- 
tice of  our  churches,  and  enables  us  to  hold  a  weekly  communion  of 
thought,  the   one  "with  the   other. 

"How  then  can  we  spare  our  Recorder?  How  much  should  we 
desire  to  extend  its  circulation!  We  therefore  heartily  and  earnestly 
recommend  it  to  the  homes  and  hearts  of  our  brethren." 

If  the  Biblical  Recorder  went  to  every  Baptist  home  in  the  State 
how  it  might  unite  the   Baptists   in  a  powerful  fellowship   in   sup- 
port of  all  the  worthy  objects,  such  as  missions  and  education,  and 
in  a  spiritual  and  intellectual  fellowship  pervaded  by  Christian  love 
and  liberality  of  thought.  But  how  are  we  to  go  forward  with  the 
Lord's  work  "when  we  have  only  one  out  of  twelve  North  Carolina

If  we  do  not  give,  we  do  not  help: 
If  we  do  not  help,  we  do  not  save."

At  this  point,  Brother  G.  L.  Lumpkin  led  the  Association  in 
prayer  for  our  sick  Brethren,  G.  T.  Mills,  C.  C.  Wheeler  and  others 
of   our   Body  who   might  be   ill   disposed. 

Brother  Jesse  McCarter  read  part  of  the  sixth  Chapter  of  Gala- 
tians,  "Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens  and  so  fulfill  the  law  of 
God — for  every  man  must  bear  his  own  burdens;"  Theme,  "Burden 
Bearing." 

Brother  W.  O.  A'ndrews  presented  the  report  on  State  Missions 
and  on  motion  it  was  adopted. 

IREPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  in  all  Judaea."  Acts  1:8. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  text  our  Baptist  forefathers  heeded  the 
Biblical  injunction  to  provMe  for  State  Missions  in  the  Denomina- 
tional program.  For  one  hundred  years  Baptists  have  pursued  an 
aggressive  State  Mission  Program. 

Among  the  challenging  appeals  in  our  beloved  State  came  the 
call  from  many  quarters  for  financial  and  spiritual  support.  As 
the  result  to  its  response,  many  of  our  strongest  and  most  efficient 
churches  stand  today  as  monuments  to  the  State  Mission  Program. 
Last  year  a  church  in  North  Carolina,  at  one  time  aided  by  State 
Missions,  gave  as  much  to  the  support  of  all  objects  State,  South- 
w^de  and  World-wide  as  was  given  by  twenty-five  entire  assocria- 
tions  for  the  same  objects.  This  investment  has  been  truly  "bread 
cast  upon  the  waters,"  however,  this  phase  has  been  drastically 
reduced  due  to  a  continuous  decrease  in  contributions.  During  the 
past  year  only  about  one-third  as  many  churches  have  received  aid 
as  was  the  case  three  or  four  years  ago. 

State  Missions  have  through  the  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
Departments  stimulated  and  revived  Sunday  Schools  and  B.  Y.  P. 
U.'s  by  conducting  training  schools  in  the  churches.  Just  recently 
an  Aspociational  Training  School  was  conducted  in  a  most  unique 
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and  successful  way.  The  teaching  staff  was  composed  of  Volunteer 
workers  from  one  single  church.  Such  service  rendered  has  increased 
the  standard  of  the  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.s  in  the  local 
churches  because  more  efficient  leaders  have  been  found  and  trained. 

It  has  become  necessary  for  the  Board  to  discontinue  the  services 
of  the  Building  Evangelist  who  has  planned  and  helped  to  erect 
scores  of  church  houses  by  means  of  this  fund  throughout  North 
Carolina;  also  necessary  to  discontinue  the  work  of  stimulating  co- 
operative and  wise  leadership  among  the  about  a  quarter  of  a 
million  Negro  Baptists  in  the  State.  The  Board  is  still  helping  to 
provide  guidance  for  the  Indians  who  are  left  among  us,  and  at 
Oteen  has  some  little  part  in  providing  spiritual  comfort  and  counsel 
for  the  sick  there. 

The  problem  of  the  Rural  Church  today  is  very  acfute.  The 
greatest  problem  is  financial  together  wHli  a  growing  scarcity  of 
leadership.  It  many  instances  our  very  best  workers  and  those  most 
liberal  and  most  able  to  support  the  Church  and  the  Kingdom 
interests  financially,  for  various  reasons,  mainly  economic,  have 
moved  into  the  cities.  Their  obligation  logically  shifted  and  of  neces- 
sity joined  the  churches  nearest  them,  which  is  as  it  should  be.  How- 
ever, every  time  this  occurs  the  rural  church  suffers  a  very  severe 
loss.  Let  one  study  the  history  of  the  city  churches  and  the  de- 
nominational work  and  he  will  find  that  the  rural  church  is  in  a 
large  measure  the  Mother  of  the  Denomination — furnishing  its  finest 
leaders.  The  farm  in  recent  years  has  been  more  a  liability  than  an 
asset,  consequently,  the  rural  church  has  suffered  most  keenly  in 
every  phase  of  its  endeavors.  There  are  yet,  however,  to  be  found 
in  the  country  manhood  and  womanhood  of  the  highest  type. 
The  dear  full  Gospel  is  yet  being  preached  by  the  country 
preachers,  and  they  are  continuing  their  fight  against  sin  and 
for  purposeful  and  holy  living;  they  are  yet  modestly  but 
earnestly  doing  their  bit  to  mould  the  characters  of  boys  and  girls 
into  stalwart,  consecrated,  God-fearing  men  and  women.  The  country 
preachers  are  not  any  less  competent  for  places  of  leadership  in  our 
denominational  life.  One  church  is  enough  for  any  preacher,  if  ho 
does  his  duty,  but  for  financial  reasons  it  becomes  absolutely^  neces- 
sary for  a  rural  pastor  to  have  at  least  the  average  of  four  churches. 
This  means  four  times  the  work  at  less  salary.  Herein  lies  a  vast 
opportunity  for  State  Missions  and  the  larger  city  churches.  The 
Tabernacle  Church  under  the  leadership  of  our  Sunday  School  Sec- 
retary, Brother  Morgan,  has  evidently  seen  a  great  opportunity 
and  the  debt  that  the  strong  city  churches  owe  to  their  weaker 
brethren  by  setting  a  most  Worthy  precedent  for  others  to  follow. 
Truly  the  Lord  will  reward  such  service  rendered  beyond  measure. 
The  churches  and  pastors  thus  aided  are  grateful  beyond  expres- 
sion. 
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Let  us  remember  State  Missions  in  our  Sunday  Schools  and 
churches  next  Sunday  October  29,  and  let  eveiyone  make  a  liberal 
freewill  offering  to  this  worthy  cause. 

Let  everyone  of  us  pray  and  w^ork  together,  and  support  the  whole 
program  of  Christ  Jegus  throughout  the  world  "upon  the  first  day 
of  each  week."

REPORT  FOR  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Mission  program  of  Jesus  is  laid  down  in  Matt,  and  Acta 
so  that  it  includes  the  whole  world,  beginning  at  Home  and  going 
unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  We  are  to  witness  for  Christ 

in  all  parts  and  to  all  people  in  this  field. 

Administration 

During  the  past  Convention  year  the  Board  was  forced  to  carry 
on  its  work  and  meet  its  obligations  on  a  greatly  reduced  budget. 
It  did,  ho'wever,  balance  its  budget,  live  within  its  income  and  pay 
$89,357.61  of  the  principal  of  its  debt.  Since  October,  1928,  the 
Board  has  paid  |690,378.11  on  the  principal  of  its  debt,  reducing  the 
debt  from  $2,364,380.91  as  of  October  1,  1928,  to  $1,674,002.80  as 
of  May  1,  1933.  If  the  receipts  of  the  Board  could  be  maintained 
at  $450,000  a  year,  the  Board  would  be  able  to  materially  increase 
its  mission  work  and  would  at  the  same  time  be  able  to  retire  its 
indebtedness  within  ten  years. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June,  the  budget  of  opera- 
tion for  the  ensuing  year  was  reduced  by  $11,000,  but  such  adjust- 
ments made  in  overhead  and  other  operating  expenses  that  the 
Board  will  be  able  to  maintain  its  missionary  work  without  the  loss 
of  a  single  missionary. 

The  Lord  Blessing  The  Work 

The  mission  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  greatly 
blessed  during  the  past  year.  Among  the  foreigners,  Indians  and 
Negroes  our  missionaries  reported  last  year  2,208  baptisms  as  com- 
pared with  1,574  the  year  before.  Dr.  M.  N.  McCall,  Superintendent 
of  the  work  in  Cuba,  reports  336  baptisms  in  Cuba,  making  a  total 
in  all  fields  of  2,544  baptisms. 

Work  Among  The  Foreigners 

Among  the  foreigners  the  Board  has  38  workers  supplying  157 
churches  and  mission  stations.  There  were  19  new  missions  opene^ 
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up  last  year.  They  have  a  combined  enrollment  of  491,  with  71  min- 
isterial students,  and  report  178  baptisms. 

Work  Among  The  Indians 

The  Work  among  the  Indians  is  very  fruitful.  No  field  right  now 
is  whiter  for  the  harvest  than  this  one. 

Work  Among  The  Negroes 

During  the  past  year  the  eight  workers  among  the  Negroes  re- 
ported 591  additions  to  the  Church.  There  are  in  the  South  ap- 
proximately 10,000,000  Negroes.  Southern  Baptists  should  greatly 
enlarge  their  work  among  our  colored  brethren. 

AVoi'k  InJ  Cuba 

The  work  in  Cuba  is  progressing  under  difficulties.  Dr.  M.  N'. 
McCall,  the  superintendent,  reports  44  churches  and  39  missions. 
There  are  29  ordained  preachers  and  11  unordained  workers. 

Work  In  Panama 

In  Panama  we  have  seven  mission  churches  and  one  self-support- 
ing church.  The  work  as  a  whole  is  progressing  very  nicely. 

Home  MissionB  In  The  Future 

The  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  just  as  necessary  today 
in  bringing  the  Kingdom  in  the  homeland  as  it  has  ever  been.  In 
fact,  the  home  mission  task  is  larger,  more  difficult  and  more  im- 
portant than  ever  before.  The  work  that  ought  to  be  done  today  is 
more  vitally  related  to  the  whole  task  of  the  denomination  than  it 
has  ever  been  at  any  period  in  our  history. 

The  frontiers  have  changed  but  the  work  remains.  There  are  now 
at  least  eleven  fields  of  labor  challenging  the  Board  with  their 
needs.  Some  of  these  fields  are  now  being  partially  occupied  by  the 
Board,  but  even  in  these  fields  the  work  should  be  greatly  en- 
larged.

Brother  R.  F.  Hall  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions,  which, 
on  motion,  was  adopted. 

REPOIRT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS  193.3 

There  are  two  things  about  Foreign  Missions  in  which  all  of  us 
are  very  much  interested:  How  well  is  the  cause  being  supported 
by  the  churches  here  at  home,  and  how  well  is  the  work  prospering 
in  the  foreign  field? 

The  story  of  how  the  churches  here  at  home  have  been  support- 
ing the  foreign  mission  cause  during  the  last  several  years  is  not 
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a  very  thrilling  one.  What  the  churches  put  into  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  in  money  and  heart  power 
means  life  or  death  not  only  to  the  cause  abroad  but  also  to  the 
churcheiS  here  at  home.  Our  Heavenly  Father  has  taken  us  into  part- 
nership with  him  in  this  matter  of  carrying  the  gospel  to  the  lost 
all  over  the  world.  In  proportion  as  we  are  faithful  to  the  doing  of 
our  share  in  this  partnership  we  fail  or  triumph.  The  success  of  our 
work  abroad  demonstrates  that  God  is  not  failing  us.  If  there  is  any 
failing,  it  is  on  our  part. 

The  appropriations  by  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the  year 
1933  are  just  about  three-fourths  as  large  as  they  were  for  the 
budget  for  1932,  which  means  that  our  budget  for  the  present  year 
is  25  per  cent  lower  than  it  was  last  year.  When  we  compare  the 
present  year's  budget  with  that  of  1930,  we  discover  that  the  budget 
for  1933  is  less  than  half  of  the  appropriations  for  1930.  The  Board 
has  made  heroic  efforts  to  bring  its  expenditures  within  its  income. 

A  phase  of  the  wOrk  has  been  reduced  drastically.  We  refer  to 
the  necessity  the  Board  found  itself  under  last  year  to  ask  thirty 
missionaries  to  remain  at  home  who  were  on  furlough.  It  found 
itself  unable  to  return  these  missionaries  to  their  field.  This  reduc- 
tion of  our  missionary  force  is  the  more  serious  because  we  have 
been  suffering  distressing  losses  in  our  missionary  force  for  several 
years.  Schools,  seminaries,  hospitals,  have  been  closed,  native  work- 
ers have  been  discharged,  chapels  and  preaching  places  have  been 
abandoned,  and  everywhere  there  has  been  retrenchment  and  cur- 
tailment, until  just  about  all  v/e  have  now  is  the  greatly  reduced 
missionary  personnel,  scattered  through  the  mission  stations  of  some 
fourteen  countries.  During  this  present  year  we  have  lost  seventeen 
missionaries  by  resignation  and  two  by  death.  There  has  been  a 
net  loss  in  the  mJssionary  personnel  of  147  in  seven  years.  In  the 
face  of  all  this  we  had  to  ask  these  thirty  missionaries  who  were 
on  furlough  at  home  to  remain  here.  Some  sent  back — by  special 
contributions. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Board  was  forced  to  ask  32  other  mis- 
sionaries who  were  entitled  to  come  home  in  1933,  to  remain  on 
their  field  at  least  one  more  year,  or  until  such  time  as  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Board  would  justify  it  in  bringing  these  missionaries 
home. 

A  further  contribution  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  arises  out 
of  the  fact  that  many  of  our  finest  young  people  trained  in  college 
and  seminary  are  begging  to  be  sent  o^ut  ,but  not  a  single  recruit 
has  been  sent  out  this  year. 

Our  debt  situation  is  very  serious.  We  are  paying  out  $65,000  this 
year  for  interest  on  borrowed  money.  If  we  could  have  this  sum  of 
money  for  the  current  work,  the  Board  could  return  the  missionaries 
it  is  retaining  at  home  and  do  much  else  to  strenghten  ourl  greatly 
depleted  work  abroad.  Our  debt  on  the  first  of  January,  1933,  was 
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$1,115,177.17.  We  have  been  able  to  reduce  the  debt  about  $30,000 
during  the  year  1932.  We  haven't  increased  the  debt  any,  but  on  the 
other  hand  have  lowered  it  a  little  during  the  past  year.  The  great 
debt  burden  should  be  lifted  from  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  Board  cannot  make  progress  until  this  is  done. 

There  has  been  genuine  and  substantial  progress  made  in  all  of 
our  mission  fields.  A  great  wave  of  evangelistic  fervor  is  sweep- 
ing through  our  churches  and  large  numbers  are  being  gathered  in. 
Although  crushed  with  civil  wars,  banditry,  pestilence,  famine,  and 
now  the  horrors  of  a  foreign  war,  they  are  experiencing  in  China 
gre^t  blessing  through  the  old-fashioned  revival  which  is  sweeping 
over  the  land  turning  many  lost  to  Christ.  This  is  also  true  in  our 
other  mission  fields,  where  there  is  felt  the  rising  tide  of  evangelism 
bringing  healing  and  redemption  to  many  that  are  languishing  in 
the  prison  house  of  sin. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  during  the  last  year  there  were  17,284. 
baptisms.  This  is  691  more  than  we  reported  one  year  ago,  the  larg- 
est number  of  baptisms  that  we  have  ever  reported  in  any  one  year. 

We  have  now  192,078  church  members  gathered  into  2,698  church- 
es. Of  these  churches  1,956  are  self-supporting.  Besides  these  church- 
es we  have  2,352  outstations,  where  the  gospel  is  preached,  and  that 
may  be  developed  into  churches  some  day.  The  church  members 
gave  last  year  |354,251,  which  is  more  than  all  the  churches  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  gave  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
25  years  ago. 

The  number  of  our  schools  has  been  greatly  reduced  due  to  the 
falling  off  of  our  income.  We  still  have  277  schools  in  which  were 
gathered  18,789  students  last  year.  Of  these  schools  there  were  nine 
training  schools  for  women  in  which  269  students  studied.  There 
were  fifteen  theological  training  schools  in  which  there  were  315 
students.  Not  only  do  these  schools  furnish  us  trained  leaders  which 
are  a  great  necessity  in  the  effort  to  spread  the  gospel,  but  in 
these  schools  are  found  wonderful  opportunities  for  preaching  the 
gospel,  where  it  veiy  often  receives  an  intelligent  and  ready  re- 
sponse

THE  GENERAL  PROGRAM 

Our  General  Program  is  the  term  used  to  denote  Baptists  work- 
ing together  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom  within  our 
own  State,  the  South  and  the  lands  beyond.  The  general  program 
encompasses  and  includes  all  the  Kingdom  enterprises  of  our  Baptist 
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denomination.  It  is  the  plan  by  v:hich,  as  Baptists,  we  work  together 
in  promoting  the  work,  and  supporting  the  causes  of  our  Lord. 

The  objects  included  in  the  General  Program  are:  State  Missions, 
Home  Missions,  Ministerial  Relief,  Oi-phanages  and  Hospitals.  Through 
these  various  phases  of  endeavor,  Baptists  are  seeking  to  minister 
to  the  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  need  of  mankind  both  at  home 
and  around  the  world. 

Therefore,  the  obligations  restmg  upon  the  churches  of  this  as- 
sociation are  tv/o-fold.  First,  the  church  is  committed  to  a  particular 
program.  That  is,  each  church  is  to  make  an  ample  and  generous 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  pastor  and  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  church's  operation.  But  this  is  only  a  part  of  each  church's 
obligation.  The  individual  church  owes  a  second  obligation.  This 
obligation  is  represented  in  the  privilege  and  duty  of  giving  the 
Gospel  to  regions  beyond  its  own  coraniuniLy.  This  second  obligation 
is  enforced  and  commended  by  the  great  commission. 

Therefore,  funds  must  be  provided  to  give  the  Gospel  to  others. 
The  causes  supported  by  such  funds  are  commonly  referred  to  as 
our  General  or  Cooperative  Program. 

Essentials  For  Success  of  General  Program 

For  our  General  Program  to  succeed  four  things  will  be  essential: 

(1)  First,  the  members  of  the  local  churches  must  be  informed  con- 
cerning the  various  lines  of  work  carried  on  by  Southera  Baptists; 

(2)  The  securing  of  the  interest  and  support  of  all  the  people  in 
the  work  of  the  General  Program;  (3)  The  actual  securing  of  funds 
for  the  support  of  the  cause;  (4)  The  distribution  of  such  funds  in 
an  equitable  manner. 

The  Advantages  of  a  General  Program 
The  advantages  of  having  such  a  program  are  at  once  apparent 
and  obvious  (1)  It  enables  every  member  of  the  church  to  have  a 
part  in  supporting  all  work  of  his  denomination  within  the  state 
and  in  the  South  and  throughout  the  world;  (2)  It  provides  a  regular 
source  of  income  for  the  various  denominational  causes  and  assures 
them  their  just  part  of  the  funds  contributed;  (3)  It  provides  a 
plan  for  New  Testament  (viz)  every  member  giving  every  week 
to  every  cause,  in  proportion  to  liis  ability,  through  his  church;  (4) 
It  makes  possible  Christian  Cooperation — "for  we  are  all  laborers 
together  with  God," 

Therefore  each  church  ought  to  participate  joyfully  and  heartily 
in  the  General  Program.

Program,  its  aims,  hopes  and  aspirations. 

Motion  made  and  passed  that  our  Executive  Committee  be  in- 
creased to  one  member  from  each  church  in  the  Association,  each 
church   to   select   its   own   member.

EVENING   SESSION,   7:30   P.   M. 

Following  a  song  service,  Brother  E.  N.  C.  Andrews  conducted 
devotional  exercises.  Brother  Andrews  read  the  tenth  Chapter  of 
First  Corinthians. 

The  report  was  offered  by  Brother  R.  E.  Atkins  who  briefly  dis- 
cussed it,  after  which  Brother  R.  D.  Covington,  Treasurer  of  our 
Mills  Home  discussed  the  work  of  our  Orphanage  in  his  usual  pleas- 
ing, practical  and  feeling  way.  Brother  J.  M.  Hilliard  also  spoke 
of  the  growth  of  our  Orphanage  work  from  its  beginning  until 
the  present  time. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  ORPHANAGE 

Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this.  To 
visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflictions,  and  to  keep  him- 
self unspotted  from  the  world. 

Our  work  as  christians  is  to  minister  to  the  poor  and  needy,  visit 
the  sick  and  the  suffering;  to  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked  and 
give  drink  to  the  thirsty,  as  Well  as  minister  to  souls.  To  do  as  our 
Master  did,  and  pl6ase  him  is  to  go  about  doing  good. 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  at  the  Mills  Home  at  Thomas - 
ville  and  the  Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston,  633  children  who  have  no 
other  homes  but  these  and  no  one  to  care  for,  or  to  provide  for  them 
but  us.  These  homes  have  no  source  of  income  to  provide  for  these, 
save  the  free-will  offerings  of  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  and 
individuals,  and  should  these  fail,  the  income  is  entirely  stopped, 
and  homes  would  have  to  be  closed  and  these  children  turned  out 
into  the  world  without  food  or  shelter.  Of  course  this  will  never 
happen,  but  we  want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  those  churches,  Sun- 
day Schools  and  individuals  who  never  think  to  contribute,  or  who 
very  seldom  do,  what  would  happen  if  all  were  to  do  as  they. 

Our  manager  tells  us  if  each  Sunday  School  in  the  State  would 
make  a  once-a-month  offering  (and  send  it  in  at  once)  that  this 
would  provide  ample  funds  to  meet  all  needs. 

Now  wouldn't  it  be  an  easy  matter  for  each  superintendent  to  say 
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to  his  s<;hooI,  "We  want  to  set  apart  one  Sunday  in  eacK  month  mm 
orphanage  day,  and  on  that  day  all  of  the  collection,  whether  great 
or  small,  will  be  sent  immediately  to  Mr.  R.  D.  Covington,  Treasurer, 
Thomasville,  N.  C."  What  a  comfortable  feeling  that  would  caus« 
the  whole  school  to  have  to  know  that  funds  sufficient  were  beinff 
sent  in  to  meet  all  requirements.  No  more  debts,  no  more  tearful 
appeals,  no  more  sleepless  nights  for  our  General  Manager  and  his 
assistants,  wondering  how  they  were  going  to  make  ends  meet. 

It  has  been  the  desire  and  prayer  of  our  hearts  that  all  Sunday 
Schools  in  our  Association  would  take  a  once-a-month  collection  and 
send  it  in  during  that  month  so  as  to  get  credit  each  month,  but 
we  are  sorely  disappointed  to  find  that  not  as  many  have  done  thi« 
this  year  as  last.  More  than  a  third  of  the  Churches  or  Sunday 
Schools  have  not  sent  in  an  offering  of  any  kind  for  the  past  ten 
months. 

We  very  prayerfully  and  earnestly  recommend  that  each  and  every 
Sunday  School  in  the  Association  give  all  the  collection  one  Sun- 
day each  month  to  Orphanage  and  the  Treasurer  send  this  promptly 
to  Mr.  R.  D.  Covington,  Treasurer,  Thomasville,  so  that  credit  may 
be  given  in  that  month.

In  the  absence  of  Brother  E.  McNeil  Poteat  who  had  prepared 
this  report,  Miss  Mary  Lynch  Johnson  of  the  Faculty  of  Meredith 
College  read  the  report  and  in  a  well  prepared  address  discussed 
the  report,  after  which  it  was   adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

There  is  a  well  established  feeling  that  the  age  in  which  we  lira 
has  a  right  to  demand  a  system  of  education  that  is  as  universal  as 
possible  in  its  results.  This  does  not  mean  that  everyone  should  be 
forced  or  even  encouraged  to  go  through  the  same  educative  pro- 
cesses, or  seek  the  same  educational  level.  The  failure  to  see  this 
has  resulted  in  confusion,  and  in  the  mistakes  that  always  follow  tha 
effort  to  force  the  acquisition  of  culture.  There  is  now  a  saving 
realization  that  all  men  are  not  created  equal  in  their  educabU 
capacities  and  this  is  moderating  somewhat  the  methods  and  aims 
of  the  education  movement  in  our  day.  What  the  demand  for  a  uni- 
versal system  of  education  does  mean  is  that  its  opposite — illiteracy 
— is  a  drag  on  social  progress  and  a  menace  to  orderly  social  pro- 
cesses. Education  in  its  formal  aspects  is  simply  the  war  on  illit- 
eracy; a  war  waged  because  intelligent,  secure  and  happy  citizen- 
ship cannot  be  secured  in  any  considerable  measure  without  it.  In 
the  light  of  this  common  opinion  we  can  understand  the  amazing 
expansion  of  educational  programs,  and  the  whole  technique  of  spe- 
cialization and  application  that  has  characterized  the  education  mov«i' 
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ment  in  the  last  generation. 

There  is  another  feeling,  perhaps  not  quite  so  well  established 
but  certainly  still  widely  prevalent,  that  the  age  in  which  we  live 
has  a  right  to  demand  the  guidance  and  steadying  influence  of  re- 
ligion. This  does  not  mean  that  all  people  shall  have  a  standardized 
religius  experience  or  conform  necessarily  to  rigid  religious  con- 
ventions. It  is  increasingly  realized  that  as  in  the  case  of  education, 
all  men  are  not  created  equal  in  their  capacity  to  enforce  and  exhibit 
the  religious  mood.  It  does  mean  that  iiTeligion  is  a  menace  to 
society  as  illiteracy  is  a  drag.  So  religion  is  a  war  on  definite  tji^es 
of  misconduct,  and  on  the  general  secularistic  pholosophy  that  al- 
most universally  exists  where  religion  does  not  exist.  A  secure  and 
happy  citizenship  is  impossible  in  any  considerable  measure  with- 
out religion.  The  expansion  of  our  religious  institutions  and  programs 
during  the  last  generation  is  a  Witness  to  the  measure  in  which  this 
general  opinion  is  held. 

It  is  therefore  to  be  expected  that  where  a  realization  of  two  con- 
current needs  —  the  need  for  literacy  and  the  need  for  religion — 
exists,  there  should  be  an  alliance  formed  by  some  who  are  interested 
to  secure  both.  It  is  quite  as  obvious  that  there  would  be  some  who 
would  wish  to  concentrate  on  the  one  or  the  other,  but  the  basis  on 
which  Christian  Education  rests  is  the  idea  that  wisdom  and  right- 
eousness may  be  best  sought  together.  Education  under  the  auspices 
of  enlightened  religion  has  always  been  the  concern  of  enlightened 
religious  minds.  There  are  some  who  fear  that  enlightment  makes 
for  irreligion.  This  must  be  the  ultimate  heresy — the  fear  that  the 
light  may  turn  out  to  be  darkness,  that  good  may  be  evil. 

And  so  the  history  of  the  Christian  education  m.ovement  is  a  long 
and  complex  one.  It  has  justified  its  philosophy  and  most  of  its 
method  by  its  production  of  men  and  women  of  high  intellectual  dis- 
cipline and  accomplishment,  and  of  strong  spiritual  genius. 

There  is  another*  quality  of  our  age  that!  is  relevant  to  a  discus- 
sion of  Christian  Education.  It  is  the  urge  to  secularism.  Much  of 
the  current  of  modem  life  seems  to  whirl  religion  into  little  eddies 
that  spend  themselves  off  the  main  stream.  There  is  sophistication, 
and  often  sneering  in  the  attitudes  of  some  educators  who  are  domi- 
nated by  secularistic  tendencies.  To  this  very  prevalent  mood  the 
Christian  school  has  a  clear  testimony.  It  is  that  religion  is  intel- 
lectually respectable,  and  proves  itself  to  be  so  even  when  subjected 
to  the  severest  scrutiny.  The  religion  of  Jesus,  in  its  ethical  and 
spiritual  content,  unlike  much  so-called  secular  lore  of  the  past  which 
is  Outmoded  by  the  learning  of  the  present,  is  still  fresh  and  creative, 
providing  a  life  philosophy  for  the  present  safer  and  more  vital  than 
the  moral  experimentation  of  our  inquisitive  generation. 

The  obligation  on  the  Christian  movement  is  therefore  clear.  It 
must  be  more  Christian,  by  which  is  meant  that  it  must  be  mora 
adventurous  in  its  application  of  the  religion  of  Jesus  to  the  total 
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life  of  the  age.  And  it  must  be  more  educative.  "E"  plus  "Duco"  is 
the  Latin  origin  of  the  word  educate.  And  to  the  elementary  student 
this  means  "to  lead  out."  To  the  Christian  educator  and  those  who 
share  this  great  enterprise  it  means  more.  Christian  Education  can- 
not be  conservative  in  the  sense  of  holding  back.  It  cannot  be  de- 
structive in  the  sense  of  leading  nowhere.  It  must  be  educative  iri^ 
the  sense  of  leading  out.  And  to  all  serious  Christians  the  goal  to- 
ward which  such  effort  is  to  be  directed  is  a  more  orderly,  safe,'  and 
happy  society.  This  is  just  another  way  of  describing  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  Christian  Education  is  the  safe- 
guard of  civilization.  Christianity  without  learning  is  a  guide  with- 
out a  road;  learning  without  Cliristianity  is  a  road  without  a  guide; 
Christian  learning  provides  a  destination  (The  Kingdom  of  God), 
a  guide  (The  Spirit  of  Christ  who  is  the  Spint  of  Truth)  and  a  road 
(The  discipline  of  Mind). 

This  is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it.

B.  Y.  P.  U.  REPORT 

We,  the  Raleigh  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Association,  wish  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  on  our  work  for  the  year  1933. 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  since  the  last  Association  met  in 
Ephesus  last  October,  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  in  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion has  gone  forward  with  excellent  success.  We  have  held  a  num- 
ber of  district  meetings  and  all  of  these  have  proved  more  than 
worthwhile.  Probably  the  one  single  meeting  that  meant  most  to  our 
work  was  the  Annual  Association  meeting  held  at  Holly  Springs 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  April  16,  1933.  Practically  every  church  hav- 
ing B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  vvas  represented.  A  very  fine  and  inspiring  pro- 
gram was  given  developing  the  theme— "LOOKING  UNTO  JESUS." 
The  two  outstanding  features  of  the  program  were  the  sermon  on 
the  work  of  the  missions  by  Rev.  Jesse  McCarter  of  Holly  Springs 
and  Inv/ood  Baptist  churches;  and  the  special  music  rendered  by  the 
Intermediate  Orchestra  from  the  Tabernacle  church,  Raleigh.  An- 
other special  and  certainly  interesting  feature  to  all  was  the  dinner 
served  to  the  delegates  soon  after  12  o'clock.  Reports  of  officers 
and  committees  of  the  association  were  then  made  and  the  year's 
work  was  summarized  and  reviewed.  At  this  general  meeting  the 
following  officers  were  elected  and  installed:  Mildred  Kichline,  Presi- 
dent; Mr.  Millard  Oldham,  Vice-President;  Mrs.  S.  D.  Perry,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer; Miss  Janie  Katherine  Keith,  Pianist;  Mrs.  Lillian 
Adams  HoWe,  Chorister;  Miss  Doris  Lineberry,  Associate  SecretaiT- 
Treasurer;  Miss  Mary  Rodwell  Hunter,  Junior  Leader;  Mrs.  G.  H. 
Wright,  Jr.,  Intermediate  Leader;  Mr.  G.  H.  Wright,  Jr.,  Senior  ?ind 
Adult  Leader;  and  District  Leaders  as  follows:  Group  No.  1,  Mr. 
Charlie  Herbert;  Group  No.  2,  Mrs.  L.  F.  Spain;  Group  No.  3,  Mrs. 
Tom  Womble  (Mr.  Frank  Blalock  has  recently  taken  this  place); 
Group  No.  4,  Mrs.  Hubert  Roberts;  and  Group  No.  5,  Miss  Blondeil 
Massey. 

The  first  Executive  meeting  was  held  in  Raleigh,  in  the  home 
of  Miss  Mildred  Kichline  on  May  22,  1933.  At  this  meeting  the  gen- 
eral program  for  the  year's  wOrk  was  laid  out  and  many  of  the 
problems  of  the  Associational  work  discussed.  The  goal  of  1932-33 
was  adopted  for  this  year  as  follows:  20  new  imions  including  5  B. 
A.  U's;  25  standard  unions;  a  general  organization  in  each  church 
Vvdth  two  or  more  unions;  a  study  course  in  each  church  with  500 
awards;  100  subscriptions  to  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Magazine;  and  200 
Tithers.  Plans  for  financing  the  work  were  discussed,  and  plans  for 
each  officer  to  visit  with  one  of  the  five  districts  at  their  district 
meetings  as  well  as  at  other  times  during  the  year  were  made.  Dis- 
trict meetings  were  planned  for  the  five  districts,  to  be  held  in  June. 
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Another  group  of  district  meeting's  was  just  held  in  four  of  the  five 
districts  this  month,  the  theme  of  the  programs  being,  "LOOKING 
UNTO  JESUS  FOR  POWER  IN  ORGANIZATION."  The  programs 
•were  excellent  and  those  attending  showed  interest  in  the  work. 

Another  feature  of  the  year's  work  which  was  a  great  success  was 
the  social  held  at  FuUen  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh,  in  November,  1932. 
Nearly  200  B.  Y.  P.  U.  people  attended,  Juniors  through  Adiults.  It 
was  a  harvest  time  social,  stunts  and  refreshments  being  planned 
in  line  with  the  season.  Miss  Lucille  Knight  of  Meredith  College'  di- 
rected the  stunts  and  games,  and  Miss  Pauline  Brock  conducted  the 
community  singing  which  closed  the  entertainment. 

We  are  now  making  plans  for  an  Association-wide  Enlargement 
and  Enlistment  campaign  in  the  form  of  simultaneous  study  courses 
in  each  church  throughout  the  Association,  for  the  purpose  of 
strengthening  weak  unions  inspiring  strong  unions,  and  organizing 
in  churches  that  have  no  B.  Y.  P.  U's.  This  campaign  is  scheduled 
to  take  place  sometime  in  March  which  is  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Study  Course 
month  throughout  the  South. 

We  hope  that  every  member  of  the  Baptist  Denomination  in  the 
Raleigh  Association  will  make  it  his  or  her  business  to  visit  and 
encourage  various  Unions  in  our  34  churches.  We  want  you  to  visit 
our  meetings,  study  our  methods,  and  find  out  what  we  are  doing. 
We  have  long  felt  that  the  future  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  depends  on  the 
support  it  gets  from  our  church  members.  The  president  of  the  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  Association  is  eager  to  visit  every  church  in  the  Raleigh 
Association  and  carry  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Message.  The  other  officers 
have  expressed  the  same  desire,  and  we  sincerely  hope  you  "will  call 
on  us  at  any  time  and  give  us  the  privilege  of  serving  God  in  your 
church. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  hearty 
cooperation  we  have  had  in  trying  to  carry  on  this  great  work  of 
"Training  in  Church  Membership."  V/e  pray  that  this  report  may 
meet  with  your  approval  and  that  through  your  continued  and  en- 
larged cooperation  we  may  go  on  to  greater  things  during  the  year 
ahead  of  us.

(REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Ten  years  ago  the  25th  of  last  May  our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Wins- 
ton-Salem opened  its  doors  to  the  sick  and  needy  of  o'ur  denomina- 
tion. There  was  one  patient  the  first  day,  but  if  the  more  than  23,000 
who  have  been  treated  since  that  time  could  give  you  the  facts  of 
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their  restoration — it  would  indeed  be  a  thrilling  story. 

This  Hospital  is  v^'^ell  located,  fire  proof  construction,  finely  equip- 
ped and  prepared  to  take  care  of  100  patients  per  day.  It  is.  Our 
Hospital,  built  by  our  Baptist  people  for  the  saving-  of  human  life 
and  the  relief  of  the  suffering  and  the  deformed.  It  offers  its  serv- 
ices under  an  environment  of  christian  love  and  sympathy  that  in- 
spires the  sick  with  hope  which  hastens  their  recovery. 

There  have  been  over  10,000  charity  or  part  pay  patients  helped. 
Last  year  it  cared  for  2,976  patients,  over  half  of  which  were  charity 
or  part  pay.  No  one  who  needed  help  has  been  turned  away.  It  has 
met  the  needs  in  a  marvelous  way.  But,  because  of  the  unusfual  fi- 
nancial conditions  all  over  the  State,  and  because  some  of  the  private 
hospitals  culd  not  do  any  more  charity  work  and  keep  going, — it  has 
been  impossible  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  to  meet  the  demands  and 
pay  their  bills.  They  would  not  let  the  patients  go  home  and  die 
without  care.  Many  appeals  come  from  all  over  the  State,  pleading 
for  care  for  their  sick — the  Hospital  is  their  refuge  from  the  rav- 
ages of  disease  and  death.  They  have  no  money, — they  cannot  bor- 
row. 

Last  year  on  Mother's  Day  the  contribution  sent  in  was  $11,000. 
And  they  needed  $50,000.  The  Hospital  is  urging  that  the  churches 
will  cooperate  in  saving  their  people  by  sending  $1.50  (per  day) 
to  pay  on  the  patient  they  send  to  help  supplement  what  they  get 
on  Mother's  Day.  If  the  churches  or  communities  will  agree  to  do 
this  the  Hospital  will  be  able  to  take  care  of  all  the  patients  sent 
and  save  its  credit.  If  they  fail  to  do  this  it  may  mean  the  Hospital 
"will  have  to  say  "No"  or  go  into  bankruptcy.  Many  of  the  pastors 
over  the  State  are  encouraging  their  people  to  follow  this  plan.  There 
will  probably  be  over  2,000  charity  patients  this  year, — and  this  As- 
sociation will  want  to  do  their  part  in  this  great  work, — ^not  only 
on  Mother's  Day  but  in  our  daily  prayers.

Mrs.  G.  N.  CoVvan  read  the  report  on  W.  M.  U.  Work  and  follow- 
ing the  reading,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Leonard,  Missionary  to  Manchuria  with 
the  use  of  map,  told  of  conditions  in  that  country,  its  problems, 
both  church  and  state.  In  conclusion,  she  spoke  of  the  need  of  our 
churches  remaining  open  all  day  on  November  7th  as  a  day  of 
prayer,  that  the  liquor  forces  may  be  defeated  on  November  the 
7th.  Brother  S.  L.  Morgan  made  motion  which  prevailed,  that  our 
churches  make  that  a  day  of  prayer. 

On  motion  report  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  W.  M.  U.  WORK  TO  THE  RALEIGH  ASSOCIATION 

"Woman's  Missionary  .Union  when-  organized  declared  *its  purpose 
to  be  helper,  assistant,  supporter  of  the  S.  B.  C.  in  promoting  its 
missionary  enterprise.  It  was  reco2:nized  that  her  method  of  being 
such  a  helper  should  be  to  enlist  women  and- young  peopl-e,  quicken- 
ing their  interest,  enlarging  their  vision,  -and  deepening  their  pur- 
pose to  support  missions  through  their  prayers  and  gifts."  For  45 
years  this  organization  has  carried  on,  and  what  the  labors,  prayers, 
and  gifts  of  its  members  have  meant  to  the  work  of  the  Kingdom 
eternity  alone  will  show. 

For  43  years  our  North  Carolina  W.  M.  U.  has  been  functioning, 
holding  its  place  with  other  states  of  our  Southland — ranking  third — 
for  many  years. 

Mrs.  Edna  Harris,  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  reported  at  our 
annual  meeting  in  March  that  we  had  2,780  active  organizations  on 
January  1,  1933,  a  larger  number  than  last  year  by  152.  We  had  547 
organizations  that  gave  more  than  in  1931,  and  two  more  than  dou- 
bled their  gifts.  Hov/ever,  the  backward  trend  in  gifts  for'  the  past 
three  years  has  been  distressing,  as  We  have  realized  what  it  meant 
to  our  State,  South-wide,  and  World-wide  missions. 

Our  W.  M.  U,  treasurer,  Miss  Elsie  Hunter,  reported  a  total  in 
gifts  for  1932  of  ^173,583.02.  We  trust  that  this  was  our  low-v/ater 
mark  in  giving  and  that  this  year  we  may  reach  the  goal  of  $196,000 
which  was  adopted  by  our  W.  M.  U.  at  its  last  annual  meeting. 

While  our  gifts  have  been  at  a  low  ebb,  almost  every  other  phase 
of  our  work  has  grown — new  members,  new  societies,  more  tithers, 
more  personal  service,  and  mission  study  reported. 

And  yet,  when  we  see  the  condition  of  our  board,s  and  see  the  num- 
bers of  unenlisted,  the  indifference  and  worldliness  of  professing 
Christians,  we  rtealize  that  we  haven't  lived  up  to  our  privileges,  we 
haven't  given  a  good  account  of  our  stewardship.  Those  of  us  who 
are  interested  are  not  interested  enough  to  reach  out  and'  enlist  the 
unenlisted  ones. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Cox  says,  "  Present  conditions  on  home  and  foreign 
mission  fields  demand  that  for  us  our  personal  faith  and  missionary 
zeal  be  not  so  much  an,  anchor  as  a  mast.  It  should  set  our  sails  for 
tasks  Outside  ourselves.  Too  many  churches  and  organizations  are 
satisfied  to  lie  at  anchor  enjoying  the  graces  and  comforts  of  the 
Spirit  wholly  unconcerned  because  their  neighboring-  churches  fail 
to  heed  the  Great  Commission." 

Enlistment  and  Extension  are  always  a  part  of  our  W.  M.  U.  pro- 
gram. In  the  Raleigh  Association  our  last  year's  report  says  that 
12  out  of  our  34  churches  are  without  missionary  organizations.  This 
is  a  challenging  task  that  should  awaken  us  to  our  responsibilities. 

The  watchword  of  our  W.  M.  U.  is  "Laborers  together  with  God." 
The  watchword  for  the  year  is  "Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let

Brother  J.  M.  Broughton  brought  a  most  thoughtful  report  on 
Sunday  Schools  which  on  motion  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

Significant  changes  have  taken  place  in  organized  Sunday  School 
work  during  the  last  several  years,  and  with  these  changes  have  come 
increased  responsibilities  and  opportunities.  The  period  of  new  build- 
ings, building  expansion  and  new  equipment  has  been  brought  to  an 
end  by  the  depression.  Many  Sunday  Schools  whose  growth  justifies 
and  almost  requires  new  building  facilities  are  greatly  handicapped 
by  the  inability  at  this  tim.e  to  acquire  such  new  quarters.  On  the 
whole,  however,  it  may  be  said  that  the  termination  of  the  unpre- 
cedented era  of  new  buildings  and  new  equipment  will  prove  a  bless- 
ing instead  of  a  handicap  to  the  Sunday  School  world. 

Candor  requires  the  confession  that  in  too  many  instances  during 
the  period  of  expansion,  the  whole  thought  of  Sunday  School  or- 
ganizations was  devoted  to  constructing  new  buildings  or  units,  and 
to  purchasing  new  and  frequently  useless  equipment.  That  Sunday 
School  was  the  greatest  which  could  boast  the  most  modern  educa- 
tional building,  designed  frequently  by  an  architect  who  had  never 
been  in  a  Sunday  School.  Manufacturers  of  new  and  sometimes 
strange  equipment  found  a  ready  market  for  their  wares  and  much 
of  this  equipment  now  unused  clutters  up  the  basements  and  comers 
of  many  of  our  Sunday  Schools.  What  is  said  here  is  not  by  way  of 
disparagement  of  the  laudable  efforts  on  the  part  of  Sunday  Schools 
generally  to  increase  and  improve  their  facilities  and  accommodations. 
The  criticism  is  on  the  emphasis  that  was  placed  on  these  in  former 
years. 

Now  that  economic  conditions  have  put  these  things  beyond  our 
reach,  the  Sunday  Schools  of  our  land,  and  most  assuredly  those  of 
our  Own  State  and  Association,  have  opportunity  to  devote  themselves 
to  the  things  that  really  count  for  most  in  organized  Sunday  School 
work.  Among  these  decidedly  more  worthwhile  things  are  increased 
enrollment,  enlistment,  better  selection  of  teachers,  Teacher  Train- 
ing, and  evangelism.  If  the  recent  lamentable  experiences  in  the 
world  of  finance  and  economics  will  serve  to  bring  us  back  to  a  proper 
consideration  of  these,  the  really  vital  things  in  Sunday  School  work, 
we  may  well  have  occasion  to  rejoice. 

The  unique  campaign  which  has  just  been  concluded  in  the  Raleigh 
Association  under  the  leadership  of  our  able  secretary,  Perry  Mor- 
gan, is  a  fine  example  of  the  aroused  interest  in  Teacher  Training 
»nd  related  subjects  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  Too  much  credit  cannot 
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be  given  our  general  secretary  and  the  teachers  and  workers  from 
Tabernacle  Baptist  Church  who  assisted  in  the  campaign;  but  it  Is 
equally  notable  that  the  ready  and  enthusiastic  response' of  the  thirty* 
three  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Association  made  ppssible  the  remarka- 
ble STiccess  of  this  undertaking.  It  was  a  bold  plan  to  suggest  that 
one  Sunday  School  in  the  Association  undertake  to  furnish  Leaders 
for  a  Teacher  Training  course  to  be  conducted  in  every  other  school 
in  the  Association  at  the  same  time.  The  response  was  ready  both 
from  the  volunteer  workers  and  from  the  Sunday  Schools.  It  is  there- 
fore not  surprising  that  we  were  able  successfully  to  conduct  in  every 
Sunday  School  in  the  Association  save  one  a  Teacher  Training  school 
for  a  period  of  a  week,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  over  a  thousand. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  report  to  stress  again 
the  prime  importance  of  Sunday  School  work.  Increased  attendance 
and  enlarged  usefulness  on  the  part  of  Sunday  Schools  throughout 
our  Association  and  throughout  the  entire  land  bear  eloquent  testi- 
mony to  the  increasingly  important  part  that  the  Sunday  School  plays 
in  our  religious  life.  Even  in  these  depressing  and  frequently  tragic 
days,  Sunday  School  attendance  and  interest  in  its  work  have  con- 
tinued unabated.  Problems  seemingly  insuperable  and  discouragements 
beyond  number  have  at  times  almost  overwhelmed  us.  The  shackles  of 
debt  in  our  church  organizations  have  made  progress  slow  and  pain- 
ful, but  through  it  all  our  spirits  have  been  kept  high  and  undaunted 
by  the  fine  enthusiasm  of  our  great  host  of  Sunday  School  leader:* 
and  teachers.  If  we  can  but  keep  the  emphasis  on  the  really  worth- 
while things  in  our  organized  Sunday  School  work,  we  need  not 
despair  or  even  lose  heart.  On  the  contrary,  we  may  throw  out  a  new 
challenge  and  set  sail  for  new  conquests.

RESOLUTIONS  BY  THE  RALEIGH  BAPTIST  ASSOCLATION 

CONCEIRNING  THE  JOHN  T.  PULLEN  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

.WHEREAS  the  John  T.  Pullen  Baptist  Church  is  located  on  Pay- 
etteville  Street  in  the  City  of  Raleigh  adjoining  Rex  Hospital  and  im- 
mediately across  the  street  in  front  of  the  City  Auditorium;  and 
whereas  there  are  several  thousand  white  people  living  within  a  few 
blocks  of  that  location,  and  the  church  site  being  one  where  a  Baptist 
church  has  been  maintained  for  many  years,  and  being  only  six  blocks 
from  the  Capitol,  and  the  portion  of  Fayetteville  Street  between  it 
and  the  Capitol  being  made  up  of  the  main  business  section  of  the 
city  and  a  number  of  good  residences;  and  whereas  the  church  has 
an  excellent  brick  building  of  modern  construction,  costing  about  $40,- 
000.00,  but  the  said  church  property  is  subject  to  a  mortgage  indebt- 
edness 0i  about  $20,000.00,  being  the  balance  owing  to  the  Jefferson 
Standard  Life  Insurance  Company  for  money  used  in  the  construction 
of  said  building;  and  whereas  the  said  church  has  only  about  200 
members  and  is  unable  to  pay  off  said  indebtedness  and  is  in  im- 
.  minent  danger  of  losing  its  property  by  foreclosure,  which  would 
entail  the  loss  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  excess  value  invested  in 
the  property,  and  also  the  loss  of  a  location  valuable  for  permanent 
church  purposes;  and  whereas  this  Association  has  held  its  1933  ses- 
sion with  this  church  and  has  personal  knowledge  of  the  matters 
here  mentioned; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Raleigh  Baptist 
Association  as  follows: 

1.  That  this  Association  recognizes  and  declares  the  great  value 
of  the  location  'of  the  John  T.  Pullen  Church  as  a  mission  station, 
and  declares  the  desirability  of  permanently  retaining  the  property 
for  church  purposes. 

2.  That  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh  Association  be  requested  to 
designate  such  moneys  as  they  contribute  for  st^te  mission  purposes 
to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  indebtedness  upon  this  church  and 
to  request  the  Treasurer  of  State  Mission  Funds  to  apply  the  same 
directly  upon  said  mortgage  indebtedness,  this  being  done  because 
of  the  feeling  that  there  is  no  more  important  state  mission  purpose 
no'w  existent  than  to  maintain  this  church  site. 

3.  That  this  Association  requests  the  other  Baptist  churches  in  the 
City  of  Raleigh  and  Wake  County  belonging  to  other  associations 
to  make  similar  designations  of  funds  or  special  contributions  for  this 
puijpose,  to  the  end  that  this  valuable  mission  station  be  not  lost  to 
the  city  and  county. 

4.  That  this  action  shall  continue  in  effect  until  the  next  meeting 
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of  this  Association,  or  the  need  of  the  church  for  this  assistance  has 
been  earlier  terminated. 

.  5.  That  we  urge  the  Baptist  people  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  and  Coun- 
ty, of  W-ake  ta  encourage  and  assist  this  church  and  to  giv^  it*  such 
fihancial  aid  as  will  relieve  it  of  indebtedness  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble time.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

The  word  temperance  is  defined  (by  Webster)  as  the  habitual 
moderation  in  tlie  indulgence  of  the  appetites  and  passions.  At  the 
meeting  of  the  Association,  1932,  the  report  on  temperance  gave  sev- 
eral definitions  of  the  word.  One  of  them  was  "Temperance  is  the 
proper  care  of  one's  self, — it  is  self-control."  This  definition  was 
adopted  along  with  the  rest  of  the  report. 

We  are  admonished  by  Saint  Paul  to  be  "temperate  in  all  things." 
This  is  good.  He  also  used  the  word  "sober"  in  its  restricted  sense 
as  avoidance  of  the  use  of  intoxicating"  liquors.  It  is  in  this  restricted 
sense  that  the  word  is  used  almost  entirely  in  this  paper. 

Right  now  we  are  confronted  with  the  almost  sure  repeal  of  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment.  Do  we  realize  v/hat  the  consequences  will 
be  if  repeal  succeeds  ?  Are  We  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  amend- 
ment is  one  of  the  most  important  pieces  of  legislation  that  has  ever 
been  put  upon  our  statute  books?  Do  we  know  that  repeal  is  retro- 
gression ?  Who,  or  what,  is  responsible  for  this  return  to  degradation? 
Proper  answers  to  these  questions  would  be  illuminating,  interesting 
and  valuable.  We  cannot  go  into  details  in  this  short  report,  but 
suffice  it  to  say  that  the  responsibility  lies  most  largely  with  dis- 
tilleries and  dealers  who  derive  large  profits  from  their  businesses; 
with  anti-prohibition   organizations   of   various   names;   with  certain 
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wealthy  men  who  \\dsh  to  be  rid  of  income  taxes  by  bringing  back 
the  tax  on  beer,  to  be  paid  by  the  working  man,  his  wife  and  chil- 
dren; with  a  few  prominent  citizens  who  have  an  appetite  for  liquors 
and  with  church  organizations  and  individucd  Chfistians  who  have  be- 
come careless,  indifferent  and  inactive  against'  this  monster.  Even 
the  President  of  our  country,  with  his  many  good  qualifications  as 
a  leader,  has  flung  defiance  in  the  face  of  those  who  still  believe  that 
prohibition  and  soberness  are  the  cornerstone :  of  good  citizenship 
and  the  bulwark  of  a  Christian  civilization.  In  North  Carolina  the 
United  Dry  Forces,  as  an  organization,  are  putting  up  a  valiant  fight 
against  repeal,  but  others  of  our  citizens  are  doing  practically  noth- 
ing against  it. 

The  statement  is  made  by  the  enemies  of  prohibition  that  there 
is  now  more  drunkenness  than  before  the  passage  of  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment.  Both  obseivation  and  statistics  refute  this  argument. 

In  the  face  of  the  above  facts,  can  any  one  believe  that  the  sale 
or  distribution  of  alcoholic  liquors  under  any  scheme  whatever  will 
be  for  the  good  of  our  people? 

Even  if  North  Carolina  votes  dry  on  November  7th,  and  the  other 
states  vote  repeal,  can  we  then  hope  to  be  free  from  the  liquor  curse  ? 
No,  indeed.  What  then  shall  we  do  ?  We  can  at  least  save  our  reputa- 
tion, keep  our  organization  intact  and  keep  up  the  fight  against  the 
time  when  the  matter  will  have  to  be  settled  again, — and  settled  right- 
ly and  therefore  permanently. 

(1)  We  are  opposed  to  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment. 

(2)  We  are  opposed  to  the  restoration,  in  any  manner,  of  the  legal- 
ized saloon. 

(3)  We  are  opposed  to  the  Federal  or  the  State  government,  as 
such,  going  into  the  liquor  business. 

<4)  We  are  highly  in  favor  of  stringent  prohibition  laws  and  an 
honest,  determined  effort  to  enforce  them. 

(5)  We  are  in  favor  of  having  this  subject  more  effectively  taught 
in  our  Public  Schools.

Brother  S.  L.  Morgan  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted. 

RESOLUTION 

Whereas  we  believe  a  crisis  is  facing  our  state  with  imminent 
repeal  of  the  18th  Amendment  and  the  possible  repeal  of  our  State 
prohibition  laws, 

Resolved  that  Raleigh  Baptist  Associations,  in  session  in  Raleigh, 
October  25,  1933,  recommend  that  all  our  Churches  observe  Sunday 
November  5,  1933,  as  a  day  of  special  prayer,  when  all  interested 
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persons  shall  be  invited  to  assemble  in  groups  in  their  church  build- 
ings or  their  homes  at  such  hours  as  may  be  found  practicable,  to 
pray  God  to  save  us  from  the  course  of  legalized  liquor  in  our  State. 

The  report  on  Ministerial  Relief,  which  was  prepared  by  Brother 
Ferry  Morgan  was  read  by  Brother  John  D.  Berry  and  on  motion 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  OLD  MINISTEiRS'  RELIEF 

"I  saw  him  a  while  ago.  His  beard  was  long  and  white,  his  steps 
short  and  tottering,  his  hands  weak,  and  wavering.  His  eyes  were 
rather  vacant  and  lacked  luster,  but  they  brightened  when  I  stopped 
to  speak  to  him.  He  began  to  talk  in  a  high  key  and  quavering  voice 
of  the  good  times  of  the  past,  the  exploits  of  youthful  years.  It  was 
pathetic  to  hear  him.  He  lived  in  the  days  that  were  dead  and  gone. 
A  generation  had  passed  him  by.  He  was  friendless  and  forgotten 
man.  He  was  a  worn-out  preacher.  There  are  not  a  few  such  of 
God's  veteran  servants, 

Rich  in  experience  that  angels  might  covet, 
Rich  in  the  faith  that  grows  with  the  years, 
but  poor  in  purse  and  in  the  memory  of  those  whom  they  have  served. 

Old  Andrew  Fuller  spoke  truly  when  he  said  of  the  minister,  "He 
commonly  lives  in  too  bare  a  pasture  to  die  fat."  And  when  he  dies 
lean,  the  lot  of  the  widow  who  shared  all  her  husband's  toils  and 
sacrifices  is  often  a  sad  and  perplexing  one. 

There  is  a  name  that  was  familiar  in  an  eastern  state — Bartholo- 
mew T.  Welch.  After  nearly  fifty  years  in  the  Baptist  ministry  he 
came  to  die.  It  is  related  of  him  that  at  times  in  a  half -playful,  half- 
rapturouB  manner  he  would  hold  up  his  thin  and  trembling  hand  be- 
fore his  eyes  and  say  to  it:  "Well,  old  hand,  what  ails  you?  You  can- 
not be  still  for  a  moment.  Seventy  and  six  years  have  left  their  marks 
on  you.  But  bless  the  King  in  Zion  this  day  for  all  the  service  you 
have  been  able  to  render  Him.  How  often  you  have  handled  the  sacred 
pages  of  His  Word.  What  use  you  have  been  to   me   in  preaching 
His  gospel.  How  often  you  have  buried  His  loving  disciples  in  baptism 
with  their  Lord.  How  many  you  have  received  into  fellowship  in. His 
church.  For  how  many  you  have  broken  the  emblem  of  His  broken 
body.   Poor  old  hand!   I   remember  when  you  were  fair  and  young 
and  strong.  Well,  never  mind  the  past.  Thank  my  loving  Lord,  it  will 
not  be  long  before  you  put  your  fingers  into  the  print  of  the  nails 
in  his  hand;  not  long  before  you  will  lay  a  crown  at  His  feet;  not 
long  before  he  will  stretch  out  his  ov,ti  hand,  mighty  to  save,  and 
grasp  you  and  greet  you,  and  his  touch  will  heal  your  palsy  and  send 
immortality  thrilling  through  your  every  vein  and  filer.  Be  of  good 
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cheer,  old  hand!  You  soon  shall  touch  more  than  the  hem  of  his  robe, 
and  be  healed  forever." 

— Henry  Alford  Porter  in  a  tract  entitled  "The  Forg-otten  Man.'* 

Who  will  say  that  the  old  preacher's  hand  "was  not  worthy  of  the 
eulogy  pronounced  upon  it!  Will  any  one  doubt  that  his  fellow  Baptists 
should  take  that  trembling  hand  in  a  hearty  and  friendly  grasp  as- 
suring its  possessor  of  succor  in  his  last  days  of  loving  service  and 
throughout  the  waiting  period  prior  to  his  final  home-going. 

The  Apostle  Paul  speaks  a  word  on  this  matter  of  support  for  the 
preacher.  "Who  goeth  a  warfare  any  time  at  his  own  charges?  who 
planteth  a  vineyard  and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof?  or  who 
feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk  of  the  flock?  If  we  have 
sown  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we  shall  reap 
your  carnal  things?  Do  ye  not  know,  that  they  which  minister  about 
Holy  things  live  of  the  things  of  the  temple?  and  they  which  wait 
at  the  altar  are  partakers  with  the  altar  ?  Even  so  hath  the  Lord 
ordained,  that  they  which  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel." 

Your  Committee  urges  that  all  of  our  churches  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  Old  Ministers'  Relief.  In  the  South  there  are  1400  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  located  at  Dallas,  Texas.  Of  this  number  56  men  and  52 
women  are  in  North  Carolina.

REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 
A  BIRIEF  HISTORY  OF  HOLLY  SPRINGS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

By  J.  D.  Marcom,  1908 

Holly  Springs  Baptist  Church  is  located  at  Holly  Springs,  Wake 
County,  North  Carolina,  fifteen  miles  south  west  of  Raleigh,  on 
the  Durham  and  Southern  Railway,  and  was  organized  September 
28th,  1822. 

A  previous  church  had  existed  some  years  before  by  the  same 
name,  located  one  mile  south  of  Holly  Springs,  near  J.  W.  Collin's 
mill.  The  exact  date  of  its  organization  is  unknown,  but  is  supposed 
to  have  1  een  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century.  I  have  seen 
a  number  of  persons  who  attended  preaching  at  the  place  when  the 
church  existed.  The  exact  time  that  it  disbanded  is  also  unknown, 
but  is  supposed  to  have  been  in  1815.  Brethren  Bennett  and  Alsy 
Holland,  both  of  whom  died  a  few  years  ago,  very  aged  men,  one 
born  in  1799  and  the  other  in  1801,  constituent  members  of  the  pres- 
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ent  church  informed  me  that  they  attended  meetings  of  the  old  church, 
and  that  their  father,  David  Holland,  was  clerk  of  the  church,  and 
Isaac  Hicks  pastor  most  of  the  time,  and  probably  Nathan  Gulley 
for  a  short  time. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Purefoy,  in  the  History  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Association, 
says  that  R.  T.  Daniels  was  converted  at  Holly  Springs  in  1802,  and 
was  baptized  by  Isaac  Hicks,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  by  said 
church,  and  ordained  in  1803  "which  these  old  brethren  inform  me  is 
correct.  I  also  learn  from  the  records  of  the  church,  now  in  my  pos- 
session, that  a  numler  of  persons,  after  the  organization  of  the  pres- 
ent church,  that  formerly  belonged  to  the  old  church  united  with 
the  new  church.  It  seems  that  the  old  church  started  off  well.  Why 
did  it  die?  I  learn  that  many  of  the  prominent  members  were  very 
worldly,  engaging  in  drinking  and  other  sinful  habits,  and  no  church 
can  live  long  under  such  circumstances.  Although  the  church,  as  an 
organization  died,  the  principles  did  not,  and  that  many  persons  held 
out  faithfully  and  entered  heartily  into  the  work  when  the  church 
was  reorganized.  I  also  learn  from  the  records  that  R.  T.  Daniels, 
who  professed  religion  at  Holly  Springs,  in  1802,  came  back  in  1821 
and  held  a  meeting  of  great  power.  I  also  learned  the  same  from 
Brother  Bennett  Holland,  who  professed  religion  during  the  meeting 
and  at  the  close  of  said  meeting  he  was  baptized,  a  large  number,  as 
members  of  the  Shady  Grove  Church,  which  was  an  arm  of  Eno 
Church. 

Preaching  was  kept  up  during  the  next  twelve  months  at  Holly 
Springs  as  a  branch  of  Shady  Grove  Church,  until  September  28th, 
1822,  when  it  was  organized  into  an  independent  church  by  R.  T. 
Daniels,  William  Farthing,  and  Joshua  Bell,  with  35  members,  letters 
being  granted  by  Eno  Church  and  others.  Ira  Holland  was  appointed 
clerk,  Bennett  Holland,  and  Darling  Jones  and  Joseph  Rogers  deacons. 
William  Farthing  became  thir  first  pastor.  Watson  Clements  gave 
a  title  to  four  acres  of  land  to  build  a  house  on,  which  was  soon  built 
by  the  church  and  community. 

Although  the  church  is  86  years  old,  it  has  had  but  few  pastors, 
several  of  those  serving  for  a  long  period  of  years.  William  Farthing 
four  years;  T.  W.  Doud  (P.  W.  Doud?)  thirteen  years;  John  Purefoy, 
eight  years;  D.  S.  Williams  one  year;  Johnson  Olive,  twenty  years; 
J.  C.  Wilson,  seventeen  years;  J.  M.  White,  six  years;  W.  S.  Olive, 
five  years;  J.  A.  Campbell,  five  years;  D.  C.  Britt,  eight  months; 
S.  W.  Oldham,  four  years;  C.  A.  Upchurch,  two  years;  J.  D.  Bowen, 
six  months. 

The  church  always  tried  to  get  the  best  pastors  available,  and  has 
never  changed  pastors  till  the  pastors  resigned.  The  pastors  have  ai- 
rways separated  with  the  best  feelings  toward  each  other. 

The  deacons  of  the  church,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned,  have 
been:  Alsy  Holland,  Green  Beckwith,  James  Rogers,  James  Adams, 
A.  I/eslie,  James  Weathers,  D.  C.  Adams,  J.  D.  Marcom,  J.  W.  Olive, 
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C.  H.  Collins,  R.  L.  Adams,  W.  H.  HoIIoand,  I.  H.  Collins,  J.  W. 
Norris,  J.  E.  Massey,  and  T.  A.  Council. 

The  clerks  have  been:  Ira  Holland,  Alsey  Holland,  S.  F.  Norris,  H. 
A.  Clements,  D.  B.  Holland,  J.  T.  Adams,  J.  W.  Olive,  S.  C.  Holland, 
J.  D.  Marcom,  J.  R.  Carter,  and  C.  P.  Norris. 

Holly  Springs  has  differed  from  most  other  churches  in  one  parti- 
cular, the  pastor  never  presided  as  moderator,  only  when  the  regular 
moderator  was  absent,  who  was  a  layman  of  his  church,  for  the  first 
sixty  years  of  its  existence.  The  reason  assigned  was  that  the  modera- 
tor had  to  make  decisions  which  might  injure  the  influence  of  the 
pastor  if  he  was  the  moderator.  So,  we  see  their  motive  was  good 
if  the  custom  was  not.  The  first  moderator  was  Needham  Norris,  who 
seems  to  have  been  a  quiet,  useful  man,  who  served  many  years  in 
that  position.  The  second  moderator  was  Wiley  Pope,  who  seemed  a 
useful  man  in  his  younger  days  and  made  a  good  moderator,  but  was 
moderate  drinker  of  ardent  spirits.  As  he  grew  older,  his  love  for 
the  bottle  increased,  and  he  became  a  habitual  drunkard  and  died  an 
excluded  member.  The  third  moderator  was  Green  Beckwith,  a  deacon 
of  the  church,  who  served  till  his  great  age  rendered  him  incapable. 
Brother  Beckwith  was  one  of  the  most  useful  members  that  ever 
belonged  to  the  church,  possessing  the  entire  confidence,  a  man  full  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  fluent  in  prayer,  a  good  exhorter  in  time  of  revivals, 
one  who  gave  good  advice  at  all  times.  The  fourth  moderator  was 

D.  B.  Holland,  whose  equal  as  a  presiding  officer  was  hard  to  find. 
His  usefulness  extended  throughout  the  association;  he  was  either 
clerk  or  moderator  of  the  association  for  twenty-five  years.  S.  P. 
Norris,  a  member  of  this  church,  was  clerk  of  the  association  for 
many  years.  ^ 

The  church  has  raised  a  goodly  number  of  ministers,  more  or  less 
useful.  R.  T.  Daniel,  whose  labors  were  not  confined  to  one  county 
or  state,  but  extended  through  the  southern  states  and  seemed  to 
have  been  a  wandering  missionary.  The  second  minister  was  Ira  Hol- 
land, who  died  while  in  school  preparing  for  his  chosen  work.  The 
third  was  William  Dupree.  He  ser\^ed  as  pastor  of  Mt.  Gilead  and 
other  churches,  but  seemed  to  have  injured  his  influence  by  indis- 
creet language  about  his  brethren.  Ezekiel  Holland  was  the  fourth, 
but  as  he  went  west  little  is  known  of  his  work.  The  fifth  was  J. 
W.  F.  Rogers,  who  seemed  very  enthusiastic  in  his  younger  days, 
but  owing  to  failure  in  health,  he  did  but  little  ministerial  work.  The 
sixth  was  J.  W.  Collins  who  was  pastor  of  a  number  of  churches  in 
the  Little  River  association.  The  seventh  was  A.  D.  Hunter,  who  served 
as  pastor  in  many  places  in  the  state,  and  is  still  earnestly  preach- 
ing the  gospel.  The  eighth  was  E.  G.  Beckwith,  who  died  before  he 
entered  the  prime  of  life.  He  was  pastor  of  several  churches  and 
proffrsscr  of  l^iathematics  at  Wake  Forest.  V."\\\-.:i  wa.j  J,  J.  Adams 
"who  is  still  preaching  and  has  filled  many  important  places  in  North 
Carolina, 
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Besides  these,  several  others  have  become  ministers  since  leavin^f 
the  church.  Among  them  Dr.  J.  E.  White,  of  Atlanta,  Ga,,  C.  C. 
Wheeler,  and  others. 

It  may  seem  wonderful  to  those  who  do  not  attend  Sabbath  school 
to  learn  that  nearly  all  these  ministers  came  from  the  Sabbath  school, 
but  is  the  highest  testimony  in  favor  of  its  being  the  duty  of  all  christ- 
ians to  attend.  A  large  portion  of  the  church  has  always  been  in 
favor  of  missions.  Soon  after  its  orgaization  a  mission  was  established 
at  Piny  Grove  and  a  church  was  soon  organized.  Many  of  the  neigh* 
boring  churches  were  composed  largely  of  members  dismissed  from 
Holly  Springs.  We  find  in  1822  a  man  was  excluded  for  opposin^r 
missions,  and  another  in  1838  for  abusing  the  pastor  for  preaching 
missions  and  the  church  for  upholding  him. 

The  church  has  ranked  well  up  with  other  country  churches  in  its 
contributions,  The  present  year,  the  church  gave  as  much  to  mis- 
sions as  some  whole  associations  gave  a  few  years  ago;  but  still  has 
many  members  that  do  nothing  for  benevolent  objects,  and  might 
be  properly  called  deadheads. 

The  church  has  for  the  most  of  the  time  been  prosperous,  but  has 
had  some  dark  days  as  well  as  joyful  ones.  We  find  on  record  that 
on  one  occasion  the  church  became  very  cold  and  careless;  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  investigate;  they  reported  that  too  much 
worldly  conformity  was  the  cause  of  the  coldness.  Prayer  meetings 
were  started  at  the  church  and  in  the  community  in  private  houses, 
and  soon  a  revival  commenced  that  lasted  twelve  months,  and  scarcely 
was  a  meeting  held  in  the  time  but  what  some  one  was  baptized. 

The  church  at  present  numbers  about  two  hundred  members.  It 
has  had  at  times  a  larger  membership  than  at  present,  but  when  wa 
consider  the  number  that  has  moved  from  the  church,  we  realize 
that  the  church  has  been  a  great  blessing  under  God,  not  only  to 
this  section,  but  that  its  influence  will  not  be  known  until  eternity 
shall  reveal  it,  and  that  we  should  pray  that  its  influence  may  con- 
tinue to  widen  as  it  grows  older. 

(Note,  J.  A.  Campbell  was  pastor  twice.)  J.  D.  M. 

The  following  has  been  added  by  Miss  May  Adams,  a  devoted  mem- 
ber of  the   Holly  Springs  church. 

Following  this  history  written  by  Brother  J.  D.  Marcom,  a  devoted 
christian  and  influential  leader  in  his  church,  whose  character  and 
worth  shine  through  every  sentence  in  this  article,  it  is  my  purpose 
to  tell  something  of  the  more  recent  history  of  the  Holly  Springs 
Baptist  church. 

The  church  is  now  one  hundred  and  eight  years  old,  has  its  dif- 
ferent organizations — Sunday  School,  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
Young  Wom.an's  Auxiliary ,  Girls  Auxiliary,  Royal  Ambassadors, 
Sun  Beam  Band,  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Two  of  these,  the  Sunday  School 
and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  were  organized  in  the  eighties. 
This  old  church  has  been  steadily  at  work,  sometimes  accomplishing 
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•little,  and  sometimes   much,  sometimes   on  the  mountain  peaks  and 

sometimes  in  the  valleys;  but  has  never  lost  the  faith  of  our  fathers. 

The  pastors  of  the  church  in  addition  to  those  already  named,  W.  P. 

•Campbell  two  years,  C.  H.  Ncrris,  five  years;  C.  E.  Byrd,  one  year; 

.B.  G,  Early,  five  years;  H.  L.  Arnold,  six  months;  H.  L.  Councilman, 

two  years;  and  Jesse  McCarter,  the  present  pastor. 

Deacons:  L.  G.  Holleman,  W.  L.  Holleman,  W.  A.  Seagraves,  C.  S. 
Wilson,  W.  J.  Adams,  H.  Wayland  Norris,  L.  H.  Furr,  and  E.  B. 
Oldham. 

.  Clerks:  W.  L.  Norris,  W.  A.  Seagraves,  H.  Wayland  Norris,  W. 
J.  Adams,  R.  F.  Collins,  M.  B.  Oldham,  J.  F.  Adams,  E.  B.  Oldham, 
and  Harold  Stephens. 

During  the  pastorate  of  C.  H.  Norris  (1919-1920)  the  members  of 
the  church  began  to  realize  that  their  church  was  inadequate,  and 
the  old  one  would  have  to  be  remodeled  and  added  to,  or  a  new  one 
built.  The  majority  of  the  members  wanted  to  build  a  new  church. 
The  agitation  of  selecting  a  suitable  location  and  deciding  on  the 
kind  of  church  best  to  build  was  on  for  quite  a  while.  But  not  until 
B. .  G.  Early  became  pastor,  and  the  church  celebrated  its  one  hun- 
dredth anniversary  was  a  building  committee  appointed  to  make 
definite  plans  in  regard  to  building.  This  committee  consisting  of  ten 
members— -C.  H.  Collins,  Chairman,  R.  F.  Collins,  Mrs.  R.  F.  Collins, 
W.  A.  Seagraves,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Seagraves,  Mrs.  Annie  Shaw,  L.  G. 
Holleman,  L.  H.  Furr,  E.  B.  Oldham,  and  May  Adams  raised  the 
first  hundred  dollars  by  contributing  ten  dollars  each  in  their  first 
meeting  to  pay  for  blue  print.  And  then  by  private  subscriptions 
and  donations  and  small  collections,  taken  in  Sunday  school  each 
Sunday  morning  the  church  was  built,  paying  for  materials  and 
workmanship  as  work  progressed.  The  entire  cost  up  to  present  date 
is  $16,769.89  all  paid.  The  gift  of  the  present  site  was  made  to  the 

,  church  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Seagraves,  and  they  both  did  much 
toward  helpin^g  plan  and  build  the  commodious  brick  building  which 
we  now  enjoy.  The  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  building  on  the 
second  Saturday  in  May  1928  in  the  fonn  of  a  reconsecration  and 
thanksgiving  service;  then  on  the  Sunday  following  Pastor  Buck, 
from  Burlington  conducted  a  home-coming  service  and  was  instru- 
mental in  raising  about  $3,000  to  finish  Sunday  school  rooms,  etc. 
The  church  building  is  still  incomplete,  but  we  are  hoping  within 
the  near  future  to  complete,  paint,  and  buy  new  pews. 

The  present  membership  is  about  one  hundred  and  thirty-six. 
^Pwo  other  of  our  boys,  besides  those  already  mentioned,  were  li- 
censed to  preach  from  this  church — Clyde  Holloway  and  Moton  Holt. 
The  old  Holly  Springs  church  is  dear  to  the  hearts  of  many  of  us, 
and  we  are  hoping  and  praying  that  under  the  leadership  of  our 
present  pastor,  we  may  hold  high  the  banner  of  Jesus  Christ,  follow- 
ing the  example  of  the  saints  of  old  in  sincere  worship  and  true  de- 
votion, and  go  forward  in  the  great  work  of  the  kingdom  ever  press- 
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ing  onward  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  Go4 

in  Christ  Jesus.

It  seeks  in  a 
constructive  way  to  obey  the  command  of  the  Master  to  carry  the 
Gospel  to  every  part  of  the  world.  The  64  stockholders  publish  the 
Recorder  in  the  interest  of  our  Baptist  work.  For  years  they  received 
no  dividends  and  for  the  last  ten  years  have  published  the  paper  at  a 
fmancial  loss.  The  managers  have  but  one  aim  in  publishing  the 
Recorder — to  assist  the  Bapitists  of  North  Carolina  in  extending  the 
reign  of  Clirist.  The  Christian  culture  of  our  future  Baptist  homes 
depends,  in  no  small  degree,  on  the  contribution  the  Biblical  Recorder 
is  able  to  make  to  them. 

People  are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read.  The  Biblical  Re- 
corder seeks  to  bring  to  our  people  weekly  a  summary  of  our  Baptist 
news,  local  and  general.

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REPORT  ON  MILLS  HOME 


Biblical  history  'records  that :  interest  in  .  and  lor  the"  Wark  of  vtHe 
orphanage  has  ■  been  practiced:  as '  long  .as  has  the  Christl'an'  '-belie'f. 
The  height  of  orphanage  practice  and  interest  has  been  in  the  Chris- 
tian religion.  Christianity  knows  no  limit  of  relief,  save  the  end  of 
human  endurance. 

There  are  some  14  orphan  homes  in  North  Carolina,  whose  enroll- 
ment runs  into  the  thousands.  The  ones  in  which  this  report  is  par- 
ticularly interested  is  the  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  and  the  Kennedy 
Home  at  Kinston.  There  are  in  these  two  homes  approximately  1,000 
pupils  ranging  in  age  from  two  years  to  high  school  graduation. 

There  never  has  been  nor  will  there  ever  be  an  institution  o'^  organi- 
zation that  can  successfully  take  the  place  of  the  home.  The  Mills 
Heme  is  the  best  substitute  we  know.  It  has  mothered  its  thousands 
and  they  all  rise  up  to  call  her  blessed,  but  not  a  one  can  say,  "Mother 
of  mine."  From  the  doors  of  these  institutions  have  gone  out  some 
cf  the  nation's  great  leaders.  Otherwise  they  would  have  been  human 
parasites. 

From  Genesis  to  Revelations  we  find  orphans  and  orphanage  men- 
tioned 50  or  more  times.  Widow  and  the  relief  of  widows  70  or  more 
times. 

'T:;ith,  Hcpe  and  Charity,  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  Charity." 
If  this  IS  the  complete  triangular  cycle  of  Christianity,  then  one  of 
the  bed  rocks  of  the  Christian  faith  is  giving.  If  giving  ba- a  virtue, 
Christian,  where  is  thy  virtue?  If  charity  be  Christian  service,  Oh 
Christian  where  is  thy  service?  "There  is  only  one  failure  in  life 
and  that  is  not  to  be  true  to  the  best  one  knows." 

We  very  prayerfully  and  earnestly  recommend  that  every  Sunday 
School  in  the  Association  give  all  the  collection  one  Sunday  in  the 
month  to  the  orphanage.  This  should  be  forwarded  promptly  to  the 
treasurer  at  Thomasville.  Prompt  service  may  save  a  life.  "If  every 
giver  in  my  church  was  just  like  me  what  kind  of  an  orphanage 
would  my  orphanage  be?" 

(This  little  poem  leaves  with  you  the  religious  thought  of  kindness, 
Vv'hich  should  ever  be  remembered  while  we  are  traveling  a  highway 
that  is  lined  with  signboards  of  service  and  paved  with  miles  of 
opportunity.)

REPORT  ON  HOSPITAL 

From  the  beginning,  God  has  taken  his  people  at  times  into  the 
darkness  in  order  that  He  might  reveal  the  mystical  secrets  of 
Faith,  Hope  and  Courage.  Perhaps  the  darkness  of  loneliness  and 
desolation  of  some  physical  infirmity  may  close  us  in  from  the  light 
and  activities  of  normal  life  only  that  we  may  be  summoned  to 
listen  to  the  still  small  voice  which  is  so  often  drowned  amid  the 
tumult  of  earth's  strident  cries. 
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Even  though  we  are  called  into  these  nights  of  darkness  by  an 
all-wise  Creator,  we  are  not  meant  to  linger  or  stay  there,  for  pres- 
ently we  shall  be  summoned  by  the  same  power  to  take  our  place  in 
the  rush  and  excitement  of  life  in  action. 

This  gives  a  new  meaning  to  sickness  and  suffering,  the  saddest 
element  of  which  is  often  its  apparent  aimlessness. 

Such  revelations  convey  a  corresponding  responsibility  upon  suffer- 
ers and  upon  Christians  who  contact  with  them  during  their  hours 
of  pain  and  recovery.  It  is  here  that  we  find  our  Baptist  Hospital 
administering  to  physically  sickened  souls  and  guiding  them  to  a 
higher  plane  of  living  and  a  closer  contact  with  God. 

What  a  mission  for  this  our  hospital!  And  what  an  individual 
responsibility  is  ours  in  contributing  to  and  making  possible  the 
carrying  on  of  this  work. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  60  medical  and  surgical  doctors  of  keen 
intelligence  who  give  much  of  their  time  and  service  to  the  sick  of 
our  hospital  in  many  cases  without  money  and  without  price.  There 
are  40  nurses  who  are  well  trained  and  well  organized  going  about 
their  tasks  vdth  cheerfulness  and  consideration  of  the  sick.  On  May 
13  approximately  25.000  patients  had  been  treated  including  paying, 
part-paying  and  non-paying  patients.  Mr.  Hagaman  has  estimated 
that  the  hospital  will  care  for  3500  patients  this  year  and  1300  of 
which  will  be  charity  cases.  No  hospital  case  is  ever  turned  down  on 
account  of  inability  to  pay  and  the  figures  prove  that  a  large  number 
of  the  hospital  cases  are  free  or  part-paying  patients.  The  hospital 
has  to  depend  almost  entirely  on  the  Mother's  Day  offering  by  the 
churches  and  Sunday  Schools  to  provide  for  treatment  of  its  large 
number  of  charity  cases.  The  hospital  authorities  have  asked  the 
churches  sending  free  patients  to  raise  the  sum  of  $1.50  a  day  to 
supplement  the  Mother's  Day  offering  in  the  care  of  their  patients. 
This  is  a  reasonable  request  and  should,  if  possible,  be  carried  out. 

The  bodily  healing  of  the  sick  occupied  a  large  place  in  the  min- 
istry of  Jesus  and  should  include  a  large  place  in  our  Baptist  program 
for  sooner  or  later  we  shall  be  called  with  those  whom  we  have 
ministered  to  meet  our  Savior  and  lay  our  trophies  at  His  pierced 
feet  and  if  to  her  r  the  words  "Well  done,"  how  beautifully  then  will 
our  task  be  crowned  and  with  what  adornment  will  our  responsibility 
have  been  accepted.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

State  Missions  has  long  been  termed  the  "seed  corn"  of  our 
Baptist  work.  In  the  early  years  of  our  state's  Baptist  history  our 
people  were  confined  largely  to  the  country  areas,  and  fortunately 
so,  for  the  country  was  by  far  the  larger  field.  As  the  population  of 
the  state  became  more  concentrated  in  the  growing  towns  and  cities, 
the  co-operative  work  of  the  State  Mission  Board  enabled  us  to 
establish  churches  in  these  centers  where  we  have  many  of  our 
great  Gospel  powerhouses  sending-  out  the  light  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth.  State  Missions  can  never  be  properly  evaluated  until  we  follow 
out  its  work  in  all  its  ramifications  of  evangelism,  education,  con- 
firmation and  healing. 

Because  Secretary  M.  A.  Huggins'  outline  of  State  Mission  activi- 
ties is  the  best  I  can  find,  or  think  out,  I  am  repeating  it,  in  part, 
and  passing  it  on  in  this  report. 

1.  Missionary  Pastoral  Assistance.  **To  the  poor  the  Gospel  is 
preached"  in  needy  and  strategic  places.  Many  of  our  strong  churches 
in  the  state  are  trophies  of  State  Missions.  At  present  about  130 
churches  are  aided. 

2.  Student  Work.  Churches  in  educational  centers  are  aided  in  order 
that  they  may  properly  minister  to  students  away  from  home  and 
the  home  church. 

3.  A  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Department  is  Maintained. 
Through  these  agencies  the  church  membership  is  taught  and  stimu- 
lated to  the  end  that  the  church  member  may  devote,  not  only  a  life, 
but  a  trained  li-e. 

4.  Church  Building.  At  the  present  time,  in  the  face  of  serious 
shortage  of  funds  several  churches,  four  of  them  in  important  edu- 
cational centers,  are  being  aided  in  paying  for  adequate  church  plants. 

5.  Oteen  Hospital.  For  several  years  past  the  board  has  made  it 
possible  for  Rev.  Wayne  Williams  to  minister  to  the  sick  veterans 
in  the  government  hospital  at  Oteen. 

Our  responsibility  and  privilege  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the 
Indians  and  Negroes  in  our  midst,  through  this  agency,  is  a  challenge 
to  our  Christianity. 
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In  this  rapidly  changing  and  swiftly  moving  age  we  need  to  stress 
the  Gospel  message  as  never  before,  and  bring  to  bear  upon  a  sinful 
and  perverse  generation,  the  total  force  of  all  our  combined  energies, 
augmented  and  reinforced  by  training  in  school  and  church,  and  vital- 
ized by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

No  agency  is  so  well  suited  to  such  a  task  as  our  State  Mission 
organization,  and  at  no  time  in  many  years  have  we  had  the  incentive 
and  the  means  for  a  great  and  general  strengthening  of  the  stakes 
and  lengthening  of  the  cords  as  in  this  good  year.

REPORT  ON.  HOME  MISSIONS 

i 

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  in  .  .  .  Samaria." 

In  the  study  of  Missions  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  classify  or 
to  point  out  a  definite  line  of  demarcation.  However,  our  work  has 
been  divided  into  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Msisions  as  a  workable 
basis  for  denominational  endeavor  following  the  Great  Commission 
of  Jesus,  our  Lord  and  Savior.  In  the  light  of  the  New  Testament, 
Home  Missions  may  be  likened  to  Samaria. 

In  view  of  the  changes  which  have  come  in  recent  years  geog- 
raphically, the  fields  for  Mission  work  have  shifted  from  the  prairies 
of  the  West  to  great  industrial  centers  in  rapidly-growing  cities  where 
congestion  and  m^ny  other  attendant  evils  have  caused  more  and 
more  of  paganism  in  thought  and  life.  We  are  confronted  with  social, 
racial  and  economic  difficulties. 

An  innumerable  number  of  Indians,  foreigners,  Jews,  Negroes, 
deaf  mutes,  mountaineers  and  under-privileged  compose  the  field  of 
Home  Missions  which  in  reality  brings  Foreign  Missions  within  the 
bounds  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  foreign  element 
present  both  a  problem  and  an  opportunity.  Millions  of  souls  of  every 
color  and  race  created  in  the  spiritual  likeness  of  God  are  lost.  They 
are  our  greatest  opportunity.  Hence  the  supreme  challenge  of  the 
hour  is  to  lead  these  vast  numbers  to  Christ. 

Great  social  and  moral  issues  are  taking  permanent  form.  We 
are  living  in  a  new  world;  a  world  altogether  different  from  that  of 
our  youth.  There  are  great  sinister  forces  at  work  eating  the  very 
vitals  of  this  new  order,  seeking  to  shape  the  policies  of  the  economic, 
cultural  and  religious  aspects  of  our  life  which  will  affect  the  genera- 
tions to  come.  Militaristic  nationalism,  atheistic  Communism,  capital- 
istic  selfishness,  racial  antagonisms   and  prejudices,   casts   of  labor 
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and  capital,  crass  materialism,  a  revolt  against  tradition,  and  an  utter 
disregard  for  restraint  or  authority;  In  short  a  deluge  of  lawlessness', 
crime  and  injustice  is  sweeping  our  land.  Many  professing  Christians, 
have  been  caught  in  the  tide.  Consequently,  one  stupehdpus  "and -im- 
mediate task  is  to  make  our  homeland  Christian;  and  to  organize' 
our  forces  to  meet  these  mighty  opponents  of  the  Christ,  thereby 
bringing  the  impact  of  the  whole  denomination  to  bear  upon  the 
task  of  creating  a  Christlike  social  order. 

We  have  every  reason  for  rejoicing  despite  the  handicaps  and  diffi- 
culties. The  future  is  brighter  now  than  it  has  been  at  any  time 
since  1928.  The  confidence  manifested  by  Southern  Baptists  in  their 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  believing  in  the  board's  policies  and  future 
possibilities  have  greatly  inspired  and  encouraged  them.  The  increase 
in  contributions  has  stimulated  optimism.  There  is  not  a  year  since 
1928  that  the  board  has  not  lived  within  its  income  and  paid  some- 
thing on  the  principal  of  its  debts.  During  this  time  over  |700,000 
has  been  paid  on  the  principal  of  debts  and  the  Mission  work,  that 
part  of  the  work  which  has  to  do  directly  and  specifically  with  the 
making  and  baptizing  of  disciples,  has  been  maintained  and,  in  fact, 
increased. 

The  offering  of  the  women  during  the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  Week 
of  Prayer  will  enable  the  board  to  place  in  the  field  32  new  mis- 
sionaries. It  is  in  the  process  of  adjusting  its  debts  so  that  it  can 
go  on  with  its  Mission  program  and  pay  its  debts  as  it  gets  the 
money.  The  operating  expense  for  the  last  Convention  year  was 
only  110,063.49.  Truly  the  board  used  much  wisdom  and  frugality 
in  its  spending. 

The  board  has  in  all  departments  and  fields  of  its  work  202  mis- 
sionaries and  workers.  It  is  maintaining  in  all  over  400  mission  sta- 
tions and  preaching  places;  it  is  operating  in  whole  or  in  part  five 
good- will  centers,  two  rescue  missions,  and  a  seaman's  institute;  it 
has  15  schools  operated  by  its  missionaries,  and  is  furnishing  the 
property  of  eight  mountain  schools  free  of  charge  to  local  boards 
of  trustees  for  the  operation  of  schools  in  the  mountains;  it  is 
operating  a  tubercular  sanatorium,  and  has  a  building  and  loan 
department  with  over  a  million  dollars  loaned  to  churches.  Thus 
we  can  readily  see  our  Home  Mission  work  is  a  valuable  asset  both 
to  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  the  Baptist  Cause. 

There  is  a  challenging  call  from  our  Home  Mission  fields.  It  is  a 
call  for  a  deeper  love  of  the  lost  because  they  are  lost,  of  every 
race,  color,  nation  and  tribe  right  in  our  midst;  they  are  our  neigh- 
bors spiritually  helpless;  it  is  a  call  for  adjusting  racial,  social  and 
economic  relationships;  it  is  a  test  of  the  Christ-spirit  of  our  churches 
to  prove  or  disprove  the  reality  of  our  mission  passion  and  love  for 
the  peoples  of  lands  afar  to  which  wa  are   sending  missionaries; 
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it  is  a  'challeTige  to  win  the  foreigner  in  our  midst  so  that  he  can 
help  lis  "will  his' brother  across  the 'seas; 'it  is  a  call  to  emulate  the 
sptiit  of  Christ  who  "died  for  the  whole  human  family,  and  who  has 
commissioned  us  '  to  preach'  the  'Gospel  ■  both;  at  home*  and  •  abroad;- 
it  is  a  call  to  establish  the  Golden  Rule  as  •  a  standard  by  which  to' 
measure  our  conciuct  to  all  men;  it  is  a  call  that  challenges  all 
Christians  to  rally  to  the  standard  of  Jesus  Christ  to  establish  a 
Christlike  social  order  here  in  the  homeland  as  a  demonstration  of 
what  Christ  can  do  for  a  nation  that  accepts  Him. 

We  thank  God  for  our  trials.  Perhaps  many  of  us  have  had  trials 
which  reminded  us  of  our  forgetfulness  of  God  in  the  support  of 
His  Kingdom  and  the  saving  of  lost  souls.  Many  have,  no  doubt, 
forgotten  His  blessings.  In  prosperity  we  forget.  Sometimes  the 
fires  of  adversity  are  needed  to  call  us  back  to  the  Fatjher's  heart. 
Let  us  remember  I  Corinthians  16:2:  "Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week 
let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  has  prospered  him." 
If  this  verse  is  obeyed  every  need  will  be  met,  every  debt  paid,  mis- 
sion work  re-enforced  and  the  donors,  according  to  God's  own  prom- 
ise, abundantly  blessed  beyond  measure.

REPORT  ON  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

Each  year  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  various  state 
conventions  have  reaffirmed  their  approval  of  the  Baptist  Co-operative 
Program  as  the  best  plan  yet  devised  for  supporting  all  the  ca^uses 
fostered  by  Southern  Baptists,  including  State,  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions,  Baptist  schools,  colleges,  seminaries,  orphanages,  hospitals 
and  Old  Ministers'  Relief.  In  due  season  each  one  of  these  objects 
receives  through  the  state  and  South-wide  treasurers  their  pro  rata 
share  of  the  funds  given  by  the  churches. 

The  Co-operative  Program  enables  the  individual  Baptist  to  have 
a  worthy  part  in  the  whole  program  of  Jesus — that  of  preaching, 
teaching,  healing  (Matt.  4:23;  John  20:21),  through  his  weekly 
offerings,  sharing  with  others  in  the  support  of  those  enterprises 
through  which  Jesus  is  being  made  known  effectively  around  the 
world.  Working  alone  the  average  giver  would  be  denied  this  privilege, 
but  co-operating  with  a  large  group  of  his  brethren  and  sisters 
throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  he  may  put  his  dollars 
to  work  day  and  night  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Christ  to  the  utter- 
most part  of  the  earth. 
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The  time  suggested  by  the  -  Executive  -Committee  of  the-  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  for  putting  on  '  the  •  simultanieous  6very-member 
canvass  this  year  is  from  November  4  to.  .December.  9.  Tliis"  will 
enable  the  fourth -time  churches  to  have  their' pastors  with  them 
w^hen  this  most  important  event  takes  place.  Of  course  the  real  secret 
of  the  success  of  this  effort  in  enlisting  every  member  in  every  church 
in  supporting  regularly  and  "worthily  every  cause  fostered  by  our 
denomination  at  home  and  abroad  lies  in  a  thorough  preparation. 
Earnest  prayer,  faithful  presentation  of  the  different  causes,  efficient 
organization,  giving  special  attention  to  the  details  of  providing  in 
advance  necessary  equipment,  such  as  literature,  pledge  cards,  up-to- 
date  church  rolls,  with  correct  addresses,  etc.,  are  essential  elements 
in  the  success  of  the  movement.  Write  your  State  Secretary  for  com- 
plete information.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

No  phase  of  our  denominational  program  deserves  more  attention 
or  needs  greater  support  than  Christian  education.  Hampered  by  debt, 
limited  by  inadequate  resources,  our  Christian  schools  are  never- 
theless the  strongest  guaranty  of  the  preservation  of  Christian  ideals 
and  the  perpetuity  of  enlightened  and  humane  government.  If  our 
Christian  schools  go  down,  then  all  else  that  we  strive  to  attain 
will  be  put  in  doubt. 

Apart  from  purely  religious  considerations,  the  greatest  perils  con- 
fronting civilization  today  are  crime  and  war.  Crime  stalks  upon 
our  highways  and  in  the  streets  of  our  cities;  and  war,  threatening 
the  very  end  of  all  civilized  existence,  rumbles  and  mutters  across 
the  seas. 

Education  alone  has  failed  to  solve  or  even  to  relieve  either  of 
these  great  problems.  The  saving  quality  of  Christianity  must  be 
imparted  to  our  educational  processes  if  we  are  to  make  true  prog- 
ress, or  even  survive.  ■■■^-     • -' 
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Lenin,  the  founder  of  the  Russian  Soviet  Government,  denounced 
religion,  designating  it  the  opium  of  the  people;  Hitler  in. Germany 
would  make  the  Church  a  chattel  of  .government,  and  the  preacher. 
a  puppet  of  the  Prime  Minister;  Mussolini  in  Italy  is  giving  military 
training  to  boys  and  young  men  between  the  ages  of  six.  and  forty. 
Under  these  circumstances,  the  work  of  Christian  education,  as 
fostered  by  the  Baptist  denomination  not  only  in  this  country  but 
throughout  the  world,  becomes  increasingly  important.  If  this  great 
work  is  carried  forward  with  the  united  support  of  all  our  Baptist 
people,  it  may  well  serve  the  high  purpose  of  saving  the  world  from 
militarism  and  the  resulting  holocaust  of  war. 

For  more  than  a  hundred  years,  Christian  education  has  been  one 
of  the  dominant  principles  and  purposes  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina.  From  Wake  Forest,  Meredith  and  Chowan 
colleges,  as  well  as  from  the  group  of  junior  colleges  and  secondary 
schools  that  have  been  and  are  now  sponsored  by  our  denomination, 
young  men  and  young  women  have  gone  forth  into  the  world  not 
only  with  fine  mental  training,  but  what  is  more  important,  with  a 
true  understanding  of  the  Christian  principles  which  have  guided 
the  policies  of  these  institutions  from  their  very  beginning.  Not  only 
in  our  own  land,  but  in  the  furthermost  parts  of  the  world,  young 
men  and  women  who  have  received  their  training  at  these  institutions 
are  holding  up  the  torch  of  Christianity  and  are  thus  helping  to  solve 
the  great  problems  which  confront  our  present-day  civilization. 

When  we  consider  the  grave  emergency  that  exists,  and  the  im- 
portant part  that  Christian  education  must  play  in  the  solution  of 
these  problems,  we  cannot  hesitate  or  falter  in  our  support  of  our 
Christian  schools,  and  colleges.  The  Raleigh  Association  is  proud  to 
have  a  part  in  this  great  program  of  Christian  education.  Two  of 
our  great  schools — Wake  Forest  and  Meredith  College —  are 
located  in  Wake  County,  and  we  have  the  constant  reminder  of  the 
fine  influence  of  these  great  institutions.  If  therefore  behooves  us 
not  only  to  do  our  part  in  the  support  of  Christian  education,  but 
even  to  take  the  lead  in  this  great  work. 

Our  Christian  schools  and  colleges  are  veritable  lighthouses  which 
through  the  years  have  been  a  guide  and  inspiration  to  countless 
numbers  of  young  men  and  young  women  in  our  own  state  and 
elsewhere  throughout  the  land.  Let  it  be  said  at  least  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  that  regardless  of  financial  conditions  or  difficulties,  we 
have  not  failed  in  measuring  up  to  the  fullest  extent  in  our  support 
of  these  great  Kingdom  agencies.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  this 
Association,  in  session  here  today,  will  pledge  itself  anew  to  the  prin- 
ciple of  Christian  education  and  to  the  support  of  those  institutions 
which  have  been  established  by  us  for  the  preservation  of  this  great 
principle  and  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  throughout  the  ends  of 
the  earth.

KEPORT  ON.  W.  M.  U.  WORK 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  this  year  rouriding  out  the 
47th  year  of  its  history.  Since  in  1888  a  small  group  of  consecrated 
women  saw  the  possibilities  that  lay  in  the  enlistment  of  the  great 
hosts  of  devout  women  in  our  churches  in  defirite  missionary  service. 
It  has  girown  rapidly,  both  in  number  and  gifts.  However  the  pur- 
pose of  our  W.  M.  U.  was  to  stimulate  and  enlighten  the  entire 
church  on  the  subject  of  missions,  as  well  as  to  train  women  and 
young  people.  While  the  paramount  motive  underlying  our  mission- 
ary work  is  to  love  God.  It  was  with  this  undying  faith  in  the  firm 
belief  that  God  was  leading  and  guiding  that  those  women  gave 
themselves  to  the  task,  and  down  through  the  years  they  have  never 
wavered  but  have  served  as  torchbearers,  marching  to  victory  and 
renown,     with     increasing     armies     with  each  succeeding  year. 

Our  North  Carolina  W.  M.  U.  has  held  its  place  with  other  states — 
ranking  third  for  a  number  of  years.  God  has  blessed  us  in  His 
all-wise  providence,  and  many  of  our  finest  and  best  women  have 
answered  His  call  for  definite  service. 

Our  wise  leaders  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  looked 
far  into  the  future  and  realized  the  need  of  enlisting  our  young 
people,  thus  saving  the  youth  of  today  for  the  future  church  of 
tomorrow,  when  they  established  the  various  departments  of  our 
Union.  The  Y.  W.  A.'s,  the  Royal  Ambassadors  and  Sunbeams  have 
trained  thousands  of  our  young  people  to  love  missions  and  carry  on 
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the  work.  Nothing  seems  of  more  importance  to  the  women's  work 
of  the  Raleigh  Association  than  the  organization  of  our  young  peo- 
ple; in  whose  hands  lie  the  future  hope  of  our  denomination. 

With  leaders  for  these  various  departments  the  work  has  made 
splendid  progress,  yet  very  few  of  our  34  churches  have  full  graded 
unions  and  a  number  of  our  churches  have  no  organizations  of  any 
kind. 

As  time  has  advanced  the  offices  of  Mission  Study,  Personal 
Service,  and  Stewardship  have  been  added  and  the  chtiirman  of  each 
office  has  created  much  interest  in  her  own  subject  and  a  better 
understanding  of  the  work  has  grown  with  each  year. 

As  we  present  our  W.  M.  U.  work  again  to  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion may  we  ask  every  society  and  church  to  reach  out  and  enlist 
and  foster  some  other  unenlisted  church.  May  we  look  about  us  now 
and  find  the  church  where  we  can  organize  a  wide-awake  missionary 
society.  God  is  calling  to  us  today  to  enlist  and  launch  out.  What 
our  churches  are  needing  now  is  wise  leadership.  Pcistors  with  vision, 
laymen  and  women  who  will  see  the  need  and  lead  out  and  on. 

We  may  feel  unworthy  and  insufficient  for  the  task  but  we  may 
rest  assured  He  will  prepare  us  for  the  work  when  we  undertake 
it  and  prove  ourselves  willing  to  be  led  of  Him,  the  all-wise  Guide. 
And  only  as  we  wait  upon  Him  can  our  plans  succeed. 

Every  church  in  our  Raleigh  Association  is  crying  for  trained 
leaders  who  are  willing  to  consecrate  themselves  upon  the  altar  of 
love.  May  we  examine  our  own  hearts  and  with  complete  surrender 
answer : 

"Lord,   I  give  myself  to  Thee, 
Thine  ,forever   more   to   be."

Brother  W.  H.  Rhodes  presented  the  report  on  Ministerial 
Relief.  Brother  Carey  Dowd  discussed  the  various  ways  pro- 
vided for  this  work,  after  which  it  was  adopted, 
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REPORT  ON  OLD  MINISTERS'  RELIEF 

Men  of  God  do  not  enter  the  ministry  to  make  a  living.  They  are 
made  ministers  by  "the  effectual  working  of  His  power."  They  have 
recognized  His  authority  and  yieldsd  all  to  Him  and  they  feel  that 
it  is  woe  unto  them  if  they  preach  not  the  gospel. 

Ministers  do  not  enter  the  ministry  as  men  enter  upon  the  practice 
of  law  or  medicine  or  the  other  professions.  Though  every  man's 
life  is  a  plan  of  God,  and  men  who  enter  the  profesisions^  and  other 
callings  of  life  should  and  often  do  recognize  the  will  of  God  in  so 
doing,  ministers  enter  upon  their  labors  in  response  to  a  definite 
divine  call,  a  call  that  is  different  from  any  other  call  that  comes  to 
men.  They  are  chosen  of  God  and  do  not  become  ministers  as  a 
means  of  making  a  living. 

The  minister  who  is  the  spiritual  leader  in  his  church  and  com- 
m.unity  and  who  has  so  large  a  part  in  making  the  lives  of  his 
people  what  they  should  be  is  certainly  entitled  to  an  adequate  sup- 
port at  their  hands.  Surely  no  Southern  Baptist  would  deny,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  would  accept  the  apostolic  dictum  that  "They  that 
preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel."  Church  members  would 
not  engage  to  keep  their  pastors  poor,  but  would  rather  see  them 
adequately  supported.  Yet  it  must  be  admitted  that  preachers  are 
usually  poor  and,  in  many  instances,  abjectly  poor.  Our  Baptists  are 
usually  sound  on  Biblical  teachings  concerning  ministerial  support, 
yet  in  practice  the  majority  of  them  fall  far  short  when  it  comes  to 
furnishing  a  worthy  support  for  their  ministers.  The  result  is  that  a 
vast  majority  of  our  ministers  reach  old  age  or  become  disabled 
without  any  means  of  support. 

To  meet  this  need  and  remedy  this  situation  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  organized  and  is 
functioning  splendidly  with  the  means  at  its  command.  The  measure 
of  its  service  and  the  extent  of  its  activity,  however  are  largely  de- 
teniiined  by  the  contributions  of  Southern  Baptists.  It  behooves  us, 
therefore,  as  individuals  and  as  churches  to  awaken  to  a  renewed 
sense  of  our  God  given  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  provide  sup- 
port for  these  Veterans  of  God  in  their  old  age  and  for  therr  widows 
and  orphans.

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REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 


'  Altohol  is  one  of  th'e  most  desfrucitive  enemies •bftfie* human  ra'ce.' 
The  liquor  traffic  has  caused  more  misery,  poverty,  unhappiness  and' 
deaths  than  all  of  the  wars  of  all  tiines.  It  is  universally  admitted  in 
America  that  the  liquor  traffic  is  harmful  to  society.  However,  there 
is  division  of  opinion  relative  to  the  handling  of  this  evil.  Unfortuately, 
for  selfish  reasons,  there  are  those  who  favor  the  unrestricted  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages.  However,  all  right  thinking 
people  prefer  that  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
be  restricted  in  some  manner.  Some  believe  that  the  problem  can  be 
solved  best  by  some  form  of  legal  control.  However,  we  believe  that 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  should  be  prohibited 
by  lavv^.  No  system  of  control  has  ever  been  devised  that  could  elimi- 
nate the  evil  influences  and  the  destructive  effects  of  the  liquor  traf- 
fic. We  are  convinced  that  prohibition  is  the  only  safe  and  sane  plan 
for  combatting  this  destructive  enemy  of  the  home,  the  Church  and 
society.  Though  prohibition  has  never  had  a  fair  trial  in  America 
yet  it  has  unquestionably  reduced  drinking  and  drunkeness  and  dimin- 
ished all  of  the  evils  and  harmful  influences  involved  in  the  liquor 
traffic. 

Though  we  deplore  the  repeal  of  the  18th  Amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  in  1933  and  the  temporary  abandonment 
of  prohibition  as  a  national  policy,  yet  we  rejoice  that  on  November  7, 
1933,  North  Carolina  re-affirmed  her  belief  in  prohibition  by  a  ma- 
jority of  nearly  200,000  votes.  Though  this  victory  for  righteousness 
and  sobriety  causes  North  Carolina  to  stand  out  as  a  bright  spot  in 
the  temperance  map  of  America,  yet  even  in  this  State  we  must  re- 
double our|  efforts  in  our  fight  against  strong  drink.  Undoubtedly, 
numerous  efforts  will  te  made  to  cause  the  1935  General  Assembly 
to  either  repeal  or  weaken  the  Turlington  Act;  and,  in  order  to  com- 
bat these  and  other  probable  future  efforts  to  legalize  the  liquor  traf- 
fic in  North  Carolina,  we  must  increase  our  activities  along  the  lizies 
of  education  and  law  enforcement.  In  the  first  place,  we  must  utilize 
every  plan  to  educate  our  people  concerning  the  evils  of  strong  drink 
in  order  to  promote  total  abstinence  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  in 
order  to  strengthen  the  convictions  of  our  people  against  the  liquor 
traffic;  and,  in  the  second  place,  we  must  work  to  obtain  a  more  ef- 
fective enforcement  of  our  laws  against  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
intoxicants.  And,  in  order  that  cur  people  might  have  a  definite  pro- 
gram to  pursue  in  this  fight  against  strong  drink,  the  members  of 
our  Churches  and  all  other  citizens  are  urged  to  cooperate  and  par- 
ticipate in  the  accomplishment  of  the  following  objectives: 

1.  That  we  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  our  State  to  abstain  totally 
from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
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2.  That  we  appeal  to  .th® .  i^i^tructors  in.  our  Colleges,  in  our  High 
Schools,  in  our  Grammar  Schools,  and  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  to  in- 
struct our  youth  tegat^'d^  the. harmful  effects, of  alcohol  on  the  body 
and  the  mind.    ;    --......|    .'.:•    :•.•,:.:..   •.      .   ;■.    :    ;.;- 

3.  That  we  appeal  to  the  Ministers  and  our  Churches  to  preach  of- 
ten against  the  evils  involved  in  the  liquor  traffic. 

4.  That  we  appeal  to  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  that 
will  assemble  in  January  1935,  that  it  retain  and  strengthen  our  laws 
prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicants. 

5.  That  we  appeal  to  the  Sheriffs,  Constables  and  Police  Officerq  to 
redouble  their  efforts  to  detect  and  apprehend  all  persons  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  and-or  sale  of  intoxicants. 

6.  That  we  appeal  to  our  Solicitors  and  other  prosecuting  attorneys 
to  redouble  their  efforts  in  prosecuting  persons  charged  with  the 
violation  of  our  liquor  laws. 

7.  That  we  appeal  to  the  Judges  of  our  Superior  Courts  and  to  the 
Judges  of  all  other  Courts  in  our  State  to  impose  upon  persons  con- 
victed of  violating  our  liquor  laws  substantial  puishment  to  the  end 
that  the  violators  of  our  liquor  laws  have  respect  for  our  Courts  and 
for  the  dignity  and  honor  of  our  State.  We  appeal  to  our  Judges  to 
discontinue  the  practice  of  releasing  bootleggers  with  suspended  sen- 
tences, or  nominal  fines,  or  insignificant  prison  sentences;  and  we  ap- 
peal to  our  Judges  to  vindicate  the  integrity  of  our  Courts  by  impos- 
ing on  persons  convicted  of  violating  our  liquor  laws  substantial  pris- 
on sentences  that  will  create  in  the  minds  of  criminals  a  respect  for 
our  laws  and  respect  for  the  dignity  and  the  honor  of  our  State. 

8.  That  we  appeal  to  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina  to  call  upon 
the  citizens  of  this  State  to  observe  and  respect  the  laws  prohibiting 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicants  and  to  call  upon  all  of  the 
law  enforcement  officers  of  the  State  to  redouble  their  efforts  to  dis- 
charge their  duties  in  the  enforcement  of  these  laws  against  the  liquor 
traffic.  The  laws  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicants. 
are  righteous  and  reasonable;  the  universal  existensc  of  bootlegging 
constitutes  a  challenge  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
and  to  every  citizen  within  our  borders;  and  we  appeal  to  our  Gov- 
ernor, to  our  law  enforcement  officers  and  to  our  citizens  to  stamp  out 
bootlegging,  to  rid  society  of  this  hurtful  industry  and  vindicate  the 
integrity  and  the  honor  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

The  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the  year  ending  May, 
1934  is  one  of  the  lights  and  shadows,  discouragements  yet  encourage- 
ments. In  1926  the  Board  received  $2,272,197.96  the  greatest  amount 
ever  received  in  any  one  year.  For  seven  years  there  has  been  a  great 
falling  off  in  gifts  so  th-t  for  1933  only  |6()0,630.94  was  received  from 
all  sources.  In  this  seven  year  period  the  number  of  missionaries 
in  active  service  has  decreased  from  544  to  378 — Schools,  seminaries 
and  hospitals  have  either  been  closed  or  curtailed.  Very  few  young 
people  have  been  sent  out  in  this  period,  therefore  the  missionaries, 
as  a  group,  are  old  or  middle  aged  people.  A  year  ago  there  were  fifty 
who  were  alreiidy  sixty-five  or  more.  Four  were  beyond  eighty.  Many 
arc  labouring  on  v/hose  furloughs  are  past  due,  but  there  are  none  to 
take  their  places  so  that  they  may  rest.  Many  who  are  on  the  fields 
now  will  probably  never  see  their  native  land  again.  Five  died  during 
the  past  Convention  year,  and  several  more  since,  one  of  whom  was 
Mrs.  G.  W.  Greene  of  Wake  County.  Tv\'enty-one  have  been  retired 
on  pension;  eleven  have  resigned  and  eight  have  been  reappointed. 

The  encouragements  to  be  noted  are  not  so  many,  but  are  monu- 
mental. The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  amounted  to  the  magnifi- 
cent sum  of  1173,344.74  of  which  |110,000  wos  set  aside  for  the  sala- 
ries, rent,  travel  expenses  etc.  of  103  missionaries.  While  nineteen  new 
ones  were  appointed.  §37,204.32  were  received  form  the  100,00  Club 
and  the  Wade  Bryant  Club  Plan.  15,969  baptisms  witness  for  the  loyal- 
ty and  devotion  of  our  missionaries  and  native  workers,  organized 
into  2,730  churches.  Surely  the  Lord  is  blessing  the  work  of  His  ser- 
vants abroad.  What  a  challenge  it  is  to  those  in  the  home-land,  and 
how  our  hearts  respond  in  thanksgiving  for  these  blessings,  which  are 
ours  as  well  as  theirs.  May  His  Spirit  lead  us  to  sacrifice  for  His  work.

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KEPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

The  Sunday  School  is  -the  ^reat  university  for  all  our  people,  many 
of  whom  have  not  and  probably  never  will  have  the  opportunity  of 
attending  a  higher  institution  of  learning  or  Theological  Seminary. 
It  is  the  greatest  institution  in  the  world  for  getting  the  Word  of  God 
into  the  hearts  and  mmds  of  all  the  people. 

In  these  complex,  dynamic,  changing,  mobile  and  swift  moving  days 
in  which  wx  live  which  bring  to  us  spiritual,  personal,  industrial,  edu- 
cational, economic,  social,  and  domestic  problems  our  churches  should 
seize  upon  the  Sunday  School  in  a  mighty  fashion  to  bring  it  to  a  state 
of  educational  and  evangelistic  efficiency  that  will  help  us  to  meet  \;he 
religious  emergency  we  face  in  this  country  which  will  overwhelm 
us  if  not  adequately  and  wisely  met. 

We  have  in  the  Sunday  School  the  most  plastic,  the  most  sensitive 
and  the  most  responsive  souls  in  the  world.  This  Bible  teaching  has 
wisely  chosen  the  whole  human  family  as  its  pupils  by  the  milloins. 
In  our  Association  there  are  34  Sunday  Schools  with  an  enrollment 
of  8794.  The  experience  of  those  engaged  in  gathering  data  reveals 
that  less  than  forty  percent  of  the  possibilities  are  enrolled  in  our  Bap- 
tist Sunday  Schools  and  that  only  about  sixty  percent  of  those  en- 
rolled attend  Sunday  School  with  any  degree  of  regularity. 

One  can  see,  therefore,  that  we  are  far  from  the  objective  of  giving 
Bible  instruction  to  all  of  our  people.  The  church  is  the  only  institu- 
tion that  is  making  a  real  effort  to  minister  to  the  spiritual  lives  of 
the  people.  Religious  instruction  now  depends  largely  on  the  Sunday 
School.  At  present  this  Bible  teaching  agency  is  so  important  in  the 
church's  work  that  its  loss  would  be  irreparable.  We  urge,  therefore, 
that  all  the  churches  endeavor  to  increase  the  enrollment  of  their  Sun- 
day schools. 

We  urge  also  that  liberal  support  be  given  our  Sunday  school  work 
w^hich  is  needed  to  safe-guard  the  life  and  work  of  the  churches,  pre- 
serve our  distinctive  Baptist  doctrines,  teach  the  Bible,  train  our  peo- 
ple, enlist  our  men  and  women,  counteract  outside  isms  and  influences 
that  threaten  the  life,  of  many  of  the  churches,  to  solidify  the  think- 
ing of  our  people,  direct  them  toward  one  great  uniform  plan  and  pro- 
gram of  work  for  the  future,  and  to  unite  them  in  Christian  service. 

In  order  that  this  program  of  work  might  be  carried  out  more  ef- 
ficiently than  ever  before,  we  have,  in  the  Raeligh  Association,  what 
we  call  the  Raleigh  Association  Sunday  School  Conference.  For  the 
past  year  this  organization  composed  of  all  Sunday  schools  in  the  As- 
sociation, has  undertaken  to  aid  Pastors  and  Superintendents  and  of- 
ficers and  teachers  in  their  work  through  monthly  meetings  at  which 
programs  were  carried  out  that  dealt  with  vital  phases  of  Kingdom 
work.  These  programs  were  planned  that  Pastors  and  Superintedents 
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and  ail  vrorkei's  could  gain  an  inspiration  that  would  help  them  \:o 
carry  oat  their  programs  in  a  moxe  efficient  way.  We  believe  ":hat 
this  oi^g"£ni2ation  constitutes  one  of  the>  most  ntal  phases  of  Associa- 
tional  work,  that  it  can  do  an  untold  amount  of  good  among  our  Sun- 
day schools,  that  it  is  a  very  necessary  part  of  our  work,  and  that  if 
given  the  proper  support  of  our  people,  will  become  indispensable  co 
our  Sunday  schools. 

We  again  urge  that  our  people  support  their  organization.  Ce.11  on 
us  when  we  can  help  you  in  any  way  in  your  Sunday  school  work.  If 
you  need  anything  don't  hesitate  to  let  us  know. 

Our  officers  pledge  you  their  time  and  talents  in  developing  our 
Sunday  schools  and  enlarging  the  Kingdom  work  in  this  Association 
Won't  you  pledge  us  your  support? 

The  State  Espartment  of  Sunday  Schools  is  located  at  200  Biblical 
Recorder  B:dg.,  Raleigh.  The  Department  is  occupied  with  the  task 
of  enlarging  our  Sunday  Schools,  securing  eo.uipment,  training  offi- 
cers, teachers  and  other  Vvorkers,  enlistment,  evangelism,  and  building 
up  the  churches  in  denominational  ministeries  and  useful  service.  Pas- 
tors and  superintendents  are  invited  to  correspond  with  the  Secretary 
regarding  any  help  the  Department  can  give  such  as  providing  speak- 
ers and  conference  leaders  for  conventions  and  teacher  training  class- 
es. Free  literature  upon  all  phases  of  Sunday  school  vrork  may  be 
had  upon  request.

Seven  Churches  took  the 
course.  Wendell,  on  accour!:  of  othor  plans  that  could  not  be  changed, 
held  their  I'raining  School  th3  week  before,  and  TL.bernacle  held  its 
school  in  F'el:>]uary  in  order  that  its  Zeacers  niiglit  teach  during  the 
w^eek  of  M'arch  19-23.

W.  A.  47;  G.  A.  — ;  R.  A.  36;  o,  B.  70. 

Mrs.  S.  W,  Oldham,  chairman  of  Personal  Service,  asked  each 
society  for  a  verbal  report  of  work  they  were  doing  ,which  was 
very  interesting. 

Mrs.  C.  L.  Greaves,  State  Personal  Service  Chairmian,  made 
an  interesting  talk,  in  which  she  expressed  gratitude  at  the 
amount  of  personal  service  work  being  done  by  the  societies. 
She  urged  each  society  to  look  around  them  for  their  own  cases 
of  need.  She  suggested  that  more  help  be  given  negroes  in  a 
spiritual  way,  helping  them  in  their  missionary  endeavors.

The  subject  of  an  address  by  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones  was  "Our 
High  Calling  in  Christ  Jesus."  In  part  she  said:  "The  great  re- 
sponsibility of  ours  is  to  carry  the  message  to  the  whole  world 
— Our  greatest  task  is  training  the  children  of  our  homes  and 
communities — Also  our  responsibility  is  to  uphold  the  moral 
standard  of  the  W.  M.  U.  She  also  spoke  briefly  of  each  of 
these  standards:  Righteousness — right  with  God  and  man:  in- 
ternational and  inter-racial  justice.  World  peace:  law  enforce- 
ment; Sabbath  observance;  the  family  altar  and  training  of 
children.  Mrs.  Jones  spoke  encouragingly  of  the  increase  in 
gifts  during  last  quarter  of  1933  and  first  quarter  of  1934.  She 
closed  with  an  appeal  that  we  give  our  lives  for  His  service. 

Rev.  Jesse  McCarter  led  a  prayer  for  the  sick  and  bereaved 
for  whom  special  prayer  was  asked,  after  which  the  meeting 
adjourned  for  lunch,  and  a  most  bountiful  dinner  was  served 
by  the  Wendell  ladies  in  the  Sunday  school  rooms. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Mrs.  H.  D.  Upchurch,  Young  People's  leader  , presided.  The 
devotional  was  led  by  Miss  Annie  Simms. 

Mrs.  Whitted,  made  brief  comment  on  young  people's  work. 
Also  announced  meeting  of  Greensboro  Division  of  W.  M.  U.. 
at  Temple  church  in  Durham,  May  2nd. 

An  interesting  talk  was  made  by  Mrs.  T.  B.  Davis  on  Steward- 
ship. She  said:  "  Stewardship  is  not  a  standard  of  giving,  but 
stewardship  is  standard  of  living.

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History  of  Hephzibah  Baptist  Church 
1809  - 1875

Hephzibah  Baptist  church,  located  on  highway  90,  two  miles 
west  of  Wendell,  in  Wake  County,  North  Carolina,  was  consti- 
tuted into  a  regular  church  by  Eiders  John  Purefoy  and  John 
Gulley  on  December  30,  (April  30)  1809,  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-five years  ago,  with  the  following  members:  William  Broad- 
well,  Henry  Jordon,  Reuben  Jordon,  Lott  Robertson,  Martin 
Wall,  Savina  Bazwell,  Christian  Broadwell,  Mary  Jordon,  Saphi- 
ra  Hocutt,  Martha  Wall.  Reuben  Jordon  gave  one  acre  of  land 
to  Lott  Robertson  and  William  Broadwell,  trustees  of  the 
church,  on  which  a  house  of  worship  was  erected.  According  to 
the  deed,  recorded  in  the  Wake  County  Court  House  July  17, 
1812,  the  first  house  of  worship  was  located  north  of  Buffalo 
Creek,  somewhere  near  the  present  building.  There  is  no  refer- 
ence as  to  how  long  this  building  was  used  .Save  a  few  refer- 
ences to  minor  repairs,  no  reference  is  made  in  the  minutes  of 
the  church  to  the  building  until  1872  when  a  part  of  the  present 
building  was  built.  Elder  John  Purefoy  was  called  on  December 
30,  1809  as  pastor  of  the  church  and  served  until  1828. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Pastor  Purefoy,  the  church  adopted 
resolutions  to  exclude  all  ministers  of  other  denominations  from 
their  pulpit.  They  appointed  a  committee  of  three  to  settle  dis- 
putes among  the  membership.  This  committee  seems  to  have 
had  a  plenty  to  do.  For  there  was  hardly  a  service  but  what  some- 
body was  tired  and  turned  out  of  the  church.  Notwithstanding 
the  many  problems  of  discipline,  the  church  grew  in  member- 
ship and  in  the  affections  of  the  people.  The  revival  fires  were 
kept  burning  and  souls  were  saved  at  nearly  every  service. 
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In  October,  1811,  the  church  at  Hephzibah  was  admitted  into 
the  Raleigh  Association  with  a  membership  of  87.  In  October 
1813,  the  church  was  honored  by  having  the  Association  meet 
with  them.  Jcsiah  Crudup  and  Johnson  Britt  were  delegates  to 
this  Association. 

Hephzibah  has  always  been  a  missionary  church.  Through  its 
long  history  of  125  years  it  has  supported  the  organized  Baptist 
work.  Even  before  our  State  Convention  was  organized,  the 
church  contributed  in  a  worthy  way  to  the  Associational  Mission 
Fund.  During  the  War  between  the  States  Hephzibah,  at  the 
point  of  sacrifice,  supported  the  "Army  Fund"  for  the  relief  of 
the  soldiers.  Daniel  Scarboro  was  Treasurer  of  this  fund.  A  res- 
olution adopted  by  the  church,  in  conference,  January,  1872,  il- 
lustrates the  attitude  of  the  church  towards  missions:  "Resolved, 
that  we,  as  a  church,  shall  have  special  prayer  at  ten  o'clock  on 
each  monthly  meeting  for  our  own  prosp'erity,  as  a  body  of  chris- 
tians, for  the  conversion  of  sinners,  for  missions,  for  the  spread 
of  the  Gospel,  and  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  to 
the  ends  of  the  earth." 

From  1810  to  the  close  of  the  century  colored  people  worship- 
ed along  with  the  white  people.  They  were  members  of  the 
church.  The  church  was  always  friendly  towards  the  colored 
brethren.  For  a  number  of  years,  colored  men  served  on  the  dea- 
con board.  Outstanding  among  them  were:  Jack,  a  servant  of 
David  Hinton,  and  David,  a  servant  of  C  .L.  Hinton.  and  Perry 
Hinton,  who  served  as  deacon  as  late  as  1872.  At  the  close  of  the 
Civil  War,  the  church  offered  to  grant  the  colored  members  a 
letter  in  a  body  to  constitute  a  church  of  their  own,  but  many 
refused  to  leave  their  white  brothers  and  remained  in  the  church 
until  their  deaths.  In  July,  1875,  A.  J.  Underbill,  W.  H.  Bunch, 
and  A.  L.  Ferrell  were  appointed  on  a  committee  to  confer  with 
the  colored  bretheren  about  building  a  church  of  their  own. 

It  seems  that  there  was  no  Sunday  School  at  Hephzibah  until 
after  1850.  There  are  only  two  references  in  the  minutes  to  Sun- 
day-school work.  The  first  was  in  December,  1861,  when  the 
church,  in  conference,  gave  M.  G.  Todd  permission  to  use  the 
church  Bible  in  his  Sunday-school.  The  second  reference  to 
Sunday-school  was  in  June,  1870,  when  G.  W.  Scarboro  resigned

as  Superintendent  and  M.  G.  Todd  was  appointed  to  take  his 
place. 

The  exact  location  of  the  one  acre  of  land  on  which  the  first 
house  of  worship  was  erected  is  not  known.  We  do  know, 
according  to  a  deed  recorded  in  the  Wake  County  courthouse, 
July  13,  1949,  that  the  church  bought  six  acres  of  land  from 
Henry  V.  Estridge  for  the  sum  of  $18.  The  present  building 
is  located  on  part  of  that  six  acres,  which  likely  joined  the 
original  one  acre.  Therefore,  it  seems  that  the  first  house  of 
worship,  erected  on  the  original  one  acre  in  1809,  was  used 
until  1849,  when,  it  seems,  a  second  house  was  erected  on  part 
of  the  six  acres  mentioned  above.  This  building  was  used  until 
1872  when  the  old  part  of  the  present  building  was  erected. 

From  1809-1875  Hepzibah  gave  the  following  men  to  the 
ministry:  Josiah  Crudup,  ordained  August  8,  1813,  by  Elders 
John  Purefoy,  William  Lancaster  and  Robert  T.  Daniel;  John 
Palmer,  ordained  August  28,  1823;  Henry  Horton,  licensed  No- 
vember, 1821,  ordained  August  4,  1834;  Samuel  Wilder,  ordained 
August  4,  1834;  Mach  Nowell,  ordained  August  4,  1834;  Robert 
Howell,  ordained  November,  1823;  Solomon  Ferrell,  licensed 
September,  1831;  M.  G.  Todd,  licensed  February,  1856,  ordained 
May  8,  1859;  William  C.  Nowell,  licensed  May,  1858,  ordained 
July  5,  1863;  A.  J.  Nowell,  licensed  December,  1871;  C.  W. 
Scarboro,  licenced  September,   1874. 

The  following  served  as  pastors  from  1809-1875:  John  Pure- 
foy, 1809-1828;  Josiah  Crudup,  1828-1835;  Henry  L.  Spivey, 
1835-1837;  Josiah  Crudup,  1837-39;  Joel  Clifton,  1840-1843; 
Berry  Horton,  1843-1844;  James  Dennis,  1845-1849;  Berry  Hor- 
ton, 1849-1852;  James  L.  Purefoy,  1853-1861 ;  P.  W.  Dowd,  1862- 
1863;  M.  G.  Todd,   1862-1867;  W.  C.  Nowell,   1868-1880. 

There  seems  to  have  been  two  deacons  appointed  when  the 
church  was  organized,  but  their  names  were  not  given.  In  1816 
"Cade  Alford  was  elected  third  deacon."  The  first  reference  to 
deacons  in  the  records  was  in  May,  1815,  "When  the  deacons 
were  exempt  from  all  expenses  of  the  church  except  that  of 
supporting  the  Sacramental  Table."  From  1816-1875  the  fol- 
lowing served  as  deacons:  Mack  Nowell,  Jesse  Rhodes,  J.  W. 
Watkins,  Joseph   Fowler,  Joseph   F.  Cooke,  Jack,   servant  of 
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David  Hinton,  David,  servant  of  C.  L.  Hinton,  Freeman  Broad- 
well,  Perry  Hinton  (colored),  J.  W.  Hinton,  C.  W.  Scarboro, 
Willis  W.  Nowell,  William  O.  Todd,  A.  J.  Noweil,  Ashlie  Wilder. 

The  following  served  as  clerks:  Johnson  Britt,  Giles  Under- 
hill,  John  Nowell,  Giles  Underhill,  William  Underhill,  R.  B. 
Ellis,  J.  D.  Underhill.  (These  served  in  order  given.) 

The  following:  is  a  partial  list  of  those  who  served  as  treas- 
urers of  the  church.  (We  can  only  list  those  whose  names 
appear  in  the  records)  :  Giles  Underhill,  J.  G.  High,  J.  D.  Under- 
hill, C.  W.  Scarboro,  Francis  Terry  (Perry?),  John  Rhodes. 

In  1875,  Elder  W.  C.  Nowell  is  pastor  of  the  church.  We  un- 
derstand that  his  widow,  Mrs.  Mary  Lacy  Nowell,  is  still  living, 
at  Lennig,  Va.  Recently  I  had  the  pleasure  of  reading  the  life 
story,  as  told  by  himself. 

In  1876  a  great  revival  was  held  and  43  were  received  by 
profession  and  baptism.  The  church  passed  a  motion  to  report 
the  Sunday  School  at  Eagle  Rock.  I  suppose  that  must  have 
been  a  branch  Sunday  School. 

In  1877  a  presbytery  was  called  for,  to  ordain  Brother  C.  W. 
Scarboro  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  was  then  a  student 
at  Wake  Forest  College.  The  Wake  Forest  church  was  author- 
ized to  proceed  with  the  ordination.  Brother  Scarboro  was  for 
many  years  an  honored  minister  and  pastor.  At  one  time  he 
was  tutor  in  Wake  Forest  College,  as  was  also  his  brother, 
Hon.  J.  C.  Scarboro,  who  served  his  state  as  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  his  denomination  as  President  of 
Chowan  College. 

In  this  year,  1877,  the  church  is  on  record  as  pledging  $36.35 
for  missions,  thus  showing  on  which  side  of  the  question  of 
missions   they   stood. 

In  1878  John  Rhodes  and  M.  H.  Horton  were  made  life  mem- 
bers of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  which  was  conditioned, 
I  think,  on  the  payment  at  one  time,  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

In  1879  a  motion  was  passed  to  deal  with  any  member  who 
engaged  in  playing  cards.  A  motion  was  voted  to  aid  the  col- 
ored members  in  building  a  meeting  house. 
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In  1880  Elder  George  J.  Dowell  became  pastor,  and  he  served 
the  church  for  five  years.  There  was  a  good  revival  in  1881, 
during  which  43  members  were  received  by  baptism.  A  sad 
coincidence  is  that  exactly  the  same  number  was  dropped  from 
the  church  roll  at  one  time. 

We  note  here  that  Hephzibah  Church  made  a  contribution  to 
the  building  of  Tabernacle  Church  in  Raleigh,  and  agreed  to 
pay  $25  on  the  salary  of  Dr.  M.  T.  Yates,  missionary  from 
North  Carolina  to  China. 

In  1881  F.  M.  Ferrell  became  clerk.  The  women  were  allowed 
to  vote  on  one  article  in  the  rules  of  decorum,  and  all  members 
were  required  to  take  the  com.munion,  or  be  subject  to  investi- 
gation. 

'  In  1883,  36  were  added  by  baptism,  the  pastor's  salary  was 
increased  to  $300,  and  a  member  was  excluded  before  he  was 
baptized. 

In  1884  W.  H.  Hood,  J.  W.  Smith  and  E.  T.  Scarboro  were 
elected  deacons;  the  deacons  were  given  authority  to  settle 
troubles  outside  of  conference;  J.  W.  Underbill  was  elected 
clerk;  help  was  given  to  rebuild  Reedy  Creek  Church,  and  a 
resolution  adopted  to  take  a  collection  for  the  poor  at  each 
communion  season. 

In  1885  Elder  C.  A.  G.  Thomas  was  elected  pastor,  and  served 
the  church  for  one  year.  He  was  a  good  man,  and  an  interest- 
ing preacher. 

In  1886  Dr.  J.  B.  H.  Knight  was  elected  clerk,  and  J.  G. 
Ferrell,  H.  V.  Bunch  and  C.  Z.  Todd,  deacons.  In  December 
Pastor  Thomas  resigned,  and  Elder  O.  L.  Stringfield  was  called 
to  serve  the  church.  He  was  pastor  for  six  years. 

In  1887  44  were  excluded  at  one  time  for  nonpayment  of 
dues;  by  motion  all  male  members  who  missed  three  meetings 
in  succession  were  subject  to  exclusion,  and  Mr.  Gideon  Liles 
gave  land  for  a  cemetery. 

In  September,  1888,  the  only  indefinite  call  that  we  have 
noticed  was  extended  to  Brother  Stringfield.  Letters  were  given 
12  members  to  become  charter  members  of  Clydes  Chapel 
Church,  in  Johnston  County. 

W.  A.  Liles  was  elected  clerk  in  1889. 
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In  1891  Pastor  O.  L.  Stringfield  was  given  a  vacation  that  he 

might  preach  in  needy  mission  fields  in  eastern  North  CafQiina. 

In  September,  1892,. Pastor  Stringfield  offered  his  resignation, 

and  former  pastor,  George  J..  Dowell,  was  asked  to  serve  again, 

but  declined. 

Elder  A.  A.  Pippin  was  called  to  be  pastor,  in  1893.  His  was 
a  long  and  successful  pastorate,  lasting  until  December,  1924. 
In  his  pastoral  work  of  more  than  40  years  he  has  baptized  an 
average  of  about  100  people  per  year.  His  ministry  has  been 
within  a  few  miles  of  his  present  home  in  Wakefield.  The 
Raleigh  Association  was  entertained  by  Hephzibah  Church  in 
1895.  In  this  year,  H.  A.  Whitaker  and  A.  G.  Underbill  were 
ordained  deacons. 

In  1898  F.  M.  Ferrell  was  elected  clerk,  and  he  served  for 
nine  years,  keeping  one  of  the  neatest  church  records  that  I 
have  seen.  The  church  house  was  covered  with  slate  in  1902, 
and  in  1903  Brother  Amos  Dean  was  recognized  as  a  deacon. 
In  1905  Hephzibah  gave  $100  for  the  construction  of  the 
Raleigh  Building  at  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage,  now 
the  Mills  Home. 

Wendell  Church  was  organized  in  1906,  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  Brother  Pippin,  and  the  Hephzibah  Church  gave  let- 
ters to  17  to  become  charter  members  in  the  new  church. 

The  name  of  H.  G.  Scarboro  appears  as  clerk  in  1907,  and 
in  1909  he  was  succeeded  by  W.  C,  Pulley. 

The  year  1909  being  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  church,  a 
centennial  program  was  arranged,  a  copy  of  wihch  is  given 
bdow.

.  In  May,  1912,  Aunt  Hixie  Merritt,  the  last  colored  member 
of  this  church,  died.  She  had  never  left  the  church  of  her  white 
friends,  always  insisting  that  she  wanted  to  keep  her  member- 
ship at  Hephzibah. 

L.  C.  Liles  became  clerk  in  1914,  and  is  now  serving  his  second 
period  in  this  capacity. 

In  1919  there  was  a  great  revival  and  44  were  baptized,  and 
the  pastor's  salary  was  increased  to  $800,  for  two  Sundays  per 
month.  Six  additional  deacons,  C.  H.  Underbill,  L.  C.  Liles, 
J.  S.  Woodruff,  J.  Broadwell,  B.  A.  Weathers  and  A.  S.  Alford, 
were  elected  in  1920.  In  this  year  the  Raleigh  Association  was 
again  held  at  Hephzibah.  We  regret  that  no  mention  is  made  of 
anything  done  or  of  any  persons  present.  In  1922  C.  H.  Under- 
bill was  elected  clerk,  and  in  1923  the  roll  was  so  revised  as  to 
idirop'  64  names  at  once.  Other  deacons,  whose  names  were  not 
recorded  at  the  proper  time,  were  J.  W.  Pair,  Hackney  Nowell, 
J.  D.  Underbill  and  W.  A.  Liles. 

Near  the  end  of  1924,  Pastor  A.  A.  Pippin  offered  his  resigna- 
tion, having  served  the  church  for  about  31J/2  years,  and  in 
December  Elder  R.  F.  Hall  was  called  to  succeed  him,  begin- 
ning his  work  in  January,  1925.  During  Brother  Hall's  pastorate 
several  improvements  may  be  mentioned.  The  Sunday  School 
officers  were  elected  by  the  church.  The  enlargement  of  the 
church  building,  including  basement,  several  class  rooms  and 
auditorium,  was  begun.  A  woman's  missionary  society  with  26 
members,  doing  good  work,  was  reported.  A  get-together  meet- 
ing was  observed,  with  good  fellowship,  and  nearly  $700  raised 
for  the  building.  The  pastor's  salary  was  increased  to  $1,000 
per  year,  two  Sundays  per  month.  A  change  was  made  in  the 
election  of  deacons  and  in  their  terms  of  office,  they  to  be 
elected  four  each  year  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  years. 
This  plan  has  since  been  abandoned.

MINUTES  OF  THE  RALEIGH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

-  In -July,  1929,  an  unusual  baptism  was  administered,  there  be- 
ing .eight  candidates,  all-  of  whom  were  married  women.- 

The  Sunday  School  was  reported  standard,  according  to  the 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  in  1929,  L.  C.  Liles,  superin- 
tendent, and  H.  E.  Whitaker,  church  clerk. 

Elder  Theo.  B.  Davis  became  pastor  in  1930,  having  been 
called  in  October,  1929.  W.  A.  Liles,  H.  E.  Whitaker  and  Pastor 
T.  B.  Davis  were  appointed  to  write  the  history  of  the  church. 

In  May,  1931,  75  were  dropped  from  the  roll  of  active  mem- 
bers, apparently  for  failure  to  pay  dues  to  the  church. 

In  December,  1932,  Pastor  T.  B.  Davis  offered  his  resignation, 
but  the  church  refused  to  accept  it  and  he  continued  to  serve 
them  until  March,  1933.  Brother  Davis  served  the  church  in  a 
time  of  great  financial  depression,  and  at  one  time  it  was  sug- 
gested that  preaching  be  discontinued,  but  this  did  not  meet 
with  general  approval.  He  had  many  difficulties  to  meet,  but 
did  faithful  work  and  won  for  himself  many  enduring  friend- 
ships. Two  or  three  successful  revivals  were  held  and  a  large 
number  of  members  was  added  by  baptism.  Some  progress  was 
made  on  the  new  building. 

In  September,  1933,  Elder  Lucius  R.  Evans  was  called  and 
accepted  the  work.  Since  that  time  he  has  served  acceptably, 
and  subestantial  gains  have  been  made.  He  has  preached  in  two 
revivals  with  good  results.  Liberal  pledges  have  been  made  for 
the  completion  of  the  church  building",  and  the  church  seems 
united  and  ready  to  move  forward  in  a  beautiful  way. 

Other  deacons  are  J.  P.  Buchannan,  H.  O.  Hinnant,  R.  L. 
Scarboro  and  B.  F.  Dean.  In  reading  the  records  of  the  church 
one  is  impressed  with  a  few  things  that  are  of  interest. 

They  retained  colored  members  long  after  they  became  free, 
the  last  one  holding  membership  there  until  her  death  in  1912. 

They  had  a  visiting  committee  that  reported  sickness  monthly, 
and  deaths  as  they  occurred. 

They  excluded  members  at  almost  every  conference  through 
a  long  period  of  years.  Many  of  them  came  back  and  w©r© 
valuable  members. 
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They  kept  a  record  of  money  spent  at  home  and  for  missions, 
and  for  a  part  of  the  time  they  recorded  the  arnounts  paid  by 
indiYiduals.. 

They  required  their  members  to  pay  what  they  were  assessed, 
if  they  were  able  to  pay,  and  excluded  them  if  they  failed, 

Hepzibah  Church  has  given  many  members  to  other  churches, 
and  though  surrounded  by  several  other  nearby  Baptist 
churches,  now  has  a  membership  of  378. 

She  has  lived  and  labored  for  125  years.  May  she  live  and 
grow  through  many  other  years,  even  other  centuries,  to  learn 
and  to  do  the  will  of  God  in  bringing  in  his  kingdom.

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REV.  HENRY  W.  NORRIS 

HoUy  Springs,  N.  C. 


Rev.  Henry  W.  Norris  was  born  in  Wake  county  on  March 
18,  1847.  He  entered  Trinity  College  in  1863,  but  left  to  join  the 
Confederate  army.  After  the  end  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Trini- 
ty, and  graduated  in  1871,  receiving  both  the  B.  A.  and  M.  A.  de- 
grees. 

In  1879  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry,  and  for  more  than 
twenty  years  was  an  active  and  acceptable  pastor  of  Baptist 
churches.  For  several  years  before  his  death  he  was  the  oldest 
living  alumnus  of  Trinity  College,  now  Duke  University. 

In  1892  he  served  as  State  Senator,  and  later  for  two  years, 
was  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  in  Wake  County.  He 
served  as  Post  Master  at  Holly  Springs  and  as  president  of  the 
bank  at  the  same  place. 

Brother  Norris  was  married  twice,  first  to  Miss  Blanche 
Esther  Banks,  and  second  to  Miss  Hersilia  Rand  Banks.  He  is 
Sttrvived  by  his  widow,  and  four  children,  Dr.  Carl  P.  Norris, 
Roy  H.  Norris,  Henry  T.  Norris,  and  Mrs.  Lee  H.  Edwards.  He 
was  an  active  and  beloved  member  of  the  Holly  Springs  Baptist 
Church.

REPORT  ON  RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 

More  people  are  reading  today  than  ever  before,  more  people 
are  being  influenced  by  what  they  read  than  ever  before;  hence  the 
printed  page  has  come  into  its  own.  Business  men  of  all  kinds  recog- 
nize this  fact  and  are  using  it  to  get  their  particular  interest  before 
the  public.  The  forces  of  evil  have  also  discolvered  the  value  of  the 
printed  page.  Many  of  our  leading  daily  papers  are  selling  whole 
pages  to  the  beer  and  liquor  interests. 

On  the  other  hand,  our  fathers  of  other  days  saw  the  possibilities 
of  the  printed  page  as  a  medium  through  which  they  might  pro- 
mote the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  earth.  Paul,  in  his  exhortation  to 
Timothy,  wrote,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  work- 
man that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed."

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There  has  been  provided,  for  our  Baptist  people,  many  periodi- 
cals of  great  value.  We  have  magazines  promoting  the  interest  of 
home  and  foreign  missions.  Royal  Service  for  our  W.  M.  U,  work, 
Charity  and  Children  promoting  the  interest  of  the  orphanage,  Sun- 
day School  literature,  B.  T.  U.  literature,  and;  our  own  state  paper — 
the  Biblical  Recorder. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  published  weekly,  at  Raleigh,  at  some 
expense  to  the  stock  holders  (to  our  shame).  This  paper  should  be  in 
every  Baptist  home  in  the  state  because  it  is  the  only  medium  through, 
which  we  can  get  the  information  which  our  people  need.  If  we  are 
going  to  be  united,  co-operating  people,  we  must  be  an  intelligent 
people  about  our  work.  The  Biblical  Recorder  seeks  to  bring  to  our 
people  a  summary  of  our  Baptist  news,  local  and  general.  It  seeks  to 
give  the  accomplishments  of  our  schools,  Sunday  Schools,  B.  T.  U.'s, 
W.  M.  U.'s,  and  churches.  It  presents  messages  from  our  misisonaries, 
and  hence  informs  the  readers  as  to  what  is  being  accomplished  with 
their  contributions.

Bro.  J.  M.  Milliard  stressed  the  importance  of  each  Church 
and  Sunday  School  taking  a  monthly  collection  for  the  Orphan- 
age. On  motion,  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

Remove  not  the  ancient  landmark  and  enter  not  into  the  field  of 
the  fatherless  for  their  Redeemer  is  strong  and  will  plead  their  cause 
against  thee,  Proverbs  23:10-11. 

As  a  citizen  of  our  country  and  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  a  duty- 
has  been  placed  upon  us  for  providing  for  the  fatherless  children.  The 
first  deacons,  as  we  understand  it^  were  ordained  for  the  express 
purpose  of  providing  for  the  widows  and  of  course  that  meant  their 
children  also.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  the  early  church 
made  provision  for  them.  Those  mothers  who  brought  their  children 
to  Jesus  were  evidently  mothers  and  children  who?  were  victims  of 
unjust  social  conditions  as  well  as  widows.  There  is  nothing  that 
pierces  the  heart  so,  as  helpless  innocent  children  who  are  victims  of 
cruel  heartless  parents  and  society. 

It  is  also  a  great  opp^ortunity  to  express  the  love  that  God 
has  placed  in  our  hearts  for  the  souls  he  has  created.  In  ProlVerbs 
22:6  we  are  told  to  "train  up  a  child  in  the  way  ih©  should  go  and 
when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it."  There  is  given  therefore  a 
great  opportunity  to  bring  to  bear  the  impact  of  the  Spirit  and  teach- 
ing of  Jesus  on  the  individual  soul  during  the  formative  period  of 
Life  under  nearly  ideal  conditions.  The  Mills  and  Kennedy  Homes  are 
the  expression  of  our  faith  in  and  Love  for  God  and  these  innocent 
children. 

During  the  past  year  some  seven  hundred  children  have  beten 
cared  for  by  our  orphanage.  Children  cared  for  in  foster  homes  total 
six  and  those  in  their  own  homes  (Mother's  aid)  number  one  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  making  a  total  of  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five. 

The  ultimate  aim  for  them  is  to  equip  them  for  citizenship  in 
God's  eternal  kingdom  both  here  and  hereafter.  Their  mental  train- 
ing is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Lovelace  and  their  religious 
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training  under  the  leadership  of  a  full  time  pastor,  Rev.  S.  A.  Neilson. 

The  orphanage  has  four  sources  of  income  namely:  endowment, 
farm,  print-shop,  and  direct  gifts  from  individuals,  Sunday  schools 
and  churches.  The  cost  for  maintaining  each  child  is  around  sixte^e^i 
dollars  per  month.  Around  seventy  five  applications  for  admittance  or 
help  are  received  each  month,  but  only  a  few  can  even  be  considered. 

What  a  challenge  this  is,  and  what  a  chance  to  make  our  coun- 
try and  the  world  to  come  to  the  feet  of  our  master  through  the 
lives  of  these  boys  and  girls!  What  a  shame  thatj  we  do  not  increase 
our  plant  and  equipment  to  take  full  advantage  of  this  God  givein 
opportunity.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Lord's  blessings  upon  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions  is  a 
cause  of  deep  gratitude  among  our  people.  From  almost  every  field 
where  Southern  Baptists  are  working  there  come  reports  of  new  in- 
terest and  new  enthusiasms  in  our  Master's  work.  Several  things 
have  contributed  to  this  interest  the  following  are  chief  factors. 

The  coming  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Maddry  to  the  Board  as  its  Secretary 
was  a  divine  appointment.  His  wise  leadership  and  his  zeal  for  mis- 
sions have  made  him  a  leader  we  are  glad  to  follow. 

The  response  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  by  our  peo- 
ple is  a  mighty  factor  toward  increased  interest  in  Missions.  The  ob- 
jective for  1934  was  $150,000.  Up  to  May  1st  the  total  received  was 
$214,000.  This  has  placed  new  life  among  our  missionaries  as  well  as 
having  added  new  missionaries  to  the  present  force. 

The  Hundred  Thousand  Club  has  added  to  the  financial  strength 
of  the  Board.  It  has  reduced  the  principal  of  the  debt  thereby  influenc- 
ing better  terms  on  the  part  of  the  bankers  The  reduction  of  one 
per  cent  in  the  amount  of  interest  charged  will  save  approximately 
$6,000  this  year  in  interest  charges  alone.

Still  another  factor  making  for  increased  interest  and  zeal  in 
missions  is  Foreign  Mission  work  at  Ridgecrest.  Those  who  attended 
this  year  are  strong  in  their  praise  of  the  helpful  character  of  the 
week.

Third:  That  churches  promote  schools  of  missions  and  stewardship 
for  missions  at  home  and  abroad.  Our  people  ought  to  know  of  the 
work  of  the  Kingdom  abroad. 

Four.  More  preaching  on  Missions  by  our  pastors  and  the  teach- 
ing missions  in  our  Sunday  Schools. 

Fifth  that  w*e  observe  periods  of  prayer  for  God's  blessings  upon 
Foreign  Missions.  That  we  remember  in  our  prayers  at  prayer  meeting 
the  work  of  foreign  missions.

Report  of  Application  Committee.  On  motion  the  report  was 
unanimously  adopted  and  Calvary  Baptist  Church  was  received 
into  membership  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association. 

(Calvary  Church  was  organized  and  holds  its  services  in  the 
church  building  formerly  used  by  the  John  T.  Pullen  Church 
which  was  disbanded.) 

The  reorganized  church,  Calvary,  (formerly  Southside,  Ral- 
eigh) made  application  for  membership  in  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion. The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  committee  to  re- 
port on  this  application :  L.  R.  Evans,  and  brethren  Baucom  and 
Robertson.  They  reported  that  the  church  be  admitted.  The  re- 
port was  adopted. 
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EEPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  work  of  our  Home  Mission  Board  for  the  past  year  has  been 
signal  y  blessed  of  the  Lord.  From  every  mission  field  there  come 
reports  of  gracious  revivals  and  large  ingatherings  of  the  lost.  In 
Cube,  disturbed  as  it  has  been  by  the  revolution,  has  not  kept  our 
missionaries  from  preaching  a  saving  Gospel,  and  winning  many  to 
Christ.  There  has  been  almost  a  constant  revival,  and  ingathering  in 
the  various  mission  fields  in  the  homeland,  from  the  border  on  the 
Mexican  line  to  Illinois  on  the  North,  New  Orleans  and  Mobile  in  the 
Southeast,  to  Texas,  Oklahoma  and  New  Mexico  in  the  Southwest. 

1.  Fields  and  Service.  The  Board  has  in  all  departments  of  its 
V70rk  228  missionaries  with  18  additional  workers  in  the  Sanitoriuln, 
schools  and  Good-Will  centers.  It  is  maintaining  598  mission  stations, 
and  preaching  places.  Operating  in  whole  or  in  part  five  Good- Will 
centers,  two  rescue  missions  and  a  Seaman's  Institute.  We  have  29 
schools,  some  in  Cuba,  others  in  Panama,  and  others  in  the  homeland. 
The  Board  continues  to  furnish  the  property  to  eight  Mountain  Schools 
free  of  charge,  though  the  schools  are  operated  by  local  boards  of 
trustees.  We  still  operate  the  Southern  Baptist  Sanatorium  in  EI 
Paso.  Texas,  which  has  paid  its  operating  expenses  since  Oct,  1930. 
The  Board  has  a  Building  and  Loan  fund,  with  $1,176,000  loaned  to 
churches.  Last  year  the  board  put  36  new  missionaries  in  the  field, 
and  opened  76  new  missions. 

The  missionaries  of  the  board  reported  3,740  conversions  and 
baptis  IS,  and  made  many  visits  and  distributed  443,225  tracts  and 
Bibles. 

2.  Finances.  The  board  has  enlarged  its  work  of  missions,  but  at 
the  same  has  so  handled  its  finances  as  to  live  within  its  income, 
and  pay  a  considerable  part  on  its  debts. 

In  1934  the  Board  received  from  all  sources  $320,030.95.  This 
was  $81,330.42  more  than  it  received  the  previous  year.  Of  that  amount 
the  women  gave  $94,273.57  in  their  March  week  of  Prayer  offerings. 
For  the  first  time  in  may  years  the  board  met  its  obligations  for  the 
year  without  borrowing  money  for  current  expenses. 

3.  Thfe  Future  Work  of  the  Board,  The  old  frontiers  of  Home 
Missions  are  changing  and  new  frontiers  are  taking  their  place,  but 
the  need  for  evangelizing  and  Christainizing  the  many  and  constant- 
ly increasing  numbers  of  both  natives  and  foreigners  among  us  in 
the  homeland  is  ever  upon  us.  Many  influences  are  at  work  to  under- 
mine and  destroy  our  citizens  and  the  foundations  on  which  our  na- 
tion was  established.  The  salvation  of  both  the  individual  as  well  as 

the  nation  depends  on  the  pr^.-chinQr  of  the  true  Gospel  of  Christ  and 
the  enthronment  of  Christ  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  here  in  our 
homeland.  Much  of  the  saving  of  the  world  depends  upon  the  Gospel 
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being  preached  and  lived  here  in  our  homeland.  While  Christ  came  to 

save  the  whole  world,  He  did  not  neglect  his  own  native  land.  May  we 

ha  zealous  to  lead  all  men,  regardless  of  race  or  nationality  to  Christ.

R.  E.  L.  Greene  read  the  report  on  Hospitals  and  its 
discussion  was  turned  over  to  Bro.  Smith  Hagaman,  Supt.  of  the 
Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston  Salem,  His  address  was  ,"The  Mis- 
sion of  a  Hospital."  Bro.  J.  M.  Hilliard  also  spoke  on  the  report, 
after  which  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  HOSPITALS 

Jesus,  when  he  was  here  on  earth,  spent  much  of  his  time  minis- 
tering to  the  sick  and  unfortunate  ones  around  him.  When  he  sent 
his  disciples  out,  one  of  the  commands  he  gave  them  was  that  they 
also  minister  to  the  sick. 

We,  as  Baptists,  are  carrying  out  this  command  here  in  North 
Carolina,  through  our  hospital,  located  at  Winston-Salem.  In  this 
building,  containing  108  beds,  and  equipped  with  every  modem  con- 
venience, the  best  possible  care  and  treatment  is  being  given,  the 
sick.  In  addition  to  the  hospital,  there  is  also  a  nurse's  home,  with 
54  beds,  classrooms,  and  laboratories. 

The  hospital  is  commanded  by  a  staff  of  60  medical  and  surgi- 
ical  doctors.  These  doctors,  of  the  best  to  be  found  in  the  country, 
give  much  of  their  time  and  service  to  the  sick,  in  many  cases  without 
pay.  The  patients'  are  cared  for  by  45  well-trained  nurses,  who  go 
about  their  tasks  with  cheerfulness,  kindness  and  consideration.  The 
one  aim  of  both  the  doctors  and  the  nurses  is  the  comfort  and  cure  of 
the  patients. 

Since  the  hospital  was  opened.  May  28,  1923,  to  July,  19S5,  it  has 
ministered  to  29,000  patients.  During  the  first  half  of  this  year,  1760 
patients  have  been  treated.  At  this  rate,  the  hospital  will  have  3520 
patients  this  year,  or  31,280  patient  days.  Of  this  number,  11,882  will 
be  full  pay,  9,704  part  pay,  and  9,674  free. 
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The  cost  of  caring  for  a  patient  is  about  four  dollars  per  day. 
With  so  many  free  and  part  free  days,  the  hospital  must  depend  upon 
outside  contributions  to  be  able  to  carry  on.  The  Mother's  Day  offer- 
ing is  the  source  from  which  most  all  of  the  charity  work  is  cared 
for.  The  hospital  has  asked  the  churches  which  send  free  patients  to 
raise  $1.50  per  day  to  supplement  the  Mother's  Day  offering  to  help 
care  for  their  patients.  This  is  a  reasonable  request  and  should  be 
met  if  possible. 

No  phase  of  our  Baptist  program  is  rendering  more  service  to 
our  people  or  meeting  a  greater  need  than  our  hospital.  Therefore, 
let  us  strive  to  support  it  as  best  we  may.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

We,  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Training  Union  Association,  wish  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  on  our  work  for  the  year  1934-35: 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  since  the  Association  met  at 
Salem  Church,  last  October,  our  work  has  gone  forward  in  a  worth- 
while way.  We  have  held  several  district  meetings,  one  executive 
meeting,  and  our  Annual  Meeting  of  all  church  that  was  held  at 
Knightdale.  However,  we  have  not  held  as  many  meetings  as  last 
year,  because  of  the  epidemic  in  the  summer.  Some  of  the  unions  dis- 
banded, and  our  work  was  handicapped.  The  Annual  Meeting  was  well 
attended,  there    being    almost    two    hundred    present    from    fifteen 
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churches.  The  following  officers  were  elected  and  those  present  were 
installed:  President,  Charlie  Herbert,  Tabernacle;  vice-president,  Willa 
Mae  Lee,  Gary;  secretary- treasurer,  Mrs.  S.  D.  Perry,  Tabernacle; 
associate  secretary.  Miss  Rachel  Leonard,  Calvary;  Pianist,  Dorothy 
Phillips,  Cary;  Chorister,  Hazel  Martin,  Tabernacle;  Junior  Leader, 
Mrs.  L.  F.  Spain,  Calvary;  Intermediate  Leader,  Vivian  Nowell, 
Wendell;  Senior  Leader,  Frank  Blaylock,  Cary;  B.  A.  U.  Leaders,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Carleton,  Tabernacle;  Reporter,  Annie  Pearl  Griffin, 
Tabernacle;  District  Leaders:  No.  1.  W.  B.  Allen,  Pilot.  No.  2.  E.  W. 
Puryear,  Knightdale.  No.  3.  Mrs.  L.  L.  Creech,  Morrisville.  No.  4. 
Carter  Castlebury,  Apex.  No.  5.  Elizabeth  Lassiter,  Inwood.

At  our  next  Annual  meeting,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  adjust  this  so 
that  they  will  run  together,  thereby  making  it  easier  to  give  our  re- 
port. 

The  president,  Charlie  Herbert,  has  visited  about  twenty  churches 
this  year,  and  plaiis  to  visit  the  remaining  churches  during  the  fall 
and  winter.  He  sincerely  hopes  that  if  there  is  any  service  that  he 
or  any  other  officer  can  render  to  you,  that  you  will  call  on  us.

WOMAN'S  WORK 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  N.  C.  is  this  year  rounding  out 
the  50th  year  of  its  history,  the  central  committee  of  the  W.  M.  U. 
being  appointed  by  the  State  Mission  Board  at  a  meeting  held  in  Ra- 
leigh, Jan.  8th,  1886.  Miss  Fannie  Heck  was  elected  President  of  this 
Committee.  In  looking  over  the  records  of  that  year's  work  we  find 
the  Raleigh  Association  among  those  reporting  and  the  following 
churches  reported  that  year.  Gary,  Holly  Springs,  Hepzibah,  Inwood, 
Shady  Grove,  and  Tabernacle,  or  as  wasi  then  known,  2nd  Baptist 
Church  of  Raleigh.  The  total  amount  of  gifts  from  these  churches  that 
year  was  $148.94. 

We  now  have  76  W.  M.  U.  organizations  in  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation and  we  gave  last  year  $5,290.97. 

Truly  we  have  built  a  great  organization  upon  the  prayerful  and 
intelligent  foundation  of  our  Consecrated,  and  far-seeing  leader,  Miss 
Heck,  always  remembering  her  last  advice  to  us — Be  prayerful  in  all 
your  planning,  and  plan  not  for  the  year,  but  for  the  years. 

Our  watchword  for  this  year  is — "In  the  name  of  our  God  we 
will  set  up  our  banners,"  and  our  Theme  is  "The  Christian  Conquest," 
or  "Lifting  the  Banner  of  the  Cross".  We  are  striving  to  do  that  by 
carrying  out  the  aims  of  our  W.  M.  U.  The  6  chief  aims  are: 

1.— Prayer,  individual  and  united.  We  believe  that  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  came  into  existance  as  a  result  of  prayer,  and  that  our 
growth  and  all  we've    been  able    to  accomplish    has    been    wrought 
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through  prayer.  Three  times  a  year  we  set  aside  a  week  or  certain 

days  to  pray  especially  for  some  phase  of  our  work,  then  each  morn- 
ing at  9  o'clock  we  have  set  aside  as  sacred,  and  pray  for  our  Mission- 
aries and  their  work.  Then  most  important  of  all  we  stress  the  individ- 
ual, personal,  prayer  life. 

II. — Enlistment.  Striving  to  win  for  membership  the  tmenlisted 
women  and  young  people  in  our  churches. 

III. — Mission  Study,  we  know  that  without  information  there  is 
no  inspiration,  so  we  stress  the  studying  of  the  Missionary  messages 
in  the  Bible,  and  of  Mission  Study  Books. 

IV. — ^Personal  Service,  we  find  many  opportunities  for  rendering 
Christian  Service  to  those  around  us,  visiting  the  sick  and  those  in 
trouble,  doing  kindly  deeds  one  to  another — in  fact  in  every  way  try- 
ing to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  our  Master  as  He  went  about  doing 
good.  Always  remembering  that  winning  a  lost  soul  to  Christ  is  the 
highest  type  of  Personal  Service  and  this  should  be  the  real  objec- 
tive of  all  our  Social  Service  Work. 

V. — ^^Tithes  and  Offerings  —  We  stress  systematic  giving.  Without 
which  we  cannot  be  well  rounded  Christians;  and  our  Lord's  plans  can- 
not be  carried  out. 

VI. — Missionary  Education  of  Young  People.  Never  before  has  so 
much  emphasis  been  placed  upon  the  training  of  our  young  people, 
and  surely  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  things  in  all  of  our  work. 
One  of  the  ways  in  which  we  have  given  valuable  and  much  needed 
training  is  through  the  Stewardship  Declamation  Contests.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  Ann  Simms  and  Miss  Vera  Ruth  this  association 
has  sponsored  such  contests  and  have  had  a  large  number  of  young 
people  studying  Stewardship.  We  feel  that  our  work  has  been  sig- 
nally honored  this  year  in  that  we  have  had  2  of  our  finest  young 
women  to  enter  the  W.  M.  U.  Training  School  at  Louisville.  Miss  Mil- 
dred Kickline  of  the  Tabernacle  Church,  Raleigh,  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lassiter  of  Inwood  Church.  We  have  many  reasons  to  feel  encouraged 
over  our  work.  Our  missionaries  tell  us  that  the  past  year  has  been  the 
most  fruitful  in  results  in  all  our  Foreign  Mission  History. 

^  The  purpose  of  our  W.  M.  U.  50  years  ago  was  to  stimulate  the 
entire  church  in  Missionary  thought  and  activity,  as  well  as  train  the 
women  and  young  people  and  still  the  larger  percent  of  all  our  gifts 
to  missions  are  given  by  the  women  and  young  people.  We  still  be- 
lieve the  missionary  messages  in  the  Bible  was  meant  for  every 
believer,  man,  woman  and  child. 

There  are  still  12  churches  in  our  Association  with  no  Missionary 
organization,  and  many  unenlisted  in  the  churches  where  there  are 
organizations.  These  present  a  real  challenge  to  us. 
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Our  W.  M.  U.  has  had  but  a  brief  history,  only  50  years,  yet  the 
things  we  have  wrought  through  His  power  inspire  us  to  a  greater  ser- 
vice. May  we  not  say,  "In  His  Name  we  will  set  up  our  banners."  Many 
are  still  waiting  for  the  message  of  Salvation,  you  and  I  have  that 
message  and  it  is  a  sacred  trust,  let  us  lift  high  the  banner  of  the 
Cross  until  all  shall  sing — 


"Lead  on  O  King  Eternal 

We  follow  not  with  fears, 
For  gladness  breaks  like  morning 

Whene'er  Thy  face  appears; 
Thy  cross  is  lifted  o'er  us, 

We  journey  in  its  light.

REPORT  ON  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Baptist  Cooperative  Program  is  a  simple  plan  for  promoting 
and  supporting  all  agencies  and  institutions  through  which  Southern 
Baptist  are  endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  teaching,  preaching  and 
healing  program  which  Christ  committed  to  them. 

The  objects  sharing  in  the  Cooperative  Program  funds  are.  State 
Missions,  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  Old 
Ministers  Relief,  Hospitals,  (and  in  most  of  our  States)  the  Or- 
phanages. Now  instead  of  magnifying  any  one  of  these  agencies  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  the  others,  the  Cooperative  Program  plan  is  to 
present  all  the  causes  in  due  season  in  the  most  effective  way  possible, 
and  to  tie  them  up  in  a  common  financial  budget.  This  plan  enables 
the  individual  Baptist  to  have  a  part  in  helping  to  support  the  whole 
program  of  Jesus— Teaching,  Preaching,  and  Healing,  "unto  the  ut- 
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termost  part  of  the  earth"  (Acts  1:8)  Working  alone,  no  one  could 
do  this,  but  by  cooperating  with  each  other  we  can  hatve  a  part  in 
promoting  every  phase  of  Christian  work  around  the  world. 

Each  dollar  contributed  to  the  Cooperative  Program  in  North 
Carolina  is  divided  in  the  following  way:  Sixty  percent  is  kept  in  the 
State,  and  forty  percent  goes  for  Southwide  and  Worldwide  objects.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

State  Missions  is  missions  in  the  State.  For  one  hundred  and  five 
years  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  striving  to  win  the  people 
of  North  Carolina  to  Christ,  and,  in  more  recent  years,  have  sought  to 
train  and  develop  those  won  for  active  Christian  service.  As  a  result 
of  our  organized  effort  to  win  North  Carolina  to  Christ,  we  have 
grown  from  a  small  group  of  fifteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  five 
years  ago  to  a  great  denomination  with  2,410  churches  and  a  member- 
ship of  450,770. 

Today  when  we  speak  of  State  Missions  we  immedately  think  of: 
1.  Missionary  Pastoral  Assistance.  We  had  last  year  56  mis- 
sionary pastors  who  served  126  churches.  These  missionary  pastors 
led  1,329  people  to  Christ  and  baptized  928.  Recently  the  Board  has 
been  able  to  add  one  general  missionary,  Rev.  M.  0.  Alexander,  to 
the  cause  of  State  Missions.  Brother  Alexander  spends  his  time  hold- 
ing revivals,  attending  general  meetings,  and  conducting  stewardship 
schools.  We  need  at  least  two  more  general  missionaries. 
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2.  Student  Work.  Churches  in  educational  centers  are  aided  in 
order  that  they  may  properly  minister  to  students  away  from  home 
and  the  home  church.  Miss  Cleo  Mitchell  is  Secretary  of  our  student 
work. 

3.  Sunday  School  Department.  Through  the  able  leadership  of 
Secretary  Perry  Morgan  and  his  efficient  Co-worker,  L.  L.  Morgan, 
the  church  membership  is  taught  and  is  trained  to  teach  the  Book 
that  had  made  North  Carolina  Baptists  great. 

4.  B.  T.  U.  Department.  Miss  Winnie  Rickett  and  her  able  Co- 
worker, Miss  Mabel  Starnes,  through  this  department  are  stimulat- 
ing our  youth  "to  study  to  show  themselves  approved  unto  God." 

5.  Church  Building.  At  present  three  churches  are  being  aided  in 
paying  for  church  buildings. 

6.  Oteen  Hospital.  The  State  Mission  Board  is  helping  to  keep 
Rev.  Wayne  Williams  at  the  Government  Hospital  at  Oteen  to  minis- 
ter to  the  sick  veterans. 

7.  Indians.  The  State  Mission  Board  has  assumed  the  responsi- 
bility of  giving  the  Gospel  to  the  Indians  in  Robeson  and  Swain  Coun- 
ties. In  1934  $2,500  was  appropriated  for  this  work. 

8.  Negroes.  There  are  more  than  250,000  Negro  Baptists  in  North 
Carolina.  For  several  years  we  were  forced  to  discontinue  our  work 
among  them,  but  in  March  of  this  year,  a  young  well  educated  Negro 
pastor  was  employed  to  work  among  his  fellow  pastors. 

In  spite  of  our  combined  efforts  to  win  North  Carolina  to  Christ 
there  are  still  more  than  700,000  people  in  the  State  who  are  not 
connected  with  any  church  at  all,  and  more  than  200,000  in  our  own 
ranks  who  are  untrained  and  undeveloped.  What  a  challenge  to  North 
Carolina  Baptists!

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

One  of  the  saddest  things  in  the  world  is  to  see  an  old  preacher 
come  down  to  the  evening  of  life  with  nothing  to  live  on  except 
charity  and  that  is  very  small,  especially  when  it  is  accompanied  with 
no  deeds  and  no  funds,  such  is  too  often  the  case  with  our  retired 
ministers. 

^  Whose  fault  is  it  that  many  of  our  retired  ministers  have  noth- 
Zl  rJr  "''•  ^''  '^'^  ^^'^  financiers?  As  a  rule  they  are  not,  but 
are  rather  good  managers.  The  average  preacher  in  North  Carolina 
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receives  such  a  small  salary  that  after  they  pay  living  expenses,  for 
their  families  they  do  not  have  anything  left,  to  lay  up  for  old  age. 
Then  too,  they  have  to  try  to  educate  their  children.  So  here  wf 
are  face  to  face  with  the  retired  preachers'  problems  to  solve. 

What  ought  we  to  do  about  it? 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  S.  B.  C.  has  three  plans 
that  they  offer. 

First.  The  department  of  relief  and  this   department  has   very 
little  money  for  each  retired  minister  so  that  does  not  amount  to  much 

Second.  The  Annuity  Fund  department,  which  closed  September 
30,  1930.  Therefore  no  new  members  can  get  in  on  that. 

Third.  The  service  annuity  department.  This  new  department  is 
a  logical  fruitage  of  the  successful  working  of  the  annuity  idea,  this 
plan  in  short  is  this.  The  Church  is  asked  to  pay  eight  percent  of  the 
salary  of  the  pastor,  and  the  pastor  pays  two  percent  of  his  salary. 
For  example  a  church  pays  $2,000  for  pastors'  salary,  eight  percent 
of  this  salary  would  be  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars.  The  pastor 
should  pay  two  percent  or  forty  dollars  and  this  to  be  sent  to  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  Dallas  Texas.  This  plan  is  to  be  continued 
until  the  minister  is  sixty  five  years  of  ago.  Then  when  he  retires  he 
is  to  receive  one-half  of  what  his  salary  has  been  during  his  entire 
ministry.  This  plan  all  our  churchs  should  adopt  and  include  it  in  the 
budget  of  their  church  and  in  this  way  our  churches  will  do  a  worthy 
service  to  their  pastors  and  bring  blessings  upon  themselves.

(d)  "The  Enthronement  of  Jesus  Christ  in  life  is  the  only  cure 
for  the  evils  existing  in  the  world." 

Christian  Education  consists  of  three  things:  Christian  Pur- 
pose; Christian  Personnel;  and  Christian  Approach. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 
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At  this  time  the  Association  was  favored  with  a  solo  by  Miss 
Rachel  Leonard,  daughter  of  our  missionary  Charles  Leonard. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

'•Jorth  Carolina  Baptists  have  three  senior  colleges, — Wako  Fovpr,, 
Meredith,  Chowan,  and  four  junior  colleges,  —  Mars  Hill,  Boiling 
Springs,  Wingate  and  Campbell.  Baptist  teheological  and  missionary 
training  schools  of  southwide  interest  are  the  Southern  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  Missionary  Training  School  of  Louisville,  Ky., 
the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  of  New  Orleans  and  the  Southwestern  Bap- 
tist Theological  Seminary  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  These  all  are  doing 
splendid  work  in  the  field  of  education  in  general  and  in  the  promo- 
tion of  the  kingdom  of  God  through  Christian  education  in  particu- 
lar. During  the  past  few  years  all  these  schools  have  experienced  fi- 
nancial handicaps,  but  have  carried  on  their  work  with  no  lowering  of 
efficiency.  In  spite  of  adverse  conditions,  enrollment  has  been  re- 
markably good. 

In  recent  years  the  field  of  denominational  school  work  has 
been  considerably  narrowed,  so  that  now  we  operate  only  on  college 
and  seminary  levels.  We  wisely  withdrew  from  high  school  work  as  the 
state  could  meet  the  needs. 

Christian  schools  exist,  not  to  usurp  any  part  of  the  educational 
system,  but  solely  to  promote  Christ's  cause  in  the  world.  Doubtless 
they  can  do  this  now  by  giving  higher  education  under  Christian  aus- 
pices. The  importance  of  all  education  for  the  life  of  our  day  sug- 
gests the  importance  of  Christian  education  for  the  Christian  move- 
ment. The  parallel  is  close. 

Your  committee  urges  pastors  to  promote  Christian  education  con- 
tinually. They  are  in  position  to  mold  the  thought  of  the  people;  and 
Baptist  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  our  schools  will  be  determ- 
ined largely  by  the  faithfulness  with  which  pastors  present  their 
claims. 

Two  things  our  schools  may  justly  claim.  The  first  is  financial 
support  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  function  effectively.  Our  schools 
are  not  rich.  Probably  it  is  best  that  they  should  never  be  so.  But 
they  should  at  least  be  freed  from  the  handicap  of  inadequate  equip- 
ment. 

They  may  also  reasonably  claim  Baptist  patronage.  The  Christ- 
tian  element  in  Christian  education  is  intangible;  but  it  is  present, 
nevertheless.  Our  schools  can  point  with  pride  to  their  product  in  the 
past.  It  is  their  best  advertisement.  The  Christian  "plus"  in  educa- 
tion is  the  Christian  schools'  reason  for  existence.  And  with  Baptists 
It  should  weigh  heavily  in  the  selection  of  schools  for  our  children.

The  absence  of  the  familiar  figure  and  the  face  of  our  beloved 
brother  John  D.  Berry  from  the  sessions  of  this  Association  conven- 
ing on  October  30  and  31,  1935,  reminds  us  forcibly  of  the  loss  we  have 
sustained  in  the  home-going  of  this  faithful  and  valuable  servant 
of  God. 

For  ten  years  he  served  the  Association  as  moderator,  always 
zealous  for  the  progress  for  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  all  the  churches. 
His  devotion  to  the  Lord  and  the  Cause  was  a  continual  inspiration  to 
his  brethren  wherever  they  came  in  contact  with  him. 

This  Association,  in  all  probability,  never  had  a  more  devoted 
servant  of  God — loyal  to  the  uttermost,  faithful  unto  death.

ciation for  the  noble  life  and  unstinted  service  of  our  brother;  Sec- 
ond, that  a  page  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Association  be  dedicated  to  his 
memory  and  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  his  family.

SUMMARY  OF  OUR  YEAR'S  WORK 

As  best  we  can  tell  from  information  given  in  letters  to  the  asso- 
ciation, we  have  not  made  satisfactory  progress  this  year.  Perhaps 
it  was  due  to  an  epidemic  which  gave  much  anxiety  in  Wake  County, 
that  several  of  our  churches  have  had  no  revival. 
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Our  Association  lost  in  number  of  members,  having  in  1934, 
10,043,  while  this  year  we  have  10,041,  a  loss  of  2.  We  reported  271 
baptisms  this  year  as  against  379  last  year,  a  loss  of  108. 

While  our  Sunday  School  enrollment  in  1934  was  9072,  in  1935  it 
was  8,152,  a  loss  of  920.  Only  8  churches  reported  a  Sunday  School 
enrollment  larger  than  their  church  membership.  Thirty  churches  this 
year  reported  gifts  to  the  orphanage,  of  $2,717.58,  while  last  year  32 
churches  reported  $3036.53,  showing  that  fewer  churches  gave,  and 
$322.95  less.  In  local  expenditures,  the  record  is  changed,  for  in  1934 
we  spent  for  ourselves  $50,620.03,  while  this  year  we  spent  $55,585.35, 
a  gain  of  $4,965.32.  For  mission  and  charitable  objects,  we  gave  in 
1934,  $14,525.89,  this  year  we  report  only  $11,332.34,  a  loss  of  $3193.55. 

In  our  gifts  to  our  hospital  we  show  a  gain,  30  churches  gi\ing 
$441.39,  as  against  28  churches  giving  in  1934  $397.64,  a  gain  of 
$43.75. 

Our  attitude  to  the  cooperative  program  seems  to  have  improved 
a  little,  for  we  gave  $7817.89,  a  gain  of  $351.16  over  1934  when  we 
gave  $7466.73.  It  seems  that  our  B.  Y.  P.  U.  has  lost  161  in  their  en- 
rollment, this  being  due  no  doubt  to  the  scare  of  infantile  paralysis 
v/hich  fell  most  heavily  on  our  junior  groups.  This  may  account  also 
for  the  loss  in  Sunday  School  enrollment  and  attendance. 

With  regrets  for  our  losses,  with  increasing  faith  in  God,  with  de- 
termination to  do  our  best,  let  us  face  the  next  year  with  high  hopes 
of  spiritual  and  financial  growth.

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REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

We  have  now  had  more  than  twelve  months  of  the  reign  of  liquor 
since  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment.  A  few  states  remain 
dry  so  far  as  hard  liquors  are  concerned,  but  in  nearly  all  the  states 
beer  is  licensed  and  freely  dispensed  in  all  manner  of  places.  The 
situation  is  chaotic  in  the  extreme.  By  means  of  high-powered  pro- 
paganda the  liquor  traffici  has  managed  to  create  a  sort  of  liquor 
mania  and  to  blind  the  eyes  of  the  people  to  the  destructive  effects 
of  alcohol  in  whatever  form  and  to  what  ever  extent  it  is  used.  We 
are  glad  to  believe  that  the  eyes  of  multitudes  of  misguided  people 
who  supported  repeal,  and  those  who  were  led  to  believe  that  tem- 
perance means  moderate  indulgence  in  alcoholic  drinks,  are  being 
opened  and  that  the  tide  of  sentiment  against  liquor  is  rising. 

It  did  not  require  prophetic  vision  to  foretell  the  frightful  evil 
results  that  would  come  from  repeal.  Every  promise  of  the  repealists 
has  been  violated  and  every  forecast  of  the  temperance  forces  has 
been  more  than  fulfilled.  We  were  told  that  with  repeal  bootlegging 
would  cease.  But  bootlegging  is  more  wide-spread,  rampant  and  de- 
fiant that  ever  before.  The  United  States  Government  is  having  to 
enlarge  its  appropriations  for  the  Coast  Guard  to  protect  our  shores 
against  rum-running  and  to  increase  its  law-enforcing  agencies.  We 
were  told  that  prohibition  had  been  productive  of  crime  and  with  its 
repeal  crime  would  be  diminished.  On  the  contray  figures  show  that 
crime  everywhere  has  increased.  We  were  told  by  many,  that  we 
could  balance  the ,  budget  with  beer,  and  may  good  honest  people 
weighed  down  with  the  burden  of  taxes  were  led  to  believe  that  we 
would  receive  enormous  revenue  from  the  liquor  business  and  that 
tax  burdens  would  be  lightened.  On  the  contrary  the  amount  derived 
from  liquor  taxes  is  a  bagatellen  in  comparison  with  the(  enormous 
expense  of  the  government,  and  so  far  from  balancing  the  budget 
with  beer  we  are  confronted  with  such  enormous  governmental  ex- 
penses and  such  mounting  public  indebtedness  as  none  of  us  ever 
dreamed  we  would  see.  From  every  angle  the  liquor  situation  in  the 
United  States  at  the  present  time  is  so  serious  and  distressing  that 
every  patriotic  citizen  ought  to  be  deeply  stirred. 

The  National  Safety  Council  of  Chicago  shows  that  from  5  to 
10  per  cent  of  the  drivers  and  pedestrians  in  fatal  accidents  have 
been  classified  as  "under  the  influence  of  liquor"  or  "had  been  drink- 
ing" by  the  city  and  state  authorities.  However,  the  Council  says,  it  is 
difficult  to  get  true  reports  on  this  item  that  these  percentages 
understate,  by  an  undetermined  amount,  the  importance  of  alcohol  as 
a  contributing  factor  in  accidents.  One  thorough  study  of  a  few  cases 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  so  far  made,  show  alcohol  as  a  factor  in  60 
percent  of  the  accidents  studied. 
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The  Councirs  reports  also  show  that  ^ad  been  drinking'  drivers 
in  fatal  accidents  have  increased  29  per  cent  and  pedestrians  53  per 
cent.  In  non-fatal  accidents,  drivers  reported  under  the  influence  of 
liquor  have  increased  50  per  cent,  while  pedestrians  increases  show 
64  per  cent.

Although  the  report  was  carefully  prepared,  it  was  not  discussed, 
but  on  motion  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 
The  world's  greatest  teacher,  Jesus  Christ,  placed  teaching  the 
Gospel  next  to  preaching  the  Gospel.  He  said  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."  It  is  in  obedience  to  his 
command  that  the  churches  maintain  the  Bible  teaching  agency,  the 
Sunday  School. 

When  first  organized  the  Sunday  School  was  for  neglected  chil- 
dren only.  Teachers  were  paid.  The  chief  purpose  was  to  give  the  chil- 
dred  the  first  rudiments  of  an  education.  In  due  time  Bible  teaching 
was  given  major  emphasis  and  teachers  became  volunteers.  The  Sun- 
day School  movement  has  been  a  history-making  movement.  Out  of  it 
has  come  many  of  the  rich  and  purifying  things  that  have  gonq  into 
the  fabric  of  human  society.  It  has  been  since  its  organization  and  is 
now  a  powerful  and  practical  barrier  to  error,  doubt,  unbelief  and 
unsound  religious  conviction.  It  has  counteracted  a  flood  of  evil  in- 
fluences which  have  threatened  to  ingulf  hopelessly  all  vestiges  of 
Christianity  as  a  vitalizing  force  in  the  world. 

We  believe  the  Sunday  School  is  "by  divine  providence  in  oDr 
hands  an  institution  with  a  wonderful  history,  magnificent  achieve- 
ments and  untold  potentialities."  The  army  of  thirty-three  millions  of 
members  and  three  and  a  half  million  teachers  and  officers  is  the 
greatest  army  of  religious  workers  in  the  world.  Yet  in  America  only 
one  person  in  four  is  in  Sunday  School.  Our  observation  and  experi- 
ences lead  us  to  conclude  that  one  person  in  four  is  the  average  for  our 
Association. 

According  to  the  latest  figures  available  at  the  time  of  preparing 
this  report,  there  are  34  churches  with  10,043  members  in  this  Associa- 
tion. In  these  churches  there  are  34  Sunday  Schools  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  8,351  pupils  and  721  teachers  and  officers,  making  a-  total 
Sunday  School  enrollment  of  9,072.  Sunday  School  enrollment  should 
be  larger  than  church  membership.  All  church  members  should  be 
members  of  the  Bible  school,  plus  all  who  are  not  members  of  the 
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church.  There  is  a  place  in  one  of  the  departments  of  the  school  for 
every  person.  Any  who  are  too  young  to  attend  Bible  school  should 
be  enrolled  in  the  Cradle  Roll  Department.  All  who  cannot  or  will 
not  attend  should  be  enrolled  in  the  Extension  Department.  Responsi- 
bility for  enrolling  pupils  rests  upon  the  teachers  and  officers  of  the 
school  more  than  any  one  else. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  is  Christian  education.  As  a 
school  it  is  an  educational  agency  in  its  own  right  seeking  to  make 
education  Christian.  Its  right  and  power  is  in  disseminating  truth. 
Jesus  said  "Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you 
free." 

Christian  education  seeks  desirable  changes  in  human  character 
and  conduct.  It  seeks  to  impart  truth  to  the  multitudes,  to  transmit 
knowledge  about  religion,  to  stimulate,  guide  and  enrich  Christian 
experience  based  on  the  Bible.  Christian  education  is  not  a  substitute 
for  evangelism  but  a  means  of  preparing  the  way  for  evangelism, 
making  evangelism  more  effective  and  following  up  evangelism  that 
it  may  be  more  fruitful.  It  has  as  its  objective  the  leading  of  the  lost 
to  Jesus  Christ,  to  help  Christians  to  acquire  valuable  knowledge,  de- 
velop right  attitudes,  make  right  choices  live  the  abundant  life,  de- 
velop Christian  character  and  to  secure  an  effective  church  member- 
ship committed  to  the  whole  program  of  Christ  for  the  whole  world. 

In  presenting  this  report  we  urge  renewed  acceptance  by  the 
churches  of  the  Sunday  School  as  an  instrument  in  the  hands  of 
Christian  people  to  magnify  preaching,  to  promote  preaching  attend- 
ance, enlist  and  train  more  people  in  teaching  the  Bible,  keep  Bible 
teaching  under  church  control,  magnify  and  emphasize  the  use  of  the 
Bible,  secure  universal  study  of  the  B'ible,  teach  Baptist  doctrines,  win 
the  lost  for  Christ,  teach  Missions,  train  and  enlist  in  Missionary 
practice. 

It  is  further  urged  that  all  of  the  churches  in  this  Association  set 
for  their  schools  worthy  goals  for  the  ensuing  year:  a  minimum  of 
ten  per  cent  increase  in  enrollment,  two  to  four  training  classes  using 
books  in  the  New  Training  Course  for  Sunday  School  Workers,  pref- 
erably those  in  the  diploma  group,  a  larger  active(  personnel,  addi- 
tional and  improved  equipment,  the  Standard  of  Excellence  as  a  pro- 
gram of  work  for  the  school,  the  Six  Point  Record  System  as  a  pro- 
gram of  work  for  the  pupil,  the  school  graded  and  a  positive  evangle- 
listic  emphasis  placed  on  all  that  is  done  in  class  room,  department 
assembly  and  pulpit. 

To  aid  the  churches  with  their  Bible  teaching  work  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  maintains  a  Department  of  Sunday  School  Work 
with  Perry  Morgan,  Secretary,  and  L.  L.  Morgan,  Field  Worker,  Ra- 
leigh. Their  services  are  available  without  cost  to  the  churches  for 
training  classes,  conferences,  Sunday  School  Revivals,  Enlargement 
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Campaigns,  Associational  Conventions,  and  all  other  types  of  meet- 
ings. The  Department  will  furnish  tracts,  postage  paid,  on  any  and 
all  phases  of  the  work  to  any  church  requesting  the  same  of  Secretary 
Perry  Morgan,  Raleigh. 

Finally,  your  Committee  recommends  larger  use  of  the  Associa*- 
tional  Sunday  School  Organization  to:  supplement  the  time  allotted  in 
the  Annual  Meeting  for  more  adequate  discussion  of  plans  and  methods 
for  Sunday  School  work,  to  aid  in  reaching  churches  unenlisted  in  the 
Baptist  program,  to  serve  as  a  barrier  to  inroads  and  assaults  made 
upon  the  churches  by  outside  cults  and  sects  seeking  to  lead  our  peo- 
ple away  from  the  paths  blazed  by  our  forefathers,  to  help  weak 
churches  in  their  struggles  against  unsound  and  unwholesome  influ- 
ences that  tend  to  undermine  their  faith,  to  preserve  and  propagate 
distinctive  Baptist  principles,  methods  and  doctrines,  to  protect  our 
schools  from  heretical,  unbiblical  and  anti-Baptist  teachings  and  to 
unify  our  churches  in  all  their  work.  "Now  I  beeseech  you,  brethren, 
by  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the  same 
thing,  and  that  there  be  no  division  among  you;  but  that  you  be  per- 
fectly joined  together  in  the  same  mind,  and  in  the  same  judgement"' — 
the  Apostle  Paul  in  I  Cor.  1:10. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  at  least  a  mention  of 
the  sad  death  of  Brother  John  D.  Berry,  who  for  a  short  while  during 
the  past  twelve  months  acted  as  Superintendent  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Association.  His  work  in  this  respect,  as  in  all  other 
respects  well  known  to  the  members  of  the  Association,  was  faithful 
and  fine;  and  his  sudden  death  came  as  a  great  shock  to  all  who  knew 
him  personally  or  by  reputation.  His  passing  causes  a  great  loss,  not 
only  to  this  Associational  work,  but  also  to  other  religious  work  of  va- 
rious sorts  in  this  State  and  throughout  the  land.  Let  us  pay  tribute 
to  his  fine  work  and  to  his  memory  by  standing  together  for  a  mo- 
ment of  silent  prayer  for  the  loved  ones  whom  he  left  behind  and  for 
the  carrying  on  of  God's  work  which  he  loved  so  well  and  for  which 
he  labored  unstintingly  to  the  very  hour  of  his  death!

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HISTORY  OF  SHADY  GROVE  BAPTIST  CHURCH

Shady  Grove  Church  was  organized  June,  1823,  by  Elders 
James  Forthing  and  James  Farrell  being  an  arm  of  Enoe  Church. 

The  early  records  are  very  incomplete  and  do  not  state  the 
number  of  charter  members.  The  first  clerk  mentioned  was 
Henry  James  who  resigned  March,  1828,  and  Ezra  HoUeman 
was  elected  clerk. 

In  1845  on  Friday  before  the  first  Lord's  Day  in  August 
was  set  apart  for  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer  and  ordered  to  be 
kept  up  each  year  thereafter.  In  1923  the  church  voted  to  dis- 
continue this  yearly  Fast  and  Prayer  Service. 

In  1854  it  was  decided  to  move  the  Church  House  out  to  the 
Haywood  Road,  but  after  considering  the  advantage  of  the  well 
of  good  water,  they  thought  it  best  to  let  the  house  remain  at 
the  same  place  and  repair  it. 

In  1867  while  Rev.  Johnson  Olive  was  pastor,  after  a  revival 
in  August  42  were  received  by  experience  and  Rev.  George  Dan- 
iel was  received  by  letter. 

In  1869  a  committee  was  appointed  to  assess  the  members 
for  the  pastor's  salary.  This  is  the  first  time  the  records  mention 
an  assessment  for  any  object.  Prior  to  this  time  the  members 
had  been  asked  to  subscribe. 

The  church  and  Sunday  School  have  supported  the  Baptist 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville  since  the  organization  of  that  institu- 
tion. 

Shady  Grove  Church  was  one  of  the  five  churches  of  the 
Raleigh  Association  that  went  over  their  apportionment  in  the 
75  million  campaign. 

The  church  has  never  had  a  large  membership.  Not  at  any 
time  more  than  250  members  and  for  the  last  40  years  about  125. 

Three  houses  of  worship  have  been  used.  First,  a  log  house; 
next,  a  frame  building  that  was  for  quite  a  while  not  ceiled.  In 
1900  the  house  was  newly  weatherboarded,  floored,  walls  paper- 
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cd,  an^  two  class  rooms  partitioned  off  and  painted.  In  1925  the 
old  building  was  divided  up  into  five  Sunday  School  rooms  and 
an  auditorium  and  two  class  rooms  built,  making  7  rooms  bed- 
sides the  auditorium.  The  entire  building  was  painted  inside  and 
out  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.00. 

The  Church  has  always  had  preaching  once  a  month  with 
the  exception  of  the  pastorates  of  Rev.  A.  D.  Hinton  and  Rev. 
Coy  Muckle,  when  preaching  was  had  two  Sundays  in  the  month.

REPORT  OF  W.  M.  U.  WORK 

In  1888  a  small  group  of  consecrated  women  saw  the  vision  of  a 
lios.t  of  women  organized  to  do  definite  missionary  service.  The 
Baptist  women  of  North  Carolina  have  accepted  the  challenge  laid 
down  by  these  courageous  women.  In  the  48  years,  since  the  begin- 
ning of  W.  M.  U.  work  in  our  state,  we  have  advanced  steadily  in 
Kingdom  work. 

Our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Raleigh  Association 
closed  its  current  report  with  a  re-^ord  which  is  a  challenge  to  us  now. 
It  is  a  rare  privilege  to  labor  for  our  Master.  We  pray  that  we  may 
be  more  worthy  of  this  perfect  Leadership. 

In  the  34  churches  in  the  association,  we  have  24  missionary  so- 
cieties. Only  10  out  of  the  24  churches  having  a  society,  fos.ter  a 
Sunbeam  Band.  Progress  moves  forward  on  the  feet  of  little  chil- 
dren— yea,  even  progress  of  the  Kingdom.  Nineteen  thirty-six  cele- 
brates the  golden  anniversary  of  our  Sunbeam  work.. 

Our  young  people's  work  moves  forward  in  the  successful  efforts 
of  our  Young  Women's  Auxiliaries,,  Girl's  Auxiliaries,  and  Royal 
Ambassador  Chapters.  In  number  of  organizations  we  have:  Y.  W. 
A.,  10;  G.  A.,  12;  R.  A.  10;  Sunbeams,  10. 

Let  us  seen  the  outstretched  hands  begging  us,  for  trained  and 
consecrated  leaders. 
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Always  Stewardship  is  the  vital  life  of  our  w^ork.  Obviously  our 
records  are  incomplete  but  we  have  listed  88  Tithers.  Are  there  not 
many  others  ?  We  pray  that  we  may  give  more  worthily  of  self  and 
possessions.  Our  associational  offering-  for  1935  exceeded  our  ap- 
portionate  by  $844.55. 

Our  women  are  studying  missions.  Personal  Service  ministries 
are  a  blessing  to  our  society.  Our  Annual  W.  M.  U.  Meeting,  Ex- 
ecutive Meeting,  and  Young  People's  Rallies  keep  the  challenge  of  the 
work  vividly  in  our  hearts  and  mmds. 

We  welcome  the  Woman  Missionary  Societies,  of  Morrisville, 
Good  Hope,  Ephesus,  Leesville  and  Bethlehem  as  new  organizations 
within  our  organization.  We  are  happy  to  know  of  the  fine  progress 
they  are  making.

REPORT  ON.  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHA'NAGE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

(By  J.  Floyd  Woodward,  Knightdale,  N.  C.) 

Last  Saturday  night  I  sat  in  my  home  and  studied  intently  a  pic- 
ture which  appeared  in  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer — a  picture 
entitled  "Spanish  War — as  Terrified  Children  See  It."  On  the  left 
was  a  pathetic  boy  of  ten  who  had  searched  frantically  the  war-torn 
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town  for  his  missing  parents.  The  terror  upon  his  face  depicted  not 
only  the  horror  of  war,  but  also  the  inevitable  consequence  —  the 
destruction  of  homes  and  the  blasting  of  future  hopes  of  many  boys 
and  girls.  His  lean  body  indicated  that  for  him  nourishment  was  in-, 
dispensable.  His  youthfulness  seemed  to  crave  personal  guidance, 
proper  care,  and  genuine  love. 

Granted  that  this  picture  is  an  exaggeration  when  used  as  an  ex- 
ample, for  the  Spanish  boy  of  ten  was  overwhelmed  by  his  immediate 
danger  and  sorrow;  nevertheless  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  in  Amer- 
ica today  are  demanding  an  equal  chance  to  live,  to  love,  and  to  be 
respected. 

The  responsibility  of  providing  a  chance  in  life  for  every  boy  and 
girl  rests,  solely  upon  us.  The  challenge  isi  ours.  Ours  to  go  about 
doing  good  as  the  master  taught.  Ours  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to 
those  youngsters  who  have  no  dad  or  mother  upon  whom  to  call. 

The  challenge,  however,  is  a  dual  affair.  Ours  is  to  support 
adequately  and  prayerfully;  the  orphanage  leaders',  to  clothe,  to 
teach,  to  win,  and  to  prepare  for  usefulness.  How  are  our  invest- 
ments pying  dividends  ? 

The  record  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina  stands 
for  itself.  Well  might  we  point  with  infinite  satisfaction  to  the 
superior  results  of  the  past  and  to  the  excellent  work  of  the  present. 
Surely,  the  harmonious  blending  of  home,  school,  and  church  life  as 
found  in  Mills  and  Kennedy  Homes  has  few  if  any  parallels. 

At  the  age  of  two  a  child  may  enter  our  orphanage.  During  the 
first  four  years  he  will  receive  the  best  of  physical  care,  superior  re- 
ligious training,  moral  and  social  guidance.  Good  habits  will  be 
formed;  undesirable  ones,  broken.  In  kindergarten  he  will  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  develop  as  few  American  children  have. 

Upon  entering  school  he  gradually  unfolds  as  any  normal  child. 
He  has  definite  duties  to  perform  during  the  day.  He  is  expected  to 
do  his  work  well;  therefore,  he  responds  readily.  Since  he  is  one 
among  many,  he  rapidly  learns  to  give  and  take — a  lesson  some  peo- 
ple fail  to  learn  within  a  life  time. 

Upon  entering  high  school  his  interests  are  developed  more  fully 
than  those  of  the  average  public  school  student.  His  instructors  have 
drawn  out  the  best  that  he  has.  This  has  been  possible  because  of 
the  opportunity  to  direct  his  interests  along  certain  lines  of  work 
which  he  enjoyed.  If  a  boy  likes  dairying,  poultry  raising,  or  general 
farming,  he  may  not  only  study  agriculture  but  also  participate  in 
those  activities,  If  he  prefers  printing,  the  "Charity  and  Children" 
printing  shop  will  offer  him  valuable  experience.  Whatever  his  or 
her  interests  are,  something  much  more  definite  can  be  offered  him 
than  in  the  average  public  high  school. 

We  join  the  four  thousand  children  who  have  been  given  a  bet- 
ter chance  to  live  because  of  service  rendered  in  our  orphanage  in 
expressing   our   sincere   gratitude   for  the   excellent   work   which  has 
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been  done.  We  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  our  keen  apprecia- 
tion for  what  is  now  being  accomplished.  As  to  the  future,  our  faith 
is  expressed  in  the  words  of  the  distinguished  poet,  Robert  Brown- 
ing, when  he  said: 

''Grow  old  along  with  me. 

The  best  is  yet  to  be."

REPORT  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals.,  Inc.,  located  at  Winston- 
Salem,  North  Carolina,  is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Baptist  De- 
nomination and  hence,  it  is  state-wide  in  its  service. 

Since  the  Hospital  was  opened  in  1923,  a  little  more  than  33,000 
patients  have  entered  for  treatment.  We  shall  have  this  year  about 
4,000  patients;  of  this  number,  almost  one-half  will  be  part-pay  and 
free  patients.     We  had  a  little  more  than  14,000  free  days  last  year. 
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This  year,  as  we  are  now  running,  we  shall  have  a  little  more  than 
that  number.  We  shall  have  at  the  present  rate  19,932  part-pay  and 
free  days,  or  1458  free  and  part-pay  patients.  This,  with  our  present 
capacity,  cannot  be  increased  as  we  are  running-  as  full  as  possible. 

We  received  from  the  Duke  Endowment  last  year  a  little  more 
than  $14,000.00.  Apart  from  this,  we  are  dependent  upon  the  Church- 
es and  Sunday  Schools,  through  their  Mother's  Day  offerings,  for 
the  hospitalization  of  this  vast  number  of  free  and  part-pay  patients. 
It  costs  $3.87  per  day  to  care  for  a  patient  in  the  Hospital. 

The  different  organizations  of  our  women  are  rendering  an  ex- 
ceedingly valuable  service  for  the  Hospital  by  furnishing  linen  such 
as  sheets,  pillow  cases,  tray  covers,  towels,,  etc.  These  are  always 
needed  and  gratefully  received.  We  will  gladly  furnish  a  list,  giving 
the  specifications,  of  linens  used  in  the  Hospital. 

We  might  add  that  we  have  a  fine  staff  of  sixty-six  doctors  and 
surgeons;  also,  a  School  in  which  nurses,  are  trained  with  the  Chris- 
tian idea  of  service.

His  address  was  likewise  one  of  the  outstanding  features 
of  our  session.  Bro.  J.  M.  Hilliard  also  spoke  briefly  on  the 
subject  after  which,  on  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON   SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  Business  of  the  Sunday  school  is  to  teach  God's  Word  to 
every  available  person.  Jesus,  the  world's  greatest  teacher,  placed 
great  emphasis  upon  teaching.  He  said:  Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  teaching  them  to  observe 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you.  Hence,  our  churches 
accept  this  command  and  seek  to  teach  God's  Word  to  every  available 
person  through  the  Sunday  school. 

-  It  should  be  the  desire  of  every  Sunday  school  teacher  to  take 
the  pupil  as  he  is  and  so  teach  him  from  week  to  v/eek  that  he  will 
eventually  become  what  God  would  have  him  to  be  in  due  time. 
Guiding  life  as  it  develops  is  an  important  matter,  and  is  a  glorious 
task  for  the  church  as  it  seeks  to  promote  the  work  through  the  Sun- 
day school.  Many  evil  influences  have  been  counteracted  in  the  lives 
of  boys  and  girls,  and  even  men  and  women,  by  the  teaching  receiv- 
ed in  the  Sunday  school. 

During  the  past  twenty  years  Southern  Baptist  have  enrolled 
more  people  in  Sunday  school  than  all  other  denominations  put  to- 
gether, and  yet  there  are  ten  and  one-half  million  prospects  for  our 
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Baptist  chui'ches.  In  North  Carolina  there  are  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand prospects  for  our  Baptist  Sunday  schools.  Every  Sunday  morn- 
ing there  are  three  people  at  home  for  every  one  we  have  in  atten- 
dance. In  this  association  there  are  now  34  churches  with  10,093 
members.  In  these  churches  there  are  33  Sunday  schools  with  an 
enrollment  of  8,837  pupils  and  883  teaches,.  If  the  law  of  average 
shows  that  there  are  three  people  at  home  each  Sunday  that  should 
be  present  for  every  one  present,  then  we  have  in  this  association 
20,000  people  that  are  missing  an  opportunity  to  study  God's  Word 
every  Sunday  morning.  In  our  Baptist  churches  there  are  26,511 
Baptist  possibilities  for  our  Baptist  churches  in  this  association. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  through  its  five-year  plan  is  s;eeking 
to  enroll  500,000  new  pupils  by  1941.  North  Carolina  should  enroll 
at  least  50,000  of  them.  This  association  should  enroll  800  of  them. 
We  call  upon  every  church  in  thisi  association  to  join  our  State  Sun- 
day School  Department  and  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  this  effort 
to  increase  the  enrollment  in  our  schools,  and  at  the  same  time  in- 
crease the  average  attendance  at  least  ten  per  cent. 

In  presentinrr  this  report  we  urge  renewed  acceptance  by  the 
churches  rf  the  Sundsy  School  as  an  instrument  in  the  hands  of 
Christian  people  to  magnify  the  church,  to  prevent  crime,  promote 
preaching  attends ncc,  keep  Bible  teaching  under  church  control,  win 
the  lost  tc   Christ,  teach  Missions  and  enlist  in  Mission-^iry  practices. 

To  ai.l  the  ch.irches  with  their  Bible  teaching  work  the  Baptist 
State  Cor.  /ention  maintains  a  Department  of  Christian  Education, 
which  includes  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union,  and  Baptist 
Student  Union  work.  Rev,  W.  Perry  Crouch  is  Secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Educ.ition,  ;^,nd  L.  L.  Morgan  is  Secretary  of  Sunday  school 
work.  Th2ir  service'^,  are  available  for  training  class>-^s,  conferences, 
Sunday  School  Revivals,  associational  conventions  and  many  other 
types  of  meetings.  The  Department  will  furnish  tracts  on  all  phases 
of  the  wo.k  to  any  church  or  individual  requesting  the  same  of  Sec- 
retary L.   L.   Morgan,  200  Biblical  Recorder  Building,  Raleigh,  N.   C.

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STATE   MISSIONS 

"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture."—Mark  16:15. 

"Ye  shall  receive  power  when  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you: 
and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  ....  in  all  Judea." — Acts  1:8. 

Literally,  we  all  cannot  be  missionaries,  but  we  all  can  obey  the 
command  of  Jesus  by  sending  others  to  preach  the  Gospel  at  home 
and  abroad  with  the  means  God  has  entrusted  into  our  care. 

It  is  most  certainly  true  that  when  individuals  "first  give  their 
own  selves  to  the  Lord"  as  the  Corinthian  brethren  did  there  will  be 
no  doubt  as  to  their  support  of  missions.  When  professing  Chris- 
tians are  baptized  by  The  Holy  Spirit  they  will  be  witnesses  for  Jesus 
Christ  in  His  whole  program. 

State  Missions  in  the  main  foster  and  promote  missions  in  the. 
immediate  State,  and  at  the  same  time  co-operate  with  our  great 
Southern  Baptist  Program  in  promoting  and  maintaining  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions.  As  a  co-operative  agency  it  is  a  transmitting  sta- 
tion through  which  all  the  contributions  for  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions pass  from  the  local  churches  to  their  proper  destination. 

Then,  too,  there  are  many  of  our  strongest  Baptist  Churches 
which  stand  today  as  trophies  to  pastoral  assistance  from  State  Mis- 
sions. There  are  160  such  churches  aided  now. 

Churches  are  aided  in  educational  centers  where  they  may 
properly  minister  to  students  both  at  home  and  away. 

A  Sunday  School  and  a  Baptist  Training  Union  Department  are 
maintained  in  order  to  train  and  inspire  a  trained  leadership  in  the 
local  churches  through  enlistment. 

Several  churches  are  now  being  aided  in  paying  for  their  church 
plants. 

At  the  Government  Hospital  at  Oteen,  Rev.  Wayne  Williams  is 
supported  while  he  ministers  to  the  sick  veterans  there. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  C.  Lunsford  are  State  Missionaries  to  the 
Indians  in  Robeson  County. 

Beginning  with  1935  the  Baptist  State  Convention  undertook 
some  co-operative  work  with  the  Negro  State  Convention.  Rev.  W. 
C.  Somerville  was  secured  to  arouse  and  enlist  the  quarter  of  a  mil- 
lion negro  Baptists  in  the  State. 

There  are  two  General  Missionaries  supported  by  State  Missions, 
The  Rev.  J.  C.  Pipes  ministers  to  the  West,  while  the  Rev.  M.  O. 
Alexander  ministers  mainly  to  the  east.  These  men  spend  their 
time  holding  revivals,  promoting  Christian  living  and  Scriptural  giv- 
ing for  the  support  of  the  Kingdom,  and  also  helping  in  the  forma- 
tion of  Church  fields. 

State  Missions  in  conjunction  with  Christian  Education  is  render- 
ing a  great  service  toward  training  young  men  called  of  God  into  the 
ministry  as  well  as  other  Christian  workers. 
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Let  us  give  our  best  support  by  our  prayers  and  means  to  the 
whole  Missionary  Program  at  home  and  abroad,  according  to  the  Last 
Command  of  Jesus  and  the  Biblical  Injunction,"  upon  the  first  day 
of  the  week  let  everyone  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  has  pros- 
pered him." — I  Cor.   16:2. 

Especially  do  we  need  to  support  State  Missions  for  they  are  our 
spiritual  service  station  for  North  Carolina  and  the  world.

By  referring  to  our  1935  report,  it  wiU  be  noted  in  paragraph  No. 
5  a  suggestion  was  made  about  changing  our  associational  year  so 
that  the  B.  T.  U.  year  would  run  the  same  as  the  General  Associa- 
tional year — from  October  to  October — therefore  this  report  covers 
from  April  1,  1935  to  October  1,  1936. 

During  the  past  eighteen  months,  since  our  Association  met  at 
Knightdale  Church,  April  7,  1935,  a  number  of  things  have  been  ac- 
complished. We  have  held  several  district  meetings,  three  executive 
meetings,  and  two  special  meetings  during  this  time.  We  also  held 
our  annual  social  in  the  form  of  a  picnic  at  Granite  Lake  in  August. 

The  high  spot  of  this  year's  work  was  when  several  of  our  offi- 
cers went  to  Ridgecrest  in  July  as  guests  of  the  S.  S.  Board  of  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  for  training  preparatory  to  the  launching  of  a  Five  Year 
Program  as  outlined  by  Southern  Baptists. 

Several  of  our  churches  in  the  Association  have  conducted  their 
own  study  courses  this  year,  however,  in  July,  our  Moderator,  Rev. 
L.  R.  Evans,  in  cooperation  with  Miss  Elma  Currin,  conducted  an  as- 
sociation-wide study  course,  trying  to  promote  this  work  in  the  chur- 
ches that  had  not  already  held  their  schools. 

At  our  meeting  in  Gary  we  had  the  largest  number  of  churches 
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ever  to  be  represented  at  any  annual  meeting.  We  also  had  the  lar- 
gest number  of  delegates,  and  more  real  enthusiasm  was  shown. 
There  were  eighteen  churches  represented,  with  one  hundred  seventy- 
three  delegates.  We  had  the  most  outstanding  programs,  which 
was  well  presented  by  all  those  taking  part.  We  were  greatly  helped 
and  inspired  by  these  features  of  our  program:  **The  Presentation  of 
the  B.  T.  U.  Family,"  by  Miss  Mary  Ann  Peebles;  a  talk  by  Mr.  M. 
A.  Huggins,  who  challenged  us  to  our  great  task  of  "Spiritual  Liv- 
ing and  Scriptural  Sharing."  The  meeting  was  brought  to  a  most 
inspirational  closing  by  Rev.  L.  R.  Evans,  presenting  "The  Five  Year 
Program  of  Southern  Baptists." 

The  following  paragraph  will  give  you  in  the  form  of     figures 
something  of  the  present  condition  of  our  association  and  its  work. 
We  now  have  the  following: 
34  churches,  20  churches  having  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s,  10  of  which  have  a 

training  union  with  a  director. 
The  latest  enrollment  was  984.     However,  when  all  church  let- 
ters are  in  this  year,  we  hope  to  show  an  increase  in  enroll- 
ment. 
52  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  when  we  took  our  last  count,  however  this  may 

vary  a  bit  on  the  new  report. 
We  set  our  goal  for  next  year  as  follows:

To  have  one  standard  Training  Union. 
To  have  5  standard  Junior,  Intermediate,  and  Senior  Unions,  and 

two  standard  Adult  Unions. 
To  have  5  additional  General  Organizations,  with  directors. 
To  have  4  new  Junior  Unions. 
To  have  4  new  Intermediate  Unions. 
To  have  3  new  Senior  Unions. 
To  have  3  new  B.  A.  U.'s. 
To  have  500  Study  Course  Awards. 
To  increase  our  enrollment  from  984  to  1200.

For  more  than  a  century  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  served  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  the  world  faithfully  and  ably.  It  has 
sought  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  every  part  of  the  world  in  the  spirit 
of  the  Master.  Page  five  is  set  aside  in  almost  every  issue  for  this 
special  work. 

The  sixty-four  Baptists  who  compose  the  stockholders  in  the  Bib- 
lical Recorder  Publishing  Company  are  lending  every  effort  to  make 
the  Recorder  of  interest  to  our  people  and  intructive  as  to  our  Baptist 
work.  This  was  done  for  years  without  any  dividend,  but  in  more 
recent  years  they  have  received  six  per  cent  on  their  investment.  But 
for  the  other  interests  of  the  Recorder  Publishing  Company  the  paper 
would  have  suspended  ten  years  ago;  the  income  from  rent  on  the 
building  and  other  sources  have  been  taken  to  pay  the  deficit  on  pub- 
lishing the  paper.  The  Christian  culture  of  our  future  Baptist  homes 
depends,  in  no  small  degree  upon  the  contribution  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder makes  to  that  end. 

What  people  think  and  do  is  largely  a  result  of  w^hat  they  read. 
The  Biblical  Recorder  brings  to  us  each  week  a  summary  of  Baptist 
news,  local  and  general. 

It  has  been  faithful  to  give  a  Christian  and  Baptist  interpretation 
to  the  events  of  the  day.  It  invites,  inspires,  and  informs,  as  to  Bap- 
tist achievements,  thus  promoting  our  enterprises  at  home  and  abroad 
Our  schools,  churches,  Sunday  Schools,  B.  T.  U.'s  W.  M.  U.'s  and  lay- 
men's work  are  all  given  due  consideration  and  space.  The  Home 
Circle  affords  help  to  our  young  people  in  developing  high  ideals  of 
intellectual  and  spiritual  living.  Wholesome  literature  is  one  of  the 
great  needs  especially  today,  as  there  is  so  much  degrading  matter 
offered  on  every  hand.     The  Recorder  has  as  its  first  aim  a  purpose 
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to  create  and  stimulate  a  desire  for  pure  living  and  unselfish  service. 

The  price  is  $2.00  per  year,  or  six  months  for  $1.00.  It  is  greatly- 
desirable  that  the  circulation  be  increased  to,  at  least  25,000. 

1.  We  recommend  that  a  day  be  observed  in  all  our  churches  to 
stir  up  the  mind  and  conscience  on  the  subject  of  religious  and  Baptist 
literature.  That  this  day  be  observed  on  some  Sunday  designated  by 
the  local  church  and  that  a  practical  application  follow  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  subject  by  securing  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the  member- 
ship as  subscribers  to  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  periodicals  appointed 
at  this  session  of  the  Association  to  report  next  year  cooperate  v^ith 
the  pastors  in  the  observance  of  Religious  Literature  Day  in  their 
churches.  Furthermore,  that  the  committee  on  periodicals  next  year 
report  whatever  gains  have  been  made  in  subscriptions  to  our  denom- 
inational periodicals  as  a  result  of  the  observance  of  Religious  Lit- 
erature Day  in  the  Churches. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  Club  Plan  for  securing  Charity 
and  Children,  our  fine  Orphanage  publication.  Its  larger  use  would 
mean  so  much  to  so  many  who  need  its  ministry. 

Our  great  Sunday  School  and  Mission  literature  should  be  made 
available  to  more  of  our  people  and  should  be  read,  studied  and  applied 
in  our  homes  and  churches.

BAPTIST  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

We  should  view  the  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists 
both  from  the  view  point  of  the  individual  member  and  the  individual 
church,  and  also  from  the  view  point  of  the  objects  which  Baptists 
support. 

1.  It  is  a  Plan  which  enables  the  individual  and  the  church  to 
share  in  the  support  of  every  object  which  Baptists  believe  should  be 
supported  as  a  consequence  of  the  Program  which  Jesus  began. 

2.  From  the  view  point  of  the  objects  which  we  support,  it  ena- 
bles them  to  make  a  unified  appeal  to  individuals  and  to  churches  in- 
stead of  a  separate  appeal  for  each  separate  object.  It  operates  on  the 
principle  of  each  for  all  and  all  for  each,  and  all  for  Christ. 

3.  It  makes  an  appeal  to  every  member  to  contribute  to  the  Co- 
operative Program,  since  in  so  doing  every  member  will  share  in  the 
support  of  every  object.     At  the  same  time  it  recognizes  the  right  of 
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every  member  to  contribute  to  any  object,  or  objects,  with  the  promise 
that  money  so  given  will  g-o  to  the  object  specified  or  designated  and 
to  that  object  alone. 

4.  All  funds  contributed,  and  which  are  marked  "Cooperative 
Program"  are  divided  among  the  several  causes,  according  to  the 
needs  of  each.  Sixty  per  cent,  at  present,  of  the  total  remains  in 
North  Carolina,  and  is  divided  among  these  objects: 

State  Missions  - — - -  13  per  cent 

Christian  Education-Debt  Service  42  per  cent 

Hospital  at  Winston  Salem  _._. 4  per  cent 

Ministerial   Education    _. ___ 1  per  cent 


60  per  cent 


Note  that  the  Orphanage  is  not  listed.  It  is  not  in  the  Coopera- 
tive Program,  but  depends  for  its  support  upon  a  once  a  month  offer- 
ing in  the  Sunday  schools  and  an  offering  at  Thanksgiving. 

A  part,  or  the  other  40  percent,  is  sent  out  of  the  State  and  is 
divided  among  these  objects:

In  short,  it  is  a  Plan  whereby  individual  Baptists  may  work  to- 
gether to  carry  on  the  program  begun  by  Christ.  An  individual  Bap- 
tist does  not  give  money  to  a  "Plan."  Neither  does  he,  directly  speak- 
ing, give  it  to  a  Board  or  Institution.  Money  given  is  for  the  benefit 
of  people.  Boards,  agencies  and  institutions  are  merely  means  or  in- 
struments which  we  Baptists  use  in  order  to  carry  out  the  program 
of  Christ. 

Each  year  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  various  state 
conventions  have  reaffirmed  their  approval  of  the  Baptist  Cooperative 
Program  as  the  best  plan  yet  devised  for  supporting  all  the  causes 
fostered  by  Southern  Baptists.  This  plan,  faithfully  followed,  will  in- 
sure all  of  Christ's  causes  against  becoming  victims  of  temporary 
weather  conditions  and  other  unforseen  contingencies,  such  as  epi- 
demics. 

The  truth  is  many  churches  in  North  Carolina  are  just  now  learn- 
ing what  the  Cooperative  Program  is,  and  are  learning  how  to  remit 
their  funds  in  accordance  with  it.  However,  if  it  is  to  be  a  success, 
each  church  should  plan  for  an  enrollment  of  every  member  of  the 
church  in  Christian  service  and  in  systematic,  regular  giving  as  an  act 
of  worship.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

(By  S.  L,  Morgan) 

Christ's  Great  Commission  to  the  Church  was  to  go  with  his  Gos- 
pel of  salvation  to  all  nations,  and  to  apply  it  to  all  phases  of  human 
life.  We  have  reached  all  nations  with  the  Gospel,  but  as  yet  much 
of  human  life,  even  in  "Christian"  America,  has  been  hardly  affected 
by  the  Gospel.  And  so  the  task  of  Home  Missions  is  both  to  convert 
the  unconverted,  and  to  make  ''Christians"  truly  Christian.  The  suc- 
cess of  our  missionaries  to  other  lands  is  sadly  crippled  by  the  un- 
christian living  of  Christians  in  the  home  land.  The  fresh  discovery 
of  this  fact  makes  it  doubly  imperative  to  save  the  home  land.  To  do 
this  will  require,  not  merely  a  more  zealous  evangelism,  but  an  evan- 
gelism that  goes  deeper  and  demands  Christian  living  that  is  more 
truly  Christian.  And  it  will  require  the  constant  training  of  our 
church  members  to  live  truly  like  Christians. 

As  yet  vast  multitudes  in  our  Southland  are  but  sUghtly  touched 
by  the  gospel.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  283  missionaries  work- 
ing in  84  stations  in  the  South  and  in  Cuba  and  the  Canal  Zone,  and 
they  reported  last  year  4,000  conversions  and  baptism,  with  18  new 
churches  organized.  It  maintained  566  Sunday  schools  with  11,554 
pupils.  But  withal  we  are  but  scratching  the  surface  of  a  vast  des- 
titution.    The  Board  has  but  1  missionary  to  500,000  Jews;  8  mission- 
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aries  to  600,000  Italians;  11  missionaries  to  650,000  French-speaking 
Americans;  44  missionaries  to  800,000  Mexicans  on  our  soil;  18  mis- 
sionaries to  the  10,000,000  Negroes;  24  missionaries  to  200,000  In- 
dians; 8  missionaries  to  150,000  people  in  Panama  and  the  Canal  Zone 
and  71  missionaries  to  the  2,500,000  Cubans.  In  Southern  cities  are 
vast  foreign  settlements  almost  untouched  by  American  Christianity, 
dense  masses  living  as  foreigners.  In  two  suburbs  of  St.  Louis  are 
40,000  Russians.  In  Baltimore  are  42,000.  In  the  same  way  are 
grouped  the  people  of  20  other  nationalities.  In  Charlotte  are  enough 
Chinese  to  maintain  a  good  mission.  All  round  us  is  the  submerged 
tenant  class  and  the  slum  dweller  of  city  and  village,  almost  unreach- 
ed by  the  churches  near  them.  It  is  a  vast  challenge  to  home  mis- 
sions, whether  by  the  local  church  or  through  the  Home  Board. 

The  Home  Board  stiU  struggles  under  its  vast  debt,  but  the  light 
is  breaking.  Last  year  the  Board  received  for  interest  and  principal 
on  the  debt  $195,000,  its  total  receipts  being  $416,000,  nearly  $83,000 
more  than  in  1934.  From  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  was  received 
up  to  July  1  $108,000,  all  of  which  went  to  the  debt.  The  Board  is 
operating  within  its  budget,  and  for  the  past  two  years  without  bor- 
rowing any  money. 

Saving  all  nations  is  today,  even  more  clearly  than  ever  before, 
a  problem  both  of  reaching  the  unreached  masses  and  of  making  our 
Christians  at  home  more  truly  Christian.  So  long  as  our  church  peo- 
ple live  so  largely  for  pleasure  and  self-indulgence,  and  go  on  spend- 
ing fabulous  sums  for  luxuries  and  liquor  and  war,  while  they  give  a 
pittance  for  the  great  Kingdom  enterprises;  and  so  long  as  we  con- 
tinue the  war  of  class  against  class,  and  the  snobbery  of  white  races 
toward  all  colored  races,  we  will  continue  to  cripple  the  missionaries 
we  send  to  other  nations.  Last  year  for  the  first  time  in  our  history 
more  foreigners  left  America  than  came  to  it.  Only  46,000  came,  and 
more  than  100,000  went  back.  Each  one  went  a  missionary,  but  what 
sort?  The  most  crucial  issue  before  Christianity  is  to  Christianize 
it  at  home. 


Bro.  T.  S.  Lawrence  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions. 
Following  a  short  address  on  this  report  by  him,  the  main  dis- 
cussion was  turned  over  to  Bro.  F.  C.  Feezor  and  following  his 
interesting  address,  it  was  further  discussed  by  Bro.  D.  W. 
Herring.      On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIG'N  MISSIONS 

As  we  think  of  the  progress  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the 
past  year,  we  have  every  cause  to  thank  God.  It  seems  that  after  so 
many  years  of  shadows  we  are  coming  into  the  light  again;  and  sure- 
ly the  morning  light  is  breaking  on  a  brighter  day  for  our  Foreign 
Mission  Board  and  Kingdom  Interests  abroad. 
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Just  this  week  our  papers  carry  the  news  of  the  appointment  of 
fifteen  new  missionaries,  the  reduction  of  the  debt  from  $1,115,000 
to  $400,000  during  the  past  four  years,  and  a  marked  increase  in  our 
current  receipts. 

As  we  look  back  over  this  year,  we  can  recall  some  of  the  things 
that  we  have  for  which  to  thank  God.  The  growing  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm on  the  fields  and  the  increase  in  our  giving  at  home  are 
evidences  of  a  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  both  here  and  abroad, 
which  fact  means  that  missions  is  becoming  more  vital  in  the  thinking 
of  all  peoples. 

We  can  be  thankful  to  God  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  which 
amounted  to  $240,000  in  1935,  the  greatest  of  all  past  years.  |100,000 
of  this  amount  went  directly  for  missionaries'  salaries  and  $140,000 
was  used  in  building,  repairs  and  general  support  of  our  mission  sta- 
tions. 

The  great  agency  that  is  bringing  us  out  of  debt  is  The  Hundred 
Thousand  Club.  During  the  year  ending  May  1,  1935,  $58,923  was 
paid  through  this  agency  on  our  Mission  Board  indebtedness.  Added 
to  this  reduction  also  there  has  been  a  reduction  of  interest  rate  from 
six  per  cent  to  four  and  one-half  per  cent. 

Another  great  peak  of  the  year  was  the  Week  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions at  Ridgecrest,  this  year  the  largest  in  its  history.  The  value  of 
this  week  to  our  missionaries  and  to  kingdom  work  at  home  and 
abroad  is  inestimable. 

As  we  look  forward  to  the  coming  year,  each  church  ought  to 
make  plans  that  will  include  the  enlistment,  training,  and  the  active 
cooperation  of  every  member  in  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions.  Our 
aim  should  be  the  enlistment  of  every  member  in  Scriptural  giving; 
the  promotion  of  at  least  one  school  of  Missions  and  Stewardship  dur- 
ing the  yepr;  and  the  cooperation  with  our  Board  in  its  special  weeks 
of  prayer  and  giving,  especially  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  and  the 
Hundred  Thousand  Club. 


Miss  Velma  Presler  read  the  report  on  Christian  Education. 
The  discussion  of  the  report  was  turned  over  to  Bro.  W.  R. 
Cullom.

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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

It  is  a  significant  observation  that  the  worst  depression  that 
history  has  ever  known  occurred  during  the  so-caUed  "best  educated" 
generation  of  our  history.  As  a  group  of  interested  people  who  are 
undertaking  to  support  several  educational  institutions  in  our  state  it 
w^ould  be  well  for  us  to  consider  the  implications  of  such  a  satement. 
Surely  these  ''best  educated"  people  would  not  willingly  have  let  them- 
selves be  thus  overtaken  by  such  a  calamitous  situation;  their  educa- 
tion must  not  have  pirepared  them  adequately  for  the  best  living. 
Theirs  was  largely  an  education  without  religion,  which  inevitably 
leads  to  an  athestic  materialism.  It  lacked  that  something  which  con- 
sidered the  good)of  the  other  person  instead  of  self,  a  something  which 
resulted  in  freer  spending  and  freer  living;  a  something  w^hich  destroy- 
ed the  moral  balance  of  a  people  otherwise  ducated. 

Hence  the  world  today  is  demanding  what  it  now  terms  ''Char- 
acter Education,"  but  there  is  no  character  apart  from  Christ.  Char- 
acter is  grown  in  Christ,  not  learned  by  precept.  Dean  Inge  said, 
"Religion  is  caught,  njot  taught."  If  so,  our  Christian  Schools  must 
needs  look  to  their  faculty,  before  the  facts  they  teach;  to  the  lives 
their  students  will  see,  before  their  libraries;  to  their  labors  of  love, 
before  their  laboratories;  and  to  nobility  of  character,  before  note- 
books. Our  Christian  schools  should  demonstrate  to  the  pupils 
Christian  living.  They  must  teach  Christ's  truths,  but  they  must  be 
more  sure  to  live  them.  Then  we  shall  have  young  men  and  woinen 
coming  from  these  campuses  which  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have 
struggled  for,  fired  with  enthusiasms  for  Christ,  seeking  to  "grow  in 
grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ," 
because  they  have  looked  upon  the  lives  of  others  who  were  constantly 
a  blessing  in  so  doing. 

Christ  is  contagious;  may  our  2500  young  people  "catch"  Him 
from  their  professors  and  instructors  at  Meredith,  Chowan,  Wake 
Forest,  Mars  Hll,  and  Campbell.  Let  us  in  our  Christian  schools 
"Teach  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  He  has  commanded  us."

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITIES 

The  work  of  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  located  at  Dallas,  Texas,  should  find  a  large  place 
in  the  thought  and  concern  of  every  Baptist  in  the  South.  They  should 
make  it  a  matter  of  prayer,  of  study  and  of  co-operative  effort. 

The  Care  of  Our  Aged  and  Infirm  Preachers  and  Widnws 

First,  the  Board  continually  faces  the  great  task  laid  upon  it 
by   the    Southern    Baptist   Convention   and    by    the    various    States    of 
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providing  food,  clothing-  and  shelter  for  the  thousands  of  ministers  who 
have  grown  old  in  the  service  of  Christ,  and  of  the  widows  of  minis- 
ters who  have  gone  to  their  Heavenly  home.  The  upturned  faces  and 
the  outstretched  hands  of  these  find  quick  and  practical  response  and 
"who  would  begrudge  a  few  embers  to  keep  the  frosts  of  winter  from 
chilling  the  weary  frames  of  the  old  veterans  of  the  Cross." 

The  "Fellowship  Offering" 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  now  asking  that  a  special  "Fel- 
lowship Offering"  be  taken  by  each  church  at  least  once  a  year  in 
connection  with  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  This  offering 
will  be  in  addition  to  their  regular  contributions  and  should  be  sent  to 
The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  through  the  State  offices  like  all  other 
contributions  but  marked  "Special  Fellowship  Offering  for  Ministerial 
Relief".  If  thousands  of  our  churches  will  take  this  "Fellowship  Of- 
fering" the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  will  be  able  to  send  thousands 
of  dollars  more  money  to  these  aged  and  dependent  veterans. 

....   Building   Against  the  Day  of  Need 

Second,  the  younger  men  now  active  in  the  ministry  of  Southern 
Baptist  Churches  will,  if  they  live,  grow  old,  and  unless  something  is 
done  to  prevent  them  frnm  reaching  old  age  in  poverty  they  are  well 
nigh  certain  to  become  dependents  upon  the  churches  or  upon  their 
communities.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  the  children  and  grandchil- 
dren of  aged  ministers  should  or  will  take  care  of  them.  The  siniple 
tru,th  is  that  most  of  them  do  not  and  many  of  them  could  not  if  they 
would;  they  have  family  cares  of  their  own  that  usually  make  drafts 
upon  them  for  all  that  they  can  do.  Many  children  of  ministers  do  help 
their  parents  and  they  often  do  it  at  very  great  sacrifice,  but  be  that 
as  it  may,  is  it  not  better  for  churches  and  ministers  to  co-operate  in 
the  payment  of  certain  (not  burdensome)  dues  by  means  of  which 
pensions  may  be  built  up  through  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  during 
the  years  of  active  service  and  drawn  upon  during  the  years  of  in- 
activity and  retirement.  These  church  dues  may  be  limited  to  three 
per  cent  (3)  of  the  minister's  monthly  salary  while  the  minister  pays 
a  like  amount.  No  salary  is  too  small  to  enable  the  churches  and  min- 
isters to  benefit  by  this  plan. 

Record  of  Benefits  Paid 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  has  already  paid  to  aged  ministers 
and  widows  nearly  three  Millions  of  dollars  in  benefits,  but  vastly 
more  needs  to  be  done  and  the  Board  is  limited  in  what  it  can  do  only 
by  the  churches.     Will  they  co-operate?

Jesse  McCarter  after  which  the  Moderator  called 
the  Association  to  order. 

One  minute  was  given  to  some  one  from  each  church  to 
nam^e  one  or  more  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments  of  their 
Church  during  the  past  year. 

REPORT  ON  DIGEST  OF  LETTERS 

While  we  as  an  association  have  not  made  the  progress  along-  all 
lines  that  we  might  wish,  our  letters  show  that  we  have  made  some 
substantial  gains.  The  largest,  and  most  satisfactory  gain  was  in  the 
number  of  baptisms.     Last  year  there  were  270,  this  year  416,  a  gain 
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over  last  year  of  146.  Three  churches  reported  no  baptisms.  The 
largest  number,  66  was  by  Tabernacle  Church,  and  the  next,  30,  was 
by  Calvary  Church.  In  membership,  there  was  an  increase  of  195, 
from  10093  to  10288  (not  counting  Mt.  Zion.) 

In  Sunday  School  enrollment,  there  was  an  increase  from  8637  to 
8885,  a  gain  of  248.  Only  six  churches  reported  a  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment larger  than  their  church  membership.  Our  W.  M.  U.  reports 
a  gain  in  membership  with  about  the  same  number  of  organizations. 
They  report  gain  in  contributions. 

Our  B.  T.  U.  organizations  are  doing  substantial  work  with  no  con- 
siderable  change   in   numbers. 

The  letters  indicate  a  gain  in  local  expenditures  from  |58004.29 
in  1935  to  $58702.28,  a  gain  of  $697.99,  while  in  all  other,  contributions 
are  advanced  from  $15,396.25  to  $16,227.92,  a  gain  of  $831.67.  Every 
church  contributed  something  for  others. 

Only  one  church  failed  to  give  to  the  orphanage,  and  the  total 
offerings  were  $3346.87,  an  increase  of  $190.14  over  last  year.  For  our 
Baptist  Hospital  there  was  a  gain  over  last  year's  gifts,  seven  churches 
failing  to  give  for  this  object.  One  church,  Ephesus,  gave  more  than 
twice  as  much  for  others  as  for  themselves.  Green  Level  gives  almost 
as  much  for  other  purposes  as  for  home  expenses.  Considering  all 
things,  we  ought  to  thank  God  and  determine  to  do  better.

Report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

Temperance  as  it  relates  to  the  beverage  use  of  alcohol  is  in- 
terpreted by  our  church  covenant  as  meaning  total  abstinence.  The 
covenant  says,  "We  will  abstain  from  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating 
drink  as  a  beverage."  We  Baptists  have  already  signed  a  pledge  of 
total  abstinence.     Let  us  refresh  our  memories  and  live  accordingly. 

We  would  com.mend  to  the  moral  and  financial  support  of  all  our 
people  the  United  Dry  Forces  in  their  3-fold  program;  First,  maintain- 
ing- and  strengthening  our  dry  laws;  Second,  securing  better  lavv"  en- 
forcement; Third,  teaching  the  harmful  effects  of  beverage  alcohol. 

The  present  alarming  increase  in  drunken  driving  on  our  highways 
calls  for  a  careful  study  by  all  our  citizens.  The  safety  division  of 
the  highway  patrol  gives  us  the  following:  From  November  first  1935 
to  October  10,  1936,  6109  drivers'  licenses  were  revoked.  90  per  cent 
of  these  or  5498  were  for  drunken  driving.  This  number  is  increasing- 
on  an  average  of  about  18  per  day. 
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The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  more  responsible  for  this 
situation  than  any  other  body  of  Christians  because  we  have  nearly 
as  many  members  as  all  others  combined.

REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 

We  are  presenting  for  publication  this  year,  a  history  of  Salem 
Church.    It  is  one  of  our  oldest  churches,  being  organized  in  1841. 
Other  facts,  we  desire  to  record  in  this  report: 

Zebulon  Church,  after  struggling  with  debt  for  many  years,  has 
risen  up  and  paid  the  last  cent  of  their  indebtedness.  We  congratulate 
Pastor  R.  H.  Herring  and  his  noble  band  of  workers. 

Wendell  Church  has  moved  up  from  half  time  to  full  time  preach- 
ing-, and  under  the  leadership  of  Pastor  Leslie  Newman,  they  are  mak- 
ing fine  progress  in  the  construction  of  an  adequate  brick  church 
building. 

Knightdale  Church  has  completed  and  dedicated,  free  from  debt, 
an  additional   Sunday   School  building. 

Calvary  Church,  W.  O.  Andrews  pastor,  has  had  an  unusual  year 
of  progress.  They  have  had  nine  weeks  of  revival,  and  have  added  78 
members,  30  by  Baptism.  There  is  a  growing  evidence  of  fellowship 
and   deepening   spirituality. 

Mt.  Zion  Church,  which  for  several  years  has  been  inactive,  and 
sent  neither  messengers  nor  report  to  the  association,  gives  indication 
of  some  life,  and  we  hope  by  another  year- to  see  them  actively  engaged 
in  Kingdom  work. 

Cary  Church,  by  adopting  the  tithing  plan  has  added  more  than 
$500.00  to  their  mission  offering.

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HISTORY  OF  SALEM  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Salem  Baptist  Church,  near  Apex,  N.  C,  was  organized  on 
September  9th,  1841.  There  were  thirty-two  charter  members, 
as  follows:  Joseph  King,  H.  Castleberry,  A.  Yates,  B.  Upchurch, 
John  Crocker,  Johnson  Olive,  William  Pope,  H.  Upchurch,  Thom- 
as Young,  Anderson  Crocker,  J.  M.  Betts,  Jackson  Byrel,  Hinton 
as  Young,  Anderson  Crocker,  J.  M.  Betts,  Jackson  Byrd,  Hinton 
Hudson,  W.  M.  Betts,  Wyatt  J.  Holleman,  Gilbert  Upchurch,  John 
Baucom,  Jordan  Holleman,  Hilliard  Hudson,  Gray  Jones,  Jane 
Betts,  Moody  Passmore,  John  Upchurch,  Wiley  Pope,  Abel  Up- 
church, P.  W.  Dowd,  Priscilla  Wimberly,  William  Lashley,  Mar- 
garet Upchurch,  Candas  Merritt  and  A.  S.  Jones. 

Revs.  P.  W.  Dowd  and  Steven  Senter  constituted  the  pres- 
bytery that  organized  the  church.  Rev.  Steven  Senter  was  chosen 
first  pastor.  His  salary  was  $30.00  for  the  first  year.  He  served 
on  two  years.  The  first  deacons  were  John  Baucom  and  Ander- 
son Yates.  Rev.  Jesse  Howell  was  pastor  in  1844,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Rev.  P.  W.  Dowd,  who  served  for  seven  years. 
.r*P  In  1847  Dr.  M.  T.  Yates  visited  the  church,  and  a  contribu- 
tion was  made  for  foreign  missions.  The  amount  given  was 
$10.75.  In  1850  a  move  was  made  to  enlarge  the  building.  We 
are  not  sure  of  what  was  done.  Rev.  John  C.  Wilson  was  pastor 
in  1852  and  1853,  during  which  time  a  Sunday  School  was  or- 
ganized. 

In  1854,  Rev.  P.  W.  Dowd  was  called  for  a  second  pastorate 
^of  one  year,  and  was  succeeded  in  1855  by  Rev.  Johnson  Olive, 
who  served  until  1858,  and  the  church  is  on  record  as  giving  to 
home   missions. 

In  1859,  Rev.  Jesse  Howell  came  back  for  a  period  of  two 
years.    Joseph  King  was  licensed  to  preach  about  this  time. 

During  the  four  years  of  the  Civil  War,  Rev.  A.  D.  Black- 
wood was  pastor  of  this  church.  At  this  time,  the  clerk  began  to 
record  all  texts  used  by  the  pastors. 

From  1865  to  1868,  Dr.  T.  W.  Young  was  pastor.  There 
seems  to  be  no  record  of  any  pastor  from  1868  to  1875,  when  Rev. 
J.  C.  Marcom  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Holleman  both  served  in  one  year. 

Rev.  Geo.  J.  Dowell  was  called  in  1876  and  served  for  eight 
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years.  Prohibition  was  beginning  to  grow  in  sentiment  and  the 
church  petitioned  the  state  legislature  to  prohibit  the  sale  of 
liquors,  wines  and  ciders. 

Again  the  church  building  was  improved  and  enlarged. 

In  1884  and  1885,  Dr.  Young  returned  to  give  half-time 
service,  and  in  1886,  Rev.  Duncan  McLeod  became  pastor.  The 
church  was  gradually  becoming  more  liberal  in  gifts  to  others. 

Rev.  J,  N.  Boothe  served  for  three  years,  1887-89.  He  was 
followed  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Olive,  who  served  for  four  years,  and 
was  in  turn  succeeded  by  Rev.  J.  M.  White,  who  was  pastor  from 
1894  to  1898. 

In  the  year  1899,  two  men  served  as  pastor,  D.  C.  Britt  and 
J.  E.  Taylor.  Rev.  C.  V.  Brooks  was  called  in  1900  and  served 
through  1905,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  R.  S.  Stephenson, 
who  was  pastor  for  ten  years,  1906  through  1915. 

In  1916,  the  church  called  Rev.  R.  E.  Atkins,  who  served  for 
20  years,  the  longest  period  that  any  one  has  served.  During 
his  ministry,  in  1920-22  the  present  building  was  erected  at  a 
cost  of  $10,000. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made,  such  as  new  pews, 
electric  lights,  baptistry,  paint,  class  rooms,  etc. 

The  church  has  such  organizations  as  Sunday  School  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Society, 

In  1935,  Rev.  L.  J.  Rainey  became  pastor,  and  there  is  reason 
to  believe  that  the  church  will  continue  to  grow  in  grace,  know- 
ledge and  spiritual  power.

evils  of  salacious  literature  and  the  need  of  wholesome  reading 

in  our  homes. 

REPORT  ON  RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 


In  Ijhe  min^ds  of  all  serious  thinking  people  there  iis  no  doubt 
as  to  the  need  of  more  and  a  wider  circularization  of  literature  that 
carries  with  it  a  message  of  uncompromising  Christianity.  The  free- 
dom of  speech  and  the  press  is  a  matter  of  which  we  rightfully  boast, 
and  yet,  from  the  privilege  of  that  same  freedom,  there  emerges  a 
situation  that  makes  it  difficult  to  combat  the  ever-active  influences 
that  are  lurking  throughout  our  land  in  the  form  of  unwholesome  and 
even  obscene  literature.  It  is  appalling  that  so  many  authors  of  books, 
and  editors  of  periodicals  are  obviously  more  interested  in  their  finan- 
cial gain  than  they  are  in  the  moulding  of  character.  The  forces  of 
evil  are  arrayed  against  the  forces  of  righteousness.  It  matters  not 
whether  these  sinister  forces  premeditatedly,  organized  a  campaign 
to  defeat  the  cause  of  righteousness  or  M^hether  they  now  pursue  their 
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courses  with  unintentional  harm,  the  hurtful  result  is  the  same.  The 
constant  reading  of  unclean  literature,  which  is  being  done  by  many, 
soils  the  mind  and  narrows  the  channel  of  thought,  and  will  ultimately 
change  one's  whole  life.  For  the  maintenance  of  the  health  of  the 
body,  utmost  care  is  exercised  in  the  selection  of  food.  Should  not 
food  for  thought  be  as  carefully  provided,  remembering  that  as  a  man 
thinketh,  so  is  he? 

Having  been  thus  reminded,  afresh,  of  the  peril  of  unholy  liter- 
ature, the  question  naturally  arises  as  to  what  can  be  done  about  it. 
Education  is  a  wonderful  counteracting  factor.  It  may  not  fully  solve 
the  problem,  but  it  will  go  a  long  way  toward  it.  An  unbridled,  relent- 
less campaign  of  education  through  the  religious  press  against  all  un- 
desirable printed  matter,  regardless  of  its  form,  should  be  enthusias- 
tically advocated  and  waged  with  courage  and  unyielding  determina- 
tion. 

All  publications,  such  as  our  own  Biblical  Recorder  should  be  mor- 
ally and  financially  supported  by  assisting  in  the  enlargement  of  its 
usefulness  through  increased  subscriptions  and  by  every  source  at  our 
command.  Readers  of  questionable  literature  should  be  transformed 
into  readers  of  literature  that  cultivates  the  mind  and  enriches  the 
soul. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  a  guide  to  deeper  spiritual  thinking,  and 
it  inspires  the  will  to  dare  to  do  a  greater  service  to  mankind,  and  to 
have  a  greater  part  in  the  general  advancement  of  the  work  of  God's 
earthly  Kingdom.  Upon  the  pages  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  are  found 
articles  contributed  by  consecrated  writers  who  are  learned  and  who, 
themselves,  are  rich  in  Christian  achievement  and  experience.  Those 
who  read  these  articles  should  derive  spiritual  uplift  and  profit. 

It  is  also  signally  true  that  whenever  a  question  arises  that  is 
likely  to  involve  the  wholesomeness  of  our  colleges  and  our  schools  of 
lesser  importance,  or  of  the  denomination  at  large,  the  editorial  pages 
of  the  Biblical  Recorder  are  found  aflame  with  courageous  arguments 
in  defense  of  propriety,  justice  and  right,  and  opposing  those  things 
that  have  even  the  appearance  of  evil.  Its  department  devoted  to  the 
discussion  of  current  events  contains  comments  that  are  sane  and 
most  timely.  Its  news  notes  render  helpful  service  in  that  they  keep 
its  readers  abreast  of  the  whereabouts  and  of  the  activities  of  the 
brotherhood  throughout  the  home  state,  as  well  as  the  southland.  Its 
Educational  department  and  that  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
and  others  carry  helpful  accounts  of  the  accomplishments  achieved  by 
each  one.

May  we  ever  pray  for  the  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  his 
co-workers  that  they  may  have  the  guidance  of  God  to  continue  for 
many  years  the  task  they  have  done  so  well  in  the  past.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina  has  gone  forward  in  its 
work  of  ministering  to  the  body,  the  mind  and  the  soul  of  dependent 
children.  More  than  one  thousand  children  have  received  this  three- 
fold ministry  during  the  past  year.  The  health  of  the  entire  orphan- 
age family  has  been  excellent.  The  educational  and  spiritual  life  of 
the  children  have  advanced  under  wise,  consecrated  leadership.  No 
money  has  been  borrowed,  and  all  bills  will  have  been  paid  when  the 
Annual  Thanksgiving  offering-  comes  in.  While  this  is  an  excellent 
record,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  should  not  become  contented. 
Too  many  dependent  children  are  having  to  be  turned  back  for  lack  of 
room.     Our  Orphanage  must  expand. 

Let  us  turn  now  and  see  what  we  have  done  in  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation for  the  support  of  this  great  work.  Our  thirty-four  churches 
in  their  annual  Thanksgiving  offering  and  our  thirty-four  Sunday 
Schools  in  their  once-a-month  contribution  have  given  $3,950.61,  or  an 
average  of  $116.20  per  church  during  the  past  year,  or  about  3  cents 
per  member  per  month.  This  is  a  little  more  than  we  have  been  doing, 
and  yet  it  is  not  as  much  as  we  can  do  and  should  seek  to  do.  Four 
churches  have  not  made  any  contribution  at  all,  and  only  five  have 
followed  the  financial  plan  of  taking  and  sending  an  offering  once-a- 
month. 

Let  us  adopt  as  our  slogan: 

"HELP  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE'' 

1.  By  praying  for  it. 

2.  By  enlisting  every  church  in  making  a  Thanksgiving  offering. 

3.  By  enlisting  every  Sunday  School  in  taking  and  sending  an  of- 
fering every  month. 
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4.  By  enlisting  every  member  in  giving  at  least  five  cents  per 
month. 

Nor  is  our  work  complete  when  we  have  financially  supported  our 
orphanage  and  prayed  for  it  The  orphan  children  that  we  send  from 
our  Association  are  our  responsibility  when  they  finish  the  orphan- 
age. We  should  in  co-operation  with  the  personnel  of  our  orphanage 
help  place  our  ovv^n  orphan  graduates.  Let  us,  therefore,  assume  our 
responsibility  and  do  something  about  it.

AFTERNOON  SESSION,  1:45  O'CLOCK 

Bro.  W.  O.  Andrews  led  in  a  song  service  after  which  Bro.

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order. 

HOSPITAL  REPORT 

In     May,     1937,  the  Baptist  Hospital  completed  its  14th  year  of 
ministry  to  the  sick.     During  these  years  38,000  patients  entered  for 
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treatment.  Above  5,000  applied  for  treatment  this  year,  1,000  of 
which  could  not  be  received  because  of  lack  of  room.  No  one  was 
turned  away  because  of  lack  of  funds  on  their  part. 

An  addition  to  the  nurse's  home  has  just  been  completed  which 
doubles  its  capacity.  The  cost  was  around  |28,000,  which  was  provid- 
ed mostly  by  local  friends  of  the  hospital.  It  has  enables  the  Hospital 
to  enter  a  first  year  class  of  30  students,  making  a  total  of  48  in 
training. 

Our  hospital  has  received  during  the  year  from:  Duke  Endow- 
ment ,  $13,404.00;  Co-operative  Program,  $8,026.81;  Mother's  Day 
offering,  |22,651.43. 

Of  the  number  of  patients  treated  during-  the  year  about  1,700 
were  "service  patients",  who  paid  little  or  nothing.  During  the  year 
around  1,000  mothers  were  returned  to  their  families.  Around  100 
preachers,  missionaries,  and  members  of  their  families  were  treated. 
The  hospital  and  its  66  doctors  rendered  |160,000  dollars  of  free  ser- 
vice during  the  year.  The  policy  of  the  Hospital  is  for  the  patient,  re- 
gardless of  who  he  is,  to  pay  as  much  as  possible  on  his  bill,  whether 
in  part  or  all,  but  no  one  is  turned  away  because  of  lack  of  funds. 
They  depend  largely  on  the  Mother's  Day  offering  and  material  sent 
in  by  the  societies,  such  as  kitchen  and  bed-room  supplies, 

Jesus  said,  "heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers — freely  ye  have  re- 
ceived, freely  give."

STATE  MISSION  REPORT 

The  spirit  and  motive  of  all  Missions  is  the  same.  The  objectives 
are  shghtly  different.  For  a  hundred  years  State  Missions  has  been 
engaged  in  evangelism,  and  leading  people  to  "witness"  for  Christ. 
To  win  them  as  individuals,  or  churches  co-operating  with  others,  is 
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to  witness  to  the  redeeming  blood  and  power  of  Jesus  in  all  hum^n  re- 
lationships. This  vv^as  in  the  beginning,  and  now  is  the  task  of  State 
Missions. 

In  the  last  twenty-five  years  State  Missions  has  added  an  en- 
larged work  of  training  and  developing  those  who  come  into  our 
churches.  So  that  from  a  small  beginning  State  Missions  now  in- 
cludes many  varied  activities.  Here  is  a  list  of  them — Missionary 
Pastoral  Assistance;  Church  Building;  Teaching  and  Training; 
Work  with  the  Indians  and  Negroes;  Work  Among  Students  in  the 
Colleges  of  Our  State;  Oteen  Hospital;  General  Missionaries;  ON- 
LY TWO  for  all  the  State— M.  0.  Alexander  and  J.  C.  Pipes.  What  an 
impossible  task  for  two,  we  need  many  others  to  help  them. 

We  do  not  as  yet  have  any  work  among  our  large  prison  popula- 
tion.    Some  of  these  prisoners  are  members  of  Baptist  Churches. 

We  need  to  go  forward  all  along  the  line  in  State  Missions;  be- 
cause in  a  sense  this  is  the  very  life  line  or  foundation  of  all  Missions. 
Dry  up  the  fountain  at  its  source  and  there  will  not  be  any  flow  fur- 
ther on  down  stream.  When  we  win  the  people  in  our  churches  to  the 
worthy  support  of  State  Missions,  we  will  be  helping  advance  in  all 
our  Lord's  work  at  home  and  even  ''to  the  ends  of  the  earth."

HOME  MISSION  REPORT 

A  little  over  1900  years  ago  the  Master  said  to  His  followers: 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 
On  another  occasion  He  also  added,  **And  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto 
me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth."  Today,  this  command  rings  out  dis- 
tinctly as  ever  before.  How  challenging  and  personal  the  little  word 
ye!  As  Christians  we  are  all  representatives  of  His  at  home  and 
abroad.  The  people  of  the  world  are  judging  Jesus,  in  a  sense  by 
those  who  represent  Him  and  the  efforts  they  put  forth. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts,  let  us  note  the  achievements  in  Home 
Missions,  considering,  at  the  same  time,  the  task  that  lies  ahead.  The 
Home  Mission  Board  is  lifting  up  Christ  in  the  homeland  among  the 
Indians,  the  foreigners,  the  negroes,  the  underprivileged  in  the  cities 
and  congested  industrial  sections,  and  in  Cuba  and  Panama.  In  all 
of  its  departments  of  work,  including  the  field  force,  the  Sanatorium, 
the  rescue  missions,  the  good-will  centers,  and  schools,  the  Board  has 
327  missionaries  working  in  850  mission  stations.     Of  this  number  of 
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Missionaries,  35  were  added  during  the  past  year  and  the  number  of 
mission  stations  increased  by  36.  We  have  in  our  midst  five  million 
foreigners.  To  aid  this  number  our  Home  Board  has  sent  105  Mission- 
aries. This  group  of  Christian  representatives  opened  last  year  35 
new  mission  stations,  increasing  the  number  of  churches  and  mission 
stations  among  this  group  to  224.  They  baptized  last  year  1,000  con- 
verts, and  distributed  3,272  Bibles,  and  171,170  tracts  and  pamphlets. 

Our  progress  among  the  Indians  is  also  encouraging.  Our  Mis- 
sion work  among  the  Indians  is  located  in  North  Carolina,  Alabama, 
Florida,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona,  where  re- 
side 200,000  Indians.  We  have  62  Missionaries  laboring  among  them. 
Last  year  they  baptized  442  natives  and  distributed  540  Bibles  and 
over  26,000  tracts.  But  this  group  of  200,000  include  40  different 
tribes,  who  speak  thirty  different  languages  and  dialects.  We  realize 
how  far  short  we  have  fallen  and  our  need  of  consecration  and  Divine 
help  when  we  face  the  fact  that  many  of  these  have  never  heard  a 
Gospel  sermon. 

In  the  Canal  Zone  we  have  3  ministers  and  their  wives  who  are 
seeking  to  can-y  on  the  work  there,  while  in  Cuba  our  72  Missionaries 
are  striving  to  cover  a  territory  of  20,000  square  miles  and  take  Christ 
to  the  2,500,000  Cubans  who  live  in  this  territory.  Two  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  of  this  number  found  Christ  last  year  and  were  baptized 
into  the  Church. 

Encouraging  reports  come  to  us  from  our  superintendents  of  City 
Missions  and  Good-Will  centers.  We  rejoice  also  to  report  that  our 
Missionaries  to  the  Negroes  in  the  homeland  helped  518  of  our  dark- 
skinned  brethren  to  see  the  light  last  year.  Progress  is  also  being 
made  in  our  Mission  work  in  the  mountains.  In  all,  the  Board  reports 
'a  total  of  3,663  professions  of  faith  with  2,137  of  this  number  being 
baptized  during  the  past  year.  In  a  financial  way  the  Board  is  oper- 
ating on  a  cash  basis  and  reducing  its  debt  each  year. 

These  facts  are  encouraging,  but  let  us  be  in  deep  meditation  as 
we  consider  some  remaining  truths.  Much  has  been  done  but  more 
remains  to  be  done.  The  fields  are  white  already  unto  harvest.  Twen- 
ty-two million  souls  out  of  Christ  here  in  the  home  land  cry  out  to  us 
for  the  bread  of  life.  We  have  only  one  lone  missionary.  Rev.  Jacob 
Gartenhaus,  among  the  500,000  Jews  in  the  Southland.  The  mission 
cause  has  been  hindered  by  indifferent  and  luke  warm  church  members 
who  do  not  take  the  commands  of  Jesus  seriously.  The  supreme  need 
now  is  for  Christians  to  lift  up  Christ  in  their  individual  lives.  When 
we  possess  the  true  spirit  of  Christ,  then  the  Missionary  task  will  be 
a  very  fruitful  one.  We  must  make  Him  Lord  in  the  life  of  our  home- 
land. Before  we  can  reach  those  about  our  doors  and  those  beyond 
the  seas,  Jesus  must  reign  in  our  daily  living.  A  Christianity  which 
does  not  conquer  at  home  will  not  be  able  to  conquer  abroad.  An  un- 
saved America  is  a  poor  evangel  for  a  world's  salvation. 
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*'And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto 
me."    The    task    is  large  but  not  impossible.    Jesus  is  our  Helper  and 
Guide.    He  walks  by  our  side.    May  we  give  Him  our  best  at  all  times.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

Southern  Baptists  have  many  things  for  which  to  be  thankful  for 
the  blessings  of  God  upon  their  work  as  carried  on  through  our  For- 
eign Mission  Board. 

In  1927  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  had  544  missionaries  on  its 
roll.  In  1934  there  were  377  in  active  service  of  the  Board.  Since 
1933  the  Board  has  appointed  90  new  missionaries,  and  re-appointed 
28,  making  a  total  of  118  replacements.  In  April  this  year  there  were 
415  active  missionaries  in  the  service  of  the  B'oard  and  56  emeritus 
missionaries  now  on  the  pension  plan. 

Our  Board  now  has  work  in  sixteen  different  countries.  In  these 
lands  We  have  63  missionaries  who  are  60  years  of  age  or  older.  The 
need  for  new  missionaries  is  great. 

In  all  these  fields  the  work  is  being  carried  on  in  a  noble  way 
and  many  are  being  won  to  Christ,  and  nev/  territory  is  being  opened 
up  in  many  places.  There  are  1,715  churches  nov/  in  these  various  mis- 
sion fields,  961,  or  over  half  that  number  are  self-sustaining,  and  2,798 
out  stations,  14,882  baptisms  last  year.  Total  membership  on  the 
foreign  fields  is  203,674,  with  2,250  Sunday  Schools,  with  109,586  en- 
rollment. 

Most  of  our  missionaries  have  been  removed  from  the  danger 
lines  in  China  recently  on  account  of  the  Vv^ar  between  China  and  Ja- 
pan. This  is  vejy  distressing  and  hurtful  to  our  work  both  in  China 
and  Japan. 

In  Rumania  our  Baptist  work  is  greatly  hindered  on  account  of 
persecution  by  Government  officials. 

In  Spain  the  v/ar  has  almost  destroyed  our  mission  work  there, 
and  in  Italy  the  Board  is  trying  to  collect  what  it  can  from  the  Italian 
Government  for  the  Baptist  property  taken  from  the  Board.  Our 
Board  is  arranging  to  turn  over  our  mission  work  in  Italy  to  the  Na- 
tional Italian  Baptist  Convention,  since  there  is  no  real  freedom  of 
religion  in  Italy. 

In  Mexico  we  have  had  to  close  our  Seminary  and  transfer  it  to 
El  Paso,  Texas,  where  we  are  still  training  a  few  missionaries  for  the 
work  in  Mexico. 

The  total  amount  contributed  and  received  from  all  sources  last 
year  was  $1,040,574.57.  Of  this  amount  the  Lottie  Moon  offering 
was  1291,761. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  take  about  |100,000.00  to  pay  for  mov- 
ing our  missionaries  out  of  China.     Thus  it  is  seen  that  we  need  to 
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increase  our  gifts  to  our  Co-operative  Program,  and  also  in  the  special 
offerings,

REPORT  ON  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

Charged  with  the  responsibility  of  presenting  a  report  on  the  Co- 
operative Program  the  following  is  submitted. 

It  is  believed  that  the  term  Co-operative  Program  is  yet  hazy  and 
indistinct  in  the  minds  of  most  church  members.  Therefore,  a  re- 
statement of  what  the  program  is  may  not  be  entirely  out  of  place. 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  the  plan  adopted  by  Southern  Bap- 
tists in  the  effort  to  enlist  all  their  people  in  the  systematic  support 
of  all  the  general  work  of  the  denomination.  It  includes  missions,  ed- 
ucation, and  benevolences  in  the  several  states,  in  the  Southern  states 
as  a  whole,  and  in  sixteen  foreign  countries.  It  seeks  to  find  a  reg:- 
ular,  dependable  income  for  all  agencies  engaged  in  this  work.  It  dis- 
tributes to  all  these  agencies  in  proportion  to  their  budget  needs. 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  the  result  of  years  of  earnest  prayer, 
much  thoug^ht  and  experience.  The  need  for  some  such  plan  was  felt 
long  in  advance  of  its  adoption  in  1926.  With  the  collapse  of  what  was 
called  the  75  Million  Campaign,  nearly  all  our  institutions.  State  and 
Southwide,  were  in  debt.    Something  had  to  be  done. 

The  first  impulse  was  for  every  agency,  mission  board,  school,  or- 
phanage, hospital,  etc.,  to  rush  before  the  churches,  tell  of  their  dire 
need  and  appeal  for  help.  Such  a  procedure  would  have  been  perilous 
to  all  our  work.  The  representative  first  getting  before  an  audience 
and  making  the  strongest  and  most  pathetic  appeal,  would  have  got- 
ten the  largest  offering,  regardless  of  the  relative  merits  and  needs  of 
his  cause. 

The  only  sensible  thing  to  do  was  for  all  to  work  together  sym- 
pathetically. So  the  executives  of  all  the  agencies  were  called  for 
prayer  and  conference  in  1925.  A  committee  listened  to  all  the 
appeals,  studied  carefully  and  sympathetically  the  financial  needs  of 
all  the  agencies.  Then  after  making  some  adjustments,  these  finan- 
cial needs  of  all  the  agencies  were  added  together  and  made  the  fi- 
nancial goal  or  objective  for  the  Convention  Year.  This  plan  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Convention  and  was  adopted  in  1926.  It  became  known 
as  the  Co-operative  Program.  It  has  been  approved  by  all  the  State 
Conventions,  most  District  Associations  and  churches,  and  has  con- 
tinued from  year  to  year.  By  observing  the  wall  chart  it  will  be  re- 
vealed that  nearly  all  the  churches  of  this  Association  have  participat- 
ed in  the  Co-operative  Program  this  year. 
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"And  so,"  to  quote  from  Mr.  Huggins'  excellent  little  book,  Fel- 
lowship in  World  Service,  "And  so  the  Co-operative  Program  came 
into  being  (1)  as  the  product  of  the  desire  of  each  saved  soul  to 
have  a  share  in  carrying  on  what  Jesus  began;  and  (2)  as  the  pro- 
duct of  Baptist  intelligence."  Each  Baptist  is  asked  to  co-operate  by 
having  a  share  in  the  regular  support  of  every  object.  Let  it  be  em- 
phatically stated  that  we  do  not  give  to  a  program.  We  give  to  the 
causes  of  missions,  education,  benevolences,  hospitals,  etc.,  through  a 
program. 

A  report  of  this  character  ought  to  reveal  the  substantial  facts  of 
the  object  being  considered.  It  is,  therefore,  a  matter  of  gratitude  to 
our  Lord  that  a  majority  of  the  churches  of  this  Association  have  in- 
creased their  gifts  to  the  causes  of  the  denomination  through  the  pro- 
gram. Your  attention  is  again  directed  to  the  statistical  chart  for  the 
record  of  each  church.  It  is  gratifying  that  as  an  Association  our 
gifts  surpass  that  of  last  year.  Such  should  be  the  case.  However, 
again  looking  at  the  chart,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  many  of  our 
churches,  if  not  all  have  had  too  small  a  share  in  the  world-wide 
Kingdom  work  through  the  program. 

The  following  recommendations  are,  therefore,  offered  to  the  As- 
sciation : 

1.  That  we  re-affirm  our  faith  in  the  wisdom  and  practicableness 
of  the  Co-operative  Program. 

2.  That  pastors  and  Sunday  School  teachers  and  officers  seek  to 
acquaint  our  people  with  the  purpose  and  plan  of  the  program. 

3.  That  each  church  adopt  a  specific  goal  for  the  objects  of  the 
Co-operative  Program  and  that  an  every  member  enrollment  be  con- 
ducted with  a  view  of  reaching  every  member  of  the  church. 

4.  That  the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Association  preach 
and  teach  the  tithe  as  a  portion  holy  unto  the  Lord.

Twenty -two  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  eight  Y.  W.  A's., 
fourteen  G.  A's.,  ten  R.  A's.,  and  ten  Sunbeams  list  briefly  our  organ- 
ized work  in  the  Raleigh  Association.  The  Associational  Superinten- 
dent is  very  fortunate  in  her  group  of  co-workers.  They  are  an  in- 
spiration to  her  and  to  them  goes  much  of  the  credit  for  progress 
made  in  the  association.  Miss  Vera  Ruth,  our  Young  People's  Leader, 
is  one  of  the  finest.  Through  rallies  and  specially  planned  meetings 
for  them,  she  is  leading  our  Young  People. 

Our  Annual  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Associational  meeting 
was  held  in  Fuquay  Springs,  April,  1936.  The  hostess  W.  M.  U.  made 
us  more  than  welcome.  Our  program  was  good  and  well  attended. 
Those  contributing  acceptably  to  our  program  were:  Mrs.  Ira  D.  S. 
Knight,  Durham;  Miss  Mildred  Kichline,  Meredith  College;  Mrs.  Ed- 
na R.  Harris,  our  Corresponding  Secretary;  Miss  Mary  Fay  McMil- 
land  and  Dorothy  Green,  Margaret  Fund  Students  at  Meredith  Col- 
lege, and  several  others. 

Quoting — "Stewardship  is  not  a  thing  to  be  measured  by  so  many 
prayers  or  by  so  many  hours  of  service,  or  by  so  many  dollars  in 
money.  It  is  a  conception  of  the  mind,  an  attitude  of  the  spirit  that 
dominates  and  consecrates  all  of  life  and  from  which  all  these  other 
things  naturally  and  inevitably  flow."  "Grace  of  Giving"  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  a  part  of  practical  stewardship.  We  trust  that  this 
blessing  may  become  truly  ours.  Our  offerings  during  the  past  year 
exceeded  our  goal.

6. — It  should  be  an  agency  in  evangelization. 

iREPOET  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 
The  Sunday  School,  the  agent  of  the  great  agency,  the  church,  is 
seeking  to  teach  the  Word  of  God.  The  Bible  is  our  textbook;  the  pu- 
pil is  ever  our  center  of  teaching,  be  he  six  or  sixty.  I  think  that 
without  a  doubt  our  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  have  accepted  the 
challenge  of  Jesus,  but  they  have  not  yet  fully  realized  the  bigness  of 
their  responsibility. 

The  purpose  of  the  Sunday  School  is  manifold.  We  are  seeking  to 
reach  people,  for  surely,  the  Sunday  School  is  the  best  agent  of  the 
church  for  reaching  people.     The  reason  for  reaching  them  is  to  win 
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them  to  Christ.  The  crowning:  work  of  the  Sunday  School  is  the 
bringing  of  large  numbers  into  the  Kingdom  and  church  through  its 
teaching.  When  once  they  are  won,  our  work  is  just  begun,  for  we  are 
to  guide  these  Christian  lives  into  proper  channels.  Many  lives  have 
been  led  to  a  spiritual  conception  of  life,  as  well  as  evil  influences 
counteracted  by  the  teaching  of  the  Sunday  School. 

If  we  would  do  this  great  work,  we  must  be  up  and  at  it.  Our 
Sunday  School  organization  is  not  some  mechanism  that  we  can  set  up, 
develop  to  its  highest  capacity,  and  then  leave  to  work  itself.  The 
accomplishment  of  the  task  requires  both  consecration  and  concentra- 
tion of  all  our  church  members. 

Let  us  look  at  the  figures  of  our  Association  in  Sunday  School 
w^ork  for  the  past  few  years.  We  have  10,295  church  members  with  a 
Sunday  School  enrollment  of  only  8,895,  including  both  Cradle  Roll 
and  Extension  Departments.  Our  average  attendance  was  less  than 
half  of  our  Sunday  School  enrollment  for  the  year  ending  1936.  It  is 
significant  to  note  that  our  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  less  than  it 
was  in  both  years  1932  and  1933.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase 
in  church  membership,  but  a  decline  in  Sunday  School  enrollment  and 
attendance.  Have  we  not  set  up  our  organizations  and  left  them  to 
carry  their  burdens  on  ? 

May  this  report  be  the  means  of  bringing  a  renewal  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  our  churches  and  a  vision  of  how  our  churches  can  use  the 
Sunday  School  organization  as  an  agency  for  the  proper  teaching 
of  the  Bible,  winning  the  lost  to  Christ,  promote  preaching  attendance, 
and  leading  the  pupils  to  become  Missionary. 

Your  Associational  Sunday  School  organization,  as  well  as  the 
State  department  of  Sunday  School  w^ork  at  Raleigh  and  the  Sunday 
School  Board  at  Nashville,  want  to  help  every  Sunday  School  from  the 
largest  to  the  smallest  to  be  a  vital  school  doing  the  will  of  Jesus. 
Bro.  W.  E.  Cobb  is  our  new  Associational  Superintendent.  He  desires 
your  co-operation  for  the  coming  year.  Our  State  Sunday  School 
Secretary,  Bro.  L,  L.  Morgan,  whose  address  is  200  Recorder  Building, 
is  Associate  Superintendent  and  will  be  glad  to  render  any  aid  he  can 
to  any  church.  Call  on  these  two  men  if  you  need  any  assistance,  and 
remember  they  are  dependent  on  your  attendance  and  assistance  to 
build  better  Sunday  Schools.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

It  is  very  significant  that  E'aptist  interest  in  education  arose 
along  with  the  organization  of  State  Conventions,  the  missionary 
movement,  and  the  publication  of  Baptist  papers.  These  are  all  the 
related  expressions  of  the  same  inner  life.  And  they  are  all  necessary 
to  its  continued  development.  The  divine  guidance  that  caused  our 
leaders  to  advocate  one  of  these  things  a  century  ago  led  them  to  fos- 
ter all. 

"Christianity  is  a  teaching  religion."  It  is  well  rooted  in  the  New 
Testament.  Jesus  himself  was  pre-eminently  a  teacher.  His  follow^ers 
were  disciples,  pupils,  learners.  And  in  the  Great  Commission  Jesus 
includes  teaching  as  a  major  activity  in  the  promotion  of  His  king- 
dom. 

Early  Christian  leaders  saw  that  Christian  education  is  funda- 
mental; hence  the  great  Christian  schools  of  those  days  arose.  The 
leading  Christian  educators  had  been  trained  in  the  best  pagan  schools 
of  their  time.  They  were  at  home  in  the  thought  and  culture  of  their 
time;  hence  they  were  able  to  defend  Christianity  against  its  oppon- 
ents. 

The  darkness  of  the  Middle  Ages  was  caused  partly  by  the  de- 
struction of  Roman  civilization  by  the  Goths  and  Vandals,  partly  by 
the  unwise  decision  of  Christian  leaders  that  Christians  should  not 
study  heathen  subjects,  and  partly  by  the  Catholic  notion  of  sacra- 
mental grace  which  demanded  little  knov/ledge  of  either  priest  or  lay- 
man. 

Along-  with  Baptist  insistence  on  individual  liberty  and  return  to 
the  Biblical  idea  of  salvation  came  the  re-affirmation  of  the  duty  to 
teach  and  the  privilege  of  learning.  Baptists  became  pioneers  in  the 
field  of  higher  education.  Later,  Southern  Baptists  founded  many- 
schools  of  lower  rank  to  meet  local  needs.  Most  of  these  have  served 
their  day  and  been  discontinued.  At  present,  most  of  our  schools  are 
of  colleges  or  seminary  rank. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  five  Junior  and  two  Senior  colleges. 
Their  combined  service  is  untold.  They  render  effective  aid  in  every 
phase  of  Baptist  work  and  kingdom  influence.  Our  denominational 
success  is  largely  attributed  to  them.  We  need  ever  to  recall  their 
services.  They  educate  preachers,  missionaries,  and  other  leaders™ 
They  are  loyal  to  our  denominational  program,  and  teach  subjects  di- 
rectly related  to  it.  They  have  a  Christian  atmosphere  favorable  to 
the  best  development  of  character.  Their  scholarship  is  definitely 
committed  to  the  furtherance  of  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 

Reports  of  increased   enrollment  come  from  the  various  schools.. 
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This     is     due  in  pait  to  improved  economic  conditions,  as  is  the  fact 
that  a  larger  proportion  of  students  are  able  to  pay  their  way. 

Our  schools  must  ever  come  to  the  great  rank  and  file  of  Baptists 
for  support.  Equipment  must  be  adequate  in  order  that  effective 
vi^ork  be  done.  And  we  cannot  afford  to  let  our  educational  program 
suffer  for  lack  of  funds.  Part  of  the  contributions  to  the  Co-operative 
Program  goes  to  Christian  Education.  This,  however,  can  meet  only  a 
small  portion  of  the  actual  needs. 

In  conclusion,  we  strongly  urge  our  people  to  patronize  our  schools. 
They  offer  advantages  that  cannot  be  found  except  in  definitely 
Christian  institutions.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

This  is  too  large  a  theme  to  discuss  in  a  brief  report.  It  is  word- 
ed as  above  stated  in  the  program.  If  we  can  deal  with  the  single 
subject  of  temperance  within  the  proper  limits  of  such  a  report  we 
shall  do  well. 

The  Present  Situation. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  our  Association,  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina  has  permitted  elections  to  be  held  in  the  various 
counties  requesting  them,  to  pass  upon  the  matter  of  establishing  li- 
quor stores.  Such  an  election  has  been  held  in  Wake  County,  and  it 
was  carried  in  favor  of  the  legalized  sale  of  liquor.  Stores  for  such 
purpose  have  been  established  in  Raleigh  and  have  done  and  are  doing 
a  great  volume  of  business.  One  store  was  quickly  found  to  be  insuf- 
ficient to  accommodate  the  trade  and  others  were  established  and  oth- 
ers proposed  until  a  protest  was  made  by  the  City  Commissioners 
against  the  establishment  of  any  more  stores,  on  the  ground  that  they 
required  more  expenditure  for  police  and  traffic  protection  than  the 
city  could  afford.  On  one  day  over  five  thousand  dollars  worth  of 
liquor  was  sold  at  the  stores  in  Raleigh  alone.  It  will  readily  be  seen 
that  such  a  volume  of  business  will  probably  soon  produce  an  income 
of  over  a  million  dollars  a  year,  and  that  an  institution  which  can 
pour  such  sums  of  revenue  into  the  yearning  public  treasury  will  gain 
a  stranglehold  upon  the  body  politic  that  it  will  be  almost  impossible 
to  tear  away.  The  cost  of  government  has  grown  so  great  and  is 
threatening  to  demand  so  much  larger  revenue  that  the  burden  of  tax- 
ation in  this  country  is  quite  oppressive,  and  both  officers  and  tax- 
payers are  eager  to  find  some  way  to  reduce  the  burden  upon  the  in- 
dividual citizen.  Such  a  situation  tends  to  stifle  the  conscientious  hor- 
ror against  raising  government  revenue  at  the  expense  of  needy  and 
hungry  women  and  children,  and  against  profiting  by  the  blood  and 
debauchery  and  crime  that  alcoholic  liquor  always  has  caused  and  al- 
ways will. 

Of  course  more  liquor  is  being  used  than  was  before  the  establish- 
ment of  the  stores.  A  representation  was  made  before  the  election, 
calculated  to  appeal  to  the  mentality  of  morons  and  simpletons,  that 
if  so-called  ''Alcoholic  Beverage  Control"  stores  were  established 
less  liquor  would  be  drunk.  Such  a  representation,  unworthy  to  be 
called  an  argument,  should  not  have  appealed  to  any  persons  eligible 
to  remain  out  of  institutions  for  the  feeble-minded,  but  nevertheless 
the  election  was  carried  in  favor  of  the  stores.  Recently  a  night 
watchman  in  Raleigh,  having  opportunity  to  observe  conditions  de- 
clared that  he  had  seen  more  public  drunkenness  on  the  streets  in 
front  of  his  place  of  business  within  three  weeks  than  he  had  seen  be- 
fore in  fifteen  years. 

These  stores  are  practically  the  same  thing  as  the  old  dispensa- 
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ries  in  North  Carolina  about  thirty  years  ago.  The  older  people  could 
recall  the  evil  conditions  which  they  produced,  which  largely  aided  in 
causing  an  uprising  of  the  people  of  the  whole  state  to  cast  them  out 
and  adopt  the  state  prohibition  law.  The  younger  voters,  however, 
could  not  remember  such  conditions  and  felt  that  they  were  living  in 
new  times  w^hich  the  older  people  did  not  fully  understand.  It  seems 
that  every  generation  has  to  learn  for  itself  about  some  things,  hov/- 
ever  hard  and  bitter  may  be  the  school  of  experience. 

The  fault  does  not  lie  altogether  at  the  feet  of  the  youngsters. 
People  who  never  saw  a  dispensary  or  an  open  saloon  in  operation 
cannot  be  expected  to  understand  the  horrible  conditions  which  such 
institutions  have  brought  always  and  everywhere.  Moreover,  these 
young  people  were  not  educated  as  they  should  have  been  in  respect 
to  the  evils  of  alcoholic  drinks.  After  the  adoption  of  the  national 
Eighteenth  Amendment  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  li- 
quor our  temperance  people  proved  their  stupidity  by  assuming  that 
statutes  could  take  the  place  of  a  conscience  and  that  a  law  could 
create  and  enforce  proper  moral  instincts  and  practices.  We  ceased  to 
decry  intemperance  and  to  teach  the  children  the  needed  truths.  North 
Carolina  so  far  turned  aside  that  it  took  out  of  the  text  books  of  the 
public  school  children  those  chapters  which  dealt  with  the  evils  of  in- 
toxicants. Our  older  people,  therefore,  must  largely  bear  the  blame 
for  the  lack  of  knowledge  which  prompted  many  a  young  person  to 
vote  to  destroy  the  prohibition  laws. 

In  addi^on  to  that,  we  must  face  the  distasteful  truth  that  there 
were  very  many  covv^ardly  or  indifferent  and  supine  people,  mainly  of 
mature  years,  in  Wake  County  and  other  counties  who  had  a  semblance 
of  favor  for  prohibition  but  lacked  the  courage  a5id  conscience  and 
energy  to  go  to  the  polls  and  cast  a  ballot.  The  election  was  carried 
by  a  small  majority  that  would  have  been  overwhelmed  by  a  deluge  of 
contrary  votes  if  the  people  who  say  that  they  are  against  liquor  had 
had  the  interest  and  energy  and  courage  to  go  to  the  ballot  box  and 
vote  their  expressed  sentiments.  We  had  as  well  acknowledge  frank- 
ly that  a  prohibition  law  is  no  good  unless  a  large  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple have  the  conscience  and  understanding-  and  courage  to  openly  and 
fearlessly  stand  for  and  enforce  it. 

What  Shall  We  Do  About  the  Situation? 

In  view  of  the  changed  condition  which  now  exists,  what  shall  we 
do  about  it? 

In  the  first  place,  I  would  suggest  that  we  do  not  adopt  a  do-noth- 
ing policy.  Some  people  feel  a  tendency  to  say:  ''Well  I  told  you  the 
situation  would  be  bad  if  we  had  liquor  stores.  I  did  my  best  to  keep 
you  from  having  them,  but  now  that  you  have  them  I  am  going  to  let 
you  see  just  how  bad  things  can  become."  We  would  suggest  that 
this  is  an  unworthy  attitude  to  take.  The  "I  told  you  so"  position  is 
a  very  poor  one  in  life  anyhow.    We  and  our  children  have  to  live  un- 
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der  conditions  as  they  are,  and  for  us  to  sulk  in  our  tents  and  consent 
that  evil  may  run  rampant  without  interference  from  us  is  the  sorri- 
est treachery  to  our  duty.  One  who  fought  and  lost  must  continue 
to  fight,  and  those  w^ho  shirked  and  stayed  at  home  must  come  out 
and  fight.  The  world  has  contempt  for  a  slacker  in  war  times  and  it 
will  feel  the  same  sort  of  contempt  for  a  man  or  woman  who  now 
fails  to  do  their  utmost  to  make  conditions  as  good  as  we  can  under 
the  law  under  which  we  have  to  exist.  We  must  see  that  the  law  is 
enforced.  We  must  abhor  the  cowardly  tendency  to  say,  ''Well,  let 
the  liquor  folks  run  it."  If  one  seeks  to  justify  such  an  attitude  by 
saying  that  he  wants  them  to  do  that  simply  to  make  a  horrible  mess 
so  bad  that  a  revulsion  will  come,  let  one  remember  that  morally  we 
are  never  justified  in  doing  evil  that  good  may  come. 

We  need  to  educate  both  ourselves  and  the  growing  youngsters. 
We  need  to  be  observant  of  conditions  and  keep  ourselves  informed 
concerning  the  effect  of  alcoholic  liquors  upon  the  drivers  of  auto- 
mobiles. It  has  been  known,  of  course,  and  has  been  demonstrated 
that  alcohol  increases  the  time  in  which  reaction  to  observation  oc- 
curs. It  reduces  efficiency.  It  has  been  been  shown  by  tests  that  th© 
efficiency  of  stenographers  is  diminished  by  even  slight  drinking  of 
alcohol,  and  that  twenty-five  to  fifty  per  cent  more  errors  occur  in 
the  same  stenographer's  work  when  under  the  slightest  influence  of 
alcohol.  Similar  results  have  been  obtained  by  intelligence  tests  show- 
ing reduced  mental  activity  resulting  from  alcoholic  drinks.  Tests 
have  shown  that  the  control  of  vision  is  quickly  affected  by  alcoholics. 
Slight  influence  of  liquor  causes  what  is  called  ''tunnel  vision"  and 
experiments  demonstrate  that  11.8  per  cent  of  the  control  of  lateral 
vision  is  lost  by  one  who  has  drunk  only  beer  and  little  of  that.  This 
accounts  for  many  automobile  crashes — the  failure  to  quickly  see  an 
object  approaching  from  the  side.  Moreover  the  time  required  for  re- 
action from  muscles  to  mental  impulse  is  increased  by  the  influence 
of  alcohol.  With  this  there  goes  the  well  known  sense  of  superiority 
which  one  feels  when  apparently  warmed  up  by  alcohol  in  the  system. 

We  are  suffering  four  thousand  deaths  a  year  from  drunken 
driving  and  multiplied  thousands  of  injuries.  The  Monday  papers  are 
regularly  a  chronicle  of  deaths  and  disasters  arising  from  automobile 
use  and  liquor  abuse.  The  public,  whether  it  believes  in  temperance 
and  prohibition  or  not,  must  for  its  own  protection  enact  and  enforce 
more  rigid  regulations  concerning  drunken  driving.  Drivers'  permits 
are  revoked  for  conviction  of  such  an  offense.  This  in  many  cases 
causes  the  greatest  suffering  and  distress,  but  it  is  one  of  the  most 
wholesome  laws  we  have  enacted.  It  should  be  strictly  enforced.  The 
matter  of  ascertaining  whether  a  driver  is  under  the  influence  of  li- 
quor should  have  consideration  that  would  probably  result  in  a  system 
they  have  in  some  European  countries  where  an  examination  of  the 
blood  of  the  driver  involved  in  an  accident  is  instantly  made,  because 
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such  an  examination  will  disclose  the  presence  of  the  slightest  degree 
of  intoxication  which  other  means  may  be  insufficient  to  detect.  Jail 
sentences  must  be  used.  In  some  respects  it  is  a  greater  crime  to 
diunkenly  drive  an  automobile  toward  unsuspecting  and  innocent  peo- 
ple in  another  car  than  it  would  be  to  shoot  at  them,  A  car  has 
thousands  of  chances  of  injuring  or  killing  them  where  the  bullet  has 
one.  The  matter  of  jail  punishment  for  such  an  offense  needs  the 
most  serious  consideration  by  those  who  value  their  own  lives  and  hu- 
man safety.  It  may  become  necessary  and  proper  to  brand  with  a  con- 
spicuous emblem  the  cars  of  those  who  have  caused  injuries  by  crim- 
inal carelessness.  Indeed,  if  the  present  tendency  is  not  halted,  an 
outraged  people  may  yet  tattoo  some  emblem,  upon  those  who  reckless- 
ly disregard  human  safety  in  their  use  of  automobiles  while  under 
the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor. 

The  present  act  prohibits  the  licensed  stores  to  sell  liquor  "to  any 
person  who  has  been  convicted  of  public  drunkenness  or  of  driving 
any  motor  vehicle  while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor  or 
has  been  convicted  of  any  crime  wherein  the  court  or  judge  shall  find 
as  a  fact  that  the  person  committed  said  crime  or  aided  or  abetted  in 
the  commission  thereof  as  a  result  of  the  influence  of  intoxicating 
liquor  (within  one  year  of  such  conviction),  or  to  any  person  known  to 
be  a  habitual  drunkard."  That  was  the  language  in  Chapter  49  of  the 
Public  Laws  of  1937,  ratified  February  22nd,  but  before  the  Legisla- 
ture had  adjourned  it  amended  that  act  by  Chapter  411,  on  March 
23rd,  by  inserting  the  word  "knowingly"  before  the  prohibition  to  sell 
to  such  persons.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  makes  the  provision 
hard  to  enforce.  It  would  make  conviction  of  the  store  clerk  very  dif- 
ficult. However,  such  a  limitation  on  sales  should  be  enforced  and 
every  opportunity'  of  knowledge  given  to  the  liquor  clerks  and  th(iy 
should  be  held  to  the  strictest  accountability  in  respect  to  such  mat- 
ters. 

The  question  arises,  if  it  is  unlawful  to  sell  liquor  to  such  people 
why  should  it  not  be  unlawful  to  sell  gasoline  to  them,  and  why  should 
not  filling  station  operatives  be  likewise  punished  if  they  sell  gas  to 
a  person  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor?  Their  offense 
against  humanity  is  similar  to  that  of  a  man  who  hands  ammunition 
to  an  assassin  with  a  deadly  weapon  setting  out  to  assault  or  destroy 
some  person. 

We  shall  never  make  the  highways  of  North  Carolina  safe  for  our 
people  unless  we  quit  piddling  about  the  matter  of  drunken  driving 
and  set  ourselves  to  preserve  human  life  against  intoxicated  drivers 
with  the  same  severity  with  which  we  pursue  persons  who  injure  or 
destroy  human  safety  by  other  deadly  means. 

The  moral  side  of  this  whole  matter  must  be  insistently  presented 
to  our  people.  Some  have  said  that  the  Bible  is  a  good  book  on  tem- 
perance but  a  poor  book  for  prohibition.    We  challenge  the  statement. 
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Nadab  and  Abihu  were  evidently  stricken  dead  at  the  altar  of  God's 
temple  because  they  approached  it  while  intoxicated.  The  context 
evidences  this  and  declares  that  priests  shall  totally  abstain  from 
liquor  (Leviticus  10:1-11).  The  good  book  further  declares  that  wine 
and  stro'ng-  drink  are  not  for  kings  (Proverbs  31:4).  We  are  told  in 
Revelation  1:6,  and  elsewhere,  that  in  the  present  Christian  dispensa- 
tion all  Christians  have  been  made  kings  and  priests  unto  God.  The 
only  proper  position  for  such  people  to  take  is  that  of  total  abstinence 
from  alcoholic  beverages.  Such  a  course  has  the  warrant  of  scripture 
and  should  also  be  prompted  by  the  well  known  fact  that  the  ingestion 
of  alcoholic  liquor  tears  down  moral  inhibitions  and  that  a  vast  ma- 
jority of  crime  and  wrong  is  perpetrated  by  those  who  have  imbibed 
alcoholic  beverages.  Paul's  prescription  of  a  little  wine  for  medicinal 
purposes  cannot  overthrow  his  denunciation  of  drunkards  as  unfit  for 
and  denied  entrance  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Romans  13:13;  I.  Cor- 
inthians 6:10;     Gallatians  5:2. 

Possibly  a  proper  program  for  us  for  the  future  would  be  that 
we  should  continuously  pray  and  educate  and  agitate  and  legislate 
and  co-operate  with  the  law  enforcement  authorities  and  with  other 
people  opposed  to  liquor.  Let  us  not  fail  to  pray  and  educate  and 
then  follow  these  with  courageous  agitation,  legislation  and  co-opera- 
tion. Such  an  entire  program  consistently  pursued  will  yet  give  us  a 
better  state  in  which  to  dwell  and  a  better  one  to  leave  to  our  poster- 
ity.

At  this  time  special  prayer  was  offered  for  Dr.  W.  L.  Poteat, 
of  Wake  Forest  College,  who  was  stricken  with  paralysis  this 
morning.    Bro.  Albert  Simms  offered  the  prayer. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  CONCERNING  DR.  W.  L.  POTEAT 

WHEREAS,  news  has  just  reached  this  Association  of  the  serious 
illness  of  the  beloved  President  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention,  Dr. 
W.  L.  Poteat; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  this  Raleigh  Baptist 
Association  expresses  its  deep  concern  for  his  condition  and  its  unani- 
mous wish  and  constant  prayer  for  his  early  and  complete  recovery. 
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In  the  absence  of  Bro.  T.  Y.  Seymour  the  report  on  Old 
Ministers'  Relief  was  read  by  Bro.  Albert  Simms. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  report  it  was  discussed  by 
Brethren  J.  J,  Adams,  C.  A.  Upchurch,  G.  T.  Mills  and  R.  N. 
Simms,  Sr.,  after  which,  on  motion,  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  OLD  MINISTERS'  RELIEF 

During  the  past  few  years  this  country  has  been  partially  aroused 
to  its  obligation  to  the  aged  and  infirm.  At  present  no  adequate  pro- 
vision has  been  made  to  care  for  a  large  per  cent  of  those  who  are  in 
need.  Among  those  who  have  not  been  adequately  provided  for  are  the 
ministers  of  our  own  denomination.  The  total  aid  given  to  our  old 
ministers  and  their  widows  last  year  according  to  the  last  report  avail- 
able was  about  |5.00  per  month.  The  B'oard  was  aiding  in  this  state 
67  ministers,  62  widows,"  and  there  were  on  the  waiting  list  8.  Our 
state  is  not  contributing  enough  to  care  for  this  small  number.  Part 
of  this  amount  is  contributed  by  other  staes. 

In  the  face  of  such  conditions  what  are  we  to  do  ? 

First,  we  can  let  them  receive  papuers'  aid  from  the  state  and  na- 
tion.    Such  a  course  will  contradict  the  very  gospel  which  we  preach. 

We  can  follow  the  Bible  plan  and  provide  for  them.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  this  question  be  given  more  emphasis  in  our  churches,  asso- 
ciations and  state  meetings.  That  the  Convention  endeavor  to  raise 
an  endowment  sufficient  to  provide  a  laige  amount  each  year,  and  that 
every  minister  be  allowed  to  contribute  to  this  fund  a  per  cent  of  his 
salary,  so  that  when  a  minister  becomes  disabled,  he  may  draw  from 
the  sum  a  sufficient  amount  to  make  him  comfortable. 

The  Methodists  have  such  an  endowment  and  I  know  one  retired 
minister  in  that  church  who  received  over  $500.00  for  one  year.  This 
pq^rhaps  is  the  average  received  by  the  Methodist  ministers  each 
year. 

I  feel  sure  that  if  our  people  were  properly  informed  they  would 
be    glad  to  provide  for  our  ministers.     This  matter  should  be  empha- 
sized by  the  lay  members  in  our  churches,  for  no  minister  would  like 
to  take  the  lead  in  a  matter  which  concerns  his  own  welfare.

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REPORT  ON  DIGEST  OF  LETTERS 

When  this  report  was  begun,  all  the  letters  had  not  been  received. 
Consequently,  we  can  not  deal  in  figures  accurately.  It  seems  that 
there  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  baptisms  as  com- 
pared with  last  year.  So  far  only  412  have  been  reported.  Six  church- 
es report  no  baptisms. 

The  largest  numbers  of  baptisms  are:  Tabernacle  94,  Caraleigh 
40,  Knightdale  35,  Zebulon  25,  and  Good  Hope  24.  These  five  church- 
es had  more  baptisms  than  the  twenty-nine  others  combined. 

It  is  impossible  to  report  accurately  on  the  church  membership 
just  now,  or  on  the  Sunday  School  enrollment.  See  tables  in  the  min- 
utes. Some  of  our  churches  have  made  commendable  advances  in  their 
gifts  to  the  co-operative  program  and  other  causes  of  missions  and 
benevolence.  Some  have  given  less  than  last  year.  Look  at  tables 
and  see  what  your  church  has  done. 

Nearly  all  of  our  churches  have  given  to  our  orphanage.  Most  of 
them  have  remembered  our  hospital  work. 

We  would  urge  our  church  clerks  to  be  accurate  in  filling  out 
their  letters  to  the  Association.  All  that  we  have  to  go  by  is  what  is 
written  in  the  letters.  What  you  leave  out  of  your  letter,  we  cannot 
print  in  the  minutes.  Begin  in  tin^ie  to  send  your  letters  in  advance 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Association.

MT.  HERMON  CHURCH 

0 

Mt.  Hermon  Baptist  Church,  seven  miles  north  of  Gary,  N.  C, 
was  organized  on  Friday,  Oct.  24th,  1856.  The  Organizing  Presby- 
tery was  composed  of  Rev.  Johnson  Olive  and  Rev.  Jesse  Howell. 

The  charter  members  were:  Solomon  Wiggins,  Jacob  Sorrell, 
James  Cozart,  Thos.  W.  Young,  Joseph  Bevers,  Addison  M.  Blake, 
Sidney  Page,  Caroline  Mooring,  Sarah  Pollard,  Candis  House,  and 
Louisa  Dillard.  These  were  dismissed  by  letter  from  Cedar  Fork 
Church  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  the  new  Mt.  Hermon  Church. 

Thos.  W.  Young  was  chosen  first  clerk,  and  Rev.  Jesse  Howell 
was  called  to  be  the  first  pastor.  The  first  person  received  for  bap- 
tism was  Willie  Lynn,  and  the   second  was  Isaac,  a  colored  man. 

The  pastor's  salary  for  the   first  year  was  forty-one  dollars. 

The  first  deacons  chosen  by  the  church  were   Solomon  Wiggins 
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and  Thos.  L.  Hailey.  Rev.  Patrick  Dowd  assisted  the  pastor  in  their 
ordination. 

Sidney  Page  was  the  second  clerk,  and  the  third  was  John 
Quincey  Adams,  Jr.,  who  served  from  1858  to  1889.  In  Oct.  1857, 
eight  new  members  were  received  for  baptism.  In  February  1859 
Rev.  Jephtha  H.  Laiton  was  selected  to  succeed  Rev.  Jesse  Howell 
as  pastor. 

In  August  1859  Thos.  W.  Young  was  licensed  "to  pray,  exhort, 
and  preach  if  he  thinks  proper,"  and  in  September  1861,  he  was 
ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  gospel  ministry.  Rev.  A.  D.  Black- 
wood became  pastor  of  Mt.  Hermon  in  April  1869. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  colored  people  were  members  of  this 
church,  but  in  1872  all  colored  members  were  excluded  because  of 
long   absence. 

In  October  1872  an  indefinite  call  was  extended  to  the  pastor, 
Rev.  A.  D.  Blackwood. 

In  August  1874  there  was  a  great  revival  and  soul  winning 
meeting,  and  about  forty  persons  were  received  by  experience  and 
baptism.  From  its  early  history  the  church  must  have  been  mis- 
sionary minded.  In  1883  we  find  them  pledging  for  Home  and  For- 
eign Missions.  Dr.  W.  H.  Edwards  became  pastor  in  this  year,  and 
seems  to  have  served  for  several  years,  till  a  call  was  given  to  Dr. 
C.  J.  Thompson  in  1888.  He  served  only  a  few  months  and  in  July 
1889,  Dr.  Edwards  was  again  called  for  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
when  his  brother.  Rev.  David  Edwards  became  pastor. 

In  1891,  a  move  was  made,  looking  to  the  building  of  a  new 
house  of  worship.  A  building  committee  was  appointed,  and  several 
hundred  dollars  suscribed  for  the  building.  We  suppose  the  present 
building   was    erected    at    that    time. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Goppage  became  pastor  in  1892,  and  the  follow- 
ing year  seems  to  have  been  fruitful,  for  about  twenty-five  were 
received  for  baptism.  In  1894,  a  rather  unusual  thing  occurred, 
when  the  church  gave  the  clerk  $3.00  for  service,  to  be  applied  on 
his  church  dues.  In  this  same  year,  the  pastor's  salary  was  increased 
to  $100. 

In  1895  money  was  given  for  ceiling  the  church  building. 
Rev.  J.  M.  White  was  called  to  be  pastor  in  1895,  and  in  the  next 
year  mention  is  made  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  In  this 
same  year  new  seats  were  bought,  and  the  church  entertained  the  Ra- 
leigh Association.  Mention  is  made  of  the  co-operation  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church  in  helping  to  entertain  visitors.  In  1898  a  special  day  was 
called  for  prayer  for  Home  Missions.  We  note  that  this  church 
would  not  grant  letters  of  dismission  to  members  who  were  in  arrears 
for  church  dues,  and  they  often  excluded  members  for  non-attendance 
and  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Rev.  M.  A.  Adams  became  pastor  in  1900  and  was  the  acceptable 
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pastor  till  succeeded  in  1902  by  Rev.  S.  W.  Bennett.  For  two  years 
or  more  this  church  supported  a  native  missionary  in  China.  In  1904, 
Rev.  A.  C.  Sherwood  began  his  pastorate  and  continued  for  two  years 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  W.  R.  Beach. 

Rev.  R.  S.  Stevenson  was  pastor  in  1909  and  served  till  poor 
health  forced  him  to  give  up  part  of  his  work.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Rev.  J.  W.  Nobles  in  Dec,  1910.  Again  in  1912  a  brother  Huggins 
served  as  pastor  for  a  few  months. 

Dr.  L.  E.  M.  Freeman  was  called  to  be  pastor  and  served  from 
Jan.  1913  to  Jan.  1914,  when  Rev.  Mr,  Lowe  (name  not  given  in  record) 
served  for  a  few  months. 

The  record  shows  that  in  July,  1915,  Rev.  R.  B.  Duckett  was  pas- 
tor, continuing  till  Jan,  1917,  when  Rev.  J.  H.  Barnes  became  pastor. 
The  pastor's  salary  was  increased  to  $200. 

Rev.  R.  E.  Atkins  became  pastor  in  1919  and  in  that  year  a  large 
number  of  members  was  received  for  baptism. 

In  May,  1922,  we  find  Rev.  J.  A.  Brindell  pastor.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded in  1925  by  Rev.  L.  J.  Rainey.  The  salary  was  increased  to 
|300  and  mention  is  made  of  two  Sundays  service.  Rev.  T.  H.  Wil- 
liams seved  for  a  few  months  and  was  followed  by  Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt, 
who  was  pastor  till  June,  1932,  when  Rev.  E.  N.  C.  Andrews,  Jr.,  be- 
came pastor. 

Rev.  0.  M.  Jones  was  called  in  May,  1934.  He  served  till  June, 
1937,  when  he  resigned.  The  present  pastor  is  Rev.  Mr.  Bridges 
(name  not  given),  who  has  accepted  the  call  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 

Space  forbids  mentioning  many  things  of  interest  and  worth  that 
have  been  done  by  the  number  of  faithful  and  consecrated  pastors. 
Would  that  we  might  give  a  list  of  the  noble  men  and  women  members, 
who  have  wrought  well  in  the  Master's  service.  May  the  Mt.  Her- 
mon  church  grow  in  everj^  worthy  way  through  the  coming  year.

Report  on  Religious  Literature 

There  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  Christian  people  of  today  as 
to  the  need  of  a  wider  circulation  of  religious  literature.  Freedom 
of  the  press  has  not  tended  to  increase  religious  literature  as  it 
has  current  magazines  and  even  salacious  literature.  It  is  appalling 
that  so  many  authors  and  publishers  are  more  interested  in  financial 
gain  than  in  molding  character.  The  forces  of  evil  are  ever  arrayed 
against  the  forces  of  righteousness.  It  will  be  a  glorious  day  when 
we  become  as  careful  of  the  literature  in  our  homes  as  of  the  food 
we  eat  and  the  clothes  we  wear. 

One  of  the  phases  of  our  denominational  work  that  is  sadly 
neglected  is  our  religious  periodicals.  The  very  papers  we  should 
read  as  Christians  are  read  so  little  and  by  so  few  people.  One  has 
only  to  visit  the  homes  of  our  people  to  become  aware  of  this  fa<}t. 
The  daily  newspapers  and  current  magazines  fill  the  racks  of  our 
homes  while  there  are  few,  if  any,  religious  periodicals. 

The  Biblical   Recorder  has   served  the   Baptists  of   North  Caro- 
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lina  and  the  Kingdom  for  over  a  century.  The  place  this  organ  of  in- 
formation and  inspiration  has  had  in  the  life  of  the  individual,  the 
home,  the  church,  and  the  denomination  cannot  be  estimated.  The 
Christian  Culture  of  our  Baptist  faith  depends  to  no  small  degree 
upon  the  contribution  of  this  paper  in  our  state.  May  I  suggest  the 
fourfold  service  of  this   paper  to  our  Christian  life? 

First,  the  Biblical  Recorder  carries  to  the  individual  a  message 
of  information  and  inspiration  of  our  Baptist  work  and  challenges 
him  with  the  large  task  that  is  ours.  His  devotional  and  doctrinal 
life  is  deepened  as  he  reads  its  pages  of  Christian  message  and 
progress  in  the  world. 

Second,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  with  its  message  of  Christian  hope 
and  work,  doubly  blesses  the  home  in  that  it  emphasizes  the  im- 
portance cf  spiritual  things  and  helps  shape  the  thoughts  and  ideals 
>of  the  home. 

Third,  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  agent  of  the  church  to 
strengthen  its  ministry  and  to  correlate  its  organizations  into  one 
great  organism  whose  foundation  is  Christ  and  whose  mission  is  to 
evengelize   and  emphasize   Christian  living. 

Fourth,  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  unifying  factor  in  our  state 
denominational  program.  Its  mission  is  one  of  enlistment  in  a  great 
Christian  program  of  work.  The  records  show  that  those  churches 
having  a  wide  circulation  of  the  Recorder  among  their  members 
have  increased  their  per  capita  gifts  and  their  gifts  to  missions. 

May  I  make  these  three  suggestions  concerning  the  Biblical 
Recorder  in  our  churches  and   association: 

1.  That  we  pray  for  the  Recorder  and  seek  to  contribute  to  it 
rather  than  to  criticize   it. 

2.  That  each  church  seek  to  form  a  Recorder  club  of  at  least 
one-tenth  of  its  resident  church  membership. 

3.  That  our  association  form  an  associational  plan  of  Recorder 
club,  electing  a  Recorder  representative  whose  duty  shall  be  to  create 
and  to  promote  Recorder  clubs  in  every  church.

Mrs.  L.  L.  Morgan  presented  the  report  on  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  turned  its  discussion  over  to  Mrs.  Ira  D.  S. 
Knight,  who  in  a  well  prepared  message  held  the  close  attention 
of  her  hearers  as  she  discussed  the  subject. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

Woman's  Missionaiy  Union 

Our  record  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  the  Raleigh 
Association  at  the  close  of  the  third  quarter  is  a  challenge  to  us. 
The  reports  are  incomplete  and  as  such  do  not  tell  a  true  story  of 
our  part  in  the  Kingdom  Work.     Rather  than  let  ourselves  look  into 
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the  past  and  be  discouraged  we  turn  our  faces  forward  and  find 
encouragement.  In  our  hearts  we  believe  that  this  Jubilee  year  will 
be  a  victorious  one  if  we  serve  our  Master  with  our  best. 

In  the  association  we  have  22  W.  M.  S.;  Y.  W.  A.,  9;  G.  A.,  16; 
R.  A.,  10;  S.  B.,  10;  making  a  total  of  67  organizations.  Our  total 
gifts  (not  including  Heck  Memorial)  have  been  $8,741.94.  The  Heck 
Memorial  or  special  Jubilee  Offering  to  date  is  $374.12. 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Jones,  Apex,  is  our  newly  elected  Young  People's 
Leader.  She  has  already  been  blessed  in  an  outstanding  way  in  her 
Royal  Ambassador  leadership  in  her  local  church.  We  follow  her 
planning  willingly  and  profitably. 

In  the  October  Executive  meeting,  the  Association  was  divided 
into  four  groups.  Through  these  organizations  we  hope  to  promote 
Mission  Study,  especially  pioneer  classes.  Each  group  has  assumed 
responsibility  for  organizing  W.  M,  S.  in  unenlisted  churches.  The 
group  leaders  are:  Mrs.  J.  R.  Suggs,  Pleasant  Grove  Church;  Mrs. 
W.  T.  Hunt,  Apex,  Mrs.  Herbert  House,  Cary;  and  Mrs.  R.  H. 
Herring,   Zebulon. 

In  the  Tabernacle  church,  Oct.  4,  the  Central  and  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciations held  a  mission  Study  Institute.  Mrs.  Taul  White,  Chapel 
Hill  led  the  discussion  in  a  most  helpful  way.  She  was  assisted  by 
Mrs.   J.    S.   Farmer. 

The  Heck  Memorial  Gift  is  not  all  in.  Each  Young  People's  or- 
ganization in  Apex  has  redeemed  a  Junior  Certificate.  Several  of 
our  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  have  made  Jubilee  Offerings  which 
entitle  them  to  gold  certificates  but  they  have  not  been  secured  from 
our  state  office  and  therefore  are  not  reported.  4  gold  certificates  are 
registered. 

A  representative  group  from  the  Raleigh  Association  attended 
the  Greensboro  Divisional  meeting  in  Sanford,  Oct.  18. 

There  is  yet  time  for  us  to  claim  a  victory  in  His  name.  With 
renewed  love,  earnestness  and  consecration  may  we  pray  and  labor 
in  His  fields.

The  report  on  Baptist  Hospitals  was  read  by  Bro.  T.  B.  Mil- 
ler. It  was  discussed  by  Bro.  Smith  Hagaman  of  the  Baptist 
Hospital  at  Winston-Salem,  who  in  a  way  all  his  own,  spoke  of 
the  growth,  the  spiritual  atmosphere,  and  work  done  by  the  hos- 
pital. 

On  motion,  report  was  adopted. 

Baptist  Hospitals 

In  looking-  over  the  material  I  have  on  hand  to  make  the  report 
on  our  Hospital,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  our  people  have  caught  the 
spirit  of  the  Master,  when  He  said  "I  was  sick  and  ye  visited  Me — 
in  as  much  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  oifl  these  my 
brethren  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me".  Matt  26.,  by  the  wonderful  re- 
sponse they  have  made  to  this  program. 

Since  May,  1923,  when  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 
opened  its  doors  for  patients,  thousands  of  sick  and  helpless  people 
have  been  restored  to  health  and  happiness.  To  be  exact,  during 
these  years,  41,307  have  received  treatment  or  an  average  of  346 
each  month.  During  the  past  year  (1937)  there  have  been  4,150  pa- 
tients  and  turned  away  over  2,000  for  lack  of  room.  No  one  was 
turned  away  because  of  lack  of  funds  on  their  part.  The  same  year 
the  Hospital  treated  1,564  patients  who  could  pay  little  or  nothing  at 
all  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $78,000,  plus  an  estimated  free  medical 
and  surgical  service  of  $117,800  or  a  total  of  $195,800  of  free  serv- 
ice. This  service  has  vitally  touched  the  lives  of  20,000  fathers  and 
mothers,  brothers  and  sisters — members  of  the  immediate  families  of 
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more  than  4,000  patients  treated  and  has  rejoiced  the  hearts  of  at 
least  200,000  friends  and  kinsmen.  Over  1,000  mothers  returned 
to  their  homes  to  gladden  the  hearts  of  3,000   or  more  children. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  70  medical  and  surgical  doctors.  A 
specialist  for  every  particular  case  is  at  the  call  of  the  hospital  any 
minute,  day  or  night.  These  doctors  are  the  best  of  the  country  and 
are  giving  much  of  their  time  and  service  to  the  sick  of  our  Hos- 
pital— in  many  cases  without  money  and  without  price.  There  are 
91  nurses,  besides  an  adequate  number  of  special  graduate  nurses, 
at  the  service  of  the  patients  day  and  night. 

At  present  the  Hospital  has  a  capacity  of  only  108  beds  and  is 
equipped  with  modern  conveniences  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
the  sick  to  a  limited  numbt  r,  but  if  we  would  continue  our  work  of 
mercy  and  would  stop  the  continual  turning  away  of  those  who  need 
this  service  so  much  we  must  provide  more  room  for  them.  With 
$200,000  the  bed  capacity  can  be  increased  to  over  200  or  about 
doubled,  and  would  thus  take  care  of  all  those  being  turned  av/ay  at 
the  present.  This  investment  seems  small  when  we  think  of  the  in- 
creased service  our  Hospital  would  be  able  to  render.  In  addition, 
the  cost  per  individual  would  be  reduced  considerably  by  increasing 
the  number. 

Let  us  remember  the  words  of  the  Master  'In  as  much  as  ye  have 
done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye  have  done 
it  unto  Me".

The  management  of  these  Homes  have  done  a  wonderful  work  in 
training  our  children  for  the  future,  and  should  receive  our  financial 
support  as  well  as  our  prayers  and  moral  cooperation. 

We  should  begin  to  plan  for  our  annual  Orphanage  Day  Pro- 
gram early  each  year  and  be  prepared  to  make  a  liberal  contribu- 
tion.    Let's  begin  to  set  aside  our  contributions  for  this  special  offer- 
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ing  now,  and  add  to  it  from  time  to  time.     It  will  surprise  you  5iow 
fast  your  savings  will  accumulate. 

Hundreds  of  our  boys  and  girls  are  now  attending  college  after 
leaving  our  orphan  homes,  and  will  be  future  leaders  in  our  religious 
denomination. 

Our  two  Baptist  Orphan  Homes,  the  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy 
Home,  are  dependent  entirely  upon  the  contributions  from  our 
churches  and  Sunday  Schools  and  we  should  keep  in  mind  when  we 
make  our  individual  offering  that  it  will  go  towards  developing  the 
children  at  the  Homes  and  aid  them  to  become  better  physically,  men- 
tally, and  spiritually  fit  for  the  future   life. 

It  would  be  a  fine  contribution  of  charity  if  our  churches    and 

Sunday   Schools   in    the    Raleigh  Association    could   establish  regular 

monthly  offerings  for   the   support  of   our  orphan  homes.      Some   of 

our  churches  are  making  monthly  offerings  and  it  would  inspire  more 

of  our  churches  if  they  wou!d  designate  one  definite  Sunday  in  each 

month  as  Orphanage  Day  and  give  the  entire  offering  to  this  great 

character  building  institution — Our  Orphan  Homes.

State  Mission  Report 

For  a  hundred  years  the  Board  of  State  Missions  has  had  for  its 
objectives  the  winning  of  the  lost  in  our  State  for  Christ  and  then 
to  the  fellowship  which  the  churches  provide.  During  the  more  re- 
cent years  the  training  and  development  of  those  who  have  come 
into  our  churches  has  become  an  additional  function  of  State  Mis- 
sions. Thus  the  task  of  State  Missions  now  includes  many  varied 
activities,  som.e  of  which  we  list  below. 

1.  Missionary  and  Pastoral  assistance  in  the  needy  and  strategic 
places  of  our  State.  The  value  of  this  type  of  work  may  be  seen  when 
understood  that  many  of  cur  strongest  churches  are  trophies  of  this 
work.  The  task  is  not  finished— indeed  it  has  just  begun.  Let  us 
carry  on! 

2.  Teaching  and  training.  In  the  earlier  days,  emphasis  was 
almost  solely  on  evangelism,  but  now  greater  emphasis  is  being  put 
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upon  teaching  and  training.  This  work  must  be  continued  in  view  of 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  membership  of  our  churches.  The  Sunday 
School  and  B.  T.  U.  departments  deserve  our  continued  support. 

3.  It  is  the  aim  of  State  Missions  to  assist  weaker  churches  in 
building  more  adequate  church  houses  when  possible. 

4.  State  Missions  is  giving  the  Gospel  to  the  Indians  in 
Robeson  County.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  C.  Lunsford  have  been  working 
there  for  several  years. 

5.  The  State  Convention  through  State  Missions  is  undertaking 
some  cooperative  work  with  the  Negro  State  Convention.  The  white 
Baptists  have  a  great  opportunity  in  giving  sympathy  and  financial 
support  to  christian  education  among  Negroes. 

6.  Work  among  students  in  the  colleges.  State  Missions  is  seek- 
ing to  provide  a  few  whole  or  part  time  student  secretaries  in  our 
educational  centers. 

7.  Hospitals  and  Sanatoriums.  State  Missions  is  seeking  to 
minister  to  the  sick  in  body  and  soul  in  Oteen  Hospital,  the  Sana- 
torium at  Black  Mountain,  the  State  Sanatorium,  and  Samarcand 
near  Aberdeen. 

8.  General  Missionaries.  M.  O.  Alexander  and  J.  C.  Pipes  are 
doing  a  fine  work  in  our  State.  They  cannot  do  the  work  that  needs 
to  de  done.     Another  man  is  greatly  needed. 

As  yet  we  have  no  work  in  our  prisons.  Surely  we  must,  for 
Christ's  sake,  make  this  a  part  of  State  Mission  work  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.

The  Bottoms  Trust,  due  to  the  work  largely  of  Mrs.  Ida  M.  Bot- 
toms of  Texarkana,  Ark.,  has  revitalized  the  work  along  the  Rio 
Grande  in  Texas,  up  into  New  Mexico,  throughout  French  Louisiana, 
and  over  the  entire  field  of  Cuba.

In  1936  the  Union  gave  |113,981.15.    In  1937  the  offering  reached 
$130,904.86.     Shall  we  march  on  in  1938  and  1939? 
Progress  in  Finances 
The  Board  received  an  increase  of  $64,999.40  in  1937.     $145,560.37 
was  paid  on  the  principal  of  the  debt  in  1937.     At  present  the  Board 
is  strictly  adhering  to  a  cash  basis.     We  recommend  that  every  one 
contribute  generously  and  regularly,  so  the  Board  can  carry  on.

The  officers,  a^  recommended  in  the  above  report,  were 
unanimously  elected  by  the  A<vvy^iation,  and  the  Moderator  in 
most  appropriate  words,  dedicated  thenn  to  thefr  tasks,  and 
dosed  by  a  prayer  for  each  of  them. 
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At  this  time  the  Association  was  favored  with  special  music 
by  the  Apex  Church  choir. 

Witnessing  Through  the  Social  Gospel 

Surely  it  is  believed  by  Christians  everywhere  that  the  Church 
of  God  is  a  divine  institution,  appointed  to  interpret  the  gospel  of 
Christ  to  each  successive  generation,  and  to  labor  to  the  end  that 
all  things  be  brought  into  subjection  to  him.  The  fact  that  the 
problems  of  industrial  readjustment  and  social  redemption  are  forced 
upon  this  generation  must  constitute  a  call  to  the  Church  to  assert  the 
Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  in  the  social  as  well  as  in  the  individual  life, 
and  to  interpret  the  gospel  in  this  age  in  social  as  well  as  individual 
terms.  If  we  believe  that  the  salvation  of  the  individual  and  so- 
ciety are  one  and  inseparable,  we  must  accept  the  responsibility  for 
the  Widespread  poverty,  class-conflict,  racial  bitterness,  warfare  and 
unemployment,  accompanied  by  moral  disintegration  and  despair 
throughout  much  of  the  world  today.  Is  it  not  reasonable  to  believe 
that  the  chaos  of  today  is  the  judgment  of  God  upon  a  world  which 
has  forsaken  the  commandment  of  Christ  to  love  our  neighbor  as 
ourselves  ? 

Let  us  seek  the  guidance  of  God  in  considering  certain  princi- 
ples: 

1.  *'To  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor;  to  heal  the  broken-hearted, 
to  preach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the 
blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised,  to  preach  the  accept- 
able year  of  the  Lord."  We  ought  to  commit  ourselves  to  work  for 
a  society  in  which  opportunities  for  the  abundant  life  are  more 
justly  and  fairly  given  to  the  masses  of  men. 

2.  The  idea  that  the  labor  of  men  should  be  bought  and  sold 
as  a  commodity  violates  the  right  of  men  and  women  to  participate 
as  responsible  personalities  in  the  organization  of  their  economic 
life  and  relegates  them  to  a  status  practically  identical  with  that  of 
the  machine  in  present  society.  Human  values  are  more  important 
than  property  values.  Our  economic  system  which  at  present  is 
motivated  by  profit  should  be  motivated  by  service. 

3.  The  system  of  industrial  and  agricultural  organization  which 
results  in  exploitation  of  human  and  natural  resources,  manipulated 
by  irresponsible  employers  unwilling  to  meet  the  demands  of  decent 
standards  of  living  should  be  condemned. 

4.  The  right  of  employees  and  employers  alike  to  organize  for 
collective  bargaining  and  social  action  should  not  be  questioned. 
Protection  of  both  in  the  exercise  of  these  rights  should  be  afforded. 

5.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Christian  to  uphold  the  greiatest  and 
most  important  safeguards  of  a  free  people;  namely,  free  speech, 
free  assembly,  and   a  free  press.     The  encouragement  of  free  com- 
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munication  of  mind  with  mind  is  essential  to  the  discovery  of  truth. 

6.  The  Christian  Church  must  stand  for  justice,  opportunity, 
equal  rights  for  all,  mutual  good  will  and  cooperation  among-  racial, 
economic  and  religious  groups. 

7.  Since  war  is  the  outcome  of  national  attempts  at  economic 
advantages,  or  desire  on  the  part  of  certain  individuals  to  profit 
regardless  of  the  lives  of  men,  women  and  children,  the  Christian 
Church  ought  to  be  opposed  to  war.  The  expenditure  of  such  a 
vast  proportion  of  our  national  income  for  war  preparation  is  de- 
plorable. 

8.  Denominational  differences  that  prevent  united  Christian 
action  in  meeting  the  individual  and  social  problems  should  be  seri- 
ously considered  by  all  followers  of  Christ.

Following  a  song  service  by  the  Apex  choir,  Bro.  R.  E.  At- 
kins conducted  devotional  exercises,  reading  the  fifth  and  sixth 
verses  of  the  forty-second  chapter  of  Job.  Bro.  Atkins  dwelt 
upon  the  faith,  confidence  and  steadfastness  of  Job  in  his  af-

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order.    Bro.  W.  E. 
Cobb  read  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools,  and  pending  its  adop- 
tion was  discussed  by  Bro.  L.  L.  Morgan,  who  spoke  of  the  four 
methods  of  teaching  by  Jesus. 
1. — He  taught  adults — not  children. 
2. — He  taught  to  produce  changes  in  the  lives  of  people. 
3. — He  used  a  variety  of  methods. 
4. — He  taught  with  the  utmost  informality. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Sunday  Schools 

The  Sunday  School,  the  agent  of  the  great  agency,  the  Church, 
is  seeking  to  teach  its  pupils  the  word  of  God.  The  E'Ible  being  our 
text  book;  the  pupil  is  ever  the  center  of  the  teaching,  let  him  be 
what  ever  age  that  he  may  be. 

I  believe  that  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  Churches  have  accepted 
the  CHALLENGE  OF  JESUS.  I  also  believe  that  they  have  not  yet 
fully  realized  the  possibility  of  this  CHALLENGE  and,  the  large 
measure  of  responsibility. 

The  purpose  of  the  Sunday  School  is  varied.  Our  Sunday  Schools 
are  one  of  the  chu^rches'  greatest  teaching  agencies.  Then  that  makes 
this  agent  a  far  reaching  one  in  the  interest  of  reaching  the  people, 
and  the  reason  is  to  lead  them  to  Christ. 

The  crowning  achievement  of  our  Sunday  Schools  is  in  the  lead- 
ing of  large  numbers  into  the  Kingdom  and  Church.  Yet  our  work 
is  not  complete  as  we  must  continue  to  work  with  them  in  an  effort 
to  guide  them  in  the  proper  use  of  these  Christian  lives,  and  that 
they  get  the  right  spiritual  conception  of  life,  and  also  to  help 
counteract  the  many  evil  influences  by  the  right  teaching  in  our 
Sunday  Schools. 

If  we  would  do  something  about  the  multitudes  that  are  on  the 
outside  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  then  we  must  be  up  and  at  it.  0|iir 
Sunday  School  organizations  are  fine;  but  they  will  not  do  the 
work  and  carry  on  unless  that  v/e  as  Church  members  are  willing 
to  consecrate  ourselves,  and  concentrate  our  efforts  as  a  whole. 

Let  us  look  at  some  of  our  associational  v/crk.  While  our  Sun- 
day School  Board  at  Nashvilie,  and  our  office  at  Raleigh  has  been 
emphasizing  the  establishing  of  Cradle  roll,  and  extension  departments 
in  all  our  Churches  and  offering  to  give  Cradle  roll  supplies  to 
Churches  establishing  new  rolls,  yet  we  still  lack  some  of  having 
reached  the  hundred  percent.  I  am  advised  that  the  free  offer  may 
be  withdrawn  at  an  early  date.  Let  us  make  use  of  this  offer  that 
is  available  to  the  Churches  that  these  departments  may  be  established 
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in  every  Church.  That  we  may  through  our  organizations  be  able  to 
teach,  minister,  and  touch  human  life  from  its  very  beginning  until 
its  closing. 

Our  records  show  that  We  have  had  a  gain  in  both  enrollment 
and  attendance  this  year;  but  our  average  attendance  is  still  about 
half  of  our  enrollment. 

The  Associational  organization  held  eleven  monthly  meetings  with 
various  Churches  of  the  association,  including  a  joint  meeting  with 
the  Central  Association  at  Knightdale  in  April.  We  averaged  seventy, 
four  for  each  meeting.  We  engaged  in  an  association-wide  study 
course,  also  jointly  with  the  Central,  with  Dr.  Townsend  doing  the 
teaching.  The  members  of  the  Churches  very  generously  gave  of 
their  means  to  the  amount  of  $29.64.  The  like  amount  being  spent 
for  program  materials  and  getting  same  out  to  the  churches  with 
other  reports.  Our  organization  has  been  enlarged  so  that  we  may 
be  of  any  possible  help  to  all  the  churches,  and  we  enlist  your 
support  for  this  year. 

We  hope  that  this   report  will  be  the  means  of  bringing  a  re- 
newed interest  on  the  part  of  the  Churches,  and  that  we  get  a  vision 
of  how  our  Churches  can  use  our  Sunday  School  organization  as  a 
proper  means  of  teaching  the  Bible,  winning  the  lost  to  Christ,  and 
that  we  shall  become  more  missionary.     May  we  unite  our  efforts  in 
this  work,  that  we  may  become  greater  witnesses  than  ever  before.

Report  of  Co-operative  Program 

Let's  define  it,  both  from  the  view  point  of  the  individual  mem- 
ber and  the  individual  church  and  also  from  the  viewpoint  of  the 
objects  which  we  support. 

1.  It  is  a  plan  which  enables  the  individual  and  the  church  to 
share  in  the  support  of  every  object  Which  Baptists  believe  should 
be  supported,  as  a  consequence  of  the  program  which  Jesus  began. 

2.  From  the  viewpoint  of  the  objects  which  they  support.  It 
enables  them  to  make  a  unified  and  united  appeal  to  individuals  and 
to  churches  instead  of  a  separate  appeal  for  each  separate  object.  It 
operates  on  the  principle  of  each  for  all  and  all  for  each,  and  all 
for  Christ. 

3.  It  makes  an  appeal  to  every  member  to  contribute  to  the 
cooperative  program  since  in  so  doing  every  member  will  share  in 
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the  support  of  every  object.  At  the  same  time  it  recognizes  the 
right  of  every  member  to  contribute  to  any  object  or  objects  with  the 
promise  that  money  so  given  will  go  to  the  object  specified  or  desig- 
nated, and  to  that  object  alone. 

Objects  in  the  Cooperative  Program. 

1.  State  Missions — The  first  task  of  the  State  Board  is  to  coop- 
erate with  the  Foreign  and  Home  Boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  since  all  missions  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program, 
which  includes  all  objects  which  Baptists  support. 

2.  Christian  Education — That  means  that  we  support  in  part, 
Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan,  Campbell  College,  Wingate  nnd 
Boiling    Springs. 

3.  Benevolence — (a)  The  Orphanage.  At  last  Baptists  have  come 
to  see  their  duty  in  regard  to  the  helpless  children.  Of  course  the 
orphanage  does  not  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program,  but  is  sup- 
ported by  the  once-a-month  offerings  from  the  churches  and  the 
Thanksgiving   offering. 

(b)  Hospitals.  E'aptists  were  also  slow  to  see  their  duty  in 
regard  to  the  sick  in  our  midst.  It  was  not  until  1922  that  the 
Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  began  to  do  its  gracious  work. 

Objects  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  as  follows:  1. 
Foreign  Missions;  2.  Home  Missions;  3.  Aged  Ministers;  4.  Sem- 
inaries;  5.  Southern  Baptist  Hospital,  Nev/  Orleans,  La. 

This  program  is  in  keeping  with  the  program  of  Jesus,  as  re- 
corded in  Luke  4:18,  19,  and  also  Luke  7:22.  Jesus  carried  his 
program  through  to  the  very  end,  and  then  said,  "As  my  Father  has 
sent  me  even  so  send  I  you".  Make  disciples  of  all  the  nations, 
baptize,  teach,  and  remember  that  I  am  with  you  always,  day  by 
day,  until  the  close  of  the  age.

Ministerial  Relief 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion has  just  completed  its  twentieth   year   of  service.     This   Board 
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should  find  a  larger  place  in  the  hearts  of  our  people  than  has 
been  accorded  it  hitherto.  It  has  rendered  a  great  service,  but  it  is 
capable  of  rendering  a  still  greater  service.  The  benefits  paid  by  this 
Board  during  the  first  twenty  years  were  $3,235,150.42.  Our  people 
should  make  the  work  of  this  Board  a  matter  of  earnest  study  and 
prayer  and  give  to  it  their  most  hearty  cooperation. 

The  Care  of  our  Aged  and  Infirm  Preachers  and  Widows 

Our  Board  continually  faces  the  great  task  laid  upon  it  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  by  the  various  States  of  providing 
food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  thousands  of  ministers  who  have  grown 
old  in  the  service  of  Christ  and  for  the  widows  of  ministers  who 
have  gone  to  their  Heavenly  reward.  The  time  has  not  come  and 
will  not  come  for  many  years  when  there  will  not  be  the  necessity 
for  aiding  these  servants  of  the  Lord,  and  the  amounts  that  we  are 
paying  them  ought  by  all  means  to  be  increased  for  they  are  piti- 
fully small. 

Fellowship  Offerings 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  continuing  to  ask  that  the 
churches  take  at  least  one  FELLOWSHIP  OFFERING  in  connec- 
tion with  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper  each  year  and  send  it 
through  the  State  Secretary-Treasurer  marked  "Special  Fellowship 
Offering  for  Ministerial  Relief."  A  growing  number  of  our  churches 
have  done  this  and  yet  the  great  majority  have  neglected  it.  If 
thousands  of  our  churches  would  take  this  Fellowship  Offering  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board  will  be  able  to  send  thousands  of  dollars 
more  money  to  our  aged  and  dependent  veterans. 

Annuities  for  our  Preachers  Who  Retire  in  Future  Years 

Many  churches  and  pastors  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
have  taken  the  long  look  and  entered  into  cooperation  with  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  looking  to  the  building  up  of  an  annuity  on  which 
the  minister  and  his  family  may  live  after  he  retires  from  active 
service.  Retirement  may  be  as  early  as  65  or  may  be  deferred  to 
a  later  date,  according  to  circumstances.  Churches  having  minis- 
ters who  are  provided  for  through  an  annuity  plan  are  more  likely  to 
continue  them  in  service  after  they  are  65  than  if  they  are  not  so 
provided.

Bro.  F.  C.  Feezor  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions  and 
commented  briefly  upon  the  various  items  in  the  report,  after 
which  on  motion  it  was  adopted. 
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Foreign  Mission  Report 

In  ninety-three  years  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  not  seen 
more  troublous  times.  There  are  war  and  rumors  of  war  in  many 
parts  of  the  world.  Truly  the  nations  are  in  commotion,  and  we 
know  not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth.  If  "we  look  about  us  and 
take  note  of  circumstance  and  world  conditions,  we  are  tempted  to 
cry  out  with  the  Apostle,  "And  who  is  sufficient  for  these  things?" 
In  our  fear  and  uncertainty,  we  turn  to  our  risen,  enthroned  Lord, 
who  still  lives  and  rules  and  guides  in  the  affairs  of  men  and 
nations. 

Financial — For  the  calendar  year  of  1937,  the  Board  received 
for  its  work  from  all  sources  the  sum  total  of  |1, 077, 996. 34.  From 
the  churches  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  undesignated,  we  re- 
ceived $421,259.72;  designated  gifts,  |230,459.70;  Lottie  Moon  Offer- 
ing, $239,376.92;  for  the  debt  through  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club, 
$64,259.91;  for  debt,  miscellaneous  sources,  $3,629.62;  legacies,  $8,- 
749.66;  miscellaneous  receipts,  $110,269.81.  The  total  received  from 
all   sources   was   $1,077,996.34. 

Our  debt  now  stands  at  $298,000.  Since  the  Washington  Conven- 
tion five  years  ago,  we  have  paid  on  the  principal  of  our  debt  nearly 
$800,000.  The  Board  has  lived  within  its  income  and  has  not  bor- 
rowed any  money  in  five  years. 

The  goal  set  by  the  Wornnn's  Missionary  Union  for  the  1937 
Lottie  Moon  Offering  was  $190,000.00.  We  have  received  to  date 
a  total  of  $290,000.  The  first  thing  cared  for  out  of  this  offering 
was  the  salaries  of  125  missionaries  of  our  Board.  This  comes  in  as 
a  cash  gift  in  January  and  makes  it  possible  for  the  Board  to  go 
through  the  dull  months  of  the  summer  without  having  to  resort  to 
the  expedient  of  loa'ns  from  the  banks  for  our  current  budget,  as 
formerly.  The  gifts  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  also  enable 
the  Board  to  erect  missionary  homes,  build  schools,  colleges,  train- 
ing schools,  churches,  and  pay  debts  incurred  in  building  enterprises 
by  the  native  churches  and  boards.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  for  this  generous  and  unselfish  support 
given  our  foreign  mission   work. 

War  Conditions — Most  of  our  mission  property  in  the  Central, 
Interior  and  North  China  Missions  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Jap- 
anese military  authorities,  and  our  missionaries  are  not  even  al- 
lowed to  inspect  the  property  and  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  damage. 
In  Shanghai  alone  we  estimate  our  losses  at  close  to  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  amount  of  damage 
done  to  our  property  outside  of  Shanghai,  but  we  know  it  will  be 
exceedingly  heavy. 

Many  of  our  missionaries  have  lost  all  of  their  personal  effects, 
household  goods,  clothing,  books,  and  all  of  those   intimate  personal 
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accumulations  of  a  lifetime.  We  would  estimate  that  fifty  mis- 
sionaries have  lost  an  average  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  in  per- 
sonal property  and  belongings.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  no 
funds  whatever  for  reimbursing  these  missionaries.  We  are  dis- 
tressed over  the  plight  of  these  devoted  men  and  women  and  we 
fear  some  of  them  will  actually  suffer  unless  a  way  can  be  found 
for    their   relief. 

When  the  war  is  over  in  China  and  we  come  into  possession  of 
our  property  again,  the  question  of  rebuilding  and  repairing  is 
going  to  be  acute  indeed.  With  our  present  income,  the  Board  will 
be  wholly  unable  to  do  anything  at  all  toward  the  repair  of  our 
property.  The  most  acute  problem  confronting  us  now  is  how  to 
provide  homes  for  our  missionaries.  Rents  in  the  port  cities  of 
China  are  fearfully  high  and  it  is  already  a  question  of  how  long  we 
can  carry  this  heavy  extra  burden. 

Africa— Our  African  Mission  is  eighty-eight  years  old  and  has 
never  had  an  official  visit  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  For  vari- 
ous reasons  the  proposed  visit  has  been  postponed  until  now.  The  Sec- 
retary, accompanied  by  Mrs.  Maddry,  Mrs.  J.  B'.  Boatwright  of  South 
Carolina,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  M.  T.  Andrews  of  Texas,  sailed  for 
Nigeria  on  May  25th  and  returned  in  September.  Many  difficult  and 
acute  problems  confront  our  African  Mission  at  the  present  time, 
chief  among  them  being  the  desperate  need  for  missionary  recruits. 
We  are  in  immediate  need  of  teachers,  nurses  and  evangelistic  mis- 
sionaries. 

Ridgecrest — The  annual  Foreign  Mission  Conference  held  at 
Ridgecrest  in  August  has  grown  to  tremendous  proportions.  It 
is  a  meeting  of  far-reaching  importance  for  all  of  our  foreign 
mJssion  work.  The  Conference  this  year  was  held  August  7-12  and 
was  under  the  general  direction  of  Home  Secretary  R.  S.  Jones. 

On  January  1st  we  launched  our  new  foreign  mission  periodical, 
THE  COMMISSION.  There  will  be  six  issues  this  year  and  beginning 
with  January  1,  1939,  the  magazine  will  be  issued  monthly.  The  sub- 
scription prices  will  be  fifty  cents  per  year.  In  five  months  we  have 
secured  over  nine  thousand  paid-up  subscriptions  and  we  have  been 
greatly  delighted  with  the  reception  given  THE  COMMISSION  by 
the  denomination.  We  hope  to  secure  many  new  subscribers  within 
the  months  ahead. 

We  glean  from  the  report  the  following  statistics:  number  of 
baptisms,  14,027;  total  native  membership,  208,794;  total  contribu- 
tions by  native  churches,  $370,638;  total  native  churches,  1,802; 
number   of   self-supporting   churches,   986. 

Bro.  Feezor,  following  the  report,  introduced  Miss  Vivian 
Nowell  who  is  soon  to  set  sail  as  a  missionary  to  Africa,  having 
been  already  approved  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 
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Miss  Nowell  in  an  inspiring  way  told  of  her  Christian  life 
and  the  manner  in  which  God  led  her  to  believe  she  had  been 
called  to  go  to  Africa. 

Election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Bro.  Robert 
Simms,  Jr.,  and  Bro.  Ralph  Poe  were  placed  in  nomination  and  a 
ballot  taken  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Robert  Simms,  Jr., 
as  Moderator.  Bro.  Ralph  Poe  was  elected  Vice-Moderator.  T. 
C.  Council  was  chosen  Clerk  and  Treasurer.  W.  E.  Cobb  was 
elected  Historian. 

On  motion  a  free  will  offering  was  taken  for  the  Moderator 
and  Clerk  which  amounted  to  $25.58.  The  gift  was  most  gra- 
cious and  greatly  appreciated  by  both  of  them. 

The  Moderator  at  this  time  recognized  visitors. 

Special  music,  a  solo,  was  rendered  by  Mrs.  Paul  Brantley. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  morning  session  was  the  in- 
spirational address  of  Bro.  R.  N.  Simms,  Sr.,  who  spoke  of  the 
work  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

On  motion,  adjourned.

Report  on  Christian  Education 

All  too  often  we  are  prone  to  think  that  Christian  Education 
takes  place  only  in  our  Christian  schools  and  colleges.  Therefore 
in  such  reports  as  this  we  usually  limit  our  discussion  to  the  work 
that  is  being  done  at  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan,  Mars  Hill, 
Boiling  Springs  and  Campbell.  These  are  our  higher  institutions 
of  learning  Which  are  supposed  to  give  to  students  a  Christian 
education,  but  not  all  of  our  Baptists  are  privileged  to  attend  these 
schools.  Does  this  mean  that  only  those  who  attend  can  possess  a 
Christian  Education?  No!  Our  churches  must  realize  that  they 
are  educational  institutions  in  themselves. 

Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church  and  Christ  was  a  teacher  as 
well  as  a  minister.  If  our  churches  are  to  perpetuate  the  principles 
for  which  Christ  stood  they  must  be  educational  in  their  approach. 
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The  church  can  not  give  to  the  Sunday  school  the  whole  job  of 
teaching.  Education  can  not  be  segmented  like  this.  It  must  per- 
meate the  whole  of  the  church's  program.  The  end  of  such  a  pro- 
gram as  this  will  be  the  regeneration  and  reconstruction  of  human 
personality  and  human  society. 

If  our  churches  conceive  of  their  progi'ams  in  this  light  all  the 
members  will  have  an  opportunity  of  receiving  education  along  the 
lines  and  principles  of  Christ.  Our  public  schools  are  concerned  with 
secular  education,  our  homes  are  apparently  no  longer  capable  of 
teaching  us  the  principles  of  Christ.  It  is  left  to  the  church.  Each 
church  must  do  as  much  as  it  can  tov/ards  the  promotion  of  Chris- 
tian Education.  Individually  and  collectively  it  is  left  to  the 
churches  to  sponsor  religious  education.  If  we  fail  our  people  will 
suffer  the  loss.

Report  on  Temperance 

Once  more  as  a  group  of  Christians  representing  34  B'aptist 
Churches  within  the  Raleigh  Association,  would  we  turn  and  ex- 
amine briefly  the  society  in  which  we  live,  in  order  that  we  might 
see  where  the  teachings  and  principles  of  Jesus  Christ,  Our  Lord, 
most  urgently  need  to  be  applied. 

The  Liquor  Business  Still  Flourishes 

Reports  of  the  United  States  government  for  the  fiscal  years 
of  1933  and  1936  show  that  the  withdrawals  and  approximate  per 
capita  consumption  of  liquor  in  terms  of  gallons  were: 

Fiscal  Year  1933— Distilled  spirits,  malt  liquors  and  wine  totaled 
approximately  213,000,000  gaFons  or  1.73  per  capita  gallons.  In 
1936  the  total  withdrawal  in  gallons  was  approximately  1,700,000,000 
gallons  or  13.58  per  capita  gallons. 

A  check  during  the  same  period  in  68  cities  of  more  than 
100,000  population  shov/s  the  following  number  of  agate  lines  of  ad- 
vertising: 

1934,  Hard  Liquors  17,000,000  lines  increased  by  1936  to  40,171,000 
lines.  During  the  same  period  Beer  advertising  increased  from 
7,250,000  lines  to  9,777,000  lines. 

It  is  estimated  that  brewers  and  distillers  spent  |16,000,000  for 
newspaper  advertising  and  $4,000,000  for  magazines  in  1936. 

In  connection  with  this  tremedous  increase  in  the  liquor  busi- 
ness we  should  note  that  the  deaths  on  our  highways  by  accidents 
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have  increased  from  29,196  in  1932  to  40,300  in  1937.  We  do  not  mean 
to  imply  that  this  increase  is  wholly  chargeable  to  the  increased 
consumption  of  liquor,  but  in  this  connection  we  quote  the  following 
from  the  Federal  Council  B'alletin  of  October,  1938: 

"Safety  campaigns  are  calling  attention  to  the  startling  fact  that 
39,700  persons  lost  their  lives  in  motor  accidents  last  year.  The 
blame  seems  to  be  attributed  chiefly  to  defects  in  highways  or  in 
the  upkeep  of  cars  or  to  a  craze  for  speed.  But  the  president  of 
the  American  Motorists'  Insurance  Company,  James  S.  Kemper, 
bluntly  says  that  the  'primary  contributing  factor'  is  the  'almost 
complete  absence  of  regulation  of  the  strong  liquor  traffic  since  the 
repeal  of  prohibition.'  He  finds  that  the  number  of  drunken  driv- 
ers involved  in  accidents  has  increased  fourfold  since  1929." 

Once  more  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  declares  its  unal- 
terable opposition  to  the  liquor  traffic  in  all  its  forms,  and  calls  upon 
its  various  members  to  engage  in  active  service  for  the  better 
regulntion  and  ultimate  suppression   of  this  great  evil. 

We  are  opposed  to  the  liquor  traffic  because  it  strikes  at  life 
in  all  its  forms,  physical,  mental,  and  spiritual.  It  destroys  property, 
breaks  up  homes,  wrecks  bodies  and  disintegrates  personalities. 
However,  we  need  most  earnestly  to  recognize  that  there  are  other 
evils  which  strike  at  life  in  all  its  forms,  and  against  these  would 
we  also  raise  our  voices   in  protest: 

1.  There  is  the  matter  of  poverty.  Statisticians  tell  us  that  less 
than  15  per  cent  of  the  American  population  have  incomes  of  $2,000 
annually  and  above.  11  per  cent  are  paupers;  23  per  cent  live  on 
less  than  S600  and  25  per  cent  live  on  less  than  $1,000.  Poverty 
breeds  sickness,  disease,  immorality,  sin,  death.  We  would  dedicate 
ourselves  to  the  obliteration  of  poverty  in  the  United  States. 

2.  In  connection  with  above  problem,  we  recognize  the  necessity 
of  not  only  a  better  and  more  just  distribution  of  our  national  in- 
come but  also  a  steady  increase  in  the  total  production  of  goods  and 
services,  to  the  end  that  we  may  have  more  wealth  to  distribute. 

3.  We  would,  therefore,  work  for  a  better  understanding  between, 
capital  and  labor,  to  the  end  that  better  wages  may  be  had  as  Well 
as  reasonable  returns  upon  invested  capital. 

4.  We  would  approve  and  support  every  effort  which  seeks  to 
abolish  child  labor  and  desire  supervision  of  the  working  condi- 
tions of  every  man   and  woman. 

5.  Religion  and  Politics  occupy  separate  fields  of  endeavor  but, 
we  believe.  Christian  people  have  already  too  long  absented  them- 
selves from  political  activity.  We  should  study  the  operation  of  our 
governments,  local,  county,  state  and  nation-wide.  We  should  vote 
intelligently  and  insist  that  we  are  represented  by  the  best  of  our 
citizens  rather  than  by  those  who  by  some  trick  may  be  able  to 
secure  sufficient  votes. 
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6.  We  recognize  the  interdependence  of  all  citizens  of  America 
and  we  would  seek  to  increase  the  happiness  and  well  being  of  all 
regardless  of  race,  color  or  religious  belief. 

In  this  we  mean  to  suggest  that  our  high  business  is  to  work 
for  the  coming  of  the   Kingdom  of   God   into   all  our   relationships, 
economic,  social  and  political  as  well  as  religious.

Report  of  Historian 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  S.  W.  Oldham,  Historian,  the  Clerk 
read  the  history  of  Pleasant  Grove  Baptist  Church  and  the  same 
was  ordered  printed  in  our  minutes. 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  PLEASANT  GROVE  CHURCH 

Pleasant  Grove  Baptist  Church  was  organized  April  16,  1868, 
with  Elder  O.  Churchill,  moderator,  pro.  tern.  The  charter  members 
were  as  follows:  James  Rowland,  James  A.  Rowland,  Ann  B.  Row- 
land, Sarah  F.  Rowland,  Mary  E.  Matthews,  E.  B.  Jones,  Mabel  A. 
Jones,  Walter  A.  Jones,  Alvin  Olive,  Elizabeth  M.  Olive,  Green  H. 
Alford,  Rebecca  Alford,  Elizabeth  L.  Jones,  Columbus  A.  Alford, 
Braxton  B.  Jones,  JEmily  V.  Jones,  Jane  A.  Jones,  Sidney  L.  Jones,  a 
total  of  18  members.  James  A.  Rowland  was  appointed  temporary 
clerk,  and  Elder  J.  C.  Marcom  was  called  as  the  first  pastor. 

The  first  mem.bers  to  be  admitted  into  the  church  after  its  or- 
ganization were  Sarah  Rowland  and  Harriet  H.  Blanchard  by  letter, 
and  Nancy  R.  Strain  and  Charles  E.  J.  Jones  by  experience.  J.  B. 
Strain  was  also  taken  in  by  letter.  These  were  admitted  at  the  May 
meeting,  1868,  The  first  ordinance  of  baptism  was  administered  on 
the  second  Sunday  in  June,  1868. 

On  Saturday  before  the  second  Sunday  in  July,  1868,  the  first 
deacons  were  elected.  They  were:  J.  B-.  Strain  and  E.  B'.  Jones. 
G.  H.  Alford  was  the  first  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  to 
be  elected,  with  J.  B.  Strain  as  his  assistant. 

The  first  delegates  to  the  Association  were  G.  H.  Alford  and 
J.  B.  Strain,  who  were  appointed  Saturday  before  the  second 
Sunday  in  September,  1868,  and  on  Saturday  before  the  second  Sun- 
day in  November,  1868,  the  church  received  the  information  that  it 
Tiad  been  received  into  the  Raleigh  Association. 

In  November,  1868,  Elder  Johnson  Olive  Was  called  as  past<>r 
to  succeed  Elder  Churchill. 
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Thomas  A.  Council  was  admitted  by  letter  Saturday  before  the 
fourth  Sunday,  1869.  Charles  W.  Blanchard  was  admitted  into  the 
church  on  profession  of  faith  in  October,  1871.  In  1887  he  was  or- 
dained to  the  Gospel  Ministry  by  a  Presbytery  consisting  of  Rev- 
erends J.  M.  White,  H.  W.  Norris,  and  A.  B.  Hunter.  He  was  pastor 
of  this  church  in  1904. 

The  oldest  living  member  of  the  church,  from  the  standpoint  of 
continuous   membership  is  Mrs.  Antionette   Sorrell. 

In  1883  A.  E.  Rowland  and  wife,  Margaret  E.  Rowland,  executed 
a  deed  to  the  church  property  where  the  old  original  building  was 
erected  and  where  the  cemetery  now  is. 

In  January,  1904,  letters  were  granted  to  sixteen  members  who 
organized  and  joined  a  church  at  McCullers.  At  this  time  a  motion 
was  carried  to  move  this  church  to  Willow  Springs,  but  later  this 
motion  was  reconsidered  and  rescinded. 

In  1924,  while  conducting  a  revival  service  in  the  old  church, 
Fred  N.  Day,  of  Winston-Salem,  inaugurated  the  movement  to  build 
a  new  church,  and  in  August  of  the  same  year  E.  B.  Utley  and 
wife  executed  a  deed  to  1  1-2  acres  of  land  to  the  church  and  thereby 
gave  to  the  church  the  land  on  which  the  new  building  now  stands. 

In  connection  with  the  early  days  of  the  church,  the  records  show 
some  rather  interesting  items,  as  viewed  at  present.  For  a  num- 
ber of  years  after  its  organization  only  the  names  of  the  male  mem- 
bers were  called  in  conference  at  roll  call.  The  first  time  the  names 
of  the  female  members  were  called  was  in  1877.  The  rules  of  the 
church  decorum  were  read  in  conference  occasionally. 

Numbered  among  these  rules  appears  this  one:  ''Any  member 
not  disabled  who  fails  to  render  his  reasonable  portion  of  aid  in 
bearing  the  expenses  of  the  church  shall  be  deemed  as  walking  dis- 
orderly and  subject  to  discipline." 

The  church  in  its  early  days  also  kept  in  close  toujch  with  its 
absent  members  and  admonished  them  to  write  and  let  the  church 
know  of  their  spiritual  welfare  if  they  were  so  far  away  as  to  be 
unable  to  attend  upon  its  services. 

Another  very  interesting  thing  about  the  early  days  of  the  church 
is  the  rigorous  quality  of  its  discipline.  From  1868,  the  time  of  its 
organization,  to  1880,  a  period  of  twelve  years,  and  with  a  member- 
ship of  loss  than  one  hundred,  and  probably  not  more  than  fifty  at 
any  time  during  the  period,  twenty-two  members  were  taken  to 
task  by  the  church  for  various  offenses,  such  as  intoxication,  bear- 
ing false  witness,  unchristian  conduct,  being  at  variance  with 
one  another,  fiddling  and  dancing,  profane  language  and  others.  The 
records  of  the  church  give  us  a  clear  insight  into  the  characters  of 
our  parents  and  grandparents,  and  seem  to  speak  with  a  much 
greater  emphasis  than  do  the  records  of  a  more  modern  time. 

Another   very  interesting   thing   about   the   records   is    the   mat- 
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ter  of  church  expenses  and  pastors'  salary  in  the  early  days  and  now. 
As  little  as  |60.00  per  year  was  paid  pastors  in  the  early  days,  and 
in  one  instance  when  the  church  had  a  janitor,  he  was  paid  15  cents 
per  month.  The  total  expenditures  for  all  objects  in  1881  was  only 
$217.36  while  the  total  expenditures  for  all  objects  in  1928  was 
11,860.21.  Of  course  this  latter  fig'ure  included  some  of  the  build- 
ing expenses   of  the  new  church. 

As  to  the  new  building,  work  was  begun  on  its  erection  in  Jan- 
uary, 1925,  and  it  was  completed  in  July  of  the  same  year.  The 
first  service  held  in  the  church  was  on  the  second  Sunday  of  July, 
1925.  On  the  second  Sunday  of  March,  1930,  the  balance  of  the 
church  debt  was  paid.  The  pastor  of  the  church  during  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  building  was  Reverend  S.  T.  Morris.  The  building 
committee  consisted  of  J.  N.  Hare,  R.  L.  Ferrell,  J.  E.  Rogers,  R.  H. 
Stephens,  E.  E.  Banks  and  B.  G.  Ferrell.  The  cost  of  the  building 
was  $5,452.87,  which  was  raised  by  pledges  and  subscriptions  in 
money,  lumber  and  other  material  and  labor.  With  so  small  an  active 
membership  as  the  church  now  has,  it  may  be  said  that  the  load 
has  been  heavy  and  the  grade  steep  for  the  membership  in  this 
building  program,  and  but  for  the  cooperation  of  all  together  with 
the  special  efforts  and  sacrifices  of  a  fev/  so  meritorious  an  ac- 
complishment would  not  have  been  had  as  it  is  before  us  today. 

The  above  is  a  copy  of  a  paper  written  and  read  by  Mr.  L, 
Eruce  Gunter  at  the  dedication  of  the  new  church  June  15,  1930, 

Since  1930  the  church  has  moved  steadily  forward,  completely 
free  of  debt.  The  various  organizations — Sunday  School,  Woman's 
Missionary  Society,  Girl's  Auxiliary,  Royal  Ambassadors,  Sun 
beams  and  B.  T,  U.,  have  increased  the  interest  in  missions  and 
evangelism.     Today  the  membership  consists  of  164  members.

Report  on  Digest  of  Church  Letters 

Owing  to  the  short  time  in  which  to  prepare  this  report  it  wiH' 
of  necessity  be  short.  We  find  that  from  the  tabulation  of  the  let- 
ters that  there  was  a  net  gain  of  42  by  baptism  in  the  churches  as 
against  1937.  The  total  number  for  year  1938  being  456,  and  for 
1937,  414.  Out 'of  the  38  churches  reporting  three  did  not  report 
any  baptisms.  The  churches  making  the  largest  gains  in  baptism 
are  Hephzibah  23,  Knightdale  28,  and  Tabernacle  127.  There  were 
three  churches  that  did  not  give  any  thing  to  the  orphanage. 

We   had    a    gain   in   missions    and    benevolences    to    the    amount 
$1,912.88  over  the  year  1937.     We  suggest  to  the  churches  that  they 
take  their  minutes  and  compare  figures  for  gifts  with  each  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  W.  M.  U.  OF  RALEIGH 
ASSOCIATION 

As  another  year  has  passed  into  History,  it  is  my  privilege 
and  pleasure  to  render  an  accounting  of  the  stewardship  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Raleigh  Association.  Our  women 
and  young  people  have  shown  a  beautiful  Spirit  of  cooperation 
and  have  gone  about  their  tasks  with  faith  and  courage.  The  pres- 
idents cf  the  W.  M.  S.'s  aind  the  counselors  for  the  young  people 
deserve  much  of  the  credit  for  the  success  for  the  work  this  year, 
for  on  their  untiring,  unselfish  efforts  rest  the  stability  of  our 
worK.  However,  each  individual  member  is  a  contributing  factor  in 
the  results  which  have  been  accomplished,  and  to  all  of  these  we 
are  grateful. 

Early  in  our  associational  W.  M.  U.  year  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee met  in  the  home  of  the  superintendent  to  make  plans  for  the 
year.  At  this  time  the  thirty-four  churches  were  divided  into  five 
groups,  each  group  having  a  leader  designated  as  assistant  super- 
intendent. In  June  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Tabernacle  Baptist 
Church  to  which  were  invited  the  Executive  Committees  from  the 
twenty-three  W.  M.  S.'s.  Mrs.  J.  B.  Weatherspoon  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  was  the  guest  speaker.  The  annual  meeting  was  held  with  the 
Pleasant  Grove  Church  on  April  13,  1939.  The  theme  of  the  pro- 
gram was  "The  Challenge  of  Today."  The  main  feature  was  a  mis- 
sionary address  by  Miss  Wilma  Bucy  of  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
Misses  Mildred  Thomas  and  Mary  Currin  and  Mrs.  Edna  R.  Har- 
ris brought  reports  on  different  phases  of  the  work.  At  this  meet- 
ing most  of  the  churches  were  represented.  A  large  group  from  this 
association  attended  the  Greensboro  Divisional  Meeting  which  met 
with  the  Enon-Hester  Churches  near   Oxford,  October  17,  1939. 
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An  all-iday  mission  study  class  "was  held  for  the  women  of  the 
Central  and  Raleigh  associations  in  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Ral- 
eigh, September  27,  1939.  Mrs.  W.  C  James  of  Richmond,  Va., 
was  teacher,  using  as  a  textbook  her  own  recent  life  of  Miss  Fannie 
S.  Heck.    Between  four  and  five  hnudred  women  attended  this  class. 

During  the  year  1938  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxil- 
iary to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  observed  the  celebration 
of  our  Golden  Jubilee.  High  goals  were  set  and  rea-lized.  So  this 
year  we  find  ourselves  still  trying  to  live  up  to  the  standards  of  the 
Jubilee  year.  In  the  association  we  have  tv/enty-three  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies  and  fifty-three  young  people's  organizations, 
a  total  of  seventy-six.  Nine  of  these  have  been  organized  this  year. 
Our  total  gifts  have  been  $9,036.23,  a  gain  of  8294.29  over  last 
year's  gifts.  This  report  includes  the  gifts  from  September  30,  1938 
through  September  30,  1939. 

May  the  Lord  continue  to  bless  His  work,  and  may  we  as  His 
representatives  be  true  to  Him.

On  motion  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  pay  the  Williamr 
son  Print  Shop  four  dollars  for  printing  five  hundred  pro- 
grams of  the  Association. 

REPORT  ON  RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 

A  survey  made  in  our  sitate  reveals  that  two  verv  disreputable 
magazines  had  ^  combined  circulation  in  North  Carolina  last  year 
of  500,000  while  two  very  reputable  ones  had  a  combined  circula- 
tion of  only  15,000 — or  where  there  was  one  family  reading  a  good 
magazine  there  were  35  families  reading  an  indecent  one.  Canada, 
last  year,  banned  and  forbade  the  sale  of  100  salacious  magazines 
published  in  the  United  States  and  sold  here  "without  restraint. 
What  one  reads  influences  to  some  extent  what  he  thinks,  and  Je- 
sus said,  "As  a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart  so  is  he."  Therefore, 
the  Christian  should  choose  with  care  his  reading  matter.  By  this 
I  do  not  mean  to  suggest  that  he  limit  his  reading  to  religious  lit- 
erature but  rather  that  he  shall  select  with  discretion  from  any 
or  all  of  the  various  fields  of  reading  matter  now  accessible  to  the 
reading  public. 

More  definitely  however,  let  me  mention  three  of  our  denomi- 
national periodicals,  which  I  hope  will  soon  be  able  to  make  their 
way  into  our  homes  and  hearts.  'S'outhem  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sions" is  a  monthly  publication  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  which 
supplies  the  reader  with  home  mission  information  for  one  year  for 
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the  meager  sum  of  25c.  "The  Commission,"  a  publication  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  comes  monthly  for  50c  per  year.  The  dis- 
ciple who  realizes  that  his  supreme  responsibility  is  to  make  dis- 
ciples of  all  the  nations  will  hardly  want  to  be  without  these  two 
missionary  periodicals. 

Finally,  may  I  speak  specifically  of  the  "Biblical  Recorder," 
an  organ  of  information  and  inspiration,  owned  and  published  by 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  new  editor, 
Dr.  John  C.  Slemp,  has  been  selected  and  is  now  at  work.  He  will 
assume  editorial  responsibility  for  the  paper  with  the  issue  of  No- 
vember 1.  Seventeen  of  our  thirty-four  churches  now  have  Record- 
er Representatives  and  fourteen  churches  have  clubs  of  subscribers 
with  a  combined  total  of  258  subscriptions.  The  price  for  individ- 
ual subscriptions  is  $2.00  per  year  but  where  the  churches  will 
form  clubs  on  the  basis  of  5  per  cent  of  the  resident  membership 
for  a  quarter  time  church,  6  per  cent  for  a  half  time  church,  or 
7  per  cent  for  a  full  time  church  the  paper  may  be  had  for  |1.50. 
The  report  recommends  that  eoch  church  be  asked  to  appoint  a 
Biblical  Recorder  Represeni'ative  and  send  the  name  of  that  repre- 
sentative   to   the    associational   representative   elected    by    this   body.

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veloping  the  children   along  paths  of  living  that  will  tend  to 
develop  them  into  useful  Christian  Citizens.

The  Raleigh  Baptist  Training  Union  Association  wishes  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  for  the  year  1938-39: 

The  activities  have  been  many,  with  meetings  as  follows:  Good 
Hope,  March  5,  1939,  with  good  attendance.  There  were  conferences 
led  by  B.  T.  U.  of  Meredith  College,  Ephesus,  annual  meeting, 
September  29,  with  conferences  led  by  Departmental  Leaders,  and 
supper  served  by  Ephesus  Church.  During  the  last  period  of  this 
meeting  there  was  a  Bible  study  by  Mrs.  G.  K.  Middleton,  which 
was  very  inspirational.  There  were  fourteen  churches  represented, 
with  about  one  hundred  fority  delegates.

Two  offices  were  left  vacant,  to  be  named  by  Director. 

There  were  two  quarters  during-  our  B.  T.  U,  year  (1st  and 
third)  in  which  v^ere  held  group  meetings  for  the  five  groups.  All 
these  were  carried  out  as  planned  except  two.  This  makes  a  total 
of  eight  of  these  meetings  throughout  the  year.  There  were  four 
Executive  and  several  special  meetings  for  officers  held;  State  As- 
sociational  Officers'  Conference,  Asheboro,  March  16-17;  and  two 
Association-wide  Officers'  and  Leaders'  Councils  for  all  officers  and 
leaders  in  each  local  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

The  total  meeting  of  all  kinds  attended  and  reported  by  As- 
sociational  Officers  were: 

Number  meeting^s,   46;   Number  churches   visited,  23;   Number 
miles  traveled,  1535. 

This    does   not   include   all   Associational    Officers'   work,   as 
several  did  not  report  meetings  nor  mileage. 

Our  records  show  that  twelve  churches  out  of  34  held  Study 
Courses  during  the  year,  issuing  456  awards,  using  sixteen  kinds  of 
books,  with  forty-one  different  workers  teaching.  This  was  an  in- 
crease of  119  awards  over  last  year.  Forty-eight  unions  participated 
in  these  study  courses. 

There  were  between  75  and  100  people  w^ho  v/ent  to  Ridgecrest 
for  the  State  Assembly.  This  accounts  for  some  of  the  increased 
activities  during  the  pasit  year.  May  we  suggest  that  each  church  that 
has  not  already  elected  a  director,  do  so  at  once  and  plan  to  send  this 
person  to  Ridgecrest  July  28  to  August  2,  1940,  along  with  as  m.any 
more  as  possible. 

The  following  paragraph  will  reflect  the  conditon  of  the  Train- 
ing Union  work  in  our  churches: 

Our  records  show^  that  there  are  twenty  churches  having  some 
form  of  the  work,  nineteen  having  a  Training  Union  with  director, 
19  Junior  Unions,  20  Intermediate  Unions,  20  Senior  Unions,  9  B.  A. 
U.'s,  and  3  Story  Hours.  The  total  enrollment  is  1380.  These  figures 
show  a  decrease  of  two  churches  with  some  form  of  the  work,  but 
an  increase  in  enrollment  of  36.5  and  an  increase  of  three  churches 
with  Training  Union  with  Director.  The  following  churches  show 
no  Training  Union  work  at  all:  Caraleigh.  Centra^  Ephesus,  Green 
Level,  Morrisville,  Mt.  Hermon,  Mt.  Olive,  Mt.  Zion,  New  Hill,  Pleas- 
ant Plains,  Reedy  Creek,  Shady  Grove,  Sorrell's  Grove,  Swift  Creek. 

We   are   sugg'esting  that   each    pastor   request    a    weekly   report 
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about  the  Training"  Union  work  in  his  church  or  churches. 

We  covet  the  prayers  of  each  Christian  for  a  more  successful 
year  during   1939-40.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  Sunday  School  as  we  have  come  to  look  upon  it  is  the  teach- 
ing org-anization  of  the  Church,  and  especially  so  in  the  more  recent 
years.  Many  Churches  now  realize  that  without  a  well  organized 
Sunday  School  that  it  is  unable  to  do  the  most  effective  work  that 
needs  to  be  done  in  the  communities  which  the  churches  are  located 
in. 

How  then  may  the  Sunday  School  Magnify  Christ  through  its 
work?  By  using  the  organization  that  it  now  has  working  within 
the  Church  to  establish  Cradle  rolls  in  each  Church,  that  the  babies 
may  be  enrolled,  and  the  mothers  and  fathers  of  these  babies  may 
be  enlisted  for  Christ  and  the  Church.  Another  effective  means  is 
the  organization  of  an  extension  department,  that  in  its  sphere  it 
may  be  able  to  minister  to  the  aged,  and  those  that  are  unable  to 
attend  the  services  at  the  church,  and  that  they  may  be  made  to 
feel  that  they  have  some  part  in  tEe  on  going  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God. 

Then  there  is  that  large  number  of  church  members  that  do 
not  attend  services  for  the  lack  of  interest,  and  who  are  not  in  the 
proper  relation  with  the  church  and  its  program.  We  can  go  out  and 
enlist  these  members  for  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

Many  of  ,  them  would  make  splendid  leaders,  and  many 
churches  are  saying  that  they  are  having  trouble  in  securing  lead- 
ers and  teachers,  and  too  the  Kingdom's  initerest  needs  them.  And 
the  Church  today  as  possibly  as  never  before  needs  to  present  a 
united  front  that  the  world  may  know  where  God's  people  stand. 
Also  a  well  planned  visitation  program  will  help,  and  we  to  learn 
to   do  more  at  this. 

Our  teaching  service  needs  to  Magnify  Christ.  Because  those 
who  teach  should  know  him  intimately,  and  that  those  who  are  be- 
ing taught  may  know  the  truth,  and  the  word  of  God,  and  what 
God  would  have  them  do  and  also  that  we  might  be  a  Bible  loving 
people. 

That  we  might  be  brought  into  a  closer  relationship  to  the 
churrh.  That  Ave  may  not  only  give  ourselves  to  Christ  but  thaifc  we 
may  give  of  that  which  we  possess  also. 

Let  us  turn  our  attention  to  the  associational  work  here  in  the 
Raleiirh  Association.  During  the  year  Vv^hich  has  just  past  our 
organ'zatioT]    tried    to    get   new    cradle    rolls,    and    extension    depart-

ments    organized    in    churches   which   idid   not    have    one,    and    there 
has  been  several  of  each  organized. 

Our  organization  also  tried  to  help  foster,  ond  co-operate  with 
the  various  denominatioinal  causes.  We  held  twelve  regular  schedul- 
ed monthly  meetings  including  two  joint  meetings  With  the  Central 
Association  which   were  held  at  Hayes-Barton    Baptist   Church. 

The  Churches  very  graciously  gave  to  us  in  free  will  offerings 
the  amount  of  |27.28,  and  the  like  amount  being  spent  by  the  sec- 
retary and  myself  for  supplies,  postage,  and  the  reports  which  went 
out  to  the  Churches. 

According  to  the  statistics  compiled  by  our  own  association 
there  is  more  than  ten  thousand  church  members,  and  some  more 
than  nine  thousand  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  Based  upon  an 
average  we  find  that  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  people  are  at- 
tending services  with  any  regularity.  This  is  a  wonderful  work, 
and  a  splendid  opportunity  to  help  magnify  Christ  that  the  churches 
of  this  association  may  be  drawn  closer  together  and,  that  the 
cause  of  Chrisit  may  be  strengthened  in  the  individual  church. 

May  we  look  out  into  the  field  which  is  already  white  unto 
harvest,  and  hear  these  words  as  they  echo  across  the  distance 
"And  ye  shall  he  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."

Bro.  D.  M.  Branch  presented  the  report  and  discussed  it 
in  a  vivid  and  forceful  way.  The  Association  was  impressed  by 
the  address  and  on  motion  adopted  the  report  by  a  rising  vote. 

HOME  MISSIONS:  A  REPORT 

1.  A  Survey  Of  Accomplishments: — The  Home  Mission  Board 
is  ninety-four  years  old;  and  wonderful  success  has  attended  its 
ever-enlarging  ministry.  It  is  one  phase  of  the  world-mission  pro- 
gram of  Southern  Baptists.  During  the  period  of  the  board's  exis- 
tence it  has  employed  individually  and  in  cooperation  with  other  mis- 
sion agencies,  44,000  missionaries  and  workers  for  one  year,  or 
one  missionary  for  44,000  years.  This  would  give,  broken  up  in 
groups,  269  missionaries  working  every  day  since  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  was  signed  in  1776. 

These  missionaries  have  'baptized  865,000  people,  v^hich  is 
equal  to  one  out  of  every  five  of  the  present  m.embership  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  They  have  organized  8,600  churches, 
which  is  in  number  one  out  of  every  three  in  the  S.  B.  C.  Many 
of  these  are  now  great  first  churches  in  m.any  of  the  larger  cen- 
ters; doing  a  great  work  in  a  Great  Cause. 
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Home  mission  workers  have  been  the  advance  guard  of  the 
Kingdom  in  city,  country,  and  on  the  frontiers.  For  almost  a  cen- 
tury they  have  represented  Christ,  under  the  auspices  of  Southern 
Baptists,  in  out-of-the-way  and  often  dangerous  places.  Their  work 
has  often  resulted  in  the  transformation  of  the  evil  into  the  good. 

A  survey  of  the  year  1938  shows:  371  "workers  in  756  mission 
stations.  During  1938,  41  missionaries  were  added  to  the  force 
already  at  work,  64  new  mission  stations  were  opened,  and  20 
chapels  were  acquired.  Our  missionaries  of  the  H.  M.  B.  during  1938 
distributed  29,226  Bibles,  testaments,  and  portions  of  Scriptures, 
and  over  790,000  tracts.  They  preached  29,454  sermons,  led  5,250 
to  make  profession  of  faith  in  Christ  and  received  into  fellowship 
with  the  Church  3,835. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  were  larger  in  1938  than  the  year 
preceding.  The  Board  received  from  all  sources  $513,841.80,  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  f 5,387.13.  Of  this  $163,660.89 
was  paid  on  the  principal  of  the  debt.  A  debt-payment  program  has 
been  worked  out  which  will  liquidate  the  Board's  indebtedness  by 
1945  if  the  receipts  do  not  go  below  what  they  were  last  year. 

Southern  Baptist  Home  Missions  is  the  title  of  the  Board's  of- 
ficial magazine.  Printed  monthly,  it  is  the  most  authentic  source 
of  information  on  Home  Mission  work,  needs,  and  trends  to  be  had 
anywhere.  The  subscription  list  of  the  magazine  has  a  continued 
growth  of  almost  a  thousand  a  month;  its  present  circulation  is 
52,000.  The  magazine  sells  for  only  $.25  a  year. 

2.  An  Unfinished  Task: — The  work  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  is  increasingly  important  because  this  work  as  it  should  be 
done  today  is  more  vitally  related  to  the  whole  task  of  the  denomi- 
nation than  at  at  ony  time  in  our  history.  The  complex  condition 
of  our  social  order  with  its  many  elements  of  disaster  is  making 
demands  upon  Christianity  never  made  in  such  proportions  before. 
The  old  frontiers  of  the  past  have  been  conquered,  but  new  and 
more  difficult  frontiers  have  developed,  frontiers  which  have  to  do 
with  the  conquering  of  the  human  will  and  making  it  obedient  to 
the  will  of  God,   a  most  difficult  task. 

The  problem  of  the  large  city  as  it  now  presents  itself  is  un- 
precedented in  history.  The  race  problem  is  becoming  more  and 
more  insistent.  Nor  should  we  overlook  the  unchurched  in  the  out- 
side of  the  circumference  of  ithe  activities  and  service  of  all  our 
churches,  nor  the  five  million  foreigners  in  our  midst  who  con- 
stitute not  only  an  immediate  missionary  opportunity  but  also  an 
open  door  to  the  peoples  of  the  world. 

The  dark  picture  presented  now  by  the  outside  world  would 
indicate  that  we  need  desprately  to  strengthen  the  ranks  within 
our  homeland.  If  the  homeland  becomes  solidly  united  for  Christ 
we  shall  be  in  a  better  position  to  advance   into  the  far  places  of 
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the  earth  and  bear  the  glorious  news  that   "God  was  in  Christ  re- 
conciling" the  world   unto  himself." 

Southern  Baptists  consecrated  to  God  offer  one  of  the  might- 
iest potentailities  for  the  ushering  in  of  the  Kingdom  of  Goid  upon 
a  world-wide  scale.  If  we  fail  Him  in  this  tremendous  hour  who  can 
contemplate   what    tomorrow   will   bring? 

May  our  slogan  for  the  future  be:  "The  entire  Baptist  denomi- 
nation marshalled  for  a  great  advance  in  Kingdom  building:  every 
resource  of  men  and  money,  every  denominational  organization 
and  every  local  Church  enlisted  for  and  dedicated  to  the  matchless 
task  of  preaching  Jesus  Christ  as  Savior  and  Lord  to  a  lost 
world."  Anything  less  than  this  will  be  unworthy  the  name  "Chris- 
tian."

On  mo- 
tion the  Executive  Committee  was  authorized  to  devise  some 
plan  for  presenting  the  needs  of  the  church  to  the  various 
churches  of  our  Association  for  the  purpose  of  alleviating 
their  need.  The  Executive  Committee  was  also  requested  to 
make  a  survey  of  the  territory  with  reference  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  other  Baptist  churches  near  Mount  Zion. 

At  this  time  the  Association  was  favored  with  a  solo  by 
Mrs.  L.  M.  Massey,  "One  Sweetly  Solemn  Thought." 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  itrue  Baptist  heart  has  always  held  a  vital  place  for  mis- 
sions. The  appeal  of  Foreign  Missions  has  rightfully  found  us  re- 
sponsive and  God  has  blessed  our  efforts  to  carry  the  Gospel  into 
all  the  world  in  a  remarkable  way.  As  we  make  this  report,  the 
world  needs  two  things  from  us  as  Christians.  The  first  is  our 
prayers  and  influence  to  counteract  present  day  destruction  through 
international  conflict  and  to  bring  about  peace.  "Blessed  are  the 
peacemakers  for  they  shall  be  called  the  children  of  God."  The 
second  is  the  building  up  and  strengthening  of  missionary  forces 
with  our  eyes  to   the  future. 

Paradoxical  as  it  may  seem  to  some,  our  confused  and  war 
cursed  wor],d  today  offers  a  paramount  challenge  to  us  with  unpre- 
cedented missionary  opportunity.  This  is  especially  true  of  South 
America,  Africa,  China  and  other  Asiastic  countries.     It  is  the  con- 
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viction  of  those  who  know  Europe  that  the  day  is  coming  when  the 
Gospel  may  again  be  taken  into  the  wide  expanses  of  Russia. 
There  is  no  danger  of  Christ  failing  those  who  believe  on  him. 
There  is  grave  danger  that  we  who  call  ourselves  Christians  may 
fail  our  Christ  and  the  world  through  short-sighted  lack  of  faith, 
vision  and  consecration. 

A  note  of  encouragement  was  sounded  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Richmond  in  October.  The  first 
nine  months  of  this  year  show  an  increase  in  receipts  for  this  cause 
from  Southern  Baptists  of  |35,000  over  the  corresponding  months 
of  1938.  Our  indebtedness  continues  to  be  reduced  and  stands  now 
at  $265,500  as  compared  with  $1,100,000  in  1933.  Our  total  receipts 
for  Foreign  Missions  for  the  first  nine  months  of  1939  are  $923,- 
115.00. 

We  should  mention,  and  we  do  so  with  regret,  the  recent  ill- 
ness of  our  Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry.  The  ter- 
rific strain  of  our  mission  work  with  its  travel  and  problems  and 
the  burden  of  clamoring  opportunities  which  cannot  be  met  have 
weighed  heavily  on  the  heart  and  body  of  our  great  leader.  The 
doctors  made  him  rest  for  several  months.  We  are  gratified  for 
his  return  to  the  office  and  pray  for  his  complete  restoration  to 
health. 

This  is  not  the  place  for  a  detailed  account  of  reports  from  our 
missionaries.  You  can  be  informed  and  inspired  by  such  informa- 
tion every  month  as  you  read  your  copies  of  "The  Commission," 
the  magazine  published  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  the  sub- 
scription rate  of  fifty  cents  per  year.  Every  pastor  and  Baptist 
home  should  have  this  regular  visitor  bringing  word  from  our 
splendid  missionaries  with  up-to-date  facts  on  Christian  world 
events. 

This  report  would  close  with  the  emphasis  that  now  is  the  time 
to  strengthen  and  enlarge  our  missionary  enterprise.  There  are 
125  missionary  prospects  ready  to  give  their  lives  in  service  if  we 
would  only  send  them  out.  There  was  a  net  gain  of  only  seven 
missionaries  in  our  force  last  year.  We  appointed  24  new  workers 
but  lost  17  by  .death  and  retirement.  Many  missionary  veterans 
are  almost  at  the  end  of  their  service  and  must  be  replaced  imme- 
diately if  we  are  not  to  close  stations  where  excellent  foundations 
have  been  laid.  The  future  of  missionary  work  in  China,  South 
America,  and  throughout  the  world  calls  for  renewed  consecre- 
tion  and  increased  gifts  on  the  part  of  our  churches  in  the  home- 
land. Expressing  it  in  oth?r  terms,  the  hope  of  peace,  international 
understanding  and  good  will  among  all  nations  resits  purely  and 
solely  upon  the  extent  to  which  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  pro- 
claimed and  his  Spirit  is  embodied  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men.

Following  a  song  service,  Bro.  Z.  B.  Teel  conducted  the 
devotional,  reading  from  Paul's  letter  to  the  Galatians.  Theme, 
"The  secret  of  exalting  Christ" 

Bro.  J.  M.  Broughton  spoke  upon  Temperance  and  Pub- 
lic Morals,  and  in  his  usual  logical  and  interesting  way  held 
the  close  attention  of  his  hearers. 

Bro.  W.  K.  McGhee  addressed  the  Association  on  Mag- 
nifying Christ  through  Baptist  Hospitals.  Bro.  McGhee  laid 
bare  the  need  of  Baptist  enlarging  their  Hospital  at  Winston- 
Salem  to  meet  the  demand  of  the  many  being  turned  away 
now  for  space. 

On  motion,  a  voluntary  offering  was  taken  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  United  Dry  Forces  of  the  state. 

The  amount  of  the  offering  was  $12.72. 

Bro.  Stuart  Simms  sang,  "Take  the  Name  of  Jesus  with 
you'.' 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Baptists  have  always  stood  for  education  of  the  masses  by  the 
state  and  for  higher  education  for  all  v/ho  will  avail  themselves 
of  such   opportunities  as  provided     by  the     state,     individuals,     or 
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churches.  However,  Baptists  have  been  aw^are  of  the  fact  the  relig- 
ious education — which  gives  Christian  direction  to  all  of  life^ — is  of 
far  greater  value  than  any  other  type  of  education.  As  a  denomina- 
tion we  seek  to  administer  Christian  education  through  the  home, 
the  churches,  and  our  colleges. 

Much  care  should  be  given  to  making  our  homes  more  Chris- 
tian and  to  a  more  systematic  method  of  Christian  education  within 
our  homes. 

Ours  are  teaching  churches.  All  of  their  organizations  should 
lay  increased  emphasis  on  education  and  the  Christian  attitude. 
Especially  should  attention  be  given  to  the  methods  and  stand- 
ard of  work  done  in  our  Church  Schools.  We  would  also  recom- 
mend more  and  longer  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

Our  Baptist  Colleges  must  be  supported  in  an  increased  fi- 
nancial way  so  they  can  be  made  equal  if  not  superior  to  other 
colleges  in  scholarship,  and  efficiency  of  operation,  and  so  the  tui- 
tion and  other  expenses  may  be  kept  as  low  as  the  expenses  at  our 
state  colleges. 

We  have  two  senior  colleges — Wake  Forest  and  Meredith — 
with  enrollment  at  Wake  Forest  at  its  highest  peak.  And  we  have 
five  junior  colleges — Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  Wingate,  Boiling 
Springs,  and  Chowan.  Only  Mars  Hill  is  accredited,  but  Campbell 
has  about  met  all  the  accrediting  requirements.  We  must  work  to 
have  all  these   accredited   or  lose   them. 

An  Education  Commission  is  making  a  survey  of  our  Baptist 
schools  and  colleges  and  will  make  a  report  at  the  State  Conven- 
tion. Every  Baptist  should  give  careful  consideration  to  the  report 
of  this  commission;  and,  then,  free  from  all  personal  sentiment, 
shoulid  support  whole-heartedly  the  best  procedure. 

Christian  Education  for  Baptists  today  calls  for  unity,  intelli- 
gence, and  financial  support  as  never  before.  Our  opportunity  for 
increased  religious  instruction  through  enlarged  colleges  and  our 
new  medical  school  at  Winston-Salem  is  before  us  today.  Let  us 
give  it  our  support.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  GREEN  LEVEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Green  Level  Church  was  organized  in  the  year  1870,  about  tliree 
hundred   and   fifty   yards    Sou.h   of  the    present  building. 

Down  on  the  level  plane  near  A.  C.  Councils's  the  church  was 
org-anized  in  what  was  formerly  known  as  an  old  whisky  tavern 
that  stood  down  on  the  green  grassy  plain,  from  whence  it  derived 
its  name.  The  first  pastor  w^as  Math  Ferrell,  who  served  the 
church  fcr  fifteen  years.  In  a  few  years  after  its  organization  they 
moved  up  on  the  hill  and  built  a  new  church  building.  They  car- 
ried on  in  this  building  for  35  or  40  years.  During  this  time  the 
church  had  several  pastors;  such  men  as  J.  M.  Hilliard,  M.  A.  Adams, 
C.  W.  BlancharJ,  Dr.  W.  S.  Olive,  Dr.  L.  E.  M.  Freeman,  Dr.  J.  A. 
Campbell  under  whose   leadership  the  present  auditorium  was  built. 

As  time  passed  much  good  was  accomplished.  Many  great 
men  and  women  have  gone  out  from  our  church.  Preachers  such  as 
Dr.  Lercy  Carpenter,  Percy  Upchurch,  H.  W.  Baucom,  J.  E.  Rog- 
ers, Will  Hurst,  Cecil  Hilliard  and  others,  Dr..  Baf  Upchurch  M.  D., 
Dr.  P.  F.  Yates,  M.  D.,  Dr.  Coy  Carpenter,  Br.  A.  V.  Baucom  and  oth- 
ers. 

Many  gins,  too  numerous  to  msi^ticn,  are  in  the  high  and  wor- 
thy cause  of  teaching,  of  which  we  are  justly  proud.  Time  kept  on 
m  its  flight  ar.d, rolled  up  1920  when  the  present  pastor  came  upon 
the  scene  and  Avhen  he  lo:kei  around  he  saw  uncles  and  aunts  and 
cousins  not  a  few.  How  bevrildarsd  that  preacher  looked  and  felt! 
S.  S.  Supt.  said,  "Preacher  we  have  been  trymg  to  build  seme  S.  S. 
rooms  for  5  years  and  still  we  have  none.  What  can  you  do  about 
it?"  In  a  few  months  that  pastor  said  on  a  Sunday  m.oming,  "Breth- 
ren, tomorrow  morning  Bro.  A.  V.  Cou'oil  and  I  are  comir.g  to  see  you 
to  find  cut  how  much  lumber  and  how  much  money  and  how  much 
free  lab:r  you  will  give.  T\Tien  the  lumber,  money  and  labor  was  all 
given  and  utilized  we  had  the  S.  S.  ro:ms,  a  parsonage  all  paint- 
ed inside  and  out.  The  treasurer  made  final  report  and  said,  "All 
bills  are  paid  and  I  have  820.00  left.     What  must  I  do  with  it?" 

About  ten  years  ago  we  covered  the  building,  costing  $1,050.00. 
Then  two  years  ago,  we  found  ourselves  without  a  heating  plant. 
A  committee  reported  that  it  ^"ould  cos :  22  hundred  and  50  dol- 
lars  to  put   in   a   steam  heating  plant.    The  church  voted  to  put  in 
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such  a  heating  system,  and  appointed  the  pastor  to  raise  thc3 
money,  which  was  done.  Let  me  say  in  cor.clusicn  that  we  truly 
have  trisd  to  keep  the  Spiritual  side  of  our  lives  up  'on  a  par  with 
the  material  side  of  our  lives.  Never-the-less  we  have  not  done  so. 
We  have  a  fine  Corps  of  teachers  in  our  S.  S.  and  a  good  W.  M.  U. 
and  these  fine  Christian  women  are  an  inspiration  to  us  as  we  try 
to  carry  on  for  Christ.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 
OF  THE  RALEIGH  ASSOCIATION 

With  joy  and  gratitude  to  Him  who  has  guided  and  blessed  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Raleigh  Association 
we  make  the  following  report. 

First,  we  want  to  express^  appreciation  for  the  splendid  co-oper- 
ation of  the  executive  committee  and  of  every  woman  and  young 
person  who  has  shared  in  our  work  this  year.  Particularly  are  we 
grateful  for  Mrs.  George  Griffin,  our  new  Young  People's  leader,  who 
is  doing  her  work  so  faithfully. 

Possibly,  our  two  outstanding  achievements  have  resulted  from 
the  efforts:  put  forth  to  bring  about  a  closer  fellowship  among  the 
women  in  our  association.  During  August,  September,  and  October 
one  of  our  representatives  has,  with  representatives  from  the  Sun- 
day School  and  Baptist  Training  Union  Associational  organizations, 
gone  into  every  church  in  our  association  to  speak  on  the  chief  aims 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  By  this  plan  we  were  enabled 
to  present  our  work  to  a  large  group  in  each  church,  since  the  repre- 
sentatives spoke  at  the  close  of  the   Sunday  school  hour. 

Then  our  mission  study  and  stewardship  chairmen  planned  to 
have  a  mission  study  class  in  one  church  in  each  of  the  five  groups 
to  which  were  invited  the  women  of  the  other  churches  in  the  group^i 
Thus  they  made  available  a  mission  study  class  to  every  woman  m 
the  association.  The  book  used  was  "Stewardship  Parables  of 
Jesus,"  by  Dr.  R.  C.  Long.  The  teacher  was  Mrs.  J.  M.  Wilder,  Jr., 
recently  Young  People's  Secretary  of  Missouri.  We  felt  that  v/e 
were  greatly  blessed  by  the  inspiration  of  study  and  fellowship. 

Already  the  women  are  asking  that  this  group  study  be  re- 
peated. So  we  are  planning  in  cooperation  with  the  general  associa- 
tion to  have  a  foreign  missionary  with  us  for  five  days  in  March, 
when  the  entire  membership  of  the  churches  will  be  invited  to  take 
part. 

We  now  have  23  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  58  Young 
People's  organizations,  some  of  these  having  been  organized  this 
'year.  The  women  have  contributed  this  year  $8,119.59  and  the  young 
people  $785.78,  for  a  total  of  $8,905.37.  To  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram  went  $3,673.34. 

The  superintendent  has  travelled  812  miles,  sent  out  106  letters 
and  43  cards,  attended  11  executive  meetings,  9  committee  meetings, 
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attended  7  study  classes  and  made  21  talks.

REPORT   OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  held  its  first  meeting  on  April  7th  at  4:00  P.  M;'

The  Churches  were  divided  between  these  five  groups  and  the 
work  was  begun. 

We  had  a  meeting  of  the  workers  after  some  of  the  Churches- 
were  visited  and  some  very  interesting  reports  were  given. 

The  last  meeting  for  the  year  was  held  at  the  Tabernacle,  Octo- 
ber 20th  at  2  P.M.  The  first  of  this  meeting  was  given  over  to 
reports  by  the  chosen  Captains  for  the  visiting  groups.  All  were 
present  except  one  and  some  very  inspiring  reports  were  given.  The 
combined  group  reported  it  had  visited  all  the  Churches  except  the 
Tabernacle  which  would  be  visited  October  27th  by  the  entire  group. 
The  following  is  a  small  part  of  the  work  done:

Some  direct  results  of  this  work  are  shown  by  the  fact  that  two 
Training  Unions  have  been  organized,  several  demonstration  pro- 
grams rendered  and  Mrs.  Sorrell  reports  two  Women's  Missionary 
Unions  having  been  organized.  Too,  the  people  of  the  churches  were 
gracious  to  us  and  expressed  their  thanks  for  the  interest  shown  by 
these  groups. 
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At  our  last  meeting-  we  discussed  the  advisibility  of  a  budget  to 
finance  the  work  of  Training  Union,  Sunday  School  and  possibly  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  from  an  Associational  Standpoint.  This 
was  deferred  until  this  meeting  here  at  Green  Level. 

Then  on  Sunday  Morning  at  11:00  A.M.  the  following  spoke 
at  the  Tabernacle:  Raleigh  White,  Sunday  School;  Miss  Ruth 
Peebles,  Training  Union;  Mrs.  Charles  Stephenson  presented  Mrs, 
Grace  Sorrell's  report,    for  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

The  object  of  all  this  work  has  been  to  build  fellowship  and 
friendship,  strengthen  the  present  work,  encourage  new  organiza- 
tions and  offer  our  services  in  whatever  way  we  can  help. 

We  wish  to  suggest  that  this  District  Meeting,  during  its 
business  session,  consider  the  matter  of  a  budget  for  next  year.  Also 
a  paid  worker  for  the  next  summer  to  do  promotional  work  in  all 
our  organizations,  Sunday  School,  Training  Union  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union.  Too,  an  Associational  Map  drawn  up,  the  cost 
of  which  is  to  be  borne  by  the  Churches  according  to  their  ability. 
We  suggest  about  $100  for  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  work. 

In  closing  this  report  we  covet  the  prayers  of  our  people  that 
we  continue  steadfast  in  faith  and  strive  to  do  more  for  our  Master 
in  1941.

REPORT  ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOL  DIVISION 
OF   THE   RALEIGH    ASSOCIATION 

The  business  of  the  Sunday  school  is  to  teach  God's  Word  to 
every  available  person.  He  said:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you".  Hence,  our  churches 
accept  this  command  and  seek  to  teach  God's  Word  to  every  available 
person  through  the  Sunday  school. 

It  should  be  the  desire  of  every  Sunday  school  teacher  to  take 
the  pupil  and  so  teach  him  from  week  to  week  that  he  will  eventually 
become  what  God  would  have  him  be.  Guiding  life  as  it  develops  is 
an  important  matter,  and  is  a  glorious  task  for  the  church  as  it  seeks 
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to  promote  the  work  through  the  Sunday  school.  Many  evil  influen- 
ces have  been  counteracted  in  the  lives  of  boys  and  giris,  and  even 
men  and  women,   by  the  teaching  received  in  the  Sunday  school. 

During  the  past  twenty  years  Southern  Baptists  have  enrollerl 
more  people  in  Sunday  school  than  all  other  denominations  put  to- 
gether, and  yet  there  are  ten  and  one-half  million  prospects  for  our 
Baptist  churches.  In  North  Carolina  there  are  eight  hundred 
thousand  prospects  for  our  Baptist  Sunday  schools.  Every  Sunday 
morning  there  are  three  people  at  home  for  every  one  we  have  in 
attendance.  In  this  association  there  are  thirty-four  churches  with 
eleven  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  six  members.  In  these 
churches  there  are  thirty-four  Sunday  schools  with  an  enrollment 
of  nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  seven  pupils  and  four  hundred  and 
fifty-five  teachers.  If  the  law  of  average  shows  there  are  three 
people  at  home  every  Sunday  for  every  one  present  in  our  Bible 
school,  then  we  have  in  this  association  seventeen  thousand  and  one 
hundred  people  that  are  missing  an  opportunity  to  study  God's  Word 
every  Sunday  Morning.  It  would  seem  then,  that  there  is  a  need  in 
every  Sunday  school  in  our  association  for  a  program  of  personal 
visitation. 

A  survey  of  the  Sunday  schools  in  this  association  reveals  that 
one  of  our  greatest  needs  is  trained  workers.  We  need  classes  and 
schools  to  train  and  teach  general  superintendents,  department  super- 
intendents, other  department  officers,  teachers  and  class  officers. 
How  can  we  do  our  job  as  our  Lord  would  have  us  unless  we  train 
ourselves  for  the  work  to  be  done?  If  some  loved  one  in  our  home 
were  sick  we  would  call  in  someone  trained  to  care  for  the  sick.  In 
our  public  schools  we  demand  the  best  teachers  available  to  teach 
our  children..  So  it  is  in  every  business;  positions  are  filled  with 
men  and  women  trained  for  the  job.  If  our  Sunday  schools  are  to 
successfullly  carry  on  the  work  of  teaching  God's  word  then  we  must 
have  trained  teachers  and  officers  to  do  the  work. 

To  aid  the  churches  with  their  Bible  teaching  work  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  maintains  a  Department  of  Christian  Education, 
which  includes  Sunday  school,  Training  Union,  and  Student  Union 
work.  Rev.  W.  Perry  Crouch  is  Secretary  of  Christian  Education 
and  L.  L.  Morgan  is  Secretary  to  Sunday  school  work.  Their  services 
are  available  for  training  classes,  conferences,  Sunday  school  revi- 
vals, and  many  other  types  of  meetings.  The  Department  will 
furnish  tracts  on  all  phases  of  the  work  to  any  church  or  individual 
requesting  the  same  of  Secretary  L.  L.  Morgan,  206  Biblical  Record- 
er Building,   Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Unfortunately  the  Sunday  school  division  of  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation did  not  function  during  the  past  year.      The  superintendent

that  was  elected  last  year  could  not  take  the  work  and  as  a  result 
only  two  meeting's  were  held  during;  the  year.  Plans  are  now  under- 
way to  elect  new  officers  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Sunday  school 
will  be  carrying  its  part  of  the  w^ork  at  an  early  date.  The  messen- 
gers from  the  thirty  four  churches  that  are  present  today  are  urged 
to  lend  their  prayers  and  support  to  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School 
Department  of  the  association  during  this  year  and  if  called  on  to 
help  with  the  work  it  is  earnestly  requested  that  you  help  in  what- 
ever capacity  you  are  asked. 

In  presenting  this  report  I  urge  renewed  acceptance,  by  the 
churches,  of  the  Sunday  school  as  an  instrument  in  the  name  of 
Christian  people  to  magnify  the  church,  to  prevent  crime,  to  pro- 
mote preaching  attendance,  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ,  to  teach  Mis- 
sions and  to  teach  God's  word.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  REPORT  ON  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

.  The  cooperative  program  is  the  plan  of  Southern  Baptists  for 
enlisting  all  our  people  in  the  intelligent,  systematic,  adequate,  and 
cheerful  support  of  all  our  work.  It  includes  all  the  regular,  organ- 
ized state  and  Southwide  work  of  our  denomination  except  the  or- 
phanage. It  seeks  to  distribute  to  each  cause  in  proportion  to  its 
relative  needs. 

The  Cooperative  Pragram  is  scriptural  in  objects  and  method. 
It  includes  only  the  causes  Christ  commanded,  but  it  does  include  all 
the  causes  he  did  command.  It  seeks  to  provide  for  these  missionary, 
educational,  and  benevolent  causes  by  enlisting  all  our  people  in  a 
co-operative  effort  to  support  them. 

The  Cooperative  Program  had  its  origin  in  the  desire  of  pastors 
and  churches  to  help  in  the  support  of  all  these  causes  without  dis- 
rupting or  neglecting  their  own  local  program.  This  plan  makes  it, 
possible  for  all  agencies  to  work  together,  for  all  persons  ancj 
churches  to  have  a  part  in  all  the  work,  and  for  every  cause  to 
receive  regular  support. 

This  plan  saves  the  expense  and  inconvenience  of  having  many 
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representatives  of  the  causes  making  constant  appeals  to  the  church- 
es. The  pastor  himself  is  expected  to  represent  and  present  all  caus- 
es to  his  own  people.  The  plan  makes  it  possible  for  every  cause  to 
receive  52  offerings  a  year  from  each  co-operating  person  and 
church. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  means  and  a  splendid  means,  but 
it  is  not  an  end  in  itself.  We  do  not  give  to  the  Program  or  for  the 
Program  itself,  but  we  give  through  the  Program  and  according  to 
the  Program  for  the  support  of  the  Kingdom  causes. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  best,  most  scriptural,  sensible, 
comprehensive,  unifying,  educational,  equitable,  economical,  dem- 
ocratic, and  successful  plan  Southern  Baptists  have  been  able  to  de 
vise.  Let  us  give  it  our  prayerful  thought  and  intelligent  support. 
Objects  and  Percentages 
Both  state  and  Southwide  denominational  causes  are  included 
in  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  state  conventions  decide  what 
state  objects  are  to  be  included  and  the  percentages  they  are  to  re- 
ceive; the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  decides  as  to  Southwide 
causes.  The  aim  and  desire  is  to  provide  funds  sufficient  to  care 
for  all  our  causes  and  to  contribute  to  each  according  to  its  relative 
need. 

Our  state  objects  included  in  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the 
percentages  of  distribution  are  as  follows:

The  remaining  40  percent  is  sent  directly  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  Southwide  Objects, 
being  divided  as  follows:  Foreign  Mission  Board,  50  percent; 
Home  Mission  Board,  23  1/3  percent;  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  10 
1-3  percent;  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  4  1-5  percent; 
Southwestern  Sem.  4  1-5  percent;  Training  School,  &-15  percent; 
American  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  1  percent;  Southern  Bap- 
tist Hospital,  2-15  percent;  Baptist  Bible  Inst,  4  1-5  percent;  total, 
100  percent. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  Cooperative  ProgTam  for 
the  systematic  support  of  our  denominational  work. 

2.  That  we  urge  all  our  churches  to  make  an  Every  Member 
Canvass  for  both  local  expenses  and  the  Cooperative  Program  (We 
suggest  November  and  December  unless  peculiar  conditions  warrant 
a  change  in  time.) 
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3.  That  each  church  observe  a  fair  ratio  in  distributing  its  funds 
between  local  expenses  and  the  Cooperative  Prog-ram.  The  ideal  ratio 
would  be  50-50. 

4.  That  the  Every  Member  Canvass  be  preceded  by  missionary 
and  stewardship  sermons,  addresses,  prayer  meetings,  and  study 
courses. 

5.  That  all  Cooperative  Program  receipts  and  other  denomina- 
tional funds  be  sent  promptly  each  month  to  the  state  secretary- 
treasurer.

All  of  these  meetings  were  very  well  attended  and  good  pro- 
grams were  conducted  throughout.  There  were  only  three  meetings 
during  the  year  that  were  not  carried  out. 

There  were  several  additional  meetings  which  were  attended  by 
groups  of  our  Associational  Officers  and  Training  Union  members: 
State  Associational  Officers'  Meeting  held  at  Cony^ord,  Jan.  80-31, 
Our  Regional  Convention  was  held  at  Oxford,  April  5  and  6;  South- 
wide  B.  T.  U.  Assembly,  July  21-26  at  Ridgecrest;  State  B.  T.  U. 
Assembly,  July  28-Aug.  2  at  Ridgecrest.  Our  Association  was  very 
well  represented  at  all  of  these  meetings,  and  especially  at  our  State 
Assembly  at  Ridgecrest,  which  about  one  hundred  of  our  Training 
Union  members  attended. 

According  to  information  given  us  by  State  B.  T.  U,  office,  four- 
teen churches  and  Meredith  College  held  Study  Courses  during  the 
year,  using  about  forty  eight  books  and  forty  teachers,  with  around 
four  hundred  awards  issued.     It  is   possible    that  there   were   study 
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courses  held  in  other  churches  that  were  not  reported  to  our  State 
Training  Union  Secretary. 

Our  records  show  the  following  as  the  condition  of  our  work  at 
end  of  year  1939-40:

This  report  shows  a  net  decrease  of  three  churches  with  some 
form  of  Training  Union  work  and  decrease  of  four  churches  with  di- 
rector, with  a  loss  of  seven  unions.  The  following  churches  have  not 
reported  any  Training  Union  work:  Mt.  Olivet,  Mt.  Zion,  Pilot,  Beth- 
lehem, Central,  Hephzibah,  Leesville,  Morrisville,  Mt.  Hermon,  Sor- 
rell's  Grove,  Ephesus,  Green  Level,  New  Hill,  Pleasant  Plains,  Shady 
Grove,  Swift  Creek,  Caraleigh.  Two  of  the  churches  have  reported 
since  the  end  of  the  year,  Caraleigh  and  Sorrell's  Grove,  with  one 
story  hour,  one  Junior,  two  Intermediate,  two  Young  Peoples'  Unions^ 
and  General  Organization  for  both  churches. 

The  officers  who  have  served  for  the  past  year  would  like  to  see 
some  of  the  following  accomplished  in  the  near  future: 

1.  Have  each  church  without  a  Training  Union  director  elect 
some  one  and  report  to  State  Office  and  Associational  Secretary  his 
name  and  address  as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  Make  definite  plans  for  a  study  course  whether  there  is  a 
Training  Union.. 

3.  Send  in  a  report  to  both  State  and  Association  Secretaries 
at  close  of  each  quarter,  beginning  with  December  31,  1940. 

4.  Make  definite  plans  to  send  one  or  more  people  to  Ridgecrest 
in  the  summer. 

Even  though  our  report  does  not  reflect  as  much  progress  as  we 
would  like,  there  are  numbers  of  people  who  have  grown  spiritually 
in  this  work,  and  are  giving  of  their  time,  talents,  and  means,  as  a 
living  testimony  to  Him.  We  have  received  wonderful  cooperation 
in  the  churches,  and  from  the  people.  Our^  personal  visitation  has 
meant  much  to  us,    and  we  feel  that  it  will  help  the  work. 

We  are  hoping  that  the  Christian  people  in  the  Association  will 
be  much  in  prayer  for  our  Training  program.  Too,  we  covet  the  good 
will  and  continued  cooperation  on  the  part  of  our  Christian  friends. 
Let  us  all  strive  to  do  our  part  in  this,  truly  our  Master's  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL 

MISSION  STUDY 

This  committee  appointed  by  the  moderator  of  the  association 
and  composed  of  Mrs.  Grace  Sorrell,  Dr.  Forrest  Feezor,  and  Doug-- 
las  M.  Branch  met  at  the  Tabernacle  Baptist  Church  early  in  Sep- 
tember. Dr.  Feezor,  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  was  absent 
and  Miss  Vera  Ruth  filled  his  place  in  the  deliberations.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  to  the  association: 

1.  That  a  vital  period  of  mission  study  be  provided  and  made 
available  for  every  church  in  the  association. 
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2.  That  the  present  working  divisions  of  the  association  as  ar- 
ranged and  utilized  by  the  W.  M.  U.  of  the  association  be  made  use 
of  in  this  campaign. 

3.  That  Dr.  Maddrey  be  contacted  and  requested  to  arrange  to 
let  us  have  the  services  of  a  missionary  for  a  week  in  this  associa- 
tion. 

4.  That  the  school  be  conducted  as  follows:  U)  A  church  in 
each  district  which  is  best  fitted  to  be  host  church  shall  be  so 
designated  and  all  the  churches  in  that  district  shall  meet  there  for 
one  evening',  perhaps  from  five  until  nine  o'clock,  for  a  period  of 
study  under  some  missionary;  (2)  The  host  church  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  entertaining  at  its  own  option;  (3)  These  meetings 
shall  be  arranged  for  the  same  week  so  that  in  the  one  week  our 
leader  could  contact  every  church  in  the  aissociation  through  these 
centralized  meetings;  (4)  The  association  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  entertainment,  transportation,  and  other  incidental  expenses  that 
may  result  from  the  visit  of  the  missionary-  that  is,  the  association 
in  its  official  capacity. 

5.  Dr.  Maddrey  has  already  been  contacted  and  informs  us  that 
we  can  secure  the  services  of  a  missionary  in  March.

Bro.  Arch  McMillan  spoke  upon  the  "Commission",  a  maga- 
zine devoted  to  carrying  out  the  great  commission  of  Jesus.  On 
motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Ford  A.  Burns  read  the  report  on  Home  Missions  and 
the  discussion  was  turned  over  to  Bro.  Garland  Hendricks,  who, 
in  a  well  prepared  address,  held  the  attention  of  all  those  pres- 
ent.   On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

HOME  MISSIONS 

The  strategic  point  of  approach  to  the  world-task  is  the  home- 
land. Christ  must  conquer  in  the  homeland  if  we  expect  to  win 
victories  for  him  in  lands  afar.     We  must  make  the  religion  of  Jesus 
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triumphant  at  home  if  we  would  make  it  triumphant  abroad. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  giving-  itself  to  the  task  of  giving 
our  Christ  to  our  country.  The  Board  believes  that  the  heart  and 
soul  of  missions  is  making  and  baptizing  of  disciples.  It  is  therefore 
majoring  on  preaching  the  gospel  among  the  Indians,  the  foreign- 
ers, the  Negroes,  in  the  congested  sections  and  centers  of  our  land, 
and  in  Cuba  and  Panama. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  glorious  achievements  for  Home 
Missions.  The  Lord  has  richly  blessed  our  missionaries  in  every  field. 
We  have  now  411  missionaries  working  in  863  mission  stations.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  we  have  added  40  to  our  mission  force,  opened  93 
new  mission  stations,  and  aquired  14  pieces  of  property.  During  the 
year  our  missionaries  have  distributed  40,362  Bibles,  and  660,847 
tracts.  They  have  preached  34,008  sermons,  led  over  9,000  to  accept 
Christ,    and  received  into  fellowship  with  the  church  4,672. 

We  now  have  in  the  homeland  269  missionaries,  which  is  17  more 
than  last  year. 

The  superintendent  of  evangelism,  Dr.  Roland  Q.  Leavell,  de- 
votes much  time  to  the  organization  and  promotion  of  city-wide  si- 
multaneous evangelistic  campaigns,  and  planning  and  promoting; 
programs  in  associational  areas.  There  are  more  unsaved  souls  in 
the  Southland  today  than  there  were  when  the  Home  Mission  Board 
was  organized  in  1845.  Our  rapidly  growing  cities  are  our  new  fron- 
tiers. The  spirit  of  evangelism  must  recapture  the  small  country 
churches  if  our  rural  areas  are  preserved,  and  our  people  saved  for 
Christ  and  His  Kingdom. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  seen  the  greatest  ingathering  of 
Jewish  souls  ever  witnessed.  From  all  parts  of  the  Southland  letters 
have  been  pouring  in  to  Rev.  Jacob  Gartenhause  telling  the  joyful 
news  of  Jewish  friends  turning  to  Christ. 

Home  Mission  news  at  a  minimum  cost  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  circulation  through  twelve  issues  the  past  year  of  431,600  cop- 
ies of  Southern  Baptist  Home  Missions,  sale  of  over  70,000  books, 
and  distribution  of  thousands  of  tracts  at  no  production  cost  to  the 
Board.  Baptists  everywhere  should  read  this  splendid  magazine 
which  is  only  25c  a  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREIGN   MISSION    BOARD 

of  the 

SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

1940 

The  war  clouds  which  have  been  threatening  for  several  years 
have  burst,  sending  their  downpour  of  destruction  and  death  upon 
defenseless  populations.  But  even  out  of  the  wreckage  and  ruin,  the 
Son  of  Righteousness  is  rising  with  healing  in  His  wings. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  now  has  456  missionaries  and  2,900 
native  workers  in  the  16  countries  in  which  it  is  operating.  Scattered 
throughout  these  fields  there  are  1,883  churches,  of  which  1,180  are 
self-supporting,  and  3,269  outstations.  The  total  membership  of 
these  churches  is  236,265.  During  the  past  year  18,606  have  come 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  churches  by  baptism. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  has  been  decreasing  rather  rapid- 
ly. Indeed,  during  the  seven  years  of  Dr.  Maddry's  administration, 
it  has  been  reduced  from  $1,110,000  to  $245,000.  It  is  firmly  believed 
that  the  Board  will  be  entirely  free  of  debt  when  its  one  hundredth 
anniversary  is  observed  in  1945. 

Gifts  from  the  Lotiie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  have  been  grow- 
ing larger  through  the  years,  the  1939  ingathering  having  reached 
the  high  mark  of  $330,424.70.  As  a  result  of  these  gifts,  scores  of 
missionaries  have  been  sent  out,  missionary  homes  have  been  built, 
chapels  and  schools  have  been  erected,  hospitals  have  been  repaired 
and  enlarged.  In  other  words,  the  conditions  of  the  Great  Commis- 
sion have  been  carried  out  through  the  generous  outpouring  of  our 
Southern   Baptist  women. 

From  practically  every  part  of  the  country  there  come  reports 
concerning  the  progress  of  the  Gospel.  In  recent  weeks  reports  have 
been  received  of  the  marvelous  work  of  grace  in  the  hearts  of  Japan- 
ese students.  In  the  boys'  school  550  declared  their  purpose  to  fol- 
low Christ,  and  in  the  girls'  school  531  accepted  Him  as  their  per- 
sonal Savior. 

Thrilling  stories  come  from  China.  Miss  Margie  Shumate  writes: 
**The  slain  lie  in  the  streets.  The  women  and  the  maids  are  ravish- 
ed. The  young  men  in  territory  occupied  by  the  enemy  are  taken  for 
forced  labor,  while  other  millions  pour  out  their  life's  blood  on  the 
battlefields.     The  fairest  of  the   children  are  carried  away  to   give 
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their  blood  for  transfusions  for  wounded  enemy  soldiers.  As  we  con- 
template the  things  we  have  seen  with  our  own  eyes,  and  the  stories 
which  we  have  heard  of  the  atrocities  committed  upon  these  innocent 
people,  our  tears  like  those  of  the  prophet  of  old,  would  fain  run 
down  like  a  river  day  and  nig-ht;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  as  we 
pause  to  consider  God's  dealings  during  the  year  with  us,  and  with 
His  people  in  this  land,  we  cannot  but  exclaim  like  the  prophet,  'His 
compassions  fail  not.     They  are  new  every  morning.'  " 

Dr.  George  Green,  Secretary  for  Nigeria,  calls  his  report  "A 
Year  of  Progress."  He  says:  "The  year  1939  has  been  a  good  one  in 
our  Baptist  v»^ork.  Our  missionary  personnel  has  been  increased  nu- 
merically and  in  effectiveness  by  the  fine  character,  training  and 
talents  of  those  who  have  joined  our  ranks.  A  fine  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion on  the  part  of  our  African  co-laborers,  pastors,  evangelists, 
teachers,  medical  assistants,  and  church  members  has  made  for  en- 
couragement, progress,  and  hope  for  the  coming  year.  The  spirit 
of  evangelism  is  manifested  in  many  of  our  pastors  and  the  churches 
they  lead.  We,  in  Nigeria,  are  joining  with  Baptists  of  the  world  in 
the  united  effort  for  evangelism  in  1940." 

Although  Europe  and  the  Near  East  are  torn  and  bleeding,  our 
missionaries  are  staying  by  the  stuff  and  the  Lord  is  blessing  their 
labors.  A  few  Jews  and  Arabs  are  finding  Christ  in  the  Near  East, 
and  men  are  being  born  again  in  prison  and  concentration  camps  in 
Europe.  Brother  Baranyay  writes  from  Hungary:  "From  the  sta- 
tistical reports  which  the  churches  sent  me,  I  may  say  that  there  is 
progress  in  every  line  of  the  work." 

The  Baptists  of  Rumania  have  been  recognized  as  a  cult  by  de- 
cree. This  is  a  step  forward,  but  there  are  still  those  who  insist  that 
our  friends  in, that  country  will  not  have  full  liberty  until  they  are 
recognized  as  a  religious  community  by  a  royal  law.  Resentment 
has  been  expressed  by  the  state  church  because  of  the  recognition  that 
has  been  announced,  and  it  is  significant  that  the  Minister  of  Cults 
who  held  office  when  the  recognition  was  granted  is  no  longer  a  mem- 
ber of  the  cabinet. 

Because  of  the  unspeakable  circumstances  that  the  war  has  oc- 
casioned, British  and  other  European  Baptists  have  been  forced  to 
limit  their  missionary  activity.  Indeed,  the  time  is  at  hand  when 
more  than  400  British  Baptist  missionaries  are  likely  to  be  cut  off 
from  the  mother  society.  Southern  Baptists  have  their  own  burden, 
but  surely  they  will  not  deny  the  pitiful  appeal  for  help  that  comes 
from  across  the  Atlantic. 

While  there  have  been  trying  times  in  South  America,  the  gen- 
eral trend  has  been  forward.  As  one  missionary  expresses  it,  "Our 
churches,  with  their  pastors  and  workers,  are  constantly  seeking  the 
lost,   and  in  the  regular  services  the  evangelistic  note  is  always  heard 
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and  felt."  This  evangelistic  effort  has  been  so  successful  that  there 
are  in  Brazil  alone  53,666  members  of  Baptist  churches. 

In  Mexico  there  is  encouragement  because  of  the  arrival  of  new 
missionaries.  There  is  also  rejoicing  on  account  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  a  number  of  additions  to  the  churches  on  profession  of  faith. 

THE  COMMISSION,  our  foreign  mission  magazine,  is  growing 
in  favor  with  our  constituency.  On  June  1  there  were  15,398  sub- 
scribers. This  number  could  be  greatly  increased  if  pastors  and  other 
leaders  would  subscripe  to  the  magazine  and  commend  it  to  their  peo- 
ple.    It  is  worthy  of  wide  reading.

The  report  was  briefly  discussed  and  on  motion  adopted. 

Bro.  Gale  K.  Burgess,  a  leader  in  the  fight  for  prohibition 
in  this  state,  made  a  stirring  address  upon  the  importance  of 
having  the  legislature  submit  the  question  of  temperance  to  the 
voters  of  the  state. 

Bro.  Charles  Parker  spoke  upon  our  Baptist  Hospital  and 
urged  upon  our  Association  that  as  the  enlarged  hospital  need- 
ed equipment  for  its  added  room.s  that  the  Association,  through 
its  various  churches,  raise  funds  for  equipping  as  many  rooms 
as  possible  by  March  the  first  of  next  year.  The  Executive 
Committee  was  requested  to  see  that  the  matter  was  presented 
to  all  of  the  churches. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  IN   NORTH  CAROLINA 

BAPTIST   COLLEGES 

1.  General  Statement  as  to  Present  Status  of  Our  School. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
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Carolina  in  1938  a  commission  of  fifteen  was  appointed  to  study  our 
educational  system  and  to  report  with  recommendations  to  the  1939 
meeting"  of  the  Convention.  A  ten  point  report  was  made  by  the 
commission  to  the  Convention  in  1939  which  recommended  among 
other  things  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention  limit  its  financial 
support  to  four  of  the  five  educational  institutions  then  receiving 
such  support;  namely,  Wake  Forest  College,  Meredith  College,  Mars 
Hill  Junior  College,  and  Campbell  Junior  College.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  that  when  and  if  Chowan  Junior  College,  Wingate  Junior 
College,  and  Boiling  Springs  Junior  College  increased  their  respective 
enrollment  to  200,  and  so  improve  their  eq'uipment,  and  otherwise 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  for  an  accredited  junior  college,  then  their  appli- 
cation for  membership  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Educational 
System  be  favored  considerably. 

A  substitute  recommendation  was  offered  to  the  effect  that  the 
Convention  include  in  its  educational  system  Wake  Forest  and  Mere- 
dith as  senior  colleges,  and  Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  Chowan,  Wingate, 
and  Boiling  Springs  as  junior  colleges,  and  that  the  Convention's  fi- 
nancial and  moral  support  be  tendered  these  colleges  upon  an  equit- 
able basis  in  an  effort  to  bring  all  of  them  as  early  as  possible  to  the 
standard  required  for  entrance  into  the  Southern  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Secondary  Schools.  This  substitute  recommendation  was 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  since  that  time  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists as  a  Convention  have  been  responsible  for  the  support  and  gmd- 
ance  of  seven  colleges  instead  of  five.  Boiling  Springs  and  Wingate 
not  having  been  previously  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Educational 
System. 

The  latest  available  reports  from  these  seven  institutions  are  as 
follows: 

II.  Reports  of  Baptist  Colleges  in  North  Carolina 

A.  Wake  Forest  College:-  This  is  the  oldest  and  largest  Baptist 
College  for  men  in  the  United  States.  It  was  founded  in  1834  and 
opened  its  first  session  with  16  students,  and  was  chartered  as  Wake 
Forest  Institute.  In  1838  it  was  re-chartered  as  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege. Now  for  more  than  a  century  her  sons  have  been  among  the 
ablest  leaders  of  America.  Wake  Forest  n6w  has  a  staff  of  more 
than  70,  and  a  student  body  of  more  than  1,000.  The  physical 
equipment   and  endowment   amount   to   about    $3,000,000. 

The  college  is  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Thurman  D.  Kitchin, 
one  of  the  ablest  in  the  long  list  of  her  great  immortals. 

Something  like  a  year  ago  the  college  received  a  large  gift  from 
the   Bowman    Gray   Memorial    Fund  which   has    enabled   the   moving 
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of  the  medical  school  from  the  campus  of  Wake  Forest  to  Winston- 
Salem,  where  it  will  be  expanded  to  a  four  year  school  and  will  be 
located  adjacent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  Baptist  Hospital  oi 
North  Carolina.  Wake  Forest  can  now  take  a  student  in  his  fresh- 
man class  and  give  him  all  the  training  required  for  the  M,  D. 
degree. 

Since  the  loss  in  1934  by  fire  of  Wait  Hall,  Wake  Forest  has 
had  no  chapel,  and  no  center  for  its  school  of  religion.  In  the  1939 
assembly  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention  was  authoriz- 
ed by  the  churches  to  launch  a  campaign  to  raise  $250,000.00  for  the 
erection  of  a  beautiful  and  adequate  chapel  building  on  the  campus, 
a  building  which  will  serve  as  headquarters  for  the  department  of 
religion,  as  well  as  all  religious  activities  of  the  campus.  This  cam- 
paign is  now  under  way. 

Wake  Forest  College  continues  Her  stately  stride. 

B.  Meredith  College: -Meredith  is,  in  a  sense,  the  companion 
institution  of  Wake  Forest,  being  our  only  female  senior  college  in 
the  state.  These  two  represent  the  best  North  Carolina  Baptists  of- 
fer in  higher  education.  Like  the  sons  of  Wake  Forest,  Meredith's 
daughters  take  their  places  among  the  ablest  of  the  land. 

Meredith  has  enrolled  this  year  486  students  taking  work  look- 
ing toward  degrees,  and  29  taking  special  courses;  a  total  enrolled 
of  515.  This  enrollment  represents  a  decrease  in  enrollment  from 
last  year  (it  will  be  noted  that  all  the  Baptist  colleges  in  the  state 
report  smaller  enrollments  this  year  than  last  with  the  exception  of 
Wake  Forest),  which  is  due  perhaps  to  the  fact  that  Meredith  nas 
this  year  no  field  representative,  and  has  also  raised  the  scholastic 
requirements  for  admission. 

The  present  student-body  comes  from  four  foreigTi  countries  and 
thirteen  states,  and  represents  fourteen  denominations.  Five  nevv 
members  were  added  to  the  faculty  this  year  due  to  resignations  and 
withdrawals. 

The  late  Dr.  J.  T.  J.  Battle  left  to  Meredith  in  his  will  the  sum, 
of  $10,000,    and  other  amounts  asi  yet  indefinite. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Her  new  president.  Dr.  Carlyle 
Campbell,  assisted  by  a  staff  of  about  65  members,  Meredith  marcli- 
es  on  in  the  parade  of  great  colleges. 

C.  Mars  Hill  Junior  College:-  Mars  Hill  is  a  junior  college  of  rec- 
ognized excellence.  It  is  a  member  of  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  the  American  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges,  and  is  approved  by  the  American  Medical  Association,  by 
the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  by  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Education  for  the  admission  of  foreign  students. 

Mars  Hill  is  located  in  the  heart  of  the  mountains  of  North  Caro- 
lina at  an  elevation  of  2300  feet.     Its  campus  includes  100  acres  of 
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land,  and  14  buildings,  to  which  has  recently  been  added  a  modern 
science  building  costing  $100,000.00. 

In  its  85th  session  Mars  Hill  has  a  staff  of  46  workers,  and  a 
student-body  of  749,  a  decrease  of  35  from  last  year;  these  students 
come  from  one  foreign  country  and  twenty-one  states  in  the  Union. 

Dr.  Hoyt  Biackweli  is  president  of  the  college,  and  under  his 
wise  and  Christian  leadership  itS'  ministry  for  the  future  is  assured. 

D.  Campbell  College. — From  Campbell  College  comes  good 
news.  Even  though  it,  like  most  of  our  other  denominational  schools 
in  the  state,  shows  a  decrease  in  enrollm.ent,  the  good  word  has 
come  that  Campbell  College  received  this  fall  a  legacy  from  the  D. 
Rich  estate  of  $151,000.  This  fund  will  be  added  to  the  permanent 
endowment  of  the   college. 

The  present  enrollment  is  404,  as  compared  with  450  last  year. 
The  staff  of  workers  numbers  about  34  in  all.  Through  the  present 
president,  Mr.  Leslie  H.  Campbell,  the  spirit  of  the  great  founder 
of  Campbell  College  lives  on,  and  the  institution  which  bears  his 
name  continues  its  ministry  of  enlightenment. 

E.  Chowan  College. — Chowan  College  is  now  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  J.  L.  Carrick,  and  he  is  assisted  in  the  conduct  of 
the  school  by  a  staff  of  14  workers.  The  number  of  students  en- 
rolled for  the  1939-40  session  was  90,  an  increase  of  eleven  over  the 
previous   year. 

The  college  reports  significant  improvements  in  its  physical 
equipment  and  financial   condition. 

F.  Wingate  Junior  College. — Situated  in  the  heart  of  the  Pied- 
mont Carolinas,  Wingate  Junior  College  has  safely  weathered  serious 
setbacks,   and  as   present  has   the    brightest  future  ever. 

The  school'  was  begun  in  1896  in  a  three-room  building  and 
under  the  principalship  of  the  beloved  and  revered  educator.  Prof. 
M.  B.  Dry,  now  in  his  32nd  year  as  head  of  the  Cary  High  School. 

In  1923  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  took 
over  the  school  and  made  it  a  junior  college,  but  in  1930  turned  it 
over  to  the  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  of  the  Union,  Mecklenburg, 
Pee  Dee,  and  Cabarrus  associations,  which  associations  have  since 
supported  the  school.  At  the  1939  meeting  of  the  Convention  Win- 
gate Junior  College  was  again  placed  under  the  control  and  on  the 
support  of  the   Convention. 

Wingate  is  accredited  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  North 
Carolina,  by  the  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges,  and  by 
the   United   States   Department  of  Education. 

Since  1937  Mr.  C.  C.  Burris  has  been  president  of  Wingate,  andi 
he  with  a  staff  of  19  workers  is  prepared  to  enlarge  the  ministry 
of  this  noble  school.     The  present  enrollment  is  not  known,  but  the: 
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1939-40   session  enrolled  136  regular  college  students. 

G.  Boiling  Springs  Junior  College. — Boiling  Springs,  along 
with  Wingate,  passed  at  the  1939  meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention into  the  hands  and  on  the  support  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Cantrell  is  president  of  Boiling  Springs,  and  the  1938- 
39  enrollment  was  reported  as  128. 

Note.  Chowan  and  Boiling  Springs  failed  to  supply  the  infor- 
mation requested  concerning  their  present  session,  hence  the  incom- 
plete  reports  from   these   two    colleges.

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AND  WHAT,  IF  YOU  PLEASE,   IS   HISTORY? 

The  Dictionary  says: 

A  narrative  of  events; 

A  systematic  written   account   of  events; 

A  series  of  events  clustering  about  some  center  of  interest  upon 
the  charater  and  significance  of  which  the  events  cast  light. 

Some  people  say  History  is  the  Past,  Yesterday,  Water  that  has 
gone  over  the  dam  or  under  the  bridge.  Cold,  lifeless  pulp,  out  of 
which  the  extracts  of  life  have  been  taken — A  building  painted  white, 
with  so  many  doors  and  windows,  to  which  class  rooms  have  been 
added  in  a  year  and  a  belfry  built  in  another  year.  If  this  is  His 
tory,  then  why  beat  back  over  the  trail  and  uncover  the  dust  on  the 
shelves  or  repair  the  walls.  Let  the  dead  past  bury  its  dead  with 
tender  memories. 

But  there  is  another  viewpoint,  another  definition  not  found  in 
Dictionaries,  but  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Soul,  and  this  suggests  that 
History  is  the  firm,  foundation  built  for  us  on  which  we  live,  and 
move,  and  build,  '^aith  of  our  Fathers,  living  still,  in  spite  of 
dungeon,  fire  and  sword."  History  is  the  Carpenter  of  Nazareth 
at  work  in  his  shop,  building  his  Kingdom — The  stately  steppings 
of  the  Man  of  Galilee  down  the  centuries — "Footprints  of  Jesus  that 
make  the  pathway  glow" — And  in  the  light  of  these,  I  have  ap- 
proached the  subject  assigned  to  me. 

And  what,  if  you  please,  is  this  Association?  Yes,  what  is  it? 
A  Hierarchy  to  lay  down  rules  and  regulations  for  the  individuals 
and  the  churches?  A  master  to  say  do  this  and  do  that?  An  over- 
lord to  supervise  and  command?  To  tell  us  what  to  believe,  and 
how,  and  w^hen  ?  There  is  no  place  in  Baptist  faith  for  such  as 
this.     Then,   what   is  the  Association? 

Listen — It's  Bethelhem,  slipping  its  hand  into  the  hand  of  Green 
Level  and  locking  arms  with  Apex  and  Good  Hope,  Mount  Zion,  Swift 
Creek,  The  Tabernacle,  Wendell  and  Zebulon,  matching  its  stride 
with  them  and  the  other  churches  that  are  members,  a  great  link 
in  a  chain,  wound  into  the  other  links  making  up  our  Convention,  an 
outpost  on  the  battle  line  of  civilization,  bravely  asserting  and  calmly 
declaring  that  Liberty — His  Liberty — under  the  providence  of  God, 
shall  not,  and  will  not,  perish  from  the  Earth. 

A  hundred  and  thirty-five  years  ago  it  was  bom,  sired  by  the 
old  Kehukee  Association  that  covered  Southeastern  Virginia  and  all 
of  Eastern  North  Carolina.  An  Association  that  had  fought  through 
the  Revolution  and  had  had  its  part  in  establishing  a  nation  dedi- 
cated to  His  teaching — Life,  Liberty  and  the  Pursuit  of  Happiness. 

Four  churches  constituted  the  Association — Wake  Cross  Roads, 
Cool  Springs,  Wake  Liberty  and  Holly  Springs.     There  they  stand — 
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a  Corporal's  Guard  with  Faith  and  marching  orders,  and  while  the 
record  of  its  march  until  1830  is  lost  to  us,  we  find  that  in  that 
year  there  were  sixteen  churches  in  the  Association,  and  the  terri- 
tory extended  from  Sampson  County  to  Franklin  and  from  Wayne 
to   Chatha,m. 

Brushing  away  the  dust  of  the  years,  I  find  carved  deep  in  the 
annals  of  this  period  the  names  of: 

P.  W.  Dowd,  James  Dennis,  Thomas  Crocker,  Isaac  Hicks,  Green 
Beckwith,  Needham  Norris,  Alsey  Holland,  Nat  Dunn,  Robert  T. 
Daniel. 

Names,  you  say — Yes,  just  names.  Yet  names  that  identify 
lives  that  have  been  buried  with  Him  in  the  foundation  of  His  King- 
dom. About  this  time  the  unfolding  years  place  upon  the  stage  of 
action  a  young  country  boy,  born  into  a  family  whom  the  love  of 
God  had  blessed  and  made  strong.  Coming  under  the  influence  of 
such  men  as  R  .T.  Daniel  and  P.  W.  Dowd,  after  careful  thought 
and  due  deliberation,  he  planted  his  feet  on  the  only  Way  of  JAie 
and  joined  Mt.  Pisgah,  and  was  baptized  by  P.  W.  Dowd  in  New- 
Hope  Creek  at  Williams  Mill.  That  was  in  1836 — and  who  was  this 
boy?  Listen,  men  and  women  of  this  Association,  and  be  forever 
grateful  to  our  forbears  for  their  courage  and  faith,  for  in  1846  the 
Raleigh  Association,  which  then  embraced  the  churches  now  in  the 
Central   Association,   made    this   record: 

"It  is  unanimously  resolved  that  this  body  adopt  our  brother, 
Matthew  T.  Yates,  as  our  son  and  our  Missionary  to  China,  and  tha.t 
we,  as  a  body  of  Christians,  will  give  him  competent  support  during 
his  stay  or  life."  Matthew  Tyson  Yates^  crossed  the  seas  to  China 
and  for  life,  and  his  stalwart  figure  still  strides  across  the  pathway 
of  the  centuries,  for  in  obedience  to  this  resolution  which  changed 
the  course  of  an  empire,  he  planted  the  standard  of  the  Living  God 
in  the  heart  and  soul  of  China.  Some  say  that  business  and  com- 
merce and  the  American  Navy  opened  up  China.  But  I  like  to 
believe,  and  do,  that  Yates  and  others  planted  the  seed  of  His  Mil- 
lenial  Harvest  that  will  finally  ripen  into  a  great  awakening.  China 
on   its  knees,   free. 

Again  the  pages  turn  and  the  dust  is  brushed  away,  and  on  the 
shining  Shekinah  we  see  recorded  the  names  of  another  militant 
group : 

Jacob  S.  Allen,  Mrs.  Martha  Gorman  Allen,  Needham  B. 
Broughtbn,  J.  M.  Broughton,  Mrs.  Mary  Broughton,  Miss  Mattie 
Houghton,  Miss  Carrie  Wilson,  Mrs.  Cornelia  HoUoman,  Henry 
Mitchell,  William    T.    Womble. 

And  what  are  they  doing?  Yes,  what?  Withdrawing  from  the 
First   Baptist   Church   of   Raleigh?     Turned    out?     No.     Mad?     No 
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Then  why  withdrawing?     Simply  joining  Him  in  His  shop  building 
His   Kingdom.     It  was   in   1874,   November   15th,   that  a    Presbytery, 
under  the  direction  of  Thomas   H.   Pritchard,  J.  D.  Huffman,  A.  F. 
Reed,  L.   Britt  and   Representatives  from  the  Board   of  Deacons  of 
the    First    Baptist    Church   constituted    these    ten    pioneers    into    the 
Swain   Street  Baptist   Church.     J.    D.   Huffman   was   called   as   their 
first    pastor.     Huffman — friend    of    my    earliest    youth,    comrade    of 
my  father — weak  of  body  but  strong   of  mind  and  with   faith   un- 
daunted— You    thundered    the    challenge    of    the    Kingdom    into    the 
hearts  of  men  and  they  answered,  as  is  attested  by  the  solid  founda- 
tion that  wais  laid  and  the  increased  membership  of  130  in  a  short 
period.     And  then  there  came  Gwaltney,  and  in  seven  years  500  had 
been    added.     And    then,    listen,    only    four    years    old,    this    child    of 
Faith  and  Works  started  a  building  which  the  record  says  was  com- 
pleted   in    1881.     Completed?!     Completed?     It    will    never    be    com- 
pleted.    They  are  building,  and  will  build.     Oh  yes,  it  has  changed 
its  name  twice — Second   Baptist  Church  and  Tabernacle.     And  then 
came  Nelson  and  Thomas   Dixon,  and  Williams  and  Hall,   and  from 
far  laway  Texas  came    Simms,  a   man   whose    family  had    produced 
more    preachers    than    the    Association    had    to    start    with.     Then, 
Hubbard    and    Massey,     Moncrief     and    Maddrey    and    Bruner    and 
Greaves  and  Davis,  and  now  Feezor.     What  a  heritage,  young  man, 
and  what  a  challenge!     I  am  not  attemtping  a  history  of  this  church. 
But  listen,  66  years  of  Sunday  School  Service,  and  only  three  super- 
intendents.    Allen    from    "74    to    '77 — three    years — and    then    there 
emerges-  the  stalwart  form  of  Needham  B.  Broughton,  a  strong  and 
gracious    personality,    a    sustaining    influence    which    still    lives    and 
marches  on,  and  by  its  side  there  tramps  the  influence  of  his  brother, 
Melville    Broughton.     Thirty-six    years    of    service    for    Needham    B. 
Broughton.     Hard   years,  fruitful   years,   taking    the    Sunday    School 
with  75,  and  finally  on  account  of  declining  health,   turning  it  over 
to  his   nephew,   J.    M.    Broughton,   with   1,257   members,    and    J.    M. 
Broughton     until     very     recently     was     Superintendent.     Who     can 
measure  or  comprehend   the  meaning  of  this   service  ?     And  yonder 
I  see  a  star,  the  light  of  which  diadems  the  lives  of  two,  upon  whose 
heads  the  snows   of  many  winters  have  fallen  never  to   melt  again, 
and  yet  whose  hearts  throb  with  eternal  youth,  made  glad  and  glori- 
fied by  the  songs  of  Thanksgiving  that  well  up  out  of  the  hearts  of 
thousands   of  boys   and   girls   who    have   passed   under  their  careful 
guidance  in  the  Sunday  School.     ''Miss  Ida  and  Mr.  Joe"  (Weathers.) 
Time  salutes  you  with   sincere  appreciation. 

And  then  a  sister  and  brother  appear  out  of  the  year.  From 
way  off  yonder  in  Texas  they  came,  and  grasping  an  idea,  they 
breathed  into  it  the  breath  of  Life,  and  in  this  church  was  born  the 
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first  in  the  South — and  the  second  in  the  world — a  Baraca  Class. 
Evelyn  Simms,  Bob  Simms,  the  fruitful  years  salute  you:  Blessings! 

And  then,  out  of  the  mist  there  comes  marching  with  firm  and 
rhythmic  tread,  their  uniforms  resplendent  and  their  purpose  sin^ 
cere,  marching  to  service  and  reward,  Joe  Bernard  and  the  Boys 
Brigade.     And  memory  calls  the  names  of  some  others: 

Mooneyham,  Cooper,  Carroll,  Tonnofosky,  Birdsong,  Egerton, 
Reid,  Correll,  Edwards,  Berry,  McLeod,  Upchurch,  Horton,   Herbert. 

And  thousands  of  unknown  'soldiers  whose  sacrifice  and  toil, 
contributions,  labor  and  lives  make  up  this  solid  phalanx.  History- 
stands  at  attention  and  with  soul  saluting  asi  salutes  the  hand, 
breathes  out  its  prayer  of  Thanksgiving  for  such  as  these. 

Is  it  strange  that  in  this  hour  of  the  world's  history  that  to  this 
environment  the  Baptist  host  of  this  state  came  for  the  President 
of  their  convention,  and  that  North  Carolina  should  come  bearing 
in  its  hand  the  emblem  of  its  supreme  executive  authority  and  say 
to  one  of  our  own,  "Here,  son  of  my  heart,  lead." 

''Now,   God  be  thanked,  who  has  matched  us  with  His  hour." 

And  where  runs  this  path  of  History?  Go  with  me  back  on  the 
path  for  fity  years  and  we  find  our  strength  and  our  influence  chal- 
lenging the  educational  thought  of  that  day  and  revolutionizing  the 
state's  activity,  for  we  boldly  declared  and  maintained  that  a  state's 
first  consideration  in  the  field  of  education  was  the  public  school — 
children  first.  Catching  the  crest  of  this  wave  and  being  a  part 
of  it,  Aycock  rode  to  immortality  in  the  hearts  of  his  people,  but 
the  unknown  soldiers  of  that  fight  still  live  and  sustain.  Again, 
yonder  at  Wake  Forest,  stalwart  son  of  ours,  great  beacon  light  of 
intellectual  and  spiritual  Liberty.  Thy  sons  guard  the  ramparts 
of  righteousness  and  freedom,  and  tend  the  lights  along  the  shore. 
And  Meredith,  that  out  from  the  heart  of  its  people  sprang  full 
grown  in  a  single  day.  History  is  calling  to  you,  mothers  of  the 
next  generation,  teach  your  sons  to  be  soldiers,  even  as  Mary  and 
Elizabeth  did.  Soldiers  brave  enough  to  turn  the  other  cheek,  and 
strong  enough  to  cleanse  the   temple. 

And  yonder  in  Winston-Salem  at  the  Baptist  Hospital,  through 
whose  corridors  walks  and  abides  the  Spirit  of  the  Great  Physi- 
cian. Let  us  match  our  stride  with  His  along  the  way.  And  at 
Thomasville,  and  Kennedy  Home — and  here  we  tread  on  holy  ground, 
for  baby  fingers  twine  themselves  around  our  hearts  and  baby  lips 
whisper  a  benediction.  Ours  is  their  strength  for  a  while,  and  their 
light. 

History  Dead?  Why,  it  is  the  livest  thing  on  earth  today, 
throbbing  with  immortality,  burgeoning  us  out  on  the  battle  line  of 
opportunity  and  service  and  daring  us  to  look  once  more  at  a  figure 
clothed  in  camel's  hair,  with  a  leather  girdle  about  his  loins,  with  no 
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outriders,  no  gleaming  trappings,  no  flags,  no  throbbing  drums  or 
screaming  fifes — but  the  herald  of  the  King,  born  of  His  Spirit  and 
fleshed  in  his  image,  but  of  the  wilderness  of  Judea,  striding  across 
the  pathway  of  the  centuries,  announcing  the  birth  and  laying  the 
cornerstone  of  His  Kingdom — John  the  Baptist  cries,  ''Repent  ye,  for 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  at  hand." 

Oh,  yes,  it  is  fine  to  sing,  "At  the  cross,  at  the  cross,  where  I 
first  saw  the  light,"  but  useless  unless  you  can  sing  ''Blessed  assur- 
ance, Jesus  is  mine,"  and  both  of  them  selfish  and  without  purpose 
unless  we  can  follow  the  flash  of  his  stainless  sword  and  out  of  our 
hearts  join  the  mighty  and  compelling  chorus,  "Onward,  Christian 
Soldiers." 

If  History  is  saying  anything  to  us  today,  it  is  saying,  Surely 
His  fan  is  in  His  hand  and  is  thoroughly  purging  His  floor.  He  is 
gathering  the  wheat  into  His  garner  and  the  chaff  He  will  burn  with 
unquenchable  fire. 

And  this  Kingdom!  What  is  this  Kingdom?  I  do  not  know; 
yet  I  know: 

It  is  shot  through  with  glory,  no  anguish,  no  gloom,  no  despair. 
There  flames  the  great  light,  the  light  of  the  world,  no  festering 
sore  can  live  in  the  light,  no  fear,  no  doubt,  and — it  is  filled  with 
joy,  unspeakable  joy,  that  radiates  from  truth.  And  it  is  a  place 
of  Justice  for  He  came  to  bring  Justice — and  do  justice.  It  is  a 
place  of  liberty,  freedom  from  all  yokes,  from  kingcraft  and  oppres- 
sion and  from  sin  and  from  the  weakness  that  gives  away  to  temp- 
tation. 

It  is  a  place  of  power,  for  the  Government  must  be  upon  his 
shoulders.  He  came  to  cross  swords  with  the  old  world's  idea  thac 
might  is  power,  and  to  establish,  magnify  and  maintain  righteous- 
ness and  love  as  the  uplifting  influence  of  the  world. 

It  is  a  place  of  peace,  perfect  peace,  the  peace  that  passes  all 
understanding.  That  assures  security  without  fear,  without  anxi- 
ety, without  war  or  the  thought  of  war.  A  place  that  is  everlasting, 
for  the  kingdom  of  God  is  from  ''Henceforth  ever  and  ever."  "Ot 
the  increase  of  His  Government  and  peace   there   shall  be  no  end." 

But  all  of  this  is  the  Recorded  word  of  the  Historian  and  con- 
jecture of  the  mind — but  what  of  me — Oh  you  say,  if  He  would  only 
give  me  a  chance  to  serve  as  John  served.  And  John,  born  in  the 
hill  county  of  Judaea  preached  in  the  wilderness.  Baptized  the 
Savior  of  mankind,  thrown  into  prison  and  gave  up  his  head  at  the 
request  of  a  foolish  woman,  because  he  dared  to  tell  a  petty  king 
that  it  was  wrong  to  take  another  man's  wife.  John,  He  called,  as 
a  forerunner.  To  us  He  gives  the  opportunity  and  privilege  of  being 
.a  sustaining  influence.     His  faith  in  us  sent  Him  to  the  cross  to  die. 
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He  stakes  His  life  that  we  might  live,  and  He  has  not  lost  faith. 
Listen,  men  of  this  association,  listen,  President  and  Kings  and 
Emperor  and  Dictator.  Listen  Jew  and  Gentile — listen  Protestant 
and  Catholic,  give  ear  of  men  of  earth,  it's  Jesus  of  Nazareth  speak- 
ing, and  he  is  offering  you  a  partnership  with  Him — "And  I,  if  I 
be  lifted  up  from  the  earth  will  draw  all  men  unto  me."  What  a 
prospect,  what  a  promise.  And  again  in  this  world  of  confusion 
and  chaos,  we  hear  him — "Fear  not,  little  flock,  for  it  is  your  father's 
good   pleasure   to   give   you   the   Kingdom."

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Session  of  the 
Raleigh  Baptist  Association  met  with  the  Holly  Springs  Baptist 
Church  this  morning  at  10  o'clock. 

Followmg  a  song  service,  led  by  Bro.  Horace  Jones  and 
prayer  by  Bro.  Z.  B.  Teel,  Bro.  G.  T.  Mills  conducted  the 
devotional  in  an  inspiring  manner. 

B:o.  Lee  C.  Sheppard  preached  the  Annual  Sermon,  select- 
ing I  Corinthians  12:27  as  his  text,  "Now  ye  are  the  body  of 
Christ." 

(a)  The  nature  and  work  of  the  Church 

(b)  The  keys  of  the  kingdom 

(c)  A  cry  for  forgiveness  must  be  felt 

(d)  The  Church  must  be  converted  to  its  work 

Bro.  Sheppard's  message  was  well  prepared,  well  expressed 
and  great  in  depth  of  thought. 

Bro.  Baxter  Durham.,  the  Historian,  did  not  furnish  a  his-

[II.  Sam.  18:29] 

David  is  King  of  Israel.  He  is  old  and  has  been  on  the 
throne  for  a  long  while.  His  son,  Absalom  instigates  a  rebellion 
against  his  father.  A  battle  takes  place.  The  loyal  armies  of  David 
defeat  Absalom's  army  and  Absalom  meets  with  his  death.  News  of 
the  victory  is  brought  to  David,  but  question  uppermost  in  his  mind 
is:  "Is  the  Young  Man  Absalom  safe?"  News  of  Absalom's  death 
and  David's  lament. 

David  asked  this  question  too  late.  Long  years  ago  he 
should  have  trained  Absalom  in  such  a  way  that  he  would  not  have 
revolted.   ■ 

This  question  is  one  that  we  as  Sunday  School  leaders  and 
teachers  would  do  well  to  ponder.  "Are  our  Sunday  School  pupils 
safe?" 

1- — Are  we  training  them  in  the  way  they  ought  to  go?  So 
that  they  will  not  rise  up  later  and  go  against  Christian  standards 
we  hold  dear. 

2. — Are  we  setting  a  proper  example?  They  will  not  do 
much  better  than  we,  nor  climb  much  higher  spiritually. 

3. — Are  we  steadfast  in  our  job  or  are  we  careless? 
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Let  us  think  much  about  the  question:  Are  our  Sunday- 
School  pupils  safe?    Are  we  doing  our  best  for  them?

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Associa- 
tion held  its  first  meeting  in  Raleigh,  at  night,  on  December  6,  1940. 
It  was  proposed  in  this  meeting  that  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  be  confined  to  one  day,  with  three  sessions,  one  in  the 
morning,  one  in  the  afternoon,  and  one  at  night.  After  considerable 
discussion  and  very  serious  thought,  this  proposal  was  unanimously 
adopted.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  practice  of  having  written  re- 
ports, followed  by  speakers,  speaking  to  those  same  reports,  often 
was  an  unnecessary  duplication  of  information. 

Pursuant  to  requests  contained  in  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Association  at  its  meeting  in  Green  Level  Church,  the  Committee 
formulated  and  adopted  a  budget  for  the  year  1940-41  as  follows: 
Furnish  one  room  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  $150.00; 
Associational  Sunday  School  work,  $50.00;  Associational  B.  T.  U. 
promotion,  $50.00.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Churches  to  contribute 
to  this  budget  in  proportion  to  their  membership. 

A  committee  consisting  of  D.  M.  Branch  and  Dr.  F.  C.  Fee- 
zor  was  named  to  make  plans  for  an  Association-wide  evangelistic 
campaign  for  1941. 

The  Committee  held  its  second  meeting  on  Feb.  10,  1941, 
in  the  home  of  our  Moderator  and  Mrs.  Branch  in  Cary.  Our  hosts 
served  the  committee  a  most  delightful  dinner.  Plans  were  made  to 
hold  a  Mission  Study  that  would  reach  every  Church  in  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Churches  were  divided  into  five  groups  and  the  mission 
study  was  held  the  week  of  March  17-21.  The  problem  of  raising 
money  to  provide  for  our  budget  was  discussed  at  length.  The 
Moderator  was  directed  to  write  each  Church,  setting  forth  the 
needs  and  the  approximate  amount  necessary  for  each  Church  to 
give  in  order  to  meet  those  needs.  Sixteen  Churches  in  the  Asso- 
ciation sent  in  a  total  of  $112.05.  Of  this  amount  $28.51  has  been 
paid  to  Charlie  Herbert  for  postage,  stationery,  etc.,  for  B  .T.  U. 
work.  $7.50  has  been  paid  for  the  programs  for  this  meeting.  This 
leaves  a  balance  on  hand  of  $77.04.  This  is  $72.96  short  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  furnish  one  room  at  our  hospital  in  Winston- 
Salem.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  those  Churches  who  have 
not  sent  in  their  part  of  this  budget,  do  so  as  soon  as  possible  so  this 
$150.00  may  be  sent  to  our  hospital.  In  case  more  than  is  necessary 
for  this  balance  is  sent  in,  it  will  be  turned  over  to  the  new  execu- 
tive committee  for  associational  work  in  1941-42. 

It  is  the  desire,  also,  of  this  committee  that  the  leaders  of 
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our  Associational  Sunday  School,  B.  T.  U.  and  W.  M.  S.  work  for 
the  ensuing  year  be  given  a  free  hand  to  promote  their  work  and 
that  necessary  funds  be  provided  to  pay  the  actual  expenses.  We 
recognize  the  value  of  all  the  Churches  working  together  in  the  full- 
est, cooperation. 

Your  committee  held  three  other  meetings  during  the  year 
at  which  times  various  phases  of  our  work  was  discussed.  The  plans 
for  our  evangelistic  campaign  were  completed  and  enlarged  to  in- 
clude also  the  Central  Association.  Nineteen  Churches  in  the  two 
Associations  participated  in  this  simultaneous  evangelistic  effort. 

In  concluding  this  report,  we  wish  to  plead  for  fuller  co- 
operation in  every  department  of  our  work,  because  we  realize  that 
to  achieve  the  most  in  God's  Kingdom,  man  must  work  together 
with  man  in  a  common  effort.  Likewise,  Churches  must  strive 
together  to  accomplish  the  greater  tasks.

At  this  time  Bro.  F.  C.  Feezor,  pastor  of  the  Tabernacle 
Church,  addressed  the  Association  on  the  subject:  "The  Liquor 
Situation  in  Wake  County." 

Bro.  Feezor,  an  ardent  believer  in  Temperance  and  Morality, 
did  not  mince  words  as  he  portrayed  the  conditions  that  existed 
in  Wake  County  under  the  A  B  C  system.  He  held  the  closest 
attention  of  his  listeners  as  he  scathingly  denounced  the  bane- 
ful effects  of  intoxicating  liquors.  His  message  was  one  of  the 
high  lights  of  our  Session.  Following  this  strong  message  a 
voluntary  offering  was  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  United 
Dry  Forces,  amounting  to  $41.83.

Following  a  song  service,  and  prayer  by  Bro.  Ryburn  C. 
Stancil,  the  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order. 

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

The  children  v/ho  compose  the  population  of  the  Baptist 
Orphanage  of  North  Carolina  may  be  classified  under  three  heads: 
full  orphans,  half  orphans  and  victims  of  desertion  and  wrecked 
homes.  These  children  are  being  cared  for  by  three  well  recognized 
methods  of  child  caring  agencies:  Mothers  Aid,  Boarding  Homes 
and  the  Orphanage  proper.  In  addition  to  these  our  case  workers 
are  rendering  a  fine  service  by  helping  children  and  parents  make 
adjustments  with  their  neighbors  and  relatives. 

The  demands  upon  the  Orphanage  authorities  have  never 
been  greater.  They  receive  upon  an  average  45  applications  every 
month  during  the  year.  No  matter  how  urgent  the  demands,  how- 
ever, the  policy  of  the  Orphanage  leaders  is  not  to  make  special  ap- 
peals.    Special  appeals  for  other  causes  may  come  and  special  ap- 
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peals  may  go,  but  this  constant  stream  of  human  want  must  go  on 
day  after  day  and  year  after  year  until  the  purpose  of  Christ 
through  His  Church  has  been  fulfilled. 

The  past  year  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Or- 
phanage, but  imperative  needs  continue  to  increase.  The  care  of  the 
orphan  child  was  intrusted  to  us  by  Christ  himself.  We  cannot  shun 
this  Christian  responsibility  and  claim  to  be  practicing  "pure  reli- 
gion." When  appeals  are  made  to  Orphanage  authorities  they  have 
nowhere  to  go,  indeed,  they  do  not  want  any  place  to  go  for  financial 
support  other  than  individuals,  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches.  The 
plan  is  simple. 

We  suggest  as  a  goal  for  the  Association  for  next  year:  a 
monthly  contribution  from  each  Church  or  Sunday  School,  gifts  of 
produce  in  season,  a  real  Thanksgiving  offering  in  November  and  a 
club  of  Charity  and  Children  in  each  Sunday  School.  In  order  to 
reach  this  goal  we  recommend  that  an  Orphanage  representative  be 
appointed  by  this  body  to  contact  every  Sunday  School  and  Church 
in  the  Association.  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

Bro,  John.  A.  McMillan,  in  his  usual  humorous,  yet  business 
way,  spoke  upon  the  Christian's  method  of  living,  consistent  with 
the  method  of  Jesus  in  caring  for  the  poor,  needy,  helpless  and 
dependent  people  and  spoke  feelingly  of  the  orphan  children 
at  Thomasville  and  of  the  blessings  derived  by  them  at  the 
orphanage. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  is  just  now  completing  additions  to  its 
plant  that  increases  its  bed  capacity  from  108  to  300.  This  will  en- 
able the  hospital  to  treat  10,000  patients  each  year.  Of  this  number, 
we  may  expect  3,300  of  them  will  be  service  patients;  that  is,  not 
able  to  pay  a  hospital  bill.  3,300  will  be  mothers  who  have  waiting 
for  their  return  home,  10,000  children.  If  the  present  rate  is  main- 
tained, 200  will  be  preachers  for  whom  no  charge  has  been  made 
lor  the  last  two  years  or  more. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  100  doctors;  these  are  all  special- 
ist in  the  many  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery. 

The  hospital  runs  a  well-equipped  standard  Training 
School  for  Nurses.  These  are  taken  from  as  nearly  every  section  of 
the  state  as  possible.  A  class  of  about  50  will  be  taken  each  year, 
making  a  school  of  150. 

The  Medical  Building  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of 
Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  College  is  now  completed  and  the  school 
opened   the   first   of   September   of   this   year.     While   the   Medical 
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School  and  the  Hospital  will  be  closely  related  and  mutually  helpful 
in  every  department,  they  will  remain  separate  institutions,  con- 
trolled by  separate  Boards  of  directors  and  supported  from  different 
sources. 

Everything  contributed  to  the  hospital  goes  to  the  support 
of  the  hospital  exclusively.  The  Mother's  Day  Offering  by  the 
Churches  is  used  entirely  for  the  service  of  patients  not  financially 
able  to  pay  for  treatment. 

The  spiritual  side  of  the  hospital's  service  is  stressed  always. 
The  hospital  has  a  full-tim.e  pastor  supplied  by  the  generous  dona- 
tion of  Ivir.  C.  M.  Scott  of  High  Point.  This  pastor,  Rev.  Charles  E. 
Parker,  in  addition  to  his  many  activities  with  patients  and  their 
families,  and  friends,  teaches  a  course  in  Bible  in  the  Nurses'  Train- 
ing School. 

The  various  organizations  of  our  women  and  young  people 
are  rendering  a  vast  service  to  the  hospital  in  supplying  linens  of 
all  kinds — such  as  sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels,  washcloths,  etc. 

Our  vastly  enlarged  program,  of  course,  will  require  increas- 
ed support. 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  Smith  Hagaman,  Bro.  Charlie  Park- 
er, pastor  at  Winston-Salem,  introduced  Miss  Marie  Compton, 
nurse  at  the  Hospital,  who  spoke  of  the  fine  work  a  Christian 
nurse  can  do  at  a  hospital  and  of  her  impressions  of  the  faith- 
fulness of   the   physicians  in   caring   for  the  patients. 

Bro.  Charlie  Parker  spoke  of  the  fairness  and  impartiality 
shown  all  ,who  come  as  patients — no  difference  whether  rich 
or  poor. 

On  motion,  report  adopted. 

At  this  time  Bro.  R.  H.  Satterfield,  Circulation  Manager  for 
the  Biblical  Recorder,  spoke  upon  the  subject,  "Religious  Liter- 
ature." 

Bro.  Satterfield  pointed  out  the  unique  place  the  Recorder 
holds  in  this  field,  the  influence  it  has  upon  those  who  read  and 
the  im.portance  of  the  Baptist  being  loyal  to  it. 

Bro.  Ryburn  C.  Stancil  presented  the  report  on  the  Ameri- 
can  Bible  Society.  Bro.  Standi  spoke  upon  the  salient  features 
embodied  in  the  report,  and  on  motion  it  was  adopted  and  re- 
quested  that  the  churches  be  given  an  opportunity  of  con- 
tributing to  the  Society. 
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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 
[Ryburn  T.  Standi] 

In  presenting  to  this  Association  the  work  and  the  needs  of 
the  American  Bible  Society  I  ask  that  each  of  you  examine  the 
literature  which  has  been  sent  from  the  society  for  this  meeeting. 
I  want  to  especially  call  your  attention  to  the  message  presented  at 
th  Birmingham  Convention,  which  you  will  find  in  this  material. 
Here  are  some  further  facts  which  should  show  the  interest  and 
support  which  Southern  Baptist  ought  to  take  in  this  great  work. 

In  the  first  place,  this  society  is  a  missionary,  non-profit 
society,  for  the  translation,  distribution  and  publication  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, without  note  or  comment,  around  the  world.  Only  one-third 
of  the  cost  of  getting  the  Word  of  God  into  the  hands  of  individual 
readers  and  of  translating  into  new  languages  is  covered  by  the  sale 
of  the  Scriptures.  The  salaries  of  465  full-time  distributors  and 
1,800  part-time  workers  are  not  and  cannot  be  included  in  the  price 
of  the  Bibles,  Testaments,  and  Portions.  And  though  1051  languages 
now  have  some  part  of  the  Scriptures  available  in  printed  form  1,700 
languages  still  have  no  part.    So  much  work  yet  remains  to  be  done. 

In  the  second  place.  Southern  Baptist  in  mission  work  at 
home  and  abroad  are  greatly  aided  by  the  work  of  the  American 
Bible  Society.  A  survey  of  the  work  for  1939  reveals  that  in  our 
Latin-American  countries  Southern  Baptist  workers  received  in  sub- 
sidies, salaries,  and  commission  $5,109.00  toward  the  distribution  of 
the  Scriptures  in  these  countries.  And  yet  during  that  same  year 
Southern  Baptist  Churches  sent  only  $671.00  for  the  support  of  this 
work.  Last  year  we  gave  to  the  Society  only  20  cents  per  1,000 
members,  which  is  the  lowest  contribution  of  any  denomination  in 
America.  This  was  an  average  of  4  cents  per  Church.  If  we  should 
give  $1.00  per  Church  it  would  amount  to  $25,259.00,  which  is  ap- 
proximately half  what  the  Methodist  did  last  year. 

Word  has  recently  come  to  the  American  Bible  Society  from 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  that  their  binding  plant  has 
been  demolished  by  bombs  and  their  machinery  destroyed.  This 
puts  an  added  responsibility  on  American  Christians  to  see  that  there 
be  no  Bible  black-out.  The  British  Bible  Society  has  a  circulation  of 
over  eleven  million  volumes  this  year.  They  have  asked  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society  to  aid  them  in  securing  new  machinery  and  to 
publish  one  million  gospels  for  their  work  in  South  America. 

Another  emergency  need  appeals  to  us  greatly.  Up  to  June 
30,  1941,  chaplains  in  the  Army  and  Navy  had  asked  the  American 
Bible  Society  for  over  two  hundred  sixty  thousand  volumes  of 
Bibles,  Testaments,  and  Portions.  These,  of  course,  were  given 
freely,  the  majority  being  Testaments.  There  is  great  need  of  funds 
for  this  special  work.  Further,  the  supply  of  Scriptures  to  the  over 
five  million  prisoners  of  war  within  Germany  also  falls  upon  the 
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American  Bible  Society  as  the  chief  agency  of  getting  the  Scriptures 
to  these  men  of  various  nationalities  who  are  in  desperate  need  of 
th  comfort  and  courage  which  only  the  Scriptures  can  give. 

In  telling  your  people  about  the  work  of  the  American 
Bible  Society  call  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Bible  Society 
Record  will  be  sent  to  every  giver  of  $1.00  or  more  whose  name  is 
sent  in  with  the  offering  of  the  Church.  Every  Church  can  send  in 
at  least  $1.00  or  $5.00,  and  some  might  do  more.  Universal  Bible 
Sunday,  December  14,  is  a  good  time  to  take  this  offering.  Contri- 
butions might  be  sent  to  the  Baptist  State  Treasurer  in  Raleigh,  or 
direct  to  the  American  Bible  Society,  Richmond,  Virginia.  The  Sec- 
retary of  the  Society  in  the  Richmond  office  will  be  glad  to  furnish 
further  information  and  literature  about  the  society. 

At  this  time,  Bro.  Chas.  B.  Howard,  teacher  of  Bible  at 
Campbell  College,  delivered  a  most  interesting  address  on 
Christian  Education.  Those  who  know  Bro.  Howard  love  him 
for  his  beautiful  Christian  Character,  his  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  and  his  belief  in  Christian  Education  as  the  bulwark  of 
America's  hope  for  the  future. 

Bro.  T.  H.  King  of  Wake  Forest  spoke  of  the  fine  Chris- 
tain  atmosphere  which  pervades  Wake  Forest  College  at  this 
time.

EVENING  SERVICE— 7:30  P  M 

Bro.  Horace  Jones,  Chorister,  opened  the  session  with  a 
song  service,  and  Bro.  H.  C.  Upchurch  led  in  prayer. 

Bro.  M.  A.  Huggins  spoke  upon  the  Co-operative  Program 
and  from  personal  information  and  personal  visitation  laid  bare 
the  pressing  need  of  churches  around  concentration  camps  and 
the  growing  centers  of  population  here  and  there  within  our 
borders.  It  was  a  great  message  on  a  great  need. 

At  this  time  the  Association  was  favored  with  music  by  a 
junior  choir,  led  by  Miss  Pearl  Oldham. 
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Mrs.  Nathan  C.  Brooks,  Association  Director  of  the  W.  M. 
U.,  spoke  briefly  upon  the  M.  M.  U.  and  turned  the  discussion 
of  the  subject  over  to  Miss  Myrtle  H.  Zentmeyer. 

Miss  Zentmeyer  spoke  of  the  achievements  of  the  W.  M. 
U.,  what  it  is  trying  to  accomplish  in  foreign  fields,  of  the  sad 
plight  of  the  Chinese  children,  many  of  whom  are  dying  for 
the  lack  of  food,  and  the  small  amount  of  money  required  to 
feed  a  child  there. 

Mrs.  F.  C.  Feezor  addressed  the  Association  on  Home  MiS' 
sions  and  in  a  well  informed  manner  traced  the  work  being 
done  in  the  various  centers  now  occupied  by  the  Home  Mission 
Board. 

Mrs.  Feezor's  written  report  upon  the  subject  is  inserted. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

Quoting  from  our  Home  Mission  Board  Secretary,  Dr. 
Lawrence,  "Home  Missions  exists  to  present  Christ  to  men  and  to 
impress  His  spirit  upon  the  life  of  the  nation." 

In  our  large  convention  territory,  reaching  as  it  does  from. 
Maryland  to  Arizona,  from  Missouri  to  Florida,  Cuba  and  Panama, 
there  are  45,798,000  people,  almost  one-half  of  whom  need  to  have 
Christ  presented  to  them,  for  they  are  unsaved  and  unchurched. 
Included  in  this  population  are  special  groups  which  require  special 
efforts,  plans',  workers  and  methods  in  order  that  they  may  be 
reached.  They  are  five  million  foreigners  speaking  26  different 
languages,  one-half  million  Jews,  11  million  Negroes,  two  million 
migrants. 

To  try  to  present  Christ  to  these  millions  the  Home  Mission 
Board  employs  391  missionaries,  and  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  these  missionaries,  are  over  one  thousand  mission  stations. 
During  the  past  convention  year  these  missionaries  preached  31,403 
sermons;  distributed  4,443  Bibles  and  Testaments  and  724,505  tracts. 
They  spoke  in  personal  work  to  27,440  souls  and  led  5,375  to  a  pub- 
lic profession  of  faith  in  Christ. 

Because  of  the  gifts  of  Southern  Baptists  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  has  been  able  to  pay,  during  the  past  year,  $181,130.41 
on  the  principal  of  our  debt.  The  recent  refinancing  of  the  debt 
will  effect  an  annual  saving,  on  interest,  about  $9,000.  Let  us  be 
thankful  for  such  wise  business  judgment  on  the  part  of  our  Home 
Mission  Board  executives. 

What  can  we  as  Southern  Baptists  do  to  help  "present 
Christ  to  these  men,  women  and  children?"  First  we  must  know 
about  the  work  being  done.     We  must  inform  ourselves  about  the 
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special  groups,  their  schools  and  workers  so  that  we  can  think 
clearly,  pray  intelligently,  give  joyfully  and  go  if  God  should  call. 
How  shall  we  know?  Every  Baptist  home  should  have 
Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission  magazine  and  read  it.  The  mission 
study  department  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  constantly  at  work 
editing  books  on  the  work.  They  are  not  dull  and  prosaic  as  many 
think,  but  are  challenging  and  full  of  the  romance  of  living  and 
being  "co-workers  with  God."  Let  us  be  an  informed  people,  then 
we  shall  be  a  busy,  working  people;  doing  each  day  what  Home 
Missions  exists  to  do — to  "present  Christ  to  men." 

Bro.  S.  L.  Stealey  addressed  the  Association  on  the  subject 
of  Foreign  Missions.  He  took  as  his  text,  "I  can't  be  with  you 
any  more,"  words  selected  from  Paul's  letter  to  the  Philippians 
and  Paul's  admonition  to  the  Brethren  to  work  out  their  own 
salvation  without  fear  or  trembling. 

His  address  received  the  undivided  attention  of  all  present. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  :-n: 

[Notes  on  the  talk  by  Dr.  S.  L.  Stealey,  of  Raleigh] 

L— A  FEW  STATISTICS: 

In  1940,  after  two  years  of  European  war  and  a  longer  time 
of  war  in  China,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  our  Convention  still 
had  446  active  missionaries.  Contrary  to  widespread  opinion  a 
great  many  of  our  missionaries  are  still  on  their  original  fields. 
Most  of  those  who  have  been  evacuated  have  gone  into  other  fields, 
especially  Hawaii  and  South  America. 

There  were  18,542  baptisms  on  the  foreign  fields  last  year, 
the  largest  number  ever. 

Income  from  all  sources  was  $1,326,862.00.  A  gain  of  $247,- 
277.00  over  1939. 

The  debt  on  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  now  stands  at  $214,- 
000.00.     $33,500.00  was  paid  on  the  debt  in   1940.     Interest  on  the 
remainder  has  been  reduced  to  31/2%.    There  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  debt  will  be  wiped  out  by  1945. 
2.— SOME  QUESTIONS: 

Is  it  worthwhile  to  continue  Foreign  Missions  in  face  of 
present  wars? 

Are  Home  Missions  more  important  than  Foreign  Missions? 

Is  one  soul  really  as  good  as  another — black  or  white,  yel- 
low or  brown  though  the  skin  be? 

If  you  are  not  supporting  Foreign  Missions  are  you  really 
reasoning,  or  just  dodging?     Can  you  sincerely  justify  your  attitude? 

What  are  the  prospects  for  successful  work  right  now — does 
the  Christian  idealogy  have  a  chance  against  totalitarianism? 
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3.— MY  TEXT  FOR  MISSIONS:      Philippians  2:13,  "It  is  God  who 
worketh  in  you  both  to  will  and  to  do."
